David Duke wantft to be pat on 
Florida's primary ballot as a 
Republican. This is lopcal: he k a 
Republican. (We'll get to that later.) 
But the Florida Republican 
potentates— the likes of party b^ss 
Van Poole and Sen. AmAmt Cren- 
shaw of Jacksonville— say they 
want nothii^ to do with him and 
that he should run as an 
Independent. 

Poole, Crenshaw and the other 
gentry, who dacide thew things 
quite undemocratically, want only 
George Bush and Pat Buchanan 
under the sign of the elephant. They 
xlaim Duke is_not a^l^natioaallv 
recognized candidate." 

This is about as transparently sil- 
ly as those who censor plays or films 
hy saying they "aren't up to produc- 
tion standards." Duke's had more 
television time than Magic 
Jnhncnn Madonna and ('larpnrp 

Thomas combined. The guy signs 
autographs He is the Robert Red- 
ford of Neo-Nazis and even people 
in Palatka and Frostproof have 
heard of him. 

They go on to argue that Duke is 
nothing but a slander on the good 
name of Republicanism fan ox- 
ymoron). But what is the moral or qualitative 
difference between a man who exploited the racist 
pathology of the country to get elected in the first 
place; a man who advocates purging America of 
"foreigners" and arresting the homeless; and a man 
who used to wear white hoods and swastikas who now 
calls for divesting the "ungrateful" poor, welfare 
mothers and the like of welfare money and keeping 
the "purity" of the white race intact? 

The inherent viciousness of Republican platforms 
and Republican policies over the last 11 years have 
allow^ed David Duke to happen. The widening class 
gap created by Reaganomics, the regression to 
"respectable" racism as seen in Bush's Willie Horton 
ads, the hostility towards affirmative action displayed 
in such cynical moves as Clarence Thomas' 
app ointment to the Supreme Court have nurtured the 
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exemplary Republican that is Duke. 

His policies are hardly more radically rightwing 
than Bush's or Buchanan's: Duke is anti-choice, anti- 
affirmative action, pro-white, chauvinistically 
"Christian," virulently capitalist, and against big 
government except on issues of private morality or 
exciting conspiracies to overthrow governments we 
don't like. 

The biggest difference between Duke and Bush is 
that Duke seems an isolationist nationalist on the 
order of Pat Buchanan while Bush likes to jet around 
to foreign countries where he gets uninterrogat ive 



press, red carpets and nice dinners. Duke is Oliver 
North with a more photogenic face, an arrogant jerk 
who thinks it's OK to kill certain ^ts ^^le 
because they don't think like him. 
An exemplary Republican. 

Now, if Duke is as bad a guy as the Florida 
Republican junta claim, why are they afraid to put 
him on the ballot with them? If he is so evil, why do 
they fear people will vote for him? Could it be because 
they know that some voters— those who have secretly 
been admiring the South African government for 
years or who want the U.S. to invade Cuba— are 
beginning to like their riwiam andi^ttdice^aight, 
no chaser? 

Duke is Republicanism without the sheet and mask. 
A lot of Florida may well come out of its closet to vote 
Jor him_and^rnake Bush's (a ndBnchanan^ iiui i ibeis 



look shaky. Anything can happen— this is a state that 
elected Bob Martinez governor. 

The real reason the Republicans don't want Duke 
with them on the ballot is sheer embarrassment. Not 
only could he take votes away from Bush (Bush will 
still win, of course) but he could become the stick the 
Democrats use to beat Bush with The minute Bush 
startb talking about welfare reform or quotas, the 
Democrats can raise the specter of the Klansman.

You would have thought the i-^uc was .settled. Over 9.000 Tallahassee 
citizens voiced their disapproval of the City Commission's August decision 
to build a coal plant to serve as an "altei'native" energy source. They did

that would decide once and for all whether Tallahassee will use coal in the 

future. 

If passed, the t efeicndum would lequire local officials to get approval from 
citizens before building a coal plant. 

The show of si^a-,at urcs was undoubtedly one of the .strongest efforts in quite 
a while in which local citizens expressed displeasure with their elected 
officials —and this in a stellar example of direct democracy. 

Once tlie Coal Plant Referendum committee got the signatures, everyone, 
includin^^ Leon County Supervisor of Elections Ion Sancho, figured the 
referendum was a done deal and would appear on the ballot during upcoming 
local elections 

Enter Commissioner Jack McEean who, along with Commissioner Ste\< 
Meislnirg and Mayor Debbie Lightsey, then began a disgusting effort to defile 
the citizen's initiative. 

McLean, who along with Meishurn is up for re-election the day tlic 
iH^ferendum is put to voters, notified Sancho of an obscure rule that prohibits 
the referendum from taking place without approval of the commission. This 
is a stupid rule in the first place to say the least. 

But it was also an attempt on McLean's part to prevent the item from 
appearing during his re-election bid. which would he on the same ballot 
Tallahasseeans are mad that commissioners iiltempted to shove the outdated 
idea of using coal energy down then- throats. And he knows that it could show- 
on election day. 

It was also an attempt t(; buy time. And city officials would, indeed, suggest 
that the referendum be put off until March 

But after an article in the Tallahassee Deniocrai, which infuriated local 
citizens that the commission majority would so blatantly act against their 
well won right of a speedy vote, commissioners had no choice but to authorize 
the referendum to appear on the earliest possible ballot m February. 

How(H'er, it seems this wasn't enough for hardheaded commissioners. Those 
on the board who voted for the coal plant in the first place— Mayor Ligl. -ey, 
-MeLea-ft-ai^d ?4t-i-5LrtTrg^=--have pcrs-hi^ ttrrough'The"Tde"a"oT afi ""Lrlc)^ 
campaign" in an attempt to save face on an i.ssue they've obviously misread. 

The mes.sage here is one of two things; In another example of its often elitist 
attitude toward the lowly peons who merely live in Tallahassee instead of 
rule it, the commission could be saying that we still need to be "informed." 
But this would preclude the fact that Tallahasseeans arc more well-versed 
on this issue than any other to come along m previous years. 

The commission has had numerous regular meetings on the issue. 
Tallahassee residents {)acked city hall several times this summer during 
public hearings on the issue and the Coal Plant Referendum committee has 
also informed citizens of the coal energy process. More telling, how ever, was 
a reader respon.se cjuestion put to citizens this sunmier by the Tallahassee 
Democrat which showed that a well-versed 97 percent of those who responded 
were against this type of cMcigv. 

Doos the commission want lo inform us or manipulate us'' This is, aftf>r 
all. the only other possibility. How much information do we nced'.^ Could it 
bo that the commission majority is relying on sheer information overdrive 
iibout the financial impact of not going coal'' That the herd will, in its stupor, 
follow pipers McLean, Meisburg and Lightsey into an ashy future?

FROM STAFF REPORTS 

Believe it or not, the news didn't stop 
happening while most of the Flambeau staff was 
on hiatus during the holiday break. So, in the 
interest of keeping you up to date on what went 
down locally since Dec. 13, we've compiled this 
synopsis. 

FAMU, FSU players make up 

Members of Florida A&M and Florida State 
universities' basketball teams apologized to each 
other on the Capitol steps Dec. 13., making up for a 
fight that broke out between them Dec. 7. 

The game was the first FSU and FAMU played 
against each other in 10 years. The fight broke out 
with just a minute left in the first half and with FSU 
leadin^^ 38-35. Afterwards, three FSU players and 10 
FAMU players were ejected, and FSU was awarded 
the win. 

Despite the symbolic public gestures, the athletic 
directors of both schools, FSU's Bob Goin and FAMU's 
Walter Reed, were noticeably absent from the event. 
The directors have been asked from many quarters- 
including Gov. Lawton Chiles, state Rep. Al Lawson, 
State-Universitv Sv fftprn Chanrp^^^*' <"^^h^p 
FAMU President Frederick Humphries and FSU 
President Dale Lick— to schedule a rematch next year. 
But so far, neither director has responded. 

Budget cuts finalized 

The Legislature cut $40.7 million from the State 
University System budget during the special session 
that ended Dec. 13, about $10 million less than had 
been proposed by Gov. Chiles and the Cabinet. 

The still-massive cuts were staunched somewhat 
because the Legislature dipped into the state's trust 
funds and rainy-day account. The end result is that 
FSU and FAMU will still have to live, for the most 
part, with the effects $7 million and $2 million 
already cut from their respective budgets have had. 

The restored money does mean, however, that some 
spring and summer semester classes will be reinstated 
at both FSU and FAMU. It also means university 
faculty and staff will basically get their annual 
3 percent pay raises that were in jeopardy under 
Chiles' proposed cuts.

Ledbetter is released 

Marshall Ledbetter, the former Florida 
University student who took over the Capitol last 
June, is back at home with his parents in Auburndale. 

After apologizing for his actions— which included 
defying the sheriffs SWAT team for five hours and 
demanding, among other things, 666 jelly 
doughnuts— Ledbetter was deemed competent to 
stand trial Dec. 19 and was moved from the state 
mental hospital in Chattahoochee to the Leon County 
Jail. He was then released from the jail after posting 
$5,000 bond. 

"At the time, I thought I would do something to 
make the world a better place. I wanted to scream at 
the world," Ledbetter told Chief Circuit Judge 
William Gary, according to the Tallahassee Democrat. 
"All I've done is broadcast my freak-out to the world 
and cause a lot of upset and trouble."

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Kennedy criticizes 

Moore investigation

Writer-activist Stetson Kennedy 
said last week that he fears the 
latest invent i gat ion into the 
assassination of a Florida civil 
rights leader four decades ago is tur- 
ning into "another whitewash," and 
he is drafting a letter to Gov 
Lawton Chiles outlining h's 
concerns. 



A lie uivesLigaLiun, wnicn is oeing 
conducted by the Florida Depart 
ment of Law Enforcement, was 
ordered by Chiles in August after 
Kennedy presented the governor 
with new leads into the 1951 
murder of Harry Moore, then- 
president of the Florida NAACP. 

Kennedy— an associate of 
Moore's— believes the Ku Klux 
Klan and law enforcement officials 
were responsible for the deaths of 
Moore and his wife, who were kill- 
ed in Mims on Christmas day, 1951, 
when a bomb exploded under their 
bed. No one has ever been indicted 



in the murders, in part l)ecau^e the 
special investigator appointed at 
the time by then (iow Fuller 
Warner was himself a Klansman, 
according to Kennedy 

"I'm beginning to hear now m "91 
some of the samt- kind of hiased 
language from ciM'tam ol these 
agents who i\ro currently working 
on the ca.-^i' as I did hear from this 
Klansman in vestiL^ator back m 
1951, just enough to be disturbing," 
Kennedy said. 

Kennedy would not say which 
agents he was concerned about, or 
what remarks they had made that 
he considered "biased." 

John Hnnghtie, the FDLE's lead 
investigator in the re-opened case, 
said he understands Kennedy's con- 
cerns about the investigation, but 
added that "the FDLE is also con- 
cerned." 

"We are following eveiy lead to its 
logical conclusion," he said. 

As for Kennedy's charges about 
"biased language," Doughtie said,

murdered because he and Moore 
were calling for ihe suspension and 
prosecution of now retired Lake 
County Sheriff Willis McCall. 
Several weeks before Moore s 
assassination, the sheriff had 
allegedly shot two handcuffed, 
African-American prisoners. 

Kennedy also sa\s that besides 
the Klan and McCall, Ine murder 
involved law enforcement officials 
on both the local and state level, as 
well as J, Edgar Hoover's FBI. As 
evidence of the latter, he points to 
the refusal of the FBI to release but 
a tiny portion of its records on the 
case, citing, among other things, 
"national security." 

Kennedy was covering the in- 
quest into the shootings— which was 
being conducted by the same in- 
vestigator assigned to the Moore 

,V I c. 



tion magazine. He says that when 
he gave the investigator, Jefferson 
Elliot, the secret Klan recognition 
sign, Elliot did likewise. 

The links between law enforce 
ment officials and the Klan that anv 
thorough investigation of Moore's 
murder would uncover, Kennedy 
says, makes him wary that any of- 
ficial investigation, including the 
latest, will get to the heart of the 
matter. 

... how serious is the state 
about solving a murder that could 
expose a joint venture between 
Klansmen and lawmen, including a 
helping hand from the FBI?," Ken- 
nedy wrote in an op ed piece in the 
Dec. 3 New York Times. 

"If Mr. Chiles makes good on his 
promise to follow the trail to its end, 
he will likely discover that the 
Moore murders were carefully 
planned, carefully carried and, with 
the FBI's help, carefully covered 
up." 

The new evidence brought for- 
ward by Kennedy was in the form 
of a woman who said her husband 
had participated in Moore's 
assassination. Kennedy credited 



Chiles with promptly acting on the 



woman's statement, but said the 
FDLE investigators have not done 
much with the leads she offered. 

He said it was "alarming" that 
after four months, the FDLE in 
vestigators had yet to take any for- 
mal statements from the woman or 
her husband, or from other 
witnesses and suspects, and have 
"in effect, simply chatted with 
them." 

" ... it could mean that they 
don't want anything in their records 
of that kind of official documentary 
nature," Kennedy said. "They want 
to he free to just write up their lit- 
tle version about this conversation 
I had today with so-and-so, rather 
than a taped, signed, in toto record." 

Doughtie, citing the confldentiali* 
ty of an ongoing investigation, said 
he could not reveal at this point 
whether interviews conducted by 
FDLE investigators are being 
recorded in full. 

"We have our own procedures 
that we follow," he said. 

"I don't want to be negative to Mr. 
Kennedy. He's spent his life follow 
ing this," Doughtie added. "(But)

Two Women raped 

In the first of two attacks Sunday, a 34-year-old local 
woman was raped and robbed in San Luis park in the 
early morning by two men armed with handguns,

Thf^ victim told officers she went for a walk earlier 
in the night and ended up near Brevard Street and 
Dewey Street where a beige Volkswagen van occupied 
by two young men drove by and solicited her as if she 
were a prostitute.

Although she did not know the suspects, the victim 
accepted an offer for a ride, she told police officials. 
The victim was asked if she wanted to go to their 
house to snKjke marijuana and have a party, but she 
asked to be taken home instead. The victim was then 
driven to San Luis Park where she was raped while 
being threatened with a semi-automatic handgun. 

Following the rape, the suspects demanded money

The attackers are described as African-American 
men in their mid-twenties.

But even if only a small percentage of those unable to g.n emergencv 
assistance fall through t he cracks, that means hundreds of families hittmg 
the streets. 

And with local homeless pi oviders unable to keep pace with the gi owmg 
numter of homeless on the streets alread\--especiallv women and children, 
the fastest-growing and most vulnerable segment of the homeless 
population— that means problems. ' 

"(The emergency assistance program) helps stretch other agencie.-. 
money/* said E)onna McKenzie. an HRS official who helps administei- the 
program in this area. "(Local homeless providers) wore concenu d about 
the cuts because they knew more people would be coming to their door ' 

Helen McLaughlin, executive director of both the Florida Coalition for 
the Homeless and the Tallahassee Coalition for the Homeless, agreed 

"The burden will fall (on local providers),'" she said. -And resources are 
getting more scarce all the time.'* 

Last year, the emergency assrstance program helped almost 700 families 
in Leon County. 

Gallagher of the Florida Catholic Conference said she wa,^ disappointed, 
but not surprised, that the House and Senatt- It^adership handling the 

"This is not a priority for many . . . the homeless population doesn't 
have many advocates and they don't have many lobbyists protecting their 
part of the budget," she said. 

But moral questions aside, homeless advocates said cutting the program 
doesn't make much economic sense, either. It's cheaper to keep families 
in the houses they're already in, they say; more families on the streets 
means more people seeking other kinds of assistance to get back on their 
feet. 

— "It's going to take a lot of m.oney to take care of tho se^dtsnipied f anuiies, " 
Gallagher said. 

Mary Ann Moore, a Tallahassee member of the state homeless coalition's 
board of directors, agreed. 

*ifs a borrow.from-Peter-to-pay-Paul kind of thing," Moore said. "(Local 
homeless providers) are going to have to be creative in coming up with 
solutions for temporary housing.

general, his uncle was a member of 
the Klan m Jacksonville, and he 
spent most of his childhood believ- 
ing that v,'as a good thing. 

But while still a teenager, Ken- 
nedy said he came to realize there 
was something horribly wrong with 
a government-backed system that 
inflicted so much pain and humilia- 
tion on a group of people simply 
because of the color of their skin. 

"I was brought up, you might say, 
in the First Baptist Church here in 
Jacksonville hearing all this on 
Sunday, stuff about the 'brother- 
hood of man' and 'love one another' 
and so on," Kennedy recalled in a 
warbly Southern accent. "But then 
on weekdays a black j^rson couldn't 
get in line to buy a postage stamp at the mam post 
office (because) they were afraid to get in a line that 
had white people in it.

So Kennedy decided to stop being part of the 
problem. He couldn't fight racism and fascism 
overseas in World War II because back problems, 
so he devoted his life to fighting "the thing in our own 
back yard." 

He became a "member" of the Klan and several 
other American terrorist groups devoted to white 
supremacy, and from the inside was able to bring hard 
evidence against some of their memters. He also 
fought the good fight with the pen, writing about his 
experiences with the Klan and documenting 
segregation laws in such books as The Klan 
Unmasked and the Jim Crow Guide. 

Unfortunately, but not surprisingly, Kennedy's 
work didn't get much attention— in the U.S. anyway. 
The FBI ignored the evidence he uncovered about the 
Klan's death-squad activities, and he couldn't find an 
American publisher to print his books until just a few 
years ago. 

Overseas is where Kennedy first got some credit. 
Much to America's embarrassment. The Klan 
Unmasked was published in Britain in 1954, and 
philosopher Jean-Paul Sartre published the Jim Crow 
Guide in 1956. 

"In Paris, the CIA came to me and said this Jim 
Crow Guide hurts like hell and if you would just write 
a recantation and say it was all false and a put-up

job, we would see to it that you are independently, 
financially secure for life," Kennedy said, chuckling. 
"That was more gratifying than_the^rLUcs_OLJthe_ 
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reviews . . . i telt~tliant was doing what I intended 
it to do— namely, to give Uncle Sam a hot foot on the 
subject of apartheid." 

Kennedy's family didn't appreciate his work, either. 
He walked out on them after one of his sisters told 
him at a family dinner that she thought he would 
rather be with "them"— meaning African- 
Americans— than with his own family. Kennedy told 
her she was right. 

"I said, 'As a matter of fact, I would' and got up from 
the table and that was the end of the family," 
Kennedy said. "It's been 40 or 50 years since we've 
communicated." 

Still seeking justice 

Though he still lives in exile from his own family, 
the rest of America is finally beginning to 
acknowledge Kennedy's accomplishments. 

In the past year and a half, a number of newspapers 
and magazines— from alternative publications In 
These Times and The Village Voice to the mainstream 
Miami Herald and Orlando Sentinel— have done 
pieces on him. 

"When you hear about some of the things he's done, 
it's almost incredible because you've never heard of 
this man," said Ron Cooper, resource center director 
for the Florida Humanities Council, where Kennedy 
is a member of its speakers' bureau.

' t of the attention has to do with Kennedy*s books finally getting 
published in the U.S. Even today, they present fresh evidence about an 
America that too many don't know abwrt p^er to igiB^e. 

He'll go down in history as one of the first investigative historians," 
said James Eaton, a history professw and directw of tlw lirok Archives 
at Florida A&M University. **His work is classic ... it was nitty gritty." 

But Kennedy has also b^n in the news a lot lately ^a^e hB continues 
to make it. As an authority on the Klan, he has appeared on several talk 
shows recently \o offer insight on David Duke, the MM Louisiana 
gubernatorial candidate and self-proclaimed "ex"-Klansman who is now 
making a run for present. 

Kennedy has also been pressuring the state of Florida to get to the bottom 
of the murder of Harry Mc»re, the Florida NAACP prwidaBt and civil 
rights leader who was assassinated along with his wife in 1951. After 
Kennedy presented new leads in the caw, Ctev, L*^i^ Chiles in 
September assigned the Florida Department of Law Enforcement to look 
into it. 

Kennedy said it's important that those behind the murder— many of 
whom he maintains nre still alive— be prosecut«l so that the memory of 
America's own Holocaust won't be forgotten. 

"Justice is a good thing to have, no matter how l^lftl^ it night 
Kennedy said. "In my estimation, the Ham^ Moore assassination is 
definitely analogous to the Holocaust^ in which a great many people have 
devoted their lifetimes to tracking down the criminals." 

Most of the stories done on Kennedy recently have focused on his past. 

But ai ^^M«»^^to^^^^«i^ft«^^^^ «tvil righte i^uggle 
for so long, Kennedy has a lot of inform^ opinions about white supremacy

He said he is worried that white America's short memory span may lead

"... I see all this as a sugar-coated conspiracy with the willful intent

white supremacy again," he said. 

He put a lot of the on tk$ mM^ef'n le^torAip. With the use of 
racist buzzwords like "quota" and "reverse discrimination," he said, the 
Republican presi^te who have «c^led tl» W^te^^m tm more than 
a decade now have created a climate that legitimates obscene proposals 
like school choice, a^ ^^w»ne candidates like DavM ^ke. 

White Americans need to take a look at their history, he said, and get 
over it. 

"The truth of the matter is that quota in the United States of America 
for 300 years, more or less, meant 100 percent white airi 0 percent black 
and other minorities," Kennedy said. "So for us palefaces to talk 
indigna^y about quotas takes a nerve. 

"For trenerations, whites broke the legs of blacks and minorities and 
said, OK, let's race.' And that's the way it still is,"

JFK: The Controversy 

The irony in all this jaw flapping 
over Oliver Stone's masterpiece of 
a political film, JFK, is that if but 
half the attention had been paid to 
the actual assassination as to the 
film, we'd all know today the 
answer to the question: Who Kill- 
ed JFK?

documentary alleging that Garrison conducted a 
malicious prosecution must be true, ergo Stone 
shouldn't have given Garrison the time of day. 

This is about as fatuous as saying that l^ause 
Garrison was never tried for such an offense it 
couldn't ^ssiWy be true, heme Garrison's all^ili^s 
against Shaw were true. In point of fact, Garrison was 
prosecuted by the federal government after the Shaw 
trial and charged with accepting bribes from the New 
Orleans-based Marceilo organized crime family. 

The chief prosecution witness, Pershing Gervais, 
later eentended he was bribed by the government to 
testify against Garrison. The jury found Garrison not 
guilty. 

What I find appalling is not that any questions are 
raised about Garrison's conduct, but that Wicker 
hasn't written half as much in the 30 years since the 
Kennedy killing as he did in his hair-flitting critique 
of this film. Wicker expends so much energy trying 
to sound like a "man of rea«>n" that what he writes 
is unfathomable. 

After sittii^ wi his ass all them years he now wants 
to wax eloquent about the flaws of those who have 
done the work he and his fellow men of reaa^ should 
have done back then. This attitude is especially 



prevalent in journalists of the Shorr-Wicker 
generation. Unconscious guilt, perhaps? 

If fairness is Wicker's standard, he could at least 
have given GaiTison credit for establishing the fact 
that Oswald's pro-Castro posturing in New Orleans 
was a charade. Wicker knows full well that m 1978 
the House Select Committee on Assasinations heard 
credible tebtinioiiy from the personal secretary of 
right-wing intelligence official Guy Banister that 
Oswald in fact was a political provocateur and was 
on Banister's payroll. 

The select committee also gave credence to the 
testimony of a Louisiana state representative, a voter 
registrar and a county sherriff who testified at the 
Shaw trial that Shaw, David Ferrie (a Carlos Marceilo 
associate and CIA operative) and Oswald were trying 
to infiltrate a black voter registration drive being 
conducted by the Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee. 

While none of this establishes that Shaw conspired 
to kill JPK, it does clear up the mystery of who 
Oswald was. Garrison's flawed prosecution pales in 
comparison to the Warren Commission cover-up. 
^ LLnfortunately^JKicker^ and-h.is-^ellowxarpers-dra w _ 
the line when it comes to venting spleen. They are, 
you see, men of reason. 

JFK: The Movie 

As anyone who's seen an Oliver Stone film knows, 
Stone is no Costa Gavras. And JFK is not Missing 
or State ofSicgv. Indeed, the movie i.^ luilc liuui.-, uf 
speculative heat and light about the heinous murder 
of JFK. 

Stoned resulting work is a frenzied look at who done 
it (violent paramilitary groups with links to the 
military-industrial complex, who viewed fJFK as more 
politically left-wing than Abbie Hoffman) and why 
they did it (to prevent JFK from going through with 
post-re-election plans to withdraw from Vietnam and 
calling off the covert war on Castro, following the 
Cuban missile crisis and other left of-center notions.) 

Thanks to a marvelous cast, a smooth script and 
uncanny, unorthodox camera work. Stone's JFK, 
based on Jim Marrs' worthy 1989 w^ork, Crossfire and 
Jim Garrison's On the Trail of the Assassins, is a

breathless magical mystery tour of those historical six 
seconds in Dallas. Kevin Costner's waspy-Jim Garrison, 
(who in real life is a towering cajun Catholic) succeeds quite 
well in laying out the New Orleans D.A.'s story of how he 
catTK^ to understand that the plot to kill JFK was hatched 
in his prosecutorial bailiwick. 

The conspiracy begins to unravel when Garrison discovtM-s 
that Lee Harvey Oswald (believed to be a left-winger), 
actually was working directly for former FBI agent and 
Naval intelligence official Guy Banister iKd Asner). Gary 
Oldham's Oswald is more than Ix'lievable, as is Asner's 
Banister (though Asner is so big that one cynic on the set 
r(>marked that he could have played the Texas School Book 
Depository ). 

After soHK^ diligent digging, including a hair-raising \ isil 
with an imprisoned, racist pimp (nimbly played bv Ke\

Bacon), Garrison discovers that poised at the top of the 
covert pyramid is (kinky) Clay Shaw (Tommy Lee Jones), 
respectable citizen and head of the International Trade 
Mart. It was also discovered 10 years after Garrison's 
unsuccessful prosecution that Shaw was also a CIA "contact 
agent." 

Shaw's co-conspirator is the surreal David Ferrie (played 
to the hilt by Joe Pesci), defrocked Catholic priest, right 
winger and kinky homosexual. When Ferrie isn't engaging 
in S&M with Shaw, he's coordinating an anti-Castro Cuban 
gun l imning operation out of Guy Banister's office.

Garrison's courtroom summation is the most spine- 
tingling part of the film. It's preceded by a .flocking look 
at the Zaprude!- film, which shf.ws beyond a reasonable 
doubt that someone shot Kennedy from thejront as well 
as ihc back. 

Yes, there are Haws: Did Shaw and Ferrn-"- xualitv have 
anything to do with the plot? Yes, facts are misunderstood 
or distorted. Yes, Kennedy and Garrison are overly 
romantuazed. But on the whole Stone's film rivals the 
marksmanship of the gras.sy knoll assassin. Finally, Stone 
de.serves our thanks fb>- filling in the historical blanks left 
by certain, whining present day journalists who still have 
their heads in the sand when it comes to the events 
surrounding Nov. 22, 19HM.

Long breaks between competition can spell trouble for college athletic 
trams, and the holiday season left the Florida State women's basketball 
team with a less than ideal record, but the squad's 86-83 victoiy ever Wake 
Forest on Sunday may^be the sign of a new season.

In a total reversal froni their regular season meeting, in which Kansas 
City gained 247 ground yards and beat the Bills, 33-6, Buffalo dominated 
all phases of the game. 

It took three interceptions by the Chiefs to hold down the score and 
eventually produce Kansas City's first touchdown of the day. 

Buffalo also intercepted the Chiefs four times and Kansas City was forct^d 
to play two-thirds of the ganm without starting quarterback Steve DeBerg, 
who left the contest with an injured throwing hand All four of the 
interceptions suffered Kansas City were thrown by Mark Vlasic. 

In Detroit, Erik Kramer, who came to training camp as Detroit's No. 
i quarterback, completed 29 of 38 passes for 341 yards and three 
! lahdowns Sunday to lead the Lions to a 38-6 victory over the Dallas 
i ijwboys and into the NFC championship game against Washington. 

The victory gave Detroit a 9 0 home record this season and 10 straight 
victories over two years at the Silverdome. The Lions are 11-0 in donned 
-ladiums this season. 

It w as Detroit's first post-^ason victory since a 59-14 win over Cleveland 
Hi the 1957 NFL championship game. 

But since the AFL NFL merger in 1970, this represents Detroit's first 
trip to the NFC title contest. 

Dallas geared its defense to stop Detroit running back Barry Sanders, 
who iiad only 23 yards in 11 carries until a 47-yard touchdown run late 
m the fourth quarter.

Kramer, who moved ahead of Andr<> Ware as the backup to starter 
Kodney Peete during the pre season, replaced Peete in the first quarter 
nf the I lions' 34 10 victory over Dallas on Oct. 27. He has guided Detroit 
to eight wins m 10 games. 

Willie Green had a Detroit playoff record eight receptions for 115 yards 
and touchdowTi catches of 31 and 9 yards and rookie Herman Moore caught 
SIX passes for 87 yards and a seven-yard touchdown.

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Apple pledges $1 million to magnet lab

While not all of the state funds slated for th_(i- 



new magnetic lahoi atory under con.struction at 
Florida State University have been approved, 
corporate support for the $75 million research 
facility i> ^tartiii^ to pick up the slack. 

Officials at the National High Magnetic Field 
Lab announced Monday that the Apple 
Corporation has become ihe facility's first 
private sponsor, helping to ease tlK^ tension over 
state and federal funding endangered by budget 
tightening. Apple pledgt^d more than $1 million 
in computer equipment to the magnetic lab over 
the next five yars. 

Jack Crow, the director of the lab. said he 
hopes other firms will folUnv Apple s lead m 
supporting the multimillion dollar laboratory 
through an industrial affiliate program 

Crow's wishes were echoed by (iov, Lawton 
Chiles, who expressed gratitute to Apple for its 
support. 

*' Apple has made a challenge, ' Chiles said in 
a press conference at the laboratory Monday 
morning. "We need to have a real affiliation 
with the government and private industry 
working hand in hand ' 

Gary Falle, a spokesperson for the magnetics 
laboratory, said the total cost for construction 
and continued programs at the laboratory will 
be $73 million to $75 million. About $55 million 
of these funds will come from the state of 
Florida: $9 5 million from the National Science 
FoundatKJii. The rest will come from other 
soiyces such as private corporations. 

Plans for the magnet lab were finalized in 



mid i991 when FSU. the University of 
Florida and Los Alamos National 
1 .a bt:u:4ii4)4^y^ibm i 1 a j o i n t p r opo s a 1 
for the lab. beating out the prestigious 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
and .securing federal fuiiding from the 
National Science Foundation. 

The magnet lab has already opened 
Its doors and begun to recruit tlie 
faculty and .staff which will include 39 
permanent faculty positions, 20 
visiting faculty positions, and 10 
technical research f)ositions. 

The lab and its high powert^d 
magnets will consume about 20 
megawatt.-' of power, which is roughly 
thi' same as the amount used by the 
entire city of Tallahassee. 

Constructi(jn at the site is still in the 
early phast^s although operations for 
the lab have already moved into a 
building previouslv on the site. The preSS conference.

current timetable calls for the lab to be fully 
operational by 1994, with some research 
starting this year. 

Asked about $2.9 million m state t'unds 
promi.sed for the lab during the coming fiscal 
year, but nussing from the pi oposed 1993 
budget, Chiles said he was ( onfklent that 
budget revisions would allocate all the mone> 
necessary to continue construction on the lab 
and development of its programs. 

"Thi state intends to carry out its 
commitment," he said. 

But Chiles was noncommittal about whether 
the state would be able to follow through with 



all the promised funding, saying it's "very 
possible" the money would come through 

When the lalxiratoiv becomes fully 
operational in 1994. scientists will be able to 
better study the propert ies of superconductors, 
as well as many other related fields like nuclear 
magnetic resonance and magnetic resonance 
imaging (or MRI), according to literature 
distributed by magnet lab officials. 

MRI is already being used by doctors to study 
human tissues and diagnose diseases without 
the need for exploratory surgery.

U.N. slams 
Israel for 

expulsions

UNITED NATIONS-The Securi- 
t V (^ouncil voted unanimously Mon- 
day to condemn the Israeli decision 
to deport 12 Palestinians and 
diplomats said it would clear the 
way for the Palestinian delegation 
to return to the Middle East peace 
talks in Washington. 

The 15 nation council, holding its 
first meetinii of the year, adopted a 
resolution dratted by Arab nations 
which "strongly condemns the deci- 
sion of Israel, the occupying power, 
to resume deportations of Palesti- 
nian civilians." 

It was the sixth t'me the Securi- 
ty Council raised its voice to con 
demn the expulsion of Arabs living 
in the Israeli occupied West Bank 
and Cra/a strip since the start of the 
popular uprising, called intifada, 
against the Israeli occupation in 
December 1988, 

The United States joined the 
other 14 members of the council in 
condemning Israel for its plan to 
deport the Palestinians. 

Israel decided last week to deport 
the 12 Palestinians in retaliation 
for the killing of an Israeli settler 
in December. 
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Poll: Floridians put education No. 1

Education is high on the minds of Floridians. 

For the first time in 12 years, Floridians who were 
surveyed in a recent state-wide poll cited education 
as the single greatest problem facing Florida. 

The results of the survey, conducted last fall by the 
Survey Research Laboratory for the Policy Sciences 
Program at Florida State University, were released 
last month. Of the 1,013 Floridians polled by 
telephone, 26 percent said the state's biggest concern 
should be adequate funding for education. 

"I think all Americans in general feel the key tu 
a prosperous future can only be achieved through 
education," Tracy Newman, chief lobbyist for the 
Florida Student Association, said Monday. "We do 
more for less than almost any other state, but now 
we are threatening that " 

The respondents' second biggest concern dealt with 
economic problems, like unemployment, low wages 
and lack of industry. Government ineptitude came in 
a close third on the most- important-problems list, 
thanks in large part to the staters ongomg budget 
woes. 

This is the first time in the survey's history that 
education has ranked among Florida's top three 
problems. Suzanne Parker, who headed the lab's 
survey, was out of the country and could, not be 
reached for comment Monday. 

But local state Rep. Al Lawson said he thinks

change in priorities. 

"Most of the people coming to Florida are well 
educated and would like their children to recieve a 
decent education," he said. 

Lawson added that Florida's growing high school 
drop-out rate is another explanation for heightened

concern over Florida's educational system. 

"If we do not focus towards keeping students in 
school, we will end up spending more money in the 
long run," said Lawson. "Florida leads the nation in 
incarceration. An education will change a person's 
life, but we need to give these students the 
opportunity." 

So far, the only indications of the new surge in 
concern for education showed up last semester when 
local college students organized demonstrations — 
against dramatic budget cuts in education, Lawson 
said. 

"1 haven't really seen a large number of students 
getting involved since the '60s and early 70s. And 
it's not just students; professors are also joining in and 
showing their concern for the system's present 
deteriorating condition," he said. 

Although new taxes were not passed in December's 
special session of the Florida Legislature to deal with 
a bad economy, Lawson says tax reforms are the real 
answer to generating more funding for education. 

'it's good that Gov. Chiles was so determined to cut 
out waste, but at the same time he also needed to push 
reforms.

For many Americans, 
reality is choosing 
between food, housing

Walk through the heart of any 
American city, through the bus and 
train terminals, parks and side 
streets, and you will encounter the 
homeless— Black, Latino and white, 
ex-factory workers and the elderly, 
people with mental disorders and 
preschool children. 
— We ha ve- a political and-ecorrornic" 
.system which prides itself as a 
"democracy," and yet it is unable or 
unwilling to address the crisis of 
millions of Americans who sleep 
each night in the streets, gutters 
and alleys across the rnuntry. 



Part of the problem is the grow- 
ing number of people at low-income 
levels who must allocate a great 
percentage of their disposable funds 
just for shelter. Back in 1970, there 
were about six million households 
with incomes of less than $10,0(W 
a year in 1989 dollars. There were 
more than 6.5 million houses and 
apartments throughout the country 
which were rented for less than 
$250 per month in 1989 dollars. 

This means that the vast majori- 
ty of people who had low incomes 
were usually able to locate suitable 
housing for themselves. The truly 
needy could depend upon the federal 
government's public housing units. 
And despite the image popularized 
by the media that public housing 
consisted almost exclusively of 
African-American and Latino 
tenants, about 60 percent of all 
families living in public housing 



were white. 

The housing crisis for the poor 
became more severe due to the 
deliberate cruelty of the Reagan 
and Bush administrations. From 
1977 to 1980, during the Carter ad- 
ministration, the federal govern- 
ment added an average of 290,000 
new families each year to the list of 
those receiv ing housing assistance. 

However, Keagan slashed federal 
housing allocations from $30 billion 
in fiscal year 1981 to barely $8 
billion in 1986. The number of 
available housing units in virtual- 
ly every city dropped sharply. 
In the past decaJu, the fed eia l 



government has extended housing 
support to an average of 78,000 new 
families each year. About 9.6 
million families earning low in- 
comes are now qualified for housing 
assistance, but only 4.4 million 
households are currently receiving 
help. 

The federal government's inaction 
has forced low-income people to pay 
more and more for housing units, 
and for large families to live either 
in cramped, overcrowded condi- 
tions, or out in the streets. By 1989, 
47 percent of all poor families were 
paying 70 percent of their income 
just on shelter alone. This leaves just 
30 percent for a family's food, 
clothing, health care, electricity and 
heat, school supplies for the 
children, and transportation. 

Not surprisingly, the number of 
American homeless doubled in the 
1980s. Thousands of poor children

die prematurely from preventable 
diseases, because their parents can- 
not afford decent health care for 
them. Thousands ot poor children go 
to bed hungry every night, while 
their government does nothing to 
assist them. 

The housing crisis for African- 
Americans is intensified due to the 
racism of Itonks and financial len- 
ding institutions, which refuse to 
provide mortgage money for homes. 
Several months ago, the Federal 
Reserve Board released a massive 
study of lending patterns, based on 
5.3 million mortgage applications 
received at 9,300 American banks. 

It was discovered that low-income 
people of color are denied mortgage 
loans at more than twice the rate of 
low-income white families. The 
study stat^ that low income whites 
are denied mortgages at the rate of 
14.7 percent; for Latinos and 
African Americans with low in- 
comes, the rejection rates are 22.4 
percent and 29.4 percent 
respectively.

In many cities with large Black 
and Hispanic populations, the mor 
tgage rejection r atps avp Pv>> n 
higher. In Boston, for example, the 
rejection rate for African Americans 
of all income classes was 39.4 per 
cent. The federal reserve study pro 
ves that poverty and oppression is 
not allocated equally; people of col- 
or who are poor have less access to 
resources, including the funds to ob- 
tain decent housing, than poor 
whites. 

For years, the National Urban 
League has called for a "domestic 
Marshall Plan" to address the pro 
blems of homelessness, poverty and 
hunger in America. Does America 
have the courage to «t? Or does 
American "democracy" for the poor 
really mean "freedom of choice" 
between housing or food?

When a 63-year-old man awoke Sunday 
morning and found two car thieves backing his 
Buick LeSabre out of his carport, he-gr-abbed his 
gun and fired a shot at the suspects in the 
vehicle, Tallahassee Police Department 
spokesperson Annette Garrett said Monday.

When police arrived at the scene, they found 
that one bullet had left an entrance hole in the 
house just three feet away from where Lee had 
been standing. A second bullet entered the 
bedroom window. Lee's car incurred about $450 
worth of damage, and he received a one inch 
gash on his forearm but did not know what 
caused the wound. He did not require medical 
care. 

The suspects were described as black men in 
their 20s. On e was wearing a white cap and the 



other wore wlutt- pants. The suspects may have 
left the area in a dark colored car they had 
parked at a nearby Majik Market.

A man wearing a gi-ay ski mask and wielding 
a small chrome handgun held up a convenience 
store Sunday morning, Garrett said. 

The man entered the Jr. Food store, at 1H37 
Capital Circle S.E., at 9:24 a.m., pointed a gun 
at the clerk and demanded money. Atter the 
money was turned over to the assailant, he left 
ihv store. There was also a customer in the store 
at the time of the robbery but he left before 
police arrived. 

The suspect is about 5-feet 6 inches tall and 
weighs approximately 140 pounds. The Robbery 
Task Force is still investigatiiig.^

City creates coal plant 
referendum info committee

Tallahassee city commission3rs voted 4 1 Monday to form a committee 
to educate voters about a controversial coal-plant referendum that will 
appear on a Feb. 4 election ballot. 

Commissioners named seven orgaaizatioiih to fomi tlie ei^ht-iueiiibei 
committee that will explain what the referendum means and study the 
long-term impact of having a coal-burning plant in Tallahassee. 

If voters give the referendum the thumbs up, the city will have to seek 
voter approval before building a coal plant in the future or purchasing 
energy from coal plants in neighboring counties. 

"Public inforaiation can be as basic as (saying), This is an issue on the 
MllQt, are you aware ofit?!/' said MayorDebbieLightsey, who vote4^4Ti 



favor of the committee. 

Each of the seven local organizations selected Monday will name one 
representative to the committee. The group will hoM a series of public 
meetings to explain the terms of the referendum as well ;is ihv long term 
effects of having a coal-burning plant in Tallahassee. That could include 
tlieeffects^on^tbe eity^beHd^atiftg^and "voters' future utility costs, baid 
Bill Behcnna, a city spokesperson. 

The group will then report its findings to voters. But commissioners said 
they are not sure yet hw the committee will get the information out. 

The committee also has the option of not working on the education project 
at all, Behenna wid. He added the group may dmide there is not enough 
time for an education campaign before the Feb. 4 election. 

Controversy over bringing a coal plant to TallahasTOe came to a head 
last summer when commissioners voted 3-2 in favor of a coal burning plant. 
The move was later revwrod, but not t^fore it had sparked apublic outcTy 
over the possible environmental hazards of such a plant. 

Late last year, when a group opposed to coal energy collected more than 
9,000 signatures— the minimum number required to put an issue on the 
ballot— in a petition ^manding that Tallahassee voters be given the 
chance to decide whether the city should have a coal plant. 

Commissioner Dorothy Inman-Crews, who's been opposed to bringing 
a coal plant to Tallahassee since the controversy began, cast the lone 
dissenting vote against an informational committee. She said the 
committee might try to bias voters toward approving a coal plant since 
committee members will be paid by the city. 

"The end result of this committee would be to influence the voters on 
the issue," she said, "... It's a controversy because the city has interjected 
Itself in the education process." 

Inman-Crews added that Tallahasseeans already distrust the city's 
handling of the coal-plant issue, and an informational committe set up 
by commissioners would only increase their skepticism. 

The city should not be a major player in any educational campaign . . . 
since the public already has a distrust (rf the city on (the coal-plant) issue." 
hi man-Crews said. 

The following organizations were chosen by commissioners to sit on the 
committee. The Tallahassee'Urban League, the Tallahassee Chamber of 
Com merce, the Coal Plant Referendum Committee, the Consolidation 



Charter Commission, the Council of Neighborhood Associations, the city 's 
Ei4ergy Policy Advisory Committee and thB TallahasMe Housing 
Authority. The eighth member will be appointed by Gov. Lawton Chiles, 
Behenna said.

FSU professor nears 
completion of work 
on black abolitionists

Sixteen years of research, sor 
ting and compiling \\ \\\ come to an 
end for C. Peter Kipley next 
month, when publication of his 
final book on black abolitionists 
concludes the laigest huinanities 
project in Florida university 
system history.

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Women shop based on other people's 
perception, according to FSU study

Women shoppers are more likely 
to buy clothes based on how they 
think others will perceive them, 
rather than how they feel about 
themselves, according to a recent 
Florida State University study. 

The random sample of 248 female 
shoppers at the Tallahassee Mall 
found that women who spend the 
most time and money on clothes 
highly value projecting an image of 
financial success and being well- 
respected by their peers, according 
_tQ__ Jeanne Heitmeyer^ an- associate professor of 
clothing, textiles and merchandising at FSU. 

"The study gives us some insight into how social 
values influence the attitudes about what we buy and 
why," Heitmeyer said Tuesday. "We wanted to see 
how values are related to women being interested in 
being well-dressed, and it appears that projecting an 
image of success is important to women and it shows 
in the clothes they wear." 

The re.searchers— including Heitmeyer and the 
husband-and-wife team of marketing Professor Ron 
(ioldsmith and family sciences Professor Elizabeth 
(ioldsmith— used a correlating set of questionnaires 
I iiat listed values and preferences to determine what 
the shoppei s viewed as important. Attempts to reach 
the Goldsmiths over Monday and Tuesday were 
unsuccessful. 

The ages of the women in the study varied between 
20 and 80 years old, with most interviewees reporting 
a moderately high income. 

The women who spent the most time and money on 
clothing, according to the study, said they most value 
being well-respected, projecting; an image of 
accomplishment, enjoying life, and having fun and 
excitement. 

Self-fuinilment, a sense of belonging, security, self- 
lespect and warm relationships with others were 
listed as less important values to the fashion-conscious 
shoppers, who also reported spending more time 
rea.din^^ fashion magazines. 

Heitmeyer said most of the women equated being 
well dressed with a sense of accomplishment,

"From this one study all we can say is that women 
who like to dress well had values that rated high in 
terms of accomplishment or success and we can't 
really draw any conclusions about why," she said. 

The younger respondents were more likely to attach 
important values to the way they dressed, according 
to Heitmeyer. People in their 20s and 30s listed 
clothing as more important than some of the older 
shoppers. 

"We found that age was inversely related to w hat 
the women valued and how that was reflected in their 
shopping," Heitmeyer said. "For most, as people get 
older, the importance of being well-dressed goes down 
a little bit." 

Other demographics in the study reflected that the 
better educated the shopper, the more likely she is 
to buy more new clothes, according to Heitmeyer. And 
while the study did not inquire about specific 
occupations, many respondents indicated their income 
level reflected that of a career woman, which 
Heitmeyer said was not surprising. 

"The median income of the women were moderate 
to high and that didn't sui-prise us because the sense 
of accomplishment and self-respect links to self- 
perception about hein^^ well-dressed, and people in 
careers have those kind of values." 

Heitmeyer said she thought the study might be 
useful for retail clothiers, who could better determine 
exactly who their product will be marketed for.

Steinbrenner was barred from baseball several years ago because he also 
took up with a gambler, a slimy thug named Howard Spira. Steinbrenner 
hoped that Spira would provide the lawless owner of the New York Yankees 
with dirt on his arch enemy, former New York Yankee star Dave Winfield. 
At the time, Steinbrenner was involved in a bitter legal dispute with Winfield 
over Steinbrenner's financial promise to the latter's charitable foundation. 

Now, the baseball commissioner has let it be known that if Steinbrenner 
drops his lawsuit against baseball, reinstatement for Steinbrenner is a 
certainty.

Edward Aldan's a?-ticlo on Dec. 10 was a welcome 
change from the general "ostrich-in-the .sand" 
coverage the press has given to the free-trade issue 
and the GATT talks. 

The fear that safety, labor and environmental 
laws will be gutted by GATT is well-founded, and 
this will he no accidtMit. Former Secratary of 
Agiiculture C'layton Yeutter publicly stated that he 
would use GATT to overturn state and local food 
safety regulations that he regarded "too strict." 

One prime target of GATT is the Delaney clause, 
which was mstituted to keep potential cancer- 
causing substances out of our food. Also, a so-called 
"Codex Alimentarius" Commission that meets in 
Rome has drawn up pesticide tolerances, which are 
a view of things to come. The Codex would allow 
DDT l esidues on peaches 50 times higher than 
current FDA standards. 

a lungicicte. would have residue 
tole>-ances on carrots increased 25 times. Benomyl 
u.sed to he considered a harmless and problem-free 
chemical until last summer, when orchid growers 
all over Florida saw their plants sicken and die, and 
DuPont admitted that several lots of the closely 
related chemical Benlate had been shipped in 
contaminated bags. The contaminant has still 
eluded identification hut it causes in plants a 
spectrum of symptoms, remini.scent of what happens 
in humans that have contracted AIDS or other 
immune-system di.sea.ses. (To its credit, DuPont 
promptly recalled the contaminated Benlate and is 
cooperating with growers affected by the product.) 

Luckily, orchids are not grow n as a vegetable and 
we have not had to deal with the "mystery 
chemical" in carrots or other plants consumed by 
people. But in a business environment where such 
screw-ups can and do happen, do we really want to 



allow massive increases of chemicn-. m rmr food''

Hyper-activist lands safely horr.c

Marshall Ledbetter has got the mother 
of all hangovers. 

"I just sort of came down oil my trip, you 
could say," the Ibi'iner Florida State 
University student said Sunday m a 
phone interview from Auburndale. 

And what a long, strange trip it's been. 

The 22-year-old Ledbetter made 
national headlines in June by pulling a 
guerrilla-like assault and takeover of the 
Capitol building. Tlie stunt landed hini in 
the Leon County Jail and then the State 
Mental Hospital in Chattahof)chee 

But in December- after months d! 
defiance and several attempted escapes^ 
Ledbetter apologized for his actions and 
was deemed competent to stand trial. 
Now,, after posting |5,000 bond. Ledbetter 
is staying with his parents and finally 
facing the music that threw his life into 
a tailspin. 

L^better's attorney, Public Defender 
Randy Murrell, agreed that Ledbetter— 
who at one ^int wanted to solely 
represent himself using a "hyper-sanity" defense- 
would ready if current attempts to plea bargain 
with the state are unsuccessful and a March or April 
trial becomes nwcessary. 

"He's in pretty good health," Murrell said Monday. 
"He had a pretty dramatic change and I think the 
doctors are right (about clearmg him for release)." 

Murrell aim said the prognoaia looks good for 
Ledbetter in terms of resolving the various charges 
Ledbetter faces— including armed burglary, 
unauthorized transmission on a police raldio and 
aggravated assault. 

"He's been locked up for six months now already, 
so I don't think there'll 1^ any more (jail) time," 
Miirrell said. "But the final decision is the judge's." 

Murrell a<yed that Ledtetter's improved condition 
will definitely benefit him when dealing with the 
prosecution. 

"I've never had the impression (the prosecution was) 
out to treat him harshly," Murrell said. "And I think 
the fact that his mental health has improved will 
definitely come into consideration." 

Although he's now looking at his past with a sober 
y>BByatlii.rot LcdhiiHci umlAaaiHfc hifc Mil wlmv \i 
comes to talking about his life. 

"Inking back, I'd have to say it's been one of the 
more regrettable experiences of my life, sort of 
broadcasting my freakout to the world," he said. "I 
look at it as a kind of psychotic blip on the whole of 
history." 

Supporters of Ledbetter over the past six months 
might be asking themselves, "Is Marshall Ledbetter 
a bi oken man? Did the system finally turn him into 
the spaced-outcow' that he always feared it would?" 

Jon Lammers. a long-time friend of Ledbetter's, 
thinks it was inevitable that Ledbetter would finally 
have to cooperate. 

i think that iLiedtotter's) sending six months in 
a state mental institution accomplished exactly what 
it was 8uppc»ed to," he said. 

Lammers noted that Ledbetter likely wasn't the 
easiest of patiants for the "treatment team" at 
Chattahoochee to bring back to reality. 

"Ha was a kharma-quake waiting to happen, " 
Lammers said. "It took the slickest psychologists they 
had to get the wedge into him." 

Ledbetter said now that he's home and things are 
finally wii^n^ down to a manageable pace, it's 
difficult to grasp the entirety of his experiences since 
that muggy June morning. 

"I'm still sort of stunned by the magnitude of 
everything," he aaid. "It's hard to really explain how 
I was thinking— really squirrelly." 

According to Lammers, much of l edbetter's 
thinking over the past six months has played more

to the tune of bein^ gi-andiose lhaii squirrelly. 

"Marshall thought he was God, and it's a long way 
down," said Lammers. He just expected too much 
from certain things, you know?" 

Ledbetter concurred with Lammer's assertion.s, but 
said he never really cherished the role of shaman 
bestowed upon him by his many supporters and 
friends. 

"All of those people, you know, somehow want^ me 
to be their Jesus," he said. 

Ledbetter also indicated that he's lost much of the 
conviction that drove him on when he was a 
hyperactivist. 

"I could have kept trying to build myself into some 
sort of hero— but what would it have really done?" 

Ledbetter said that he*s tttli coiwerned with the 
issues— education. Native American's rights, the 
homeless and many nwre— that #ove him to seek "a 
soap box" by commandeering the Capitol. It's clear 
now, however, that the bad taste left in his mouth 
from this recent experience will definitely lead him 
to seek a new strategy tiie next time he feels 
compelled to speak out.

It's like *hey, 
wow.'" 

Longtime Ledbetter friei^ and compatriot Jason 
Shipp waxed Orwellian when asked to describe his 
friend's bogus journey. 

*The doomed messiah now loves Big Brother," he 
said. 

It's uncertain how Ledbetter really feels about Big 
Brother anymore, but one thing is certain: he's 
through carrying crosses on his back. 

"Before the whole thing went baliiatic, it was like 
all these people wanted me to sit there and shake my 
fist at the authorities-why should I let myself be 
crucified for them?" he said, noticeably lacking the 
manic spirit that used to rock his world. "I'm just 
someone who dug myself into a really weird hole."

MOSCOW— Gunmen backing Georgia's new provisional 
government fired at a rally of 5,000 supporters of ousted President Zviad 
Gamsakhurdia Tuesday, wounding at least two people, Western reporters 
and Russian television reported from Tbilisi. 

The military council that took power in the former Soviet republic had 
banned demonstrations after driving out Gamsakhurdia, who Oed the 
capital Monday after weeks of fighting with opposition forces. 

The former president was reported to be staying in the Armenian town 
of Ijevan with his family and asked Armenia's leadership to help him find 
sanctuary in the West, the independent Interfax news agency said. 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia— A Yugoslav warjet Tuesday attacked 
two helicopters carrying European Economic Community observers trying 
to monitor the most recent cease-fire in Croatia, blowing up one of the 
aircraft and killing at least five aboard, officials said. 

In Pan_s,Jhe French^ 
Italians died when the helicopter was shot down by an air-to-air missile 
fired by a Yugoslav air force MiG. 

WASHINGTON-Israel urged its Arab neighbor Tuesday to resume 
peace negotiations this week, and a spokesman said Jerusalen would press 
ahead with the talks regardless whether the United States approves a $10 
billion loan guarantee. 

The Israeli peace delegation arrived Monday for the scheduled 
resumption of the tal ks, but Arab negotiators, protesting plans to deport 
12 Palestinians from the occupied territories, did not fly to Washington.

WASHINTON-Nearly 15 million women in 13 states wou Id be in 

immediate danger of losing access to legal abortion if the Supreme Court 
overturns its 1973 ruling legalizing most abortions, the National Abortion 
Rights Action League said Tuesday. 

In addition, another 18.4 million women of childbearing age live in 19 
"high" and "moderate" risk states, said Kate Michelman, executive 
director of NARAL. 

ALBANY, N.Y.— Attorney General Robert Abrams said Tuesday 
he would take the anti -abortion group Operation Rescue to federal court 
to prevent the group from blocking abortion clinics in Buffalo this spring. 

Abrams also threatened legal action against Buffalo Mayor James 



Griffin, who has said he would welcome the protests, if Griffin fails to 
"guarantee the civil rights of women to reproductive freedom." 

NEW YORK— Police Tuesday were zeroing in on four white teen- 
agers v.'ho assaulted two black children on their way to school and sprayed 
their faces white with sneaker paint in a racial attack in the Bronx. 

WASHINGTON-Leaders of the U.S. and European textile and 
apparel industries Tuesday denounced a draft version of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, saying the document is discriminatory 
and could lead to the elimination of 2 million industry jobs. 

The section of the draft agreement covering textiles and apparel favors 
countries such as India, Pakistan, Indonesia and China, "which have 
cavalierly disregarded the most fundamental rules of international trade," 
said Neil Hightower, president of the American Textile Manufacturers 
Institute. 

WASHINGTON— Federal subsidies of mining and logging in the 

Yellowstone National Park region hurt the economies of the communities 
in the area, which benefit more from conservation, an environmental gi'oup 
said Tuesday. 

An^nalysis-of the region's economy by the Wilderness Society found 
that economic gi'owth in the past two decades has occurred primarliy 
because small business owners have chosen to locate in the beautiful open 
area. 

WASHINGTON-The United States will hold an international 

conference Jan. 22-23 to arrange a worldwide humanitarian effort aimed 
at helping people of the former Soviet Republics, the admini.stration said 
Tuesday. 

"The coordinating conference will work towar^ helping the peoples of 
the republics help themselves to get through the winter and to ensure that 
together we take the right steps this winter, spring and summer to ensure 
a better situation next winter," said State Department spokeswoman 
Margaret Tutwiler.

buHes— the seventh was added three years ago after 
overcrowding complaints— served almost 1 million 
crosH-canipiis commuters. 

But despite Parking Services' positive spin on 
things, many riders sav the bus service still leaves 
much to be desired. Riders interviewed this week 
echoed the same ci iticisms about overcrowding and 
scheduling problems that their peers have voiced for 
years. 

"On days you're totally unprepared for it, the bus 
is too full to .stop for you and it'll just pass you by," 
.said P\SU freshman Sheiyl Goldstein. "Then you have 
to walk and pray you make it to class." 

Sophomore Anthony Riley, who was waiting for the 
bus at the coi ner of Jefferson Street and Woodward 
Avenue Monday, agreed. 

"(The SemuKjle Express buses are) Just like 
everythuig else at this school: They're screwed up," 
he said "Walking is honestly better than w^aiting to 
get on a bus packed with people " 

Hut that wasn't the full extent of Riley's criticism 
of the bus system. He also complained about the 
dii vers. 

"If you're the last one to get on the bus you 
practically have the door closed on you," he said. 
"That bugs the hell out of me." 

Some student.-, like Goldstein atul senior Mehdi 
Yazdanpanah. complained that student government 
hasn't done enough to right the situation. 

Student B(»d\ President Brian Philpot agreed that 
the city-lea.sed bu.ses— which are all between 10 and 
15 years old-do get overcrowded at times, and that

was finding the documents in the first place. 

"They've simply been lost to I istory because no one 
valued black documents, ' Ripi 'y said. 

He added that it was initially difficult to get fundmg 
for the project becuase his research group lacked any 
documents and the study didn't highlight a famous 
figure— instead it covered 300 to 400 people whose 
names had been swallowed by the passing of time. 

"They just can't be giving out money on whimsy or 
false promises," Ripley said. 

In fact, even FSU rejected the project in the 
beginning. 

'T was shown a file that indicated this black 
abolitionist project had been offered to FSU earlier," 
Jones said. "Its value was not recognized." 

Jones, who arrived at FSU as the first director of 
the Black Studies program in 1976, said he had to call 
in a lot of chips to get the university to sponsor the 
project. 

The entire project has cost about $2.5 million. It was 
sponsored by FSU, the National Endowment for the 
Humanities, the Ford Foundation, the Rockefeller 
Foundation and the National Historical Publications 



they could be upgraded and made more efficient. But 
he said the university doesn't have the money to do 
anything about it. 



Ga'sktnsagfeed, although she said she didn't know 
how much the bus system costs to run per year. She 
would only say that Parking Services leases the buses 
from the city for $31 per hour per bus. If the university 
were to get another bus at that rate, she said, Parking 
Services would have to raise parking decal prices— 
and that's never a popular move among students. 

But some students pointed out that the university's 
parking and bus problems are interrelated. Doing 
something about one of the problems, they say. would 
help alleviate the other. 

FSU freshman Claudia Dells said she seldom rides 
the Seminole Express and prefers walking becau.se 
the buses aren't convenient. She said students have 
a right to park on campus. 

"(Parking Services) should have enough parking 
places on campus for everyone to park." Dells .said. 
"That way they wouldn't have to wony about the 
buses getting so crowded." 

Other students looked at the situation from the 
other end: Improving the buses, they say, is part of 
the answer to FSl ^'s parking and transportation woes. 

Junior Mary Ellen Downs said the money the 
university expects to raise for a new $8 million 
parking garage would be better spent on improving 
the buses. The university extended its parking 
ticketing hours last semester in order to try and raise 
money for the gai'age, a muve man> students opposed. 

"If buses were the center of the whole transportation 
scheme at this university, instead of parking, the 
buses would improve, " Downs said. "Students 
shouldn't be allowed to bring their cars on campus. 
Then more people would be riding or walking or 
something— helping to relieve the situation."

And according to Ripley, the project s success m 
digging up unkown documents surprised everyone. 

Calling the project risky, Ripley initially hoped to 
find 8,000 to 10,000 documents. But the staff, which 
varied from five to 20 people, wound up wading 
through 250 newspapers and 200 libraries in 23 
states, England, Scotland and Canada to produce 
14,000 documents which are recorded on microfilm. 

The first volume covers papers from the British 
Isles, where nearly 100 black abolitionists went to 
raise support and money for their cau.se in the U.S. 

"They went over there and were feted m the best 
homes," he added. 

Volume II deals with the 60,000 black Americans 
who went north before the Civil War, an exodus 
Ripley described as the largest exile movement in 
American history before the Vietnam era. 

The other three volumes cover the United States, 
touching every aspect of black life and culture in the 
19th century. 

The resulting project is one that adds to the prestige 
of FSU, according to Larry Abele, dean of FSU's 
College of Arts and Sciences. 

"It enhances the university's reputation to have 
faculty of the caliber of Peter Ripley," Abele said.

For instance, at a student's apartment ea.st of 
campus, the burglars demonstrated discriminating 
musical taste. According to a neighbor, the victim's 
CD player was taken along with select CDs. Miles 
Davis was tossed aside, while Guns & Roses and 
10,000 Maniacs got carried away. 

During the Christmas break, TPD set up a special 
operation around local colleges and private apartment 
complexes on Ocala Road, High Road, Gall Street arid 
Pensacola Street, 

As they usually do during Christmas and spring 
breaks, TPD beefed up enforcement and security by 
300 man hours. Temporary alarm systems were also 
installed in several apartment complexes mostly 
housing students. 

"We warn our residents that this is one of the main 
times for break-ins," said Nam Kim, manager of The 
Berkshire Manor apartments on Continental Avenue. 

He added that access to the apartments was limited 
over the break by closing three of the five entrances 
to the complex.

The ACC isn't a very friendly place to play

Wake Forest is having a good season as was 
expected at the outset. The I^mon Deacons are 
7 1 and ranked 19th in the nation. Four ACC 
teams are ranked in the Top 25— Duke No. 1

No. 14 (11-2) and Wake Forest. FSU has 
received votes for the Top 25 but have a ways

The start of a long uphill climb is 
what the Florida State women's 
basketball team will face tonight as 
they host the No. 4 ranked Maryland 
Terrapins in the fourth game of their 
16-game ACC schedule. 

The Lady Seminoles' first Atlantic 
Coast Conference victory Sunday, . 
86-83 over Wake Forest, was not 
enough for the Seminoles, according 
to FSr Coach Marynell Meadors, 
who has long said her 6-3 team can 
play with the country's roundball 
eli^e. 

"The team was all smiles after the 
(Wake Forest) game but they know 
they're going to have to play better 
if they're going to beat some of these 
other teams," Meadors said. 'They're 
not threatened by their rankings and 
they know we've got to play them 
because they're in our league. We've 
got to show up and be ready to play " 

The climb to the top of the ACC will 
be tenuous for the young Seminole 
team because the league is already 
top-heavy, with no less than four 
teams represented in the Top 20. 
Virginia, a 27-point winner over FSU 
last week, is the nation's top team, 
while Maryland moved up to the No 
4 position just this week. North 
Carolina State is holding down the 
No. 12 spot with Clemson on its tail 
at No. 15. 

Furthermore, four ACC teams are 
all tied for first place in the league 
with a win apiece, and 10-1 Maryland 
will be looking for a win in their first 
conference game. 

Meadors said her biggest fear, no 
matter the competition, is that her 
squad will show its nagging incon- 
sistency--a problem that has cost the 
team at least one loss and kept a cou- 



ple of wins close enough to cause car- 
diac problems. 

"This team's got plenty of talent 
but we haven't jelled yet as a team," 
Meadors said. **We can't play half a 
game and not the other half I'm look 
ing for consistency." 

Looking for that consistency has led 
Meadors, who's also looking for her 
450th win, to make some changes in 
tito starting lineup. Without the ser 
vices of 6*foot-l center TVacy Walker, 
and facing the likes of a 6-foot-4 and 
6-foot-2 Maryland front line, Meadors 
will start the trio of Connie Robinson, 
Chantelle Dishman and Tia Paschal- 
all measure 6-foot-l. Walker sustain- 
ed a knee injury in December and fur- 
ther aggravated it against Virginia 
last Friday. She will not dress for 
tonight's game. 

Another change for the Seminoles 
will be the addition of sophomore 
Christy Derlak to the starting five. 
Derlak set a career high against 
Wake Forest, scoring 19 points to 
bring her average up to 10.7 points 
per game. The 5-foot- 10 forward has 
been splitting time this season at 
guard with senior Robin Corn. Corn 
will take over the point guard spot 
and Meadors said Danielle Ryan, who 
has started all nine Seminole games, 
will be the first player off the bench. 

"The five that we're starting are 
those that have played the best 
together, but I feel we're so deep that 
no matter who I stick in there, we're 
going to play good basketball," 
Meadors said. "We've never played 
Maryland before so what we do will 
be experimental. We'll try to mix up 
the offenses and run and keep the 
kind of up tempo game we like " 

Tonight's game will start at 7 at the 
Tallahassee/Leon County Civic

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Seaver voted in famously

NEW YORK-Tom Seaver was elected to the 
Baseball Hall of Fame Tuesday m his first year of 
eligibility with the highest percentage of votes in 

history, sui*passing Ty Cobb. 

Reliever Rollie Fingers also was voted into the Hall 
but Orlando Cepeda and Tony Perez, who were 
considered likely to join the two pitchers, were passed 
over. Pete Rose was left off the ballot 

Seaver drew 425 uf the 430 ballots cast by the 
Baseball Writers Association, 98. H percent, 
surpassing the mark established when Cobb was 
approved by 98.2 percent in the first Hall of Fame 
election. Hank Aaron received 97.8 percent in 1982 
and Johnny Bench drew 96.4 percent in 1989. 

Fingers w^as named on 349 ballots. A total of 323 
votes, 75 percent, was required for election to the Hall. 

Seaver's percentage could have been even higher, 
but three writers returned blank ballots, apparently 
protesting the absence of Rose's name on the ballot. 
Only two writers w^ho returned ballots did not name 
Seaver. 



Rose received 41 write-in votes that did not count 
because of his ban from baseball for gambling. 

Known as "Tom Terrific" by fans, Seaver is the first 
true New York Mets' player to make the Hall of 
Fame. Others such as Duke Snider, Warren Spahn, 
Yogi Berra and Willie Mays played for the Mets but 
none of them made the Hall of Fame because of what 
they accomplished in blue and orange. 

Seaver posted a record of 311-205 with a 2.86 ERA 
during his 20-year career. He won the National 
League's Cy Young Award three times, led the league 
in strikeouts five times and won three ERA titles. He 
pitched 61 shutouts, seventh on the all-time list. 

From his i-ookie st^ason of 1967, Seaver made an 
immediaic impact on a Mets club that went from the 
laughmgstwk of baseh;ill to the "Miracle Mets" who 
won the World Series in 1969. During his 10 seasons 
in New York, he owned 25 percent of the Mets' 
victories. 

On April 22, 1970, Seaver struck out 10 San Diego 
Padres m order to set that mark.

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FSU baseball changing from big bats to power pitching

Ckiach Mike Martin and the Florida State baseball team 
will head into the 1992 season, their first in the Atlantic 
Coast Conference, with a typically strong lineup but a 
decKiedly different style of play. 

The Seminoles, who will be without their top offensive 
tlireats from last year (Eduardo Perez, Pedro Grifol and 
Kenny Felder) will be looking, instead, to wax ACC 
opponents with pitching, defense and flawless fundamental 
haseball. Perez and Grifol will be working their way through 
the Angel's and Twin's minor league farm systems, while 
Felder will concentrate solely on winning the starting 
quarterback job on Bobby Bowden's football squad. 

Well, we lost fifty percent of our home runs in Perez, Grifol 
and Felder," Martin said on Tuesday. "We know that we've 
got to play a different brand of baseball this year to be 
rfu('ces.sful. We have some people that can swing the bat but 
we also have a lineup that allows us to put the best defense 
on the field. With our pitching, we feel that that's the best 
way to go with this club." 



Unfortunately for the Seminoles, Perez and Grifol took 
more than their on field ability with them when they decided 
to leave school for pro ball. Martin says replacing the 
leadership they provided for last year's squad that went to 
the College World Series will be an integral part of molding 
this team and preparing them to face perennial ACC 
powerhouses like Clemson, North Carolina State and Georgia 
Tech. 

"We're still looking for someone to lead us," Martin said. 
"Last year with those two guys (Perez and Grifol) we had 
strong leadership. We're hoping, this year, that guys like 
Roger Bailey and Chris Roberts can do that." 

In addition to filling the leadership gap, Bailey and Roberts 
will also play important roles in FSU's pitching staff. Bailey, 
a junior righthander, will be their rotation's primary starter 
and Roberts, a junior southpaw, will occasionally be brought 
in from the outfield to fill the short relief role. 

Martin says that it's too early in the pre-season to name 
his starting pitching rotation. But he will single out several 
players who are in the running. 

"The main person that we know is in the rotation is Roger 



Bailey," Martin said. "Timmy Davis certainly has got to have 
the ball in his hand. Bryan Harris pitched well last year. 
We've also got John Wasdin, who threw the ball well, and 
then a couple of recruits." 

A catcher's ability to handle a pitching staff and direct an 
infield is vital to any ball club. But on a team that looks to 
be as defense-oriented as FSU, it could be essential. Junior 
Marc Dunbar will most likely be given the task of filling the 
spikes that Grifol left behind. 

"Right now Marc Dunbar is the guy that we'e going to look 
to as a (catching) leader," Martin said. "He knows our system 
and he's a smart catcher. He's got a lot of improving to do 
in his throwing but I look for Dunbar, through hard work, 
to surface as the starter." 

Three key non-conference series, along with tournament 
games against Texas A&M, Minnesota and Mississippi State 
bolsters an already strong Seminole schedule. 

"No doubt Clemson, Georgia Tech and N.C. State are the 
three (ACC teams) that are very strong," said Martin. "We've 
got our work cut out for us in playing that ACC schedule 
(along) with Miami, Florida and Arizona State."

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NFL losers make little progress in latest coaching merry-go-round

More than likely, the guy who said, "History 
repeats itself," wasn't thinking about the 
N ational Football League, but as the regular 
season ended and coaches were being fired and 
t'hired, it certainly appears he was dead on 
'he money. 

At last count, eight teams lost their head 
loaches because of a firing or resignation. 
Three teams have filled the position, while the 
Los Angeles Rams are rumored to have their 
man. But not once have the owners who 
hastily hired the best coach available thought 
about the consequences. In fact, most of these 
teams are going to make the same coaching 
and managerial mistakes they made before 
and be just as bad as ever, in some situations 
even wo^ e. 

Take the Los Angeles Rams, a team that, it 
IS rumored, is about to hire Chuck Knox. 
Although Knox, who was Seattle's coach less 
than a month ago, is an adequate choice, the 
tront office (known to be just a bit loopy) is 
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backing itself into a corner. 

As part of Knox's "deal" he must keep all 
of former coach John Robinson's defensive 
coaching staff. In case anybody hasn't noticed 
in the last two seasons, a span that saw the 
Rams go 8-24, the Rams' defense was a 
doormat. Even New Orleans, never known as 
much of an offensive powerhouse, stomped 
L.A. into the dirt this season. 

Automatically Knox is stuck. If he wants the 
job, he has to keep these defensive geniuses 
around. Otherwise he can leave an offensively- 
promising team to some other poor soul. 
Leave! 

Here's a look at the three teams that 
recently hired new head coaches: 

Cincinnati: The Bengals' front office 
shocked just about everyone when they hired 
33-year-old David Shula as their new head 
man replacing the ever-thoughtful Sam 



Wyche of locker-room fame. With no previous 
experience as a head coach in the NFL, Shula 
is in for a hard time. 

Cincinnati is probably the most talented 
3-13 team ever. At the beginning of the season 
analysts had them in the playoffs. Just about 
the only thing the Bengals were missing this 
year (other than a secondary) is emotion. If you 
got a chance to see these guys play, it was 
more like a corporate office's flag football 
game after having worked all day. Their was 
no life in the players and their was no 
inventiveness in the coaching staff. 

What the Bengals need is a guy who's going 
to come in and kick some butt. Someone like 
Buddy Ryan (who is available) or Jerry 
Glanville Kvho isn't). What they don't need is 
a guy who's younger than some of the players. 
He won't inspire confidence, which is what 
they need to play with emotion. 

Seattle: Here's a team that has played 
consistent .500 ball for the past several years. 
This is also a team that's been doing it with 
one of the poorest groups of athletes in the 



league. Age and poor front-office choices 
finally caught up with the Seahawks this year. 

So what do the Seahawks do? They hire the 
guy responsible for several years of spotty 
draft choices, general manager Tom Flores, to 
replace Knox. 

Although Flores was very successful with 
the Los Angeles (Oakland) Raiders in the early 
'80s, his record in the front office has been 
poor. The Seahawks have only really needed 
two things in the past four years to make it 
to the playoffs— a young quarterback and a 
tailback. They got their quarterback in this 
year's draft with Dan McGwire— four years too 
late. Do you see a tailback on this team? 

So now the Seahawks expect Flores to coach 
and manage this team. Ha, ha. 

San Diego: The last thing veteran team San 
Diego needed was to get saddled with a guy 
who has never been a head coach in the 
league. But with Georgia Tech's Bobby Ross, 
that's just what they'll get. 
After floundering under Dan Henning, who

Access card opens doors 
of convenience, paranoia

To the paranoid mind, it might seem Hke 
Florida State University is trying to follow 
its students' every move with the Access 
card, a new super-duper, high-tech student 

identification system. 

University officials are hailing the card as 
one of the most advanced, versatile systems 
in the world, but some students fear it has 
Orwellian implications. 

"Big brother is coming . . . our freedoms 
are slowly being taken away," Tim Clancy, 
a senior English major, said Tuesday. 

Big brother or not. the Access Office and 
FSU Registrar's Office will begin issuing a 
combination picture I.D. and debit card later 
this month to take the place of students' 
current IDs. According to several proponents, 
the updated card will help increase security 
on campus and cut down on the number of 
offices handling cash. 

Students \vi^' ^. \ 'Muired tf) carry the new 
Access card by uexi tall. In the meantime, 
the Access and Registrar's offices plan on 
setting up different locations around campus 
to process the cards. That way, they say, long 
lines can be avoided. 

First-time Access card buyers will have to 
pay $5, and admniistrators will decide today 
whether current holders will have to pay an 
additional $5 fee to get an updated version 
of the Access card. 

"We \vant(Hl to make available to students 
*a debit card that would give them an option 
outside of caiTving cash, for their own 
protection," said Bill Norwood, director and 
creator of the Access card. "Now by 
combining the picture I.D.. Access card, 
library number, and private 800 long 
distance service, it will be the most versatile 
identificatioM card ariy where." 

The system's abilities become more far- 
reaching by the day. Besides what Norwood 



listed, the Access system now gives card 
holders more privacy over their accounts, he 
said. No department, including parking 
services, will be able to look at students' 
accounts, even if they owe the university 
money. 

And in the near future, the card will be 
combined with the Debitek card used in 
Coca-Cola machines around campus, and it 
will give si miliar access to dormitory 
washers and dryers, and most university 
copy machines. 

But much bigger project.- u e m the works. 

First, It is expected thai an Access-only 
security system will be installed on most 
outer doors at FSU. 

Students would only be able to enter 
certain buildings, like dorms and recreation 
facilities, where their name is cleared for 
admission. Furthermore, individuals could 
be barred from entering some buildings or 
offices during restricted hours. A pilot project 
is now being tested in the registrar's office, 
and so far, staffers there say it's working out 
well. 

"We used to have all kinds of unauthorized 
persons using the back entrance here, but 
with the new system, that has been 
eliminated," said Dianna Mien, assistant co- 
ordinator of the registrar s office. 

"For example, the Coke vendor in the past 
would have been given a key, and therefore 
would have access at any time, day or night," 
she added. 

According to Allen, the system also allows 
them to keep permanent records of 
everybody who's ever used an entrance 
there. 

But It's this type of monitoring that makes 
student Vicky Rider a little nervous. 

"I wouldn't want anyone to know when I 
come and go from my room or the dorm," she

The woman who broke through 
stereotypes and paved the way 
for African- Americans and 
women in the field of journalism 
was found dead Tuesday night. 

Florida A&M University jour 
nalism professor Thelma 
Thurston Gorham, 78, leaves 
behind a legacy of blazing trails 
in a white, male-dominated 
profession. 

She was a pioneer for African- 
Americans in the industry when 
opportunities in journalism were 



even fewer than they are today 
Eddie Jackson, FAMU's director 
of public affairs, said 
Wednesday. 

"She brought to FAMU a 
wealth of talent and commit 
ment to journalism," Jackson 
said. 

She worked as manager and 
editor of the publications of the 
U.S. Army Special Services Divi 
sion at Fort Huachuca, Ariz , and 
was an accredited correspondent 
of the United National Con- 
ference of International 
Organizations in San Francisco 



in 1945. which led to the forma 
tion of the United Nations in 
1946. 

She won the first Black Com- 
municators Hall of Fame Award, 
presented by the National 
Association of Black Journalists, 
in 1986. In 1990 she was the fir.st 
person awarded the Lifetime 
Career Achievement Award by 
the local chapter of Women in 
Communications, Inc. 

Gorham was also a FAMU 
Teacher of the Year for 1990 91. 

The director of FAMU's jour 
nalism division, James Hawkins, 



spoke highly of Gorham. 

"Professor Gorham brought a 
rich legacy of information to her 
classes," Hawkins said. "Her 
background was just replete with 
perceptions and insights that 
were valuable to her students." 

One of her students last 
semester, Christina Samuels, 
said she admired the strength 
and tenacity Gorham 
demonstrated.

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Local Salvadorans say 
they hope latest peace 
agreement lasts, but . . .

While many people believe El Salvador's bloody 12-year civil war may 
finally be coming to a close, some Iwal Salvadorans remain wary that the 
recent United Nations-brokered peace accord may be just another tragic 
flash in_the_pan^ — 



Among those concerned are mi^rrant farmworkers who were forced out 
of the war-torn country over the last decade. A case in point is Greensboro 
resident Marina, who fled her homeland in the summer of 1989. 

"We're all doubtful, ' the 28-year-old migrant laborer said Tuesday in 
her brother-in-law's modest trailer. 

"We ask the same things to each other, I? it real? Could it be so?' " 
she said through a translator. "Sometimes I doubt because so many years 
we have waited tor this and if in reality this is so, it would be a miracle 
from God." 

The New Year's Eve peace accord negotiated by the ruling Alfredo 
Christ iani government, the rebellious Farabundo Marti National 
Liberation Front (FMLN) and the United Nations calls for a civilian- 
controlled police force, a reduced government military, and the 
tran sformation of the FM LN into a political pai'ty. 

Marina said peace in the war, which has already claimed 75,000 lives, 
is unlikely because many soldiers say they're not willing to give up the 
fight. 

"(Peace) is doubtful because the soldiers themselves said nianv times 
that they v.'on't put down their arms." said MariTia. a merchant in El 
Salvador before coming to the U.S. "Only they know (if and when there 
will be peace)." 

Rodney Anderson, a Florida State University history professor who has 
taught courses in Latin American politics, said he's "realistically 
optimistic" that the peace accord will succeed where previous etforts have 
failed. 

"For the first time it seems that the bulk of interests of both sides have 
something to gain," he said. 

According to Anderson, cuts in U .S. military aid to the Christiani 
government at the end of the 1980s created the current favorable conditions 
for peace. 

"Without significant U.S. support, the military will not be able to stand," 
he said. "The military itself now is divided." 

But, Anderson stressed, the warring factions must make concessions if 
the peace settlement, which is still vague on some issues, is going to work. 

"The integration of the rebels into normal political and civilian life must 
be guaranteed," Anderson said. 'The second thing ... is a workable reform 
policy that would include real land reform without destroying ihe 
fundameiiLal economic base of the oligarchy . . . If they can feel they will 
not be selling apples on the streets then enough will support Christiani 
to make it work." 

Nelson Lazo, founder of Casa El Salvador— a local activist gi'oup in 
support of the FMLN— said true peace appears to be possible m his home 
count-ry for the first time since the war began. 

"This IS the fruit of our revolution," said Lazo, who helped provide 
medical aid to victims of the war until he left in 1987. Tt's a victory for 
the Salvadoran people." 

He added the U.N.'s unprecedented role in the ongoing peace 
iiegutiations distinguishes this peace accord fruin the previous failures. 

"We have international support and the U.N. troops will be in El 
Salvador," Lazo said. 

Gertrudis Rivera, a 42-year-old Salvadoran pastor who's lived in the LI.S. 
for 6 years, also thinks peace is now imminent, even though most 
Salvadorans he has spoken to don't think likewise. 

"It's been a relief m me," said Rivera, who also lived in Nicaragua during 
its revolution. "It's been very important for me because everyone thought 
it would be impossible for them to be in agreement." 

But Anderson cautioned that it's too soon to tell whether the war is really 
over. 

"It's far too early to have anything other than tentative hope, " he said. 
"Never forget the historical resistance of the oligarchy and the influence 
of the military.** 

Lazo agreed. 

"We are sure we are going to keep going, making stronger the popular 
movement," he said. "The fight will be over but the struggle keeps going 
We expect the U.S. to keep supporting the military government." 

According to Lazo, fund-raising efforts are underway across the U.S. in 
order to purchase trucks for transporting medical aid to El Salvador in 
1993. 

"There still is a long way to make everything work," he added. 
"Personally, I will soon be back in El Salvador to help the people."

Late in 1990, at the height of the debate over whether the U.S. should 
expend American lives to restore the Kuwaiti royal family to power, many 
members of Congress— as well as many Americans who watch the evening 
news—were moved to tears by the Congressional testimony of a tearful young 
Kuwaiti woman. 

Testifying before the Congressional Human Rights Caucus last October 
the young woman—given the pseudonym of "Nayirah" in order to protect 
her identity, or so we were told— said she witnes^d Iraqi soldiers removing 
sick babies from incubators at a public hospital. 

The babies, sniffed Nayirah, were left to die on the hospital floor. There 
wasn't a dry eye in the House. 

Thanks to the diligent work of John MacArthur, publisher of Harper's 
magazine, we now know that the anonymous witness, the pseudonomous 
Nayiri, was the daughter of the Kuwaiti ambassador to the U.S., Saud Nasir 
al-Sabah. Her real name? Nayirah. 

More than likely the wealthy young, royal witness never saw the inside 
of any public hospital. According to MacArthur's account, the young woman's 
story story seems to have been part of a scheme— hatched by the Kuwaitis, 
two U.S. Congressmen and the public relations firm of Hill and Knowlton— 
to manipulate Congress and the American public into accepting the war 
option. 

MacArthur says he attempted to question the ambassador's daughter as 
to her whereabouts during the time in question, August and September of 
1990, but to no avail. Perhaps Nayirah was busy with acting lessons, or for 
that matter, giving them. 

We do know, however, thanks to numerous investigations and interviews 
with Kuwaiti medical personnel that were conducted by human rights groups 
and reporters after the war, that no babies were ever removed from their 
incubators: except in Nayirah's fertile imagination. 

It appears that the American public was duped— and not just by the 
Kuwaitis. 

According to MacArthur, the chairpersons of the Congressional committee 
that sponsored the young woman's testimony, Tom Lantos (D-Cal) and John 
Porter (R 111), have enjoyed the financial support of the Kuwaitis' P R. firm, 
Hill and Knowlton. The firm was hired by the Kuwaitis to lobby Congress 
to support U.S. military intervention, and were most instrumental in 
convincing the congressional committee to sponsor the hearings in the first 
place. 

And the plot sickens. 

The Kuwaiti group Citizens for a Free Kuwait 'an al Sabah fi'ont gioup), 
represented by Hill and Knowlton, contributed $50,000 to a shady foundation 
started by, yes, Lantos and Porter, something called the Congressional Human 
Rights Foundation. The office of the foundation just happens to be located 
in the office of Hill and Knowlton. 

It would be naive to argue that Nayirah's atrocity story was the key variable 
in moving this country to go to war Without question, however, the budding 
actress' testimony played no small part in influencing Congress to go along 
with th(^ Hush administration's plans for war 

Several members of the committee are outraged that Lantos and Porter 
failed to inform them as to the true identity of the witness. Some even said 
their vote for war was a direct result of her testimony. 

This episode is an utter disgrace, the moral equivalent of Iraq's takeover 
of Kuwait, and should be investigated by Congress. Lantos, Porter and the 
Kuwaiti ambassador should be forced to answer for the hoax 

An argument could even be made thet imbassador al-Sabsih and that 
wonderful actress. Nayirah, should be handed one-way tickets back to Kuwait. 

Or at least a ticket to the Oscars.

Thomas follows high court conservatives with first vote

For those who hoped that Clarence Thomas" 
bitter confirmation experience would foster a 
new found deference to due process, his first 
substantive vote as an Associate Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court is profoundly 
disappointing. Perhaps because the vote 
occurred in the dead of night, it has gone little 
noted in the media. 

Just past midnight on the morning of Nov. 
20., Texas' officials were gearing up to cai ry 
out their 43rd execution since the Supreme 
^ourt gave its sanction to the modern death 
penalty in 1976. Justin Lee May, 44, a brain 
damaged and mentally impaired white man 
convicted of shooting to death a white woman 
in the course of a robbery, would be strapped 
to the gurney some time before midnight and 
prepped for the lethal injection that would 
follow. 




Thomas was concerned, he told his 
Senate inquisitors, that death penalty 
cases not be the vehicle for trimming 
away Due Process protections. 



The crime, uhich occuri'ed m 197S. went 
unsolved for fi\e years. Then, m 1983. police 
arrested 'Justni May a!id Richard Mdes for- the 
murder. Miles, who owned the murdei- 
weapon, wasnffeicd and accepted a deal with

"I liave lU'Ver revealed these facts to anyone 
beibre now,"" Miles staled. "Before the trial 
... I w as at"i-aid that if I didn"t point the tinker 
at May, they (the police) would pm me on 



capital murder and I would be executed 
That is what Captain Wagner told me, and I 
believed him . . . Even now, I am afraid the 
police . . will come after me and find some 
way to have me locked up again . . . But my 
conscience is eating me and it's time to tell the 
truth regardless of what may happen to me." 

Lawyers for Justin May immediately filed 
papers in federal court in a desperate race 
against the clock to get the execution stayed. 
With i'ewer than three hours to go, the U.S. 
Court of Appeals m the Fifth Circuit—perhaps 
the most conservative appeals court in the 
count i-y - i^riinted the motion. What thev 
needed was time, they said, to consider the 
disturhm^^ new evidence that Texas was about 
to execute an innocent man. 

As has now l)ecome routine m such 
circumstances. Texas" officials worked 
feverishly to have the stay of execution lit"ted

After Bush was whisked away from the 
dinner, the guests continued on their dinner 
of salmon with caviar, clear mushroom soup, 
medallions of beef with pepper, potatoes and 
vegetables, passion fruit ice cream, a 1984 
chardonnay wine and saki, the Japane.se rice 
wine. 



About 30 minutes later, Mrs. Bush handed 
Miyazawa a note, which he read to the 
gathering: "The Foreign Ministry called. The 
president is feeling fine. He is resting at the 
palace." 

Mrs. Bush, in brief remarks, stood beside 
her husband's empty chair and displayed her 
trademark spunk and humor. 

"I rarely get to speak for George Bush, but 
tonight I know he would want me to thank 
you." 

'T can't explain what happened to (ieorge 
because it never happened before, " she said, 
adding, jokingly, that the incident could have 
been prompted by a tough tennis match he 



had earlier in the day against Emperor 
Akihito. 
Bush lost, badly. 

"We Bushes aren't used to that," she said. 
"He felt much worse than I thought." 

Bush was stricken about 8:20 p.m. (6:20 
a.m. EST) and as stunned dinner guests 
watched, the limp president was lowered to 
the fioor with the help of aides. One held his 
head. 

Bush has said in many interviews that 
only health would keep him from i unning for 
re-election, but in the most recent interview 
with David FVost last week. Bush said he was 
in fine health. 



Bush took Halcion 
sleeping pill in Japan 
to help fight jet lag

WASHINGTON-President Bush said Wednesday 
he had taken half of a widely used but controversial 
sleeping pill, Halcion, while in Japan to help cope 
with jet lag. 

Bush told a television interviewer he took the 
medication because he was having difficulty 
sleeping. Japan is 14 hours ahead of the United 
States. 

Halcion is one of the most widel> prescribed 
medications worldwide, with sales of the drug 
reported strong in 90 countries until it was banned 
in Britain and several other countries on Oct. 2. 

U.S. officials continue to permit the sale of Halcion 
while investigating reports on which the British 
decision was based. 

British safety officials said they received 390 
reports from doctors of adverse side effects 
including 161 psychiatric disorders, especially 
memory loss and depression. 

FDA and the British Committee on Safety of 
Medicines were reviewing data from clinical trials 
of the drug, which were submitted prior to 
Halcion's approval. The FDA also said it was 
investigating how safety data from a study of 
Halcion were reported inaccurately. 

In November, the Food and Drug Administration 
asked the drug's manufacturer, Upjohn Co. of 
Kalamazoo, Mich., to change information provided 
to patients and physicians about the drug and 
possible side effects. 

Memory loss, depression, muscle weakness and 
irritability are among less common side effects 
associated with the drug and other medications of 
the same class. Problems typicaUy have occurred 
when taken in higher doses for an extended period. 



Doctors tell Bush he 
may have to ease up 
during '92 campaign

WASHINGTON-President Bush, who has had 
superman stamina on the campaign trail in the past, 
may be told to slow down, no matter what the 

stakes. 

The president had served fair warning that he 
expected his re-election campaign to be a *'dog-eat- 
dog" contest and that he would do anything he had 
to do to win. 

But in view of his recent bout with the flu in Tokyo 
during his 12-day Asian swing, his doctors may urge 
him to curtail his travel schedule that has been 
monumental in the past three years. As president, 
he has traveled to nearly 30 countries and touched 
base in nearly all 50 states. 

Always admittedly a bit hyper, always on the go, 
the 67-year-old president had a very ambitious 
campaign schedule carved out not only to win the 
primaries where conservative commentator Pat 
Buchanan is challenging him for the nomination, 
but after that to go on to an even more rigorous 
election campaign against the Democratic nominee. 

Bush has three out-of-town trips scheduled 
promptly after he returns to Washington from the 
Far East, which gives an indication of his plans to 
barnstorm the country. 

The president said that only health could keep 
him from seeking a second term. At the same time, 
he has hastened to tell interviewers that he feels fine 
and knows of no medical problems that would keep 
him from running again. 

He was diagnosed as having Graves disease, a 
hyper-thyroid condition last spring when he 
suffered an irregular heartbeat while jogging at 
Camp David. Since then he was given medicine to 
destroy his thyroid and to replace it with hormones. 



Quayle learns Bush 
is OK; keeps plans 
for New Hampshire

WASHINGTON-Vice President Dan Quayle 
went ahead with his plans to campaign in New 
Hampshire Wednesday after learning that Presi- 
dent Bush was resting comfortably following his 
collapse from a bout with stomach flu in Tokyo. 

David Beckwith, the vice president's press 
secretary, said, "We*re going about our schedule ex- 
actly as we planned. We're not going to change 
anything." 

"There's nothing to cause us to alter our 
schedule,*' he added, saying that the vice president 
"is going to New Hampshire to carry the president's 
message." 

Quayle was alerted shortly after Bush's collapse. 
Beckwith said there was no talk of a transfer of 
power— the constitutional means by which 
presidential power can by transferred to the vice 
president when the president is temporarily 
incapacitated. 

"As far as we know it's the flu," Beckwith said. 
"There's no serious problem and we have been in 
contact over there" with presidential aides in 
Akasaka Palace in the Japanese capital where 
Bush was on the last leg of a 12-day Australian- 
Asian swing to promote American exports. 

He said that Quayle was called first by an aide in 
the White House 24-hour situation room and 
notified of Bush's illness. Shortly afterward, White 
House chief of staff Samuel Skinner relayed more 
details after Skinner was informed by his deputy. 
Andrew Card, who is traveling with the president. 

Beckwith said that Skinner told Quayle and ''it 
was apparently the flu and that the president ap- 
peared fine." 
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Construction at heart of Chiles' new economic program

Hoping to gain momentum for the 
upcoming legislative session, Gov. Lawton 
Chiles Wednesday unwrapped a new, 
construction-oriented economic plan 
designed to create approximately 800,000 
jobs in Florida. 

With the support of U.S. Sen. Bob Graham, 
D-Fla., Senate President Gwen Margolis, D- 
North Miami Beach, and House Speaker 
T.K. Wetherell, D-Daytona Beach, Chiles 
outlined a strategy for economic recovery in 
Florida. 

"One thing we can say about this recession 
is that it hasn't discriminated," Chiles^aid 
on the steps of the Old Capitol, 'it has been 
an equal opportunity recession." 

Chiles told a crowd of approximately 50 
reporters and lobbyists that no industry has 
been left unscathed by the current wonomic 
downturn, which at least one nationally- 
recognized economist has termed a 
"depression." He said neither white-collar

nor blue-collar workers have been spared. 

According to Chiles, Florida cannot wait 
for the federal government to solve the 
^roblem--and^iie"state^has~to^di versify its 
economy. 

The new program stresses accelerated 
public construction. Chiles and Graham call 
it "Jobs of Florida." 

Each $1 million spent on new construction 
equals 41 jobs and earnings of $783,000, the 
governor estimated. He said the ripple effect 
will add up to $2.1 million in retail sales. 



Chiles also estimated thai spending $1 
bilhon in construction will create 800,000 
jobs. 

"(It's) jobs created tlirough theeonstruction 
of public facilities: schools, roads," Chiles said. 

He added the program will also save 
taxpayers money because bids on state 
contracts were 5 to 10 percent lower during 
these tough economic times. 

There are $5.7 million in prison projects 
that could be started within the next four to 
six months. Chiles said. And as an additional 
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push to "jump start" Florida's stalled 
economy, Chiles has instructed the 
Department of Transportation and the 
Department of Community Affairs to 
accelerate their construction projects. 

Lt. Gov. Buddy MacKay said state agencies 
will work with local agencies and the private 
sector. 

"(We will ) expediate the permiiH needed to 
be expedited to get the projects going," he 
said. "That doesn't mean we will relax 
environmental standards" 

Chiles emphasizeed that the program is a 
quick fix and not a permanent solution. 

"This program can create jobs quickly 
-by speeding already funded prc^jeeth " 

Also Wednesday, Chiles and Graham 
anounced a long-term plan called 
"Enterprise Florida" that will be run by the 
Commerce Department. 

ChilM said the plan "is going to be an 
unprecedented public private partnership 
with the flexibility and tools to assist both 
urban and rural areas to develop quality jobs."

before the death warrant expired— and before any 
court might have time to deliberate on the merits of 
May's new claim. The U.S. Supreme Court was 
summoned into action. 

At five minutes before midnight, the high court 
voted to sustain the decision of the appeals court 
halting the execution. Only three justices voted to 
overrule the lower court and allow the state to kill 
Mr. May even in the face of his now-supported claim 
of innocence. Two of those votes were not a surprise 
to anyone who follows death penalty litigation: Chief 
Justice William Rehnquist and Associate Justice 
Antonin Scalia, the most doctrinaire of the court's 
conservatives. 

But the third justice, Clarence Thomas, was a 
surprise to many. During his confirmation hearings 
in the Senate Judiciary Committee m the fall, Thomas 
had been asked about his views on capital 
punishment Unlike his reticence to express any 
opinions about abortion, Thomas did not hesitate to 
endorse the death penalty, de.spite his lack of any 
professional experience with death penalty ca.ses. Yet,

his Senate inquisitors, that death penalty cases not 
be the vehicle for trimmmg away protections only Due 
Process of Law guarantees, a trend already well 
underway on the Court. 

Politically, it was an expedient expression of 
concern. It pacified many in and out of Congress 
concerned about the elevation of process over 
substance in recent Supreme Court decisions. It held 
out the promise that the newest member of the Court 
might be an independent thinker after all, might 
surprise and disappoint his political backers. 

By voting to overrule a panel of conservative judges 
and allow Texas to execute an arguably innocent man. 
Thomas has provided powerful evidence of the 
emptiness of that promise and his unabashed 
ea^^erness to join the radical right wmg of the court. 



State community college 
enrollment Is rocketing

TALLAHASSEE-Florida's 28 community colleges are 
reporting an unprecedented jump in enrollment at the same time 
they are trying to overcome budget cuts, the Florida State Board 
of Community Colleges reported Wednesday. 

The Board said community colleges averaged increases 
between 3 percent and 6 percent in 1991 nationwide, but in 
Florida, the rate was 6.4 percent— a total of 887,000 students. 

Board officials attributed the increase to several factors, 
including the fact the recent freeze in state university enrollment 
has diverted people to community colleges. 

"The state university system projects that approximately 25,000 
students who apply to a state university will be unable to attend 
due to the enrollment freeze," the report said. 

"Community college students who formally transferred to a 
state university before completing an Associate of Aits degree 
now will have no option but to remain in the community college 
system," it said. 

The report also said the collapse of two airlines and several 
large retailers has sent more people to colleges for job retraining.

Florida State nearly upset the nation's fourth best women's basketball 
team last night, but after a brilliant first half of play, let Atlantic Coast 
Conference rival Maryland rally for a 15-point win. 

The Seminoles, who drop to 1-3 in the ACC and 6-4 overall with the 79-64 
loss, outhustled and simply outplayed the Terrapin squad for the first 28 
minutes of the ballgame, creating turnovers and diving for loose balls to 
take a 44-42 edge with 13 minutes left in the game. 

But Maryland turned the tables shortly thereafter, repeatedly going to 
6-foot -4 center Jessie Hicks for the e asv basket unde rneat h to t gWp a ^9.4.'^ 



advantage. The FSU defense lost its spark and the turnovers worked 
against them, according to FSU Coach Marynell Meadors. 

"This is a game we could've won— by far this was our best effort, but 
we were only good for 28 minutes," Meadors said. "We had the lead and 
then we stopped functioning. We let them get up and then started making 
the mental errors and the turnovers— that killed us." 

Maryland, which stretches its record to 11-1 on the season, collected its 
first conference victory to tie four other schools for first place at 1-0. The 
team's only loss was a 69-60 decision to No. 17 Auburn Dec. 30. 

Maryland Coach Chris Weller said her team didn't play like the No. 
4^team in the country for most of the game, but that Florida State should 
make a showing in the rankings for its performance. 

"This is the closest game we've played all year— I thought they could've 
won very easily if they'd played the entire game like they did the first 
half." Weller said. "They did a good job of wearing us down and they took 
the bail right to us and were able to penetrate very well." 

The Terrapins balanced their attack between quick inside dumps and 
short jumpers, but spread the score on their transition game in the second 
half, ^nving the outsized Seminole players a taste of their own medicine. 

Four Maryland players reached double figures, but Hicks, a junior, 
dominated the lanes and led all scorers with 24 points, 12 rebounds and 
.six blocked shots. Shooting 55 percent from the field and 75 percent from 
the freethrow line, two Terrapin wings added 14 points to take the pressure 
off Hicks inside. The team committed only 4 second-half turnovers, which 
Weller said earned her team the win. 

"FSU got all the loose balls and really hustled in the first half," Weller 
said. "But we were able to create the turnovers and get to the loose ball 
i^ the second half and that made the difference in the game."

said. "There's a point at which security 
infringes on our freedoms and this is 
definitely heading in the direction of a poHce 

state." 

Eventually, campus secxirity will take over 
and maintain the system. If a Mudent is 
reported missing, FSU police can trace the 
last time an individual used his or her card 
to enter a building. In addition, the police can

Also, if a door hooked up with a reader 
device is left open for more than 10 minutes 
an alarm would go off at the FSU police 
department and an officer could be sent to 
investigate. 

"I hkt i his idea. I live in an all girls dorm, 
and it seems like there are always guys 
wandering around at night. It's a little 
scary," said Susan Spickard, a freshman 
majoring in sports medicine. "Now, you can 
give your key to someone, and say you lost 



it. (But) if you lose your Access card they 
cancel its code before they give you another 
one." 

A second pilot project with the Access card 
begins next fall. A quick card reader will be 
installed in at least one classroom as a means 
of taking roll. It will be up to each student 
to register their attendence, and the 
information will automatically be 
transferred to the registrar's office, where 
instructors or athletic supervisors can easily 
check attendence. 

"I'm not sure this attendance idea will 



work. I think students will just give their 
card to another student sometimes," said 
Brian LaMirande, a liberal arts freshman. 

"Now, a professor will call out your name, 
and after a week or two they get to know 
your face," he added. 

Allen conceded that there a few problems 
with the idea. 

"Obviously, there will be a lot of bugs to 
work out once we get into the testing phase." 
But she added, "The registrar has no plans 
to implement a university-wide attendance 
policy."

row." said Samuels, a senior majoring m 
newspaper journalism. "I think that as time 
goes on we'll start to feel a loss." 

That was echoed by Vincent McDuffie, a 
senior broadcasting major who took a mass 
media class from Gorham last semester. 

"It came as a shock," he said. "Most of the 
people and faculty didn't find out (about her 
death) until we came to classes." 

McDuffie said Gorham showed him. the 
options his field of study provided. He plans 
to get a teacher's certification. 

"She helped me realize that even though 
1 was in broadcasting, I didn't have to just 



leave it at broadcasting," he said. "I'm going 
to stick around another year (at FAMU) to 
teach." 

Tallahassee police officers went to 
Gorham's home Tuesday night and had to 
break through a window to get inside her 
house. She was found in her bedroom, where 
she had died of natural causes, according to 
TPD spokesperson Phil Kiracofe. 

"She had been under a doctor's treatment 
for heart problems," Kiracofe said. 

Apparently she had been dead for several 
days. She was last seen Dec. 31, according 
to Kiracofe. 

Gorham spent her life cutting through 
racial and gender barriers 

"I used to make people unhappy when I 



filled out a form that asked for race and I put 
'human,' " Gorham said in an October 
interview with the Flambeau. "God, whoever 
he or she may be, only made one race." 

Gale Workman, an associate professor of 
jounalism at FAMU, was shocked by the 
news of Gorham's passing. 

"I w as one of those persons who thought 
she would always be here," Workman said. 
"What she brought to this faculty cannot be 
replaced. Her presence will be sorely 
missed." 

"Professor Gorham was a real trailblazer 
in journalism," said Robert M. Ruggles, dean 
of the School of Journalism. Media and 
Graphic Arts. "She was a journalist long 
before the. pr_Qj£aaifl.iL^as open either to 



women or minorities." 

Ruggles credited Gorham's ability to 
handle life's challenges. 

"She had a tendancy to kick butt when 
that was necessary and hand out the Kleenex 
when that was necessary," Ruggles said. 

Despite the disadvantages Gorham faced, 
she met life with a hopeful attitude. 

"I guess my being a woman and of African- 
American ethnicity has caused some doors 
to be closed hut I'm not concerned," Gorham 
said in the October interview. "I guess I feel 
that when one of those doors closes, another 
one is opened somewhere." 

FAMU will hold a memorial service fnf^ 
Gorham today in Charles Winterwood 
Theatre at 11:15 a.m.

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FBI avoiding giving 
Tyson trial testimony

INDIANAPOLIS-Two FBI 
agents are opposing an attempt by 
Mike Tyson's defense attorneys to 
question the agents about their 
roles in investigating rape allega- 
tions against the former 
'^^fieavyweight boxing champion. 

Attorneys for the two agents have 
asked Maiion County Superior 
Coui t 'Judge Patricia A. Gifford to 
limit the defense's request for 
depositions by the agents. 

.Assistant r.S. Attorney Larry A. 
Mackey said the efforts by Tyson's 
attorneys are designed to force the 
exclusion of evidence gathered by 
agents Ronald Hawley and James 
Rice. 

Thv FBI was askt'd by Marion 
C ounty J^rosecutor Jeffrey Modisett 
to assist in the rape allegation in- 
.^ estigation of Tyson because the 
vv itnesses were located throughout 
the country. Tyson is charged with 
sexually assaulting a contestant in 
the Miss Black America pageant in 
Indianapolis on ']ui\' 19. 

Tyson was mdicit-d by a grand 
jury in September on charges of con- 



finement, criminal deviate conduct 
and rape. He is scheduled for trial 
.Jan 27 

Gifford has scheduled a hearing 
for Jan. 21 to discuss issues raised 
by Tyson's attorneys about the FBI 
participation. 

Tvson's defense attorneys, Vin- 
cent J. Fuller of Washington, D.C, 
and James H. X'olyes Jr, of In 
diana{)olis, contend that the FBI 
violated its own policy when agents 
interview(^d at least 22 potential 
witnesses m 12 states. 

Thev claim Tyson was never ac- 
cused of violating a federal law, and 
therefore the FBI exceeded its 
authority. 

In motions filed Monday, the U.S. 
Attorn(\v's office i^ seekini^ tf) quash 
Hawley 's deposition because it does 
not contain any first hand 
knowledge of lacts leaimed in the 
m vest i gat ion. 

A second motion asks that Tyson's 
attorneys limit questioning of Rice 
and exclude any matters concerning 
the authority of the FBI to assist 
local officials.

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Legislative Preview 

Education debate 
between taxin

Florida's fleet of universities is 
rapidly sinking, and officials in and out 
of the university system say it's jp to 
this year's Legislative session, starting 
Tuesday, to salvage the wreckage. 

But in order to do that, they say, the 
dirty deed's gotta be done— that is, 
taxes need to be raised and reformed. 
A simple solution, maybe, but take into 
consideration that many legislators 
are coming up for reelection in 
November, and running on a record of 
new taxes has never been a real 
winner in Florida. 

But, according to local Rep. Al 
Lawson, the game has changed and 
legislators are playing by mw rules. 

"No one really likes to increase 
taxes, but I think things have come to 
that point," Lawson said Thursday. 

"It's going to be hard to mn this year 
if they haven't done anything for 
(education, I see education as one of the 
most significant issues we'll be faced 
with." said Lawson, who's running for 
reelection this year and sponsoring a 
service tax proposal. 

The Board of Regents is planning to 
hit legislators up for a 30 percent 
budget increase- a i-.^quest they say is 
reasnnahie rf i nsidering iinivcrgiti e s have had 
their budgets slashed by $165 million in the 
last two years. 

And that's only hall'ot tlr." problem, says 
BOR spokesperson Pm Kiordan. While the 
universities have had to stomach one cut 
after another, they have taken in 10,000 
more students. 




FSU's lobbyist 
is busting up 
'ole boys' club

Legitimacy comes with 
changes at escort service

Johnathon David, director of 
Florida State University's escort 
service, has heard some pretty 
disturbing stories about students' 
experiences walking alone at night 
around campus. 

"I've known students who've had 
to park at the dust bowl or the stad 
ium parking lot and have literally 
had to run to class out of fear of being 
attacked," David said Thursday. 
"To be a woman in this society is 
scary and I wanted to change that 



feeling, at least on campus." 

So what he's done is train 15 new 
student escorts and located them at 
dorms and other locations frequent- 
ly used at night 

According to David, the service, 
which receives $50,000 from stu- 
dent government each year, has 
been underused and funds have 
been mishandled in the past, but he 
says all of that is changing thanks 
to major reorganization 

"We're not supermen, but if you 
walk with one of us nothing is go 
ing to happen to you," said David, 



who last fall became director of the 
student government agency, of 
ficially called the Student Alert 
Force and Escort Service. 

David said before his changes 
were implemented, escorts were not 
stationed in specific places on cam- 
pus, making for longer response 
times to requests. Also, the paid 
escorts were given no training 
whatsoever. 

Since then, however, escorts have 
been given new uniforms and photo 
identification cards to wear when

Arson 

A house trailer was set on fire Wednesday night by 
a suspect who placed two burning mattresses under 
the trailer, Tallahassee Police Department 
spokesperson Annette Garrett said Thursday. 

Tallahassee Police were called to the Settlement 
Road trailer, the home of Eliga Brannon, 74, at 11:55 
p.m. to assist the Tallahassee Fire Department with 
the arson investigation Brannon and five other 
relat i\ es were in the trailer when the fire started, but 
noticed the smell of smoke and escaped unharmed. 

The trailer suffered approximately $1 ,000 worth of 
damage. Investigation officers identified one suspect 
but an arrest has not yet been made. 

Rape investigation update 

TPD investigators are currently looking for two 
suspects for the rape of a Tallahassee woman in San 
Luis Park on Jan. 5. 

The 34-year-old woman accepted a ride from the two 
suspects and was then taken to San Luis Park against 
her will. There both men raped her and took her 
purse. One of the suspects tried to get money from 
the victim's account at Guarantee National Bank by 
using her automatic teller machine card. 

Although they were unsuccessful at accessing her 
account, the bank's video cameras did film tlie 
transaction, The suspects then drove to the area of 
San Luis Ridge and pushed the partially naked 
woman from the van. 

Investigators are looking for two suspects who were 
driving a 1988 model small mini van, possibly a Ford 
Aerostar or a Dodge Caravan. The van was beige with 
beige interior, cloth seats, beige blinds, beige curtains, 
and tinted windows. The rear door opens up like a 
hatchback. Police have reason to suspect the van may 
have been borrowed from an uncle of one of the 
suspects. 

The first suspect is a 23-year-old African-American 
man, 5-feet-7-inches tall, with a medium build, a 



medium brown complexion, and a short fade haircut 
The second suspect is an 18-year-old African 
American man, 5-feet 2-inches tall, with a thin to 
medium build. He has a light complexion and blotches 
on his face, and short hair. 

Police are asking anyone with information about 
a van matching this description or the identity of 
these two suspects to call 681-4200. 

Arson suspect arrested 

A man wanted for the arson of a Tallahassee home 
was found at a trailer he was living in, Garrett said 
Thursday. 

James R. Condry, 34, of 3109 Rackley Drive, was 
arrested Wednesday without incident and charged 
with first-degree arson and throwing a deadly missile 
into an occupied dwelling. 

Condry had moved his trailer to property on Smith 
Creek Road in Southeastern Leon County where his 
parents own property and was living there when he 
was apprehended. The Leon County Sheriffs Office 
assisted in the arrest. 

On the night of Dec. 28, police officers responded 
to a call from 3110 Brookridge Drive when Augustus 
Aikens, owner of the home, reported that someone had 
thrown a brick through a sliding glass door while he 
was away from home. While he was cleaning up the 
broken gla^, just after midnight, he heard glass 
%peakinginhisiiouse againrHe fhen^ 
found his living room in a blaze. 

The heat and smoke blocked Aikens' way to the 
stairway leading to the second story, where his wife 
and four children were sleeping. He was able to rescue 
his family by using a ladder to climb to a second-story 
window. 

At the time of the fire, Condry was living in a trailer 
a4jacent to the Aikens property, and was listed ag a 
suspect but could not be located. Condry is a suspect 
in two previous incidents in which a teick was thrown 
through the glass door of the Aikens home. 

Condry is currently being held at the Leon County 
Jail without bond.

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FSU vols to make a 
difference on Saturday

Hi ho! Hi ho! It's off to work we ^. . . 

Saturday is supjwsed to be play time, but for approximately 100 Florida 
State Uniyersity students taking part in this year's Volunteer Day, 
Saturday will be spent cleaning up road-side litter or helping Gadsden 
County's migrant farmworker population battle the elements. 

FSU seniw volunteer Christine Flowers said it's impossible for most 
college students like herself to fully understand what it's like to be as 
needy as a migrant laborer, but that it's important to become exposed to 
how they live. 

"I'm getting involved because I like to help people," Flowers said 
Thursday. "I think all students should do some volunteer work " 

The project i» l»ing organized by the FSU Campus-Community 
Partnerships program and FSU stu<tent government in conjunction with 
Saturday's Volunteer Day, a statewide event involving all Florida 
universities. 

FSU Student Body Vice President Yvonne McGhee will be volunteering 
Saturday, and she said other students should, too. 

"We benefit from the work of the migrants in Quincy," McGhee said, 
referring to the tomatoes and mushr^wi which the workers help provide. 

Some of the volunteers will provide badly needed repairs such as 
insulation for one burned-out house and another substandard house in 
nearby Havana with the help of the government-fund«d Florida Fix 
program, according to John Burt, dir^tor of FSU's Campus-Community 
Partnerships. 

Burt said the vacant houses are in neighborhoods traditionally occupied 
by some of the wveral thousand migrants who descend on the region during 
the tomato harvest seasons. But ths repair efforts will help other rural 
poor populations fix up their houses, too. 

"(A lack of affordable housing is) a problem for migrants, poor blacks 
and poor whites," Burt said. "The more houses you can go in and fix up. 
the more people you can get off the waiting lists." 

He said the volunteers include students from FSU's athletic department 
and Black Student Union as well as several fraternities, sororities and 
other student organizations. 

The volunteers will leave from the Westcott building at 8:30 a.m.. and 
their work, which will be directed by supervisors, will cease at 4:30 p.m.. 
Burt said. Transport ion, lunch and needed working materials will he 
provided by Florida Fix, the city of Gretna and FSU. 

In addition to fixing up houses, Burt said some volunteers will pick up 
trash and replace broken windows in Gretna, while others will help out 
at Jericho, a social services project in Quincy which provides clothing and 
other assistance to the area's migrant ^pulation. 

Ken Martin, director of Jericho, said the 20 student volunteers aiding 
him will help his regular, overworked volunteer staff organic the recently 
established project. 

"They're going to simplify our life," Martin said. "They will building 
shelves. They will be cleaning and preparing storage areas, sorting clothing 
and hanging the clothing that needs to be put on hangers." 

Burt said the volunteer day should be a worthwhile endeavor for the 
participants. 

"There's a lot of theoretical information they learn in the classroom," 
Burt said. 'When they're able to go out in the field and work as volunteers, 
it helps to bring those theoretical facts into a clear focus." 

"Students gain a gi'eatdeal with their involvement in terms of gi-owing 
as people. " he added. 

Jon Dalton, vice-president of student atf'airs. the office out of which the 
Campus-Community project is run, said he hopes the volunteer day will 
serve as a stepping stone foi- future .student involvement with the migi'ants. 

"Projects like this will begin to get students involved there and to 
recognize some of the problems and needs ... in that area." Dalton said 
"(The volunteers would) find out alx)Ut things later on like recreational 
programs for children, tutoring, working with the health cHnic. These types 
of activities."

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Groups seek to 
reduce mercury 
in Everglades, 
rest of state

An environmental coalition ap- 
pealed to Cxov. Lawton Chiles to ban 
construction in the Everglades. 

The Florida Mercury Alliance, a 
coalition of environmental gi'oups 
with 417,000 members in South 
Florida, said most of the pollution 
m the P]verglades is coming from 
incinerators. 

The group urged Chiles to launch 
an aggressive public education pro- 
gram about mercury pollution, halt 
construction and expansion of gar 
bage incinerators, make garbage 
recycling mandatory and impose a 
moratorium on fossil fuel-burning 
power plants. 

The request also asked the gover- 
nor to establish a statewide pro- 
gram to collect old batteries, burn- 
ed out fluorescent light bulbs and 
other trash containing mercury. 

Members of the Florida Cxover- 
nor's Mercury in P'lsh & Wildlife 
Task Force, which has scheduled its 
second annual conference in Palm 
Beach Jan 22 and 23, said Thurs- 
day that restricting incinerators 
alone would not end the pollution. 

"We know that incinerators do 
put out mercury. That is considered 
certainly a source, but as far as we 
know it may be just one part of the 
problem, ' said conference chairman 
Victor Laiiibou. 

The task force, made up of various 
state agencies, is studying a varie- 
ty of possible sources for the con- 
tamination, including agriculture 
operations, fuel refineries and water 
fluctuations that expose naturally 
occurring mercury deep in the 
Everglades muck.

Preservation 2000 tops environmental list

Environmental issues will play 
a major role in the 1992 regular 
legislative Session, but battles 
over balancing Florida's budget 
and reapportionment are likely to 
take center stage when the ses- 
sion starts Tuesday. 

"It's going to be a very active 
year in tlie environmental area 
this year in both houses of the 
Legislature," Tallahassee 
Democratic Rep Hurley Rudd, 
chair of the House Natural 
Resources Committee, said Thurs- 
day. "(But) many of the issues are 
not money issues." 

Environmentalists are confident 
lawmakers will pay close atten- 
tion to issues such as funding for 
the Preservation 2000 project, im 
plementing a consistent definition 
of wetlands, and the "bottle bill." 

Nagging the Legislators 

By far, environmentalists say, 
the most pressing issue is getting 
state money for Preservation 
2000, a land-acquisition program 
started two years ago by then- 
Gov. Bob Martinez. Preservation 
2000 is the nation's largest land- 
buying program. 

Under this project, lawmakers 
said they would set aside $300 
million a year for 10 years so the 
state could buy environmentally 
sensitive land for conservation 
purposes. 

But David Gluckman, a 
Tallahassee lobbyist who works 
for various environmental gi'oups 
across the state, said Thursday 
the program is a "big sham." 

He said the state does not 
automatically earmark money for 
Preservation 2000, adding en- 
vironmental groups have to wres-

tie with lawmakers each year to 
get money for the program. 

"What will happen is that these 
(environmentally sensitive) lands 
may never come under public 
ownerships," Gluckman said. 
"Some may be developed, some 
may be locked under private con- 
trol." 

Gluckman said lawmakers have 
so far given $300 million each 
year since Preservation 2000 was 
established in 1988. Gluckman 
said the state divides the money 
between various state agencies 
and departments such as the 
Game and Freshwater Fish Com- 
mission and the Department of 
Natural Resources. 

But the money doesn't always 
go to buying land, according to 
Curt Blair, a lobbyist for the 
Sierra Club, who listed Preserva- 
tion 2000 as one of the club's main 
concerns. 

"Probably the largest portion of 
Uhe $300 million) is for en- 
vironmental protection," he said. 
"Some of it is for the protection of 
endangered species." 

A better way to save the 
panthers? 



Environmental lobbyists say 
another top issue in the upcoming 
session is a bill they've dubbed the 
"bio-diversity bill." 

"Bio-diversity is the concept 
that the greater the diversity of 
biological life you have, the 
healthier the ecosystem," explain- 
ed Gluckman. 

"Historically the state . . . has 
identified a given species that's in 
danger of extinction and ap- 
propriated money to protect that 
species," Blair said. "That ap- 
proach has not worked very well." 

He pointed out that despite the 
state's efforts to conserve the 
Florida panther, only between 20 
to 50 of the animals still survive. 
In the past, he said, the state has 
just given money for panther con- 
servation projects. Under the bio- 
diversity plan, the state would set 
aside funds not only for the pan- 
ther's conservation, but also for 
the conservation of the deer the 
panther feeds on and the grass the 
deer eats. 

However, Blair said, lobbyists 
do not plan to ask the state for 
money. Instead they want the 
Legislature to establish a bio- 
diversity commission to study con- 



servation issues. 

Whereto the wetlands? 

Lobbyists also are predicting the 
long-running battle over a 
wetlands definition will continue 
this se.ssion. The usual debate 
over what is and what isn't a 
wetland is expected to resurface 
since state, regional and national 
agencies have troubles agreeing 
on the issue. 

Rep. Rudd said lawmakers will 
try to come up with a definition 
that is uniform statewide 

Lobbyist Gluckman added he 
and his colleagues will also be 
seeking a general revision of 
wetlands protection laws and 
pushing for legislation that em- 
powers either the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Regula 
tion or l(K-al watei management 
districts to regulate wetlands. 

Both DER and water districts 
currently regulate the en- 
vironmentally fragile wetlands. 

The litter bill 

A solid-waste bill, which will in- 
clude a "recycling-and-litter" pro- 
vision, will be introduced in the 
Legislature this session, according 
to Ann Whitfield, executive direc- 
tor of Florida Public Interest 
Research Group. 

The bill contains a grab bag of 
provisions that includes one call- 
ing for a ban on the use of toxic 
materials in packaging. 

The bill, affectionately known 
as the litter bill, proposes a pen- 
ny tax on fast-food packages that 
will be used to pay for litter 
pickup. It also calls for a law re- 
quiring people to have trash bags 
in vehicles. 

"It would dramatically increase 
recycling and cut down on litter,"

FSU official: Cental lax on phone agreement

Although Centel denies the charge, Florida 
State University officials said Thursday the 
company renegged on a promise to 
sufficiently notify students about changes in 
telephone services during class 
registration— changes that wouki have made 
the process a lot easier for many students. 

Before the holiday break, Centel— which 
provides telephone service to students who 
call from off campus— proposed changes to 
reduce telephone traffic on off-campus lines 
during the peak periods of class registration 
at FSU, which has a touch-tone telephone 
registration system. 

According to the registrar's office, the 
company said it would help students trying 
to register by eliminating the 25-cent fee on 
campus pay phones, which Centel owns. This 
way, less students would likely use off- 
campus Centel phones to register, tying up 
Centel relay stations and blocking students 
from entering the system. 

But according to one administrator at the 
FSU Registrar's office— the office that 
oversees student registration at the 



univers ity— Centel didn't quite live up to its 
promise^ oLintormmg students about these 
changes. 

Dianna Allen, systems coordinator at the 
office, said Centel failed to follow through 
with their promise to notify off-campus 
students through advertisements in local 
newspapers about specific chaises to help 
expedite the registration process. 

"They had agreed to advertise in both the 
Flambeau and Democrat on Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday about the new toll- 
free number," Allen said. "They were 
expected to explain to students that if they 
umd campus phones for registration rather 
than off-campus phones, they would have a 
much greater chance of getting through to 
the registration system." 

According to Rose Rodriguez, advertising 
manager for the Florida Flambeau^ Centel 
never advertised the notification with the 
newspaper. 

"Centel never purchased any advertising 
space from us in regards to telephone 
registration changes," she said. 

Debra Galloway, librarian for the 
Democrat, said Centel did not advertise the 



announcement with them either. 
"We d id not run any advertising from 



Centel in regard to the changes in telephone 
registration," she said. "Browning Brooks, 
our higher education reporter, did a small 
piece ... in the paper last weekend." 

Chris Klena of Centel said the company 
sent a press release to the Flambeau. 

"We sent out a press release to all of the 
local media on Dec. 31 about the changes," 
he said. 

Traditionally, news releases have been 
used by companies and individuals to notify 
newspapers and other media d news items 
and not as advertisement. 

During fall regis^ation, b^h Florida State 
and Florida AftM University students 
caused the Centel system to overload, 
paralyzing all other phcne services, 
including 911 emergency calls. 

Printes McCreless, Centel's customer 
service manager, said the situation had 
actually become dangerous. 

"There were points at which a customer 
had to wait for up to two and-half minutes 
to get a dial tone," he said. "If there had been

Florida State University students living by 
the philosophy "tetter late than never" may 
be in for a rude surprise come fee payment 
time— which for most students is today.

KHARTOUM, Sudan-The Sudanese army 
aiinuunced Thursday it had annihilated thr Sudanese 
People's Liberation Army (SPLA) in the west of Sudan, 
killing at least 3,000 soldiers.

"Georgia's future will be decided by a special session of 
the Georgia Parliament whose activities were suspended 
following the overthrow of the Zviad Gamsakhurdia 
dictatorial regime in the republic," said Tengis Kitovani, 
former national guard chief who led the forces fighting the 
president and is now a leader of the ruling Military Council. 

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador-Fighting between 
government troops and leftist rebels in El Salvador continued 
despite a United Nations-borkered peace agreement to end 
the country's 12-year civil war, the army said Thursday. 

The Armed Forces Press Committee said 11 guerrillas of 
the Farabundo Marti Liberation Front, or FMLN, were killed 
in combat Wednesday close to the rebel stronghold in the 
northern province of Chalatenango. 

ATHENS, 6reece-The b^tes of six dolphins were 
washed ashore on the Mediterranean island of Rhodes this 
week, causing concern that a deadly epidemic threatened 
more deaths of the mammals. 

The bodies of four dolphins were washed ashore on Rhodes 



Tuesday, and another two Wednesday, bringing the total 
number to 19 in six weeks, sources in the Hellenic Center 
for Marine Research said.

Final act is frenetic for 
local theatre's old stage

The Tallahassee Little Theatre has just about come 
to the end of its current incarnation, and they have 
selected a very appropriate play to symbolically mark 
the occasion. 

Thsir cttrrent offering is a production of Neil 
Simon's Chapter Two and everything about the play, 
from the nature of the script to the sUtgrn design, 
reflects the central idea of lives in transition. 

The liv^ to <^wrttow are those of mcrferately 
sucessful writer George Schnieder (Francis Flood), his 
brother Leo (Duncan Hoehn), an old flame of Leo's, 
Faye Medwick (Janet A. Feix) and her best friend. 
Jennie Maione (Ruth Kartle). 

George is struggling to cope with the death of his 
wife Barbara after a very ha^y marriage of 12 years. 
As the play opens, he has just come back to New York 
from a disastroi» m\o trip overseas, which didn't help 
him to forget anything. 

Leo thinks that George should get right back into 
the old dating game, but every woman he .sets George 
up with is, in his brother's words, "a creature out of 
Star Wars.** 

Almost by acci^nt, George makes telephone 
contact with Jennie, someone Leo had been trying to 
fix him up with anyway. 

They meet, and all too easily, fall in love. Both of 
them are primed for it, for Jennie is just getting over 
a divorce herself

The rest of the play revolves around George and 
Jennie's relationship, which seems to coming 
together just as the lives of their counterparts are 
falling apart. Naturally, jurt about the time Leo 
.seems about to land Faye, George and Jennie hit a 
snag in their own relationship, which by now has 
advanced to marriage. 

Do oui" struggling heroes patch things up by the 
final curtain? Well, it is Neil Simon writing this, not 
Franz Kafka, so what tte you expect? What's fun is 
the twisted way Simon's script does it, those final 
paces the characters have to go through before they 
have the blinders taken off and are able to see what's 
been staring them in the face all the time. 

The acting is pretty good, given the volume of 
dialogue each character has, and the frantic pace they 
have to maintain while dashing from one side of the 
stage to the ether. 

The set design can't help but aggi*avate this. The 
stage is litwally split ^wn the middle, in vignette 
style. One half is done up as George's flat, and the 
other as Jennie's. To maintain the illusion, however, 
the most the actors can appear to do is share the same 
refrigerator. But not at the same time, of course.

While this is the same Memphis 
Belle that starred in the movie of 
the same name, it isn t the original 
Belle.

That plane is no longer airworthy.

coming from the mouth of Ft. Myers Rep. Keith 
Arnold, chair of the House higher education 
committee. 

Arnold doesn't expect much more than marginal tax 
reforms to pass, and he says it will be all he can do 
to just make sure the universities don't get hit with 
any more cuts. 

"I don't think there will be a tremendous expansion 
in funding for higher education. It's just not a reality 
in these budgetary times," Arnold said in a phone 

interviow from his district office. 

And alxHit the BOR\s hope for a 30 percent increase 
in Its budgH: "There Ve no chances of that happening. 
The chances are nonexistent," he said 

But according to Scott Jenkins, di lector of the 
Florida Students Association— a student lobbying 
force .something close to that has to be done. 
Otherwise. Jenkins said, Florida's going to see a real 
messy situation in its schools. 

In fact, unless new taxes are passed and revenue 
is generated, the universities will lose more than $50 



million, he said. And, according to Jenkins, the 
thought of that happening is simply just too bad to 
happen— even in Florida. 

"When the final call comes in I think we'll get some 
tax reform. There's just no way around it," he said. 

In a State of the State address next week, Governor 
Lawton Chiles is expected to present what he calls 
his investment budget. According to Chiles' budget 
advisor, Doug Cook, the plan will outline tax reforms 
for generating revenue. 

"The budget will not be generous, but it will be 
reasonable," Cook said. "The bottom line is we can't 
continue to fund our current range of services with 
our current level of revenue." 

Repeated attempts to contact Richard Hogg, provost 
at Florida A&M University, were unsuccessful 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

But Bob Glidden, FSU's interim provost, had 
nothing but ominous predictions for the university if 
it doesn't get more money during the session. It's 
asking for about $19 million— the amount it has lost 
in the last two years. 

"All we can do is be hopeful. I just don't know how 
we can serve the needs of students, and serve them 
well, without more money," Glidden said.

According to Cariseo, the number of female 
lobbyists has increased tremendously since she 
startf d working in Florida politics eight years ago. 
She did say, however, that most of the women 
lobbyists still work in female-accepted areas like 
social service and education. 

"You're just not going to see many wonien working 
for big corporations. Lobbying is a very competitive 
area, and it's just very tough to break into," said 
Cariseo, who considers herself one of the lucky ones. 

She was chosen as FSU's primary lobbyist two years 
ago by then President Bernie Sliger. At the time, she 
was lobbying for the Florida Association of School 
Administrators, and before that she was an analyst 
for the House Minority Office. 

Pat Hogan, a former Irmgtime lobbyist for FSU who 
left right as Cariseo came in, says the Florida 
Legislature has changed quite a bit in the last 15 
years. Before, it was rare to see a woman lobbyist. 
But now, he maintains, legislators don't care whether 
the lobbyist is a man or woman, just as long as he 
or she is reliable and accurate. 

"Twenty-five years ago it was a bit of a good 'ole 
boys network, but 1 am really serious about their 
acceptance of a lobbyist based on skills, integrity and 
personality," Hogan said. 

Tracy Newman, chief lobbyist for the Florida 
Student Association, credits the new acceptance to a 
rising number of female legislators. Now that 10 to 
15 percent of the Legislature is made up of women, 
lobbyists like her have it much easier, Newman said. 



"But it's still male-dominated," she aMs. "There's 
still a gtxxi 'ole boy system in the state of Florida- 
few would dispute that-and women are treading on 
non-traditional ground." 

Although Cariseo's rise to a top lobbying position 
has been relatively rapid, she still talks about how 
tough it is to break into the profession. 

"I have a lot of students come in here and say *I 
want to be a lobbyist,' and of course I wonder why, 
and tell them it's just not that easy," the single West 
Palm Beach native said. "You don't go to school and 
get a degree in lobbying. I mean, when I was in school 

I didn't even know what lobbying was." 

And, according to Cariseo, there are times when the 
job gets a little old, like after she's had to go to her 
umpteenth social event for the day. 

"A lot of the job is social. It's difficult for legislators 
during the day when 1,000-and-one people are coming 
up to them . . . and a lot of times to sit down with 
them over lunch or dinner is the only time you can 
get their undivided attention," she said. 

A typical day in the life of Cariseo during a 
legislative session begins around 6 a.m. and ends at 

II that night. Her day is spent attending committee 
meetings, dinners and special events. 

But this year's session will be an extra challenge, 
Cariseo said, because of the state's troubled economy. 
She talks of the session like an athlete talks about 
a race. She's both excited and apprehensive. 

Cariseo currently has a slight cold, but that's good, 
she says— better to get it over with now. 

"It's going to be a tough year. I'm not really looking 
forward to it," she said, smiling. "We're just going 
to get in there and try to be effective."

legitimate, F]scorts also now carry 
radios and flashlights on their belts 
to further identify themselves. 

"(Before rt-cent changes) a Bundy 
could have picked up any radio and 
said he was an escort," David said. 
"With these changes I think we're 
a little more legitimate." 

According to David, the FSU 
Police Dt'prulment has been critical 
of the escort service in the past and 
ha."^ called on the decade-old service 
to improve As a result. David said, 
the department has been a big help 



in bringing about change. And one 
way It has done that i.s tram escorts 
in first aid, self defense, radio 
signals and conflict avoidance. 

"The role of escort will be the ser 
vice's primary purpo.se, but they 
will also be the eyes and ears for 
suspicious activity while out walk- 
ing around," FSU police spokesper 
son Jack Handley said, adding that 
the department will be in radio con- 
nection with tho oHcorts. 

FSU student body President 
Brian Philpot echoed Handley's 
praising of the recent improvements 
David has brought about — 
improvements that, Philpot said, 
are obvious. 

"As long as there arc .students in 
volved in crimes as victims, this ser- 



vice is very important," Philpot 
said. "The changes have made a dif- 
ference in the number of people ask- 
ing for escorts. On the first night we 
had 60 calls, which was far more 
than usual " 

Philpot ':ri-(iiis the increase in stu- 
dent participation with orientation 
classes making more students 
aware of the service, posters put up 
around campus, and shortened 
response times making students 
more apt to be return users. 

But the improvements haven't 
been easy to bring about, David 
said, because lazy directors and 
escorts in the past didn't want a lot 
of people using the service. It wasn't 
more money that thev n(H:>ded. 
David said, but better leadership. 



So they cleaned up their act and 
fired all of the workers they con- 
sidered lazy. 

"As a former escort I knew what 
needed to be done to improve 
things," he added. 

According to David, most of the 
service's callers are freshman 
women. But he said more up 
perclassmen, including men, should 
use the program 

"We're available and want to help 
people," he said. "Unfortunately, 
we're an underutilized, necessary 
evil in this day and age." 

Escorts are available free to 
students, faculty and staff bet- 
ween 6 p.m. (or dark) and 1 a.m. 
seven days a week. 1 heir phone

Bottle-necked another year? 

FPlRCi svill also propose a "bottle bill," 
which the Legislature has struck down 
consistently for the past several years. The 
bill calls for customers to pay a 10-cent 
deposit on c.:irbonatrd beverages. People can 
get the deposits back if they return empty 



cans to stores. 

"Orie reason why the bill is so popular 
(with FPIRG) is because people won't lea\e 
their hwr cans and soda cans on the side of 
the road and the beach because it's wortii ItJ 
cents," s'ne said. 

Waste, waste, and more waste 

A coniprohensive waste bill that will be 
inti'oduced to the Senate has had sev(>ra] 
divf.M'se proprjs.ils. ranging froin one which 
would ask companies to get rid of exce^^- 
packaging to one that would require getting 



better contracts on incinerators, Whitfield 

said. 

On the other hand, a proposed toxic- 
reduction bill "requires industries that use 
toxic chemicals to reduce the volume of toxic 
chemicals," she said. That bill targets 
industries such as di-y cleaners, wood- 
processing plants and paper mills. 

Other proposed bills coming up this session 
include: 

• A proposal calling for the owners of 
petroleum storage tanks to gradually assume 



the costs of cleaning up spilled petroleum 
(the state currently has a program thai 
reimburses owners for petroleum-cleanup 
costs). 

• A bill to change the name the 
Department of Environmental Regulation : 
the Department of Environm* n .i 
Protection, and the Game and Freshwa'' 
Fish Commission to the Department ofFi is 
and W^ildlife. Several functions of ihe 
Department of Natural Resources wili hi 
transferred to the two agencies.

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Increased late payment fee 
draws ire of FSU students

Florida State University student Frank 
Cipraini was visibly pissed Friday when he 
found out he was going to have to pay a $100 
fine just because he was 10 minutes late in 
attempting to pay his tuition bill. 

"This Ls bulls— t. You can quote me," he said 

at 4:10 p.m., shortly after 

being denied entry into the 
Union ballr(X>m, where fee 
payment was held. 

Cipraini wasn't and isn't 
alone. Still reeling from 
last fall's tuition hikes, 
many Florida State 
University students are 
angered by a fourfold in 
crease in fees for late 
registration and late pay- 
ment this semester. 

The charges went from 
$25 to $100, a jump many 
students say is ridiculous. 

"That s an exhorbitant 
fee,' Student Senate Presi- 
dent Jennifer Tankersley 
said Sunday. "For a college 
student that's a lot of 
money." 

Th«,^ last chance students could register for 
spring classes without incurring the late fee 
was Jan. 5, midway through Touchtone 
Telephone Drop Add. Friday was the last day 
students could pay tuition without the late 
charge. 

Cipraini said he was late because he was 
confused about where to pay tuition. In years 
past, he paid at the cashiers' window in the 
Westcott Building on the fifth day of class, but 
this semester he was in for a rude surprise 
when they refused to take his payment just 

b e fore deadlino. 

''There's no one providing any information 

on how to handle the situation." he said. 

The increase in late fees was instituted by 
the Board of Regents and applies to all 
universities in the .statewidt* system. 

BOR spokesperson Pat Riordan defended the

"The fee deters people from paving late. The 
higher the fee, the greater the effect," he said. 
"And it is frankly a source of revenue at a 
time when higher education is facing^ funding 
problems." 

Riordan added that the university system 
bears the brunt when students don't pay their 

fees on time. 

"If that money comes in 
whenever people feel like 
paying, then it's a big pro- 
blem. Our bills are due, we 
need the money due us," 
Many students said they 
uere late in registering 
because the classes they 
wanted to register for were 
already full. Others said 
they couldn't even get 
through on the registra- 
tion lines. 

But FSU Assistant 
Registrar Ron Henthorn 
dismissed those excuses. 

Once a student gets into 
the registration system 
and enters the term and 
year, their social security 

number and birthdate, the 

computer creates a file on the student, 
according to Henthorn. E\'vn if all the classes 
a student wants are full and the student has 
zero hours at the end of the call, the attempt 
to register will be recorded by computer. 

Henthorn said as long as students got into 
the system before late registration, they would 
not be assessed the late registration fee, 
regardless of whether thev got any classes. 

And about students who .say they tried to reg- 
i.s1e>r before the deadline but couldn't get through 
Henthorn said. "My belief is if phones were 
busy, it wasonlv for a relatively short time "

Magnet lab may spawn Panhandle's own Silicon Valley

Fort Walton Beach entrepreneur 
Phil Halstead envisions Northwest 
Florida becoming the home of high- 
technology industries and research 
facilities like those in Southern 
California's Silicon Valley. 

And thanks to the High Magnetic 
Field Laboratory currently under 
construction in Tallahassee, his vi- 
sion may become reality in as little 
as five years. 

"We're making excellent pro- 
gress," Halstead, chair of Tech- 
Net/Silicon Coast Corridor, said 
Sunday. "We're going to develop a 



21st century corridor of business 
and high-technology." 

Tech-Net, short for Technopplis 
Network of Florida, is a recently 
formed private and public sector 
partnership that counts Florida 
State University as a member. The 
group's representatives say that 
because of the magnet lab, big com- 
pany names such as IBM and 
Hewlett Packard may soon be set- 
ting up shop along the Panhandle. 

To fulfill the group's plans, over 
100 regional corporations are join- 
ing with the Florida A&M Univer- 
sity/Florida State University Col- 
lege of Engineering and other 



public agencies to develop a "Tech- 
Net" strategy for the next 30 years. 
The proposed area for development 
spans Interstate 10 from Pensacola 
to Jacksonville. 

"It's in the very early stages," 
FSU Computing Center director 
Robert Braswell said last week. 
"The end result is hoped to be a 
band across North Florida which 
would be geared to high-tech, clean 
industries." 

To develop a unified strategy, 50 
to 70 representatives of Florida's 
partnership meet each month in 
locations around Northwest 
Florida. 



Proponents of the one-year-old 
partnership see FSU's High 
Magnetic Field Laboratory— a joint 
venture between FSU, the Univer 
sity of Florida and the Los Alamos 
National Laboratory in New 
Mexico— as the cornerstone of their 
plans. They hope the magnet lab's 
attraction of high technology and 
research money will encourage 
other agencies and corporations to 
develop in the area. 

Braswell said FSU is actively par- 
ticipating in the partnership 
because the university has a com- 
mitment to contribute to the state. 

"Universities have a responsibili- 



ty to transfer their knowledge to 
things like this," he said. 

The designated name for the area, 
Silicon Coast, is a dual play on 
words. It refers not only to the 
silicon used in electronic devices, 
but also to the area's white sandy 
beaches, Halstead said. He added 
that Interstate 10 is an ideal area 
for high-technolo^ development 
because it is relatively 
underdeveloped and land in the 
area can be purchased 
inexpensively. 

Tech-Net is being modeled after 
similar partnerships in Japan and

He saw Deputy Registrar Nell McCuUough on Friday 
and she waived his late fee. 

'Thumbs up for Nell," he said. "I've gotta give 
credit to the registrar. That office was a zoo, but they 
processed a lot of people." 

Some stuctents were also mad that they had not 
heard about the fee increases. 

According to Ri(»'dan, the BOR does not publicize 
policy changes— it leaves that up to the universities, 
which are responsible for informing their students. 

"I think they made a good faith effort," he said. 

According to Henthorn, students were informed of 
the fee hikes through the Directory ofChsses^ ads in 
the Flambeau and flyers put up around campus. 

The rules governing late payment also left some 
students confused. 

FSU's Spring 1992 Directory of Classes states that, 
"All students who enroll must pay fees and tuition 
) n full by the last day of fee payment." 

There are, however, some exceptions to the rule. 

For instance, students may arrange to pay by 
installment, with half the fees paid by Jan. 10, and

Oliver Stone's JFK according to Carl Oglesby

"You called at an interesting 
moment. I'm m the process of draf- 
ting up a statement for Norman 
Mailer calling for a new investiga- 
tion and the declassification of all 
documents related to the Kenne^dy 
assassination," said Carl Oglesby 
last week from his office in Cam 
bridge, Mass. 

Mailer, he elaborated, will soon 
hold a press conference to an 
nounce the forming of a "citizen's 
committee"— consisting of a slew 
of American authors and perhaps 
some Hollywood celebrities— to 
urge the federal government to 
take another look, maybe appoint 
a special prosecutor, and delve in- 
to the many unanswered ques- 
tions surrounding the 
assassination. 

So, who's Carl Oglesby, and why 
is he drafting a statement for the 
literary left's very own Stormin' 
Norman— Mailer? 

Veteran activists of the '60s 
New Left will recall that Oglesby 
was once president of Students for 
a Democratic Society (SDS) and 
the founder of the Boston-based 
Assassination Information 



Bureau (A.I.B.) in 1973. 

According to Robert Blakey, 
chief counsel to the House Select 
Committee on Assassination's 
1977 investigation of the Kennedy 
assassination, the bureau was in- 
strumental in prodding the House 
to take a new look at the killings 
of President Kennedy and Msurtin 
Luther King, Jr. And now, thanks 
to Oliver Stone's film, Oglesby 
says, "The A.I.B. lives again." 

Oglesby, a historian, is also 
author of a very fine book on the 
assassinations of the '60s and the 
Watergate scandal, The Yankee 
Cowboy War, The book views 
Dallas and Watergate as the 
violent result of the break-up of 
the post-Civil War peace between 
the North and the South, and the 
precursor of Iran-contra and the

October Surprise. 

The book is currently out of 
printi but will soon be re- 
published by Goldsteine and Blair 
who are also, coincidental ly, the 
publishers of Oglesby's late'^^t 
book, the just-released Who Kill- 
ed JFK. 

''Who Killed JFK is a small, in 
expensive, paperback," Oglesby 
said. "It's basically a primer for 
the uninitiated." 

Oglesby also has an article on 
Oliver Stone's JFK in February's 
Playboy, which hits the stands 
this week, and an afterword in 
Jim Garrison's best-seller On the 
Trail of the Assassins, the book 
upon which the movie was based. 

Ironically enough, the man who 
has done so much to open our eyes 



to what really happened to JFK 
on Nov. 22, 1963, is seriously con- 
sidering a request by the Liber- 
tarian Party to run for Congress 
ai^ainst, of all people, incumbent 
Rep Joseph P. Kennedy III. 

"I can't decide whether or not 
I'm really a true libertarian," 
Oglesby joked. 

Asked to comment on JFK the 
film, Oglesby wastes not a second 
in offering up a point of view best 
characterized as just short of 
ambivalent. 

"I think Norman Mailer hit the 
nail on the head in his review in 
this month's Vanity Fair. Mailer 
says, 'JFK is the worst great 
movie ever made.' I agree. 
Basically, it's better bullshit than 
the Warren Report, and on that 
level I loved it." 

Despite his overall approval of 
the film, and despite the fact that 
Oglesby says he's "speaking as a 
friend of Jim Garrison," he pulls 
no punches when it comes to 
criticizing Garrison— and Stone. 

"The conspiracy couldn't 
possibly be as broad as portrayed 
in the film. Jim Garrison, despite 
his immense contribution to 
deconstructi ng the Warren 
Report, is not an ideal hero. 
Becau.se of all the pressures, Gar 
rison made many mistakes and 
did some questionable things. He 
went off on too many wild goose 
chases and iH'canu' susceptible to 
all kinds of off the w all stuff. 

"By sentimentalizing Garrison 
to the extent he did. Stone left 
himself open to criticism," 
Oglesby explains. "1 would have 
treated the Garrison character a 
little more critically" 

Oglesby fwls much of Stone's 
problem has more to do with the 
medium, rather than the message. 

"Sharp factual distinctions are 
unavoidable in this medium and 
when you tackle something like 
the JFK assasination, you can't 
easily handle distinguishing 
what's fact and what's fiction." 



From Ogiesby's point of view. 
Stone's true accomplishment was 
his courage in tackling this taboo 
subject. 

"He deserves all the credit in 
the world," he said. "He grabbed 
onto this theme which still 
resonates in the hearts of many 
Americans and turned things up- 
side down." 

Asked if Garrison "s prosecution 
of Shaw was unethical, as critics 
charge, Oglesby hesitates before 
offering a qualified "No." 

"Garrison's dilemma was that 
his key witnessses, David Ferrie 
and Guy Bannister, were all dead 
as the deadline for trial approach- 
ed. He told me at the time that he 
didn't think Shaw was the most 
important person in the con- 
spiracy, but felt he had no choice 
but to charge Shaw." 

Shaw's role, says Oglesby, was 
probably to prime Oswald" for 
the patsy role. 

"Don't forget that very credible 
witnesses, including a county 
sherifT, a state legislator and the 
voter registrar of Clinton county 
all identified Shaw as being in the 
company of Oswald, at a voter 
registration drive in Clinton. La.

For unknown reasons they were 
attempting to get Oswald 
rogistered to vote. The House 
assassination report also said the 
witnesses were credible." 

Oglesby says Garrison' 
tribution to unraveling the JFK 
mystery is underestimated by his 
critics. 

"Without Jim Garrison we 
wouldn't have understood that 
Oswald was working with the 
right, not the left, that Oswald 
wasn't the left-wing activist the 
Warren Commission would have 
us believe." 

Oglesby says a new investiga- 
tion is needed to clear up such im- 
portant niatters as the mystery of 
how the slain president's brain 
managed to disappear from the 
National Archives. 



"We need to find. out what the 
chain of possession was, " says 
Oglesby. "If the brain and tissue 
slides, which are also missing, an 
recovered we can establish once 
and for all whether or not therp 
wasn't a shot from the gi-assv 
knoll." 

Oglesby says it's imperative to

Nimbyism: a growing political force

Ag voter interest in electoral 
politics continues to decline, 
another form of grassroots activism 
is spreading rapidly. Made up of 
not-in-my-backyard (NIMBY) 
groups, its members lash out 
against environmental hazards and 
share a growing distrust and con- 
tempt for political institutions of all 
kinds. 

Politicians, technocrats and the 
media portray Nimby activists— as 
they do David Duke supporters— as 
extremists obsessed with their own 
problems. Many Nimby groups, in 
fact, do just want to push pollution 
ftvm their neighborhoods into other 
backyards. 

But the real force that drives 
them is the sense of being political- 
ly dispossessed. Nimby fury rises in 
direct proportion to the degree to 
which they feel they have been cut 
out of decisions concerning their 
own communities. 

And through Nimby fury, local 
communiti^ have regained some 
real power vis-a-vis 

establishments— the power to say 
"no." Nimbys have virtually frozen 
development of agricultural 
biotechnology, new airport construction, radioactive 
and toxic-waste repositories, to name a few examples. 

Take the case of Trinidad, a small, impoverished 
town in Colorado. When a corporation offered jobs, a 
new telephone system, hospital expansion, and other 
perks if the town would host a radioactive- waste site, 
citizens told company representatives to "Get out of 
town!" 

Paula Elofsen-Gardine, who lives immediately 
downwind of the Rocky Flats nuclear-weapons 
complex near Denver, became a Nimby activist after 
attending a public meeting held by regulators and 
plant ofHcials. 

"I was stunned by the back-slapping and good-old- 
boy politicking, and the arrogant way they treated 
citizens," Elofsen-Gardine said. "It made me think, 
'These bastards are going to get away with it.' " 

Nimby groups have even stymied such relatively 
benign projects as biomedical research labs, largely 
because they were leaked out of decisions to bring the 
facilities into their communities. For more than six 
years, a group of homeowners had blocked efforts by 
the University of California at San Francisco to build

biomedical labs in an office building in their 
neighborhood. 

The roots of Nimbyism trace back to the social and 
environmental movements of the 1960s and early 
1970s, which infused distrust for large institutions 
into an entire generation, and nurtured thousands of 
savvy, resourceful activists. 

As political upheaval waned, many former activists 
adopted the acquisitive, "me-flrst" attitude of the late 
19708 and 198(te. Yet they retained their skepticism 
of authority figures and their self-confidence to 
publicly challenge perceived injustice. 

The 1978 uprising of the citizens of Love Canal, New 
York, which was built atop a toxic waste dump, 
pushed communities across the nation to start looking 
at their own backyards. They were shocked by what 
they found: leaky hazardous- waste dumps dotted the 
landscai^. 

Then came spectacular ecological disasters and 
technological breakdowns— from Three Mile Island 
and Chernobyl to the Space Shuttle Challenger

explosion and global warming. These robbed 
Americans rf their remaining faith in the benevolent 
magic of science. People have grown intolerant of any 
new environmental insult that hits closer to home. 

In large measure, Nimbyism grew out of the failure 
by conventional mechanisms of democracy to solve, 
or even just contain, technology-based environmental 
hazards. The groups that have emerged— narrowly 
focused, fiercely independent, defiantly 
obstructionist— organize around the one place they 
can win against entrenched institutions: their 
backyards. 

Communities adopt Nimbyism as the practical 
alternative to powerlessness. Their observations and 
personal experience inform them— like many of David 
Duke's supporters— that nothing short of extremism 
gets the attention of the authorities. 

But politicians who want to exploit this discontent 
won't get very far. 

Efforts by environmentalists to enlist Nimby groups 
to their national agendas have met with little success 
because Nimbyism derives its strength and power by 
appealing to immediate, tangible fears. From the 
grassroots perspective, the large, relatively rich, 



Washington-based environmental organizations 
resemble corporations or government agencies that 
have lost touch with the urgency felt by those on the 
front lines of pollution. 

Mainstresun environmentalists want to save the 
world, says Elofsen-Gardine. 

"They're going to take 50 or 100 years to do that. 
I want to do it now . . . None of these groups live in 
the fallout zone. They haven't seen what it has done 
to our families and friends. They don't have the rage." 

Joan Seeman, another anti-Rocky Flats Nimby 
activist, sees mainstream environmentalists who 
place Rocky Flats within a larger strategy as sell-outs. 

"They're on one side, we're on the other," she says. 

Nimbyism is a form of bitter self-reliance— a 
political emlxKiiment of the preference for "none-of- 
the-above" on the ballot among American voters. As 
the 1992 election draws near, candidates at all levels 
could gain support by learning the central message 
of Nimbyism: Communities want to be involve in the 
problem-solving process, rather than treated as 
otetacles impeding the technocrats' solutions. 

In this sen^, Nimbyism offers hope. It's a sign that 
despite low voter turnout and widespread alienation 
from society's leading institutions, the public still 
wants to be actively engaged— but in a new kind of 
political process.

Buffalo slips by 
Broncos in AFC

ORCHARD PARK, N.Y.-The first touchdown of 
a former running back's life put the Buffalo Bills 
back in the Super Bowl Sunday and sent the 
Denver Broncos home from the playoffs in 
untypical fashion— without embarrassment. 

Carlton Bailey, unheralded on a team known for 
offense, scored on an 11 -yard interception return 
in the third quarter to highlight a defensive drama 
and bring the Bills the AFC championship with 
a 10-7 over the Broncos. 

"In high school, I just blocked," Bailey said after 
his second career interception broke a scoreless tie. 
"It couldn't come at a better time." 

It came at 9:32 of the third quarter, as Denver 
quarterback John Elway attempted a screen pass 
to Steve Sewell. The ball was tipped by Jeff Wright 
and floated directly into Bailey's hands. 

Elway and Sewell had combined to help Denver 
control the ball in the first half, but Elway was 
unable to finish the game and Sewell wound up 
fumbling the ball away with 1:28 to play to kill 
the Broncos' chances of pulling out an improbable 
victory. 

The Broncos, who had won on all four of their 
previous trips to the AFC title game, went home 
falling short of the Super Bowl. On the other hand, 
Denver has been blown out of four Super Bowls and 
this season they will at least be able to say they 
came close. 

"They're all tough," Denver Coach Dan Reeves 
said "Really and truly. If you get blown out, that's 
embarrassing, so those are tough losses to take, too. 
But it doesn't make it any easier (to lose a close 
game ). You can't go in that locker room and say, 
•you just lost 10-7. You guys ought to real 
happy.' Ain t nobody happy in there." 

Denver kicker David Treadwell missed all three 
of his field goal attempts and his Buffalo 
counterpart, Scott Norwood, scored the Bills' other 
pointe in the fourth quarter. 

"We decided early in the game there wasn't 
going to be a 'Drive III , " said Buffalo cornerback 
Kirby Jackson, lefetting to comebacks Elway 
directed in the 1986 AFC championship game and 
again last week in t he divi.sinn rnimd againgt- 
Houston. 

Elway was unable to attempt one of his 
trademark last drives because he took a shot to the 
thigh in tlit' third quarter and limped off for good 
2:20 into the fourth quarter. 



Washington breezes 
in win over Lions

WASHINGTON- Washington turned two early 
turnovers into 10 points and Mark Rypien threw 
two long s^ond-half touchdown passes Sunday, 
lifting the Redskins to a 41-0 rout of the Detroit 
Lions in the NFC championship game and into the 
Super Bowl for the fourth time in 10 years. 

The Redskins, 16-2, meet the Buffalo Bills, 15 3, 
Jan. 26 at Minneapolis in Super Bowl XXVI. 

Washington jumped on two turnovers by Detroit 
quaterback Erik Kramer in the opening minutes 
as the Redskins built a seven-point halftime lead, 
then Rypien threw touchdown passes of 45 yards 
to Gary Clark an J 21 yards to Art Monk. 

The Redskins' four Super Bowl trips in the last 
decade have all come under the guidance of Coach 
Joe Gibbs, who will be trying for his third victory 
in the NFL title game, Washington's last Super 
Bowl trip came following the 1987 season with the 
Redskins beating Denver, 42-10. 

The Lions, 13 5, suffered a devasting ending to 
what had been a surprisingly successful season. 
Detroit won its last six regular season games to 
capture the NFC Central title, then defeated 
Dallas last week in the playoffs. The Lions' surge 
was inspired by a paralyzing injury to guard Mike 
Utley in a Nov. 17 game against the Los Angeles 
Rams. 

The Redskins extended their winning streak over 
Detroit to 15 games and ran their record against 
the Lions a perfect 16-0 in Washington. The 
Redskins are 11-1 in playoff games at home. 

Detroit remains as one of nine NFL teams never 
to have played in the Super Bowl. 

Rypien completed 12-of-17 passes for 228 yards, 
completing four straight during one span in the 
second half for 110 yards and two touchdowns. 

Washington's trio of runners— Earnest Byner, 
Ricky Ervins and Gerald Riggs— complimented 
Rypien's accuracy. Riggs, the Redskins' goal-line 
specialist, scored on runs of 2 and 3 yards. Byner 
carried 17 times for 62 yards and Ervins picked 
up 53 yards on 13 carries. 

One week after a sparkUng performance against 
Dallas, Kramer completed 21 uf 33 fur 249 yards. 



He threw for one touchdown and was intercepted 
once— that being run back for a score by cornerback 
Darrell Green when the game was already decided. 
Kramer also fumbled three times and was 
overwhelmed by the Redskins' pressure.

A leading Florida State rniver^ity scholar of 
state constitutional and adnnnislrat ive law was 
found dead Monday mornnig in her home. 

Palricui A Dore. the first full time woman 
faculty mem her at FSU's College of Law, 
apparently died of natural causes. There are no 
signs of foul play. Leon County Sheriffs Office 
spokesperson Dick Simpson said. 

She was 47 years uld.

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Algerian Security 
Council leaves 
elections hanging, 
controls defense

ALGIERS-Algeria's High Security Council 
has decided to suspend the democratic process 
in the North African country until the economy 
improves and the constitution is reformed, 
Al^^orian political sources said Monday. 

The sources said the council decided at an 
emergency meeting Sunday night to suspend 
the second round of the legislative elections 
scheduled for Thursday, and that it had taken 
over responsibility for the country's defense and 
internal security. 

The decisions of the council, which is 
composed of the prime minister, the defense and 
justice ministers, and the chiefs of the three 
branches of the armed forces, came 24 hours 
after the surprise resignation of President 
Chadli Ben4jedid. 

Algiers was reported calm Monday, with few 
troops on the streets of the capital. Most 
Algerians were waiting for reaction from 
political leaders to the announcement that the 
second tour of the legislative elections had been 
indefinitely suspended. 

In Paris the French government said it was 
"worried" about developments in the North 
African country, a former French department, 
and reiterated its "solidai'ity" with the Algerian 
people For hir, part Interior Minister Phillippe 
Marchand said that Algerians who leave their 
country because of the political situation would 
not necessarily qualify them for political 
asylum. 

There are about 720,000 Algerian citizens 
living m France, and the government is known 
to be concerned that they may demonstrate in 
support of the Islamic Salvation Front.

UNITED NATIONS-The U.N. Security Council has begun 

consideration of the applications by Kazakhstan, Uzbekistan and 
KjTgyzstan to become members of the United Nations, British U.N. 
Ambassador David Hannay said Monday. 

Hannay, president of the 15-nation council for January, said later 
this week he will set up a committee to study the applications. 

"We have taken up the applications of these three republics and 
will process them in the coming weeks," he said after a private 
meeting of the council. 

UNITED NATIONS-Representative of the Salvadoran 
government and the nation's leftist rebels resumed talks Monday 
on a timetable for carrying out the Final Peace Agreements, which 
are to be signed this week, a U.N. spokesman said. 

The agreements, which would end the 12-year-old civil war in 
El Salvador, will take effect Feb. 1 and conclude on Oct. 31, during 
which time the timetable for social and political reforms are carried 
out. 

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa-The leader of a radical 

group that threatened to disrupt Paul Simon's South African tour 
was arrested Monday and a second official of the organization was 
briefly detained and questioned about a grenade attack linked to 
the American singer. 

Soweto police spokesman Capt. Joseph Ngobeni said Thami 
Mcerwa, head of the Azanian Youth Organization, had been 
arrested, but could not say what he was charged with.

WASHINGTON-Israel and the Palestinians moved from 

procedure to substance as the Middle East peace negotiations 
resumed Monday, but Syria complained the talks were going 
nowhere. 

Lebanon, meanwhile, sought a postponement until Tuesday after 
its top negotiator fell ill. 

During the first phase of the Washington peace talks that ended 
three weeks ago, the Israelis, Jordanians and Palestinians were 
engaged in corridor diplomacy at the State Department, often 
talking to each other while sitting on a couch. 

NEW YORK— A new study of laws governing the lives of 
American teenagers shows that legislation conditioning a minor's 
right to abortion on the consent and notifications of her parents 
are out of step with other laws effecting minors, it was reported 



Monday. 

The report issued by the Alan Guttmacher Institute, a respected 
research, analysis and educational organization, noted that only 
three states and the District of Columbia explicitly allow American 
minors to make the decision to have an abortion on her own. 

HACKENSACK, N^.-A judge Monday postponed trial for 
four young men charged with participating in a violent rampage 
sparked by the police shooting of a black teenager. 

Two of the defendants are listed as prosecution witnesses in the 
reckless manslaughter of suspended Teaneck Police Gary Spath. 
Lawyers are expected to give their opening arguments Tuesday 
or Wednesday in Spath's trial, which is likely to last at least six 
weeks. 

WASHINGTON—Thc Supreme Court Monday let stand a 
decision that a Texas worker fired because of complications due 
to AIDS cannot sue under the state law that prohibits job 
discrimination. 

The court, without comment, declined to review the decision of 
a federal district court and the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
that an employee discharged because of AIDS or an AIDS-related 
illness cannot sue under the Texas Commission on Human Rights 
Act. 




TALLAHASSEE— Lawmakers convene for the 1992 session 
Tuesday amid worries about new taxes, government 
reorganization, reapportionment and a state budget plan already 
labeled inadequate. 

"Last year was the session from hell. This is to hell and back, " 
said House Speaker T.K. Wetherell. 

Wetherell predicted the scheduled 60-day session will run at least 
through May, with two or three special sessions thrown in 
Legislators must work through a $29.1 billion budget proposal Gov. 
Lawton Chiles has said is not enough to meet even the basic needs 
of the state. 

Another major task for lawmakers will be redrawing 
congressional districts to conform to the population changes 
reflected in the 1990 census. 

CLEWISTON-The Florida Sugar Cane League invited 
state officials Monday to formally examine smoke from sugercane 
field burning to determine its mercury content. 

The league also urged the Florida Department of Environmental 
Regulation and the State Division (rf Forestry to conduct similar 
studies of sawgrass fires and waste incinerators.

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Do the unspeakable 

There's a raunchy smell in the air, and it's pretty obvious who the little 
stinkers are. They're the 160 members of the state Legislature who at this 
moment are descending upon the Capitol to kick off the 1992 Legislative 
Session. 

No one really knows what they will do for higher education this election 
year, but one thing's for sure: things aren't coming up smelling like roses. 

Just last week the chair of the House committee on higher education said 
chances are slim the state's nine universities will come away from the session 
any better off than they are now. In fact, he said, it will be all he can do 
to prevent any more cuts from being imposed. 

Gee, dream a little, will 'ya? We're talking about a do-or-die situation here. 

If legislators don't do something to generate more money for education, 
the universities will lose more than $50 million— that's $50 million above 
and beyond the $165 million they've already had to say adios to in the last 
two yenrs. That's more courses universities will have to drop from their 
curriculum, more books and journals libraries won't be able to purchase, more 
seniors unable to get the classes they need to graduate and more students 
jammed into classrooms at fire-code capacity. 

Better put, that's B.S. 

There are plenty of ways legislators can generate money to help out an 
already overburdened university system, but they just so happen to involve 
the "T" word. (That's "taxes" for those of you who love to read naughty 
language in print). And the word becomes even more dangerous as elections 
draw near. 

At this point many legislators are only thinking about getting re-elected 
in November and would like nothing more than to weasel their way out of 
the session with as few eyes upon them as possible. But they'll get no mercy 
here. 

It's high time Florida did sometiung about its tax base so education and 
other public services can finally get the funding they need. As one education 
spokesperson l ecentiy put it, Florida has a Lax structure like Arkansas' and 
a population like New York's. 

But hopefully, that will change. Hopefully, people like local Rep. Al Lawson 
are right when they say education will be the issue in this year's coming 
elections, and running on a record of budget cuts will be worse than on a 
record of new taxes. 

But for that to happen, students and faculty need to spell out to their 
representatives that they'd much rather taxes be raised and reformed than 
see more pain inflicted on universities. Surely, all session long legislators 
will be holding their fingers to the wind to determine which course will get 
them re-elected, and the 37,000 local college students should leave no question 
in politicians' minds what they can do to win their votes. 

A bigger emphasis cannot possibly be placed on students' role in the 
upcoming session. Starting today, this is it for higher education in Florida. 
Either legislators do the unspeakable and reform the state's antiquated tax 
structure, or they take the ea.sy way out and let universities pay the price. 

And if they do ignore education, let them know loud and clear they, too, 
will pay a high price this November.

China's addendum to human rights: 
nations have right to survival, too

That all people have certain inalienable human 
rights has now been acknowledged virtually 
throughout the world. And America can take credit 
for this universal moral revolution because its seed 
lay in the American Declaration of Independence. 

The American revolutionaries who drew up that 
Declaration singled out life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness as key human rights. Over the last four 
decades, various U.N. declarations have added to 
the list. Now a new right has been proposed from 
an unlikely source. 

In a long, powerfully worded and carefully 
documented statement entitled "The Condition of 
Human Rights in China," the Chinese government 
has gone on a counterattack against the barrage of 
human rights criticisms aimed at it chiefly from 
U.S. sources. Its opening sentence reads: "For every 
state and nation, human rights in the first instance 
'Tipans the survival rights of a people. Without the 
l ight of survival there is no point in discussing any 
other human rights.*' 

China itself has beer blasted in the U.S. for 
murderously crushing dissent, operating a Soviety- 
style system of concentration camps, prohibiting 
freedom of the press, harassing religion, carrying 
out mass executions, and depriving another people, 
the Tibetans, of their own survival rights. 

But in its formal rebuttal, the Chinese 
government makes the case that the revolution 
which brought it to power fundamentally involved 
the very survival of the Chinese people. Tens of 
millions had been killed in wars, life expectancy was 
low, the economy was in shambles, and foreign 
powers had cut out spheres of influence from the 
Chinese body politic. 

Now with the economy thriving, food, clothing and 
other basics are available to all. Where life 
expectancy was 35 years in 1949, in 1988 it had 
climbed to 70, surpassing that of the world's middle- 
income countries. The longevity of Chinese today 
is not too far behind that of the U.S., which lags 
behind that of Japan. 

Human rights are universal, the statement 
agrees, and in regard to certain human rights 
violations, "international society must intervene 
and stop them." But it also reiterates the standard 
Chinese position on the inviolability of national 
sovereignty. In the end, it concludes, a nation must 
resolve its own human-rights wrongdoings. 

Where China enters into new territory is in its 
declaration that human righti are collective as well 
as individual. Nations and peoples have a riphl to 
survival just as individuals have rights to life, 
liberty and the security of person 

That statement can easily be directed back against

the Chinese government and its bland assumption 
that Tibetans are simply part of China and not a 
nation deserving their own state. But the statement 
also has direct ramifications for human rights in the 
U.S. where the dominant worry of African 
Americans is Aeer survival, both as individuals and 
as a people. 

That worry has become dramatically clear in the 
case of the Haitian boat people. As fellow blacks, 
African-Americans identify with the Haitians and 
see in the way they've been picked up and dumped 
back in Haiti an analogy to their own condition in 
the U.S. 

Haiti is among the poorest countries in the world 
with one of the lowest life expectancies. But 
conditions have worsened due to an international 
embargo aimed at restoring democracy to that 
country. To many African- Americans, it seems that 
no matter what the white man does ostensibly in 
the interests of poor blacklieople, the^latter end up 
suffering and dying. 

With young black males widely considered an 
endangered population cohort, many African 
American leaders wondo* whether some conspiracy 
isn't afoot to make them vanish as a people. Polls 
show large numbers of Afrkan-Americans give some 
credence to the idea that AIDS started as a CIA 
experiment in Africa. 

The Chines might tell the African -Americans 
that they will continue to be deprived of their 
survival rights until they pull themselves together 
as a nation. Zionism gave the same imssage to Jews 
early in this century and especially after the 
Holocaust. Today many young African Americans 
and black Caribbeans believe that their only 
salvation as a ^ople lies in a similar nationalism 

With so many articles and meetings on human 
rights in China, the Chinese are challenging the 
Americans to a truly international dialogue on the 
theme of the survival rights of a people. However 
imperfect the parallels, a two- or even four-sided 
dialogue on the conditions of Tibetans in China and 
African Americans in the U.S. could become a 
springboard for seeking a resolution of one of the 
world's thorniest problems: the survival rights of 
minorities within, a larger alien nation.

The U.S. may soon be studying 
problems in the Gulf of Mexico, but 
critics wonder, is it enough?

EASTPOINT-Here off Highway 
98, Northwest Florida's gateway to 
the coast, the early morning light 
creates a shimmering blanket of 
golden nppies on the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

From the road, an older couple 
can be seen collecting ovsters dur 
ing low tide while the family dogs 
play on sand bars usually covered 
by 10 feet of water. 

It's the kind of scene that has 
become familiar to tourists and 
natives alike. Picture-perfect. 
Postcard stuff. P£uradise on Florida's 
Gulf Coast. 

But there's another sight that's 
becoming more and more familiar 
to beach combers in this part of the 
world. 

Just offshore, no more than 40 
feet from the highway, old tires- 
former ly part of a seawall felled by 
Hurricane Kate— float in the water, 
a line of decaying toxins that stret- 
ches for more than a mile. 

The tires are just one exampU' of 
a growing number of 
pollutants that are 
slowly but surely 
changing the Gulf 
from a pristine body of 
water to a dumping 
ground. 

"We're talking 
about the ninth 
largest body of water 
in the world and we're 
just ignoring it," 
Kumar Mahadevan, 
executive director of ... 

the Mote Marine Livingston 

Laboratory in Sarasota, said last 
week. "There are a lot of things that 
scientists are just now noticing." 

The federal government is just 
now noticing, too, it seems. Local 
U.S. Rep. Pete Peterson and other 
Gulf Coast congressmen recently fil- 
ed a bill in the House that may be 
a first step in eventually doing 
something about those rotting 
tires— and the effects they'll have on 
everything from tourism to fishing. 

If the plan, known in 
bureaucratese as the Gulf of Mex- 
ico Protection and Restoration Act, 
passes this year, $30 million would 
be allocated to "the collection of in- 
formation on the Gulf, coordination 
of Federal and State rfforts to im- 
prove the water quality and deter- 
mining the impact of man-induced 
and environmental changes on the 
resources of the Gulf." 

While many scientists and en- 




vironmentalists pooh-pooh the bill 
as nothing more than a "public rela- 
tions" gimmick, others concede 
that, well, at least it's a start in get- 
ting the Gulf the recognition it 
needs. 

1t needs help bad' 

Congi*essman Peterson, who owns 
a beach house near Eastpoint. said 
he doesn't need scientific data to tell 
him something is wrong with the 
Gulf 

"We used io have porpoises swim- 
ming out in front of our house." said 
Peterson, who lives in Marianna. 
"The porpoises just aren't there 
anymore . . . You can see what's 
happening in the fish industry." 

Bob Jones, executive director of 
the Tallahassee-based Southea.stern 
Fisheries As.sociation, agreed. He 
says his constituency is hurting 
economically, and he puts part of 
the blame for the drop in commer 
cial fishing on pollution in the GulW 
"It needs help, it needs help bad," 
Jones said. "It's been a dumping 
ground for so many years from in 
dustry up the 
Mississippi River, 
development, people 
dumping any old 
thing they want over 
the side of the boat. " 

Jones pointed to the 
the south end of the 
Gulf for an example. 

In the Florida Keys, 
he said, the shrimping 
industry has been 
slowly shrinking. In 
the last several years, 
the amount of shrimp 
caught has dwindled irom 1 1 
million tons to three million tuji.>. 
The shrimp fleet has dropped from 
300 boats to 60. 

"And we don't know what effect 
it has had on other fisheries, " Jones 
said. 

What's in the water? 

Usually when a group rallies to 
protect a threatened piece of land or 
water, the causes are simple to 
ascertain. 

In Taylor County, all signs 
pointed to Proctor and Gamble 
when the FenhoUoway River 
became too contaminated. And near 
the mouth of the Mississippi River, 
the refineries and factories and 
their toxic legacies are clearly 
visible. 

But the Gulf of Mexico is huge. 
Surrounded by parts of South and 
Central America and five U.S. 




With pollution stream- 
ing into the Gulf of 
Mexico from points 
across North and Cen- 
tral America, the quality 
and quantity of some of 
species of fish harvested 
from the gulf has de- 
clined dramatically in 
recent years, according 
to some experts.

states — Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, LouLsiana and Texas— 
the Gulf stretches along 770 miles 
of Florida's beaches alone. 

To say that it's hard to pinpoint 
where the Gulf s problems are com 
ing from is an understatement. A 
lot of the blame for the over fish ing, 
overdevelopment and overdumping 
can be laid on the states surroun- 
ding the Gulf But as scientists 
begin to look more closely, they're 
finding that some of the problems 
are being exacerbated from far 



away.

"I've done studies from the 
Fenhollr)\vay all the way to Mobile 
Bay," Livingston said.

"Her interest transcended an academic interest in 
administrative law," he said. 

Pfeiffer said Dore was a ver>' important source when 
the Legislature drafted up the Administrative 
Procedure Act. The act, which requires state agencies 
to get cit izen input before they set policy, was adopted 
in 1974 and went into effect in 1975. 

"Pat has been a major advocate for that process and 
that system, for fine-tuning the process, since 1975." 
he said. "Pat has always been someone the 
Legislature consults with (before making) changes to 
the act." 

Gary Stephens, a student of Dore's in 1975 and now 
chair of the administrative law section of the Florida 
Bar, echoed that sentiment. 

"There's no doubt in my mind that for more than 
a decade she was the driving force in understanding 
and interpreting the government's rights and 
responsibilities for the Administrative Procedure 
Act," Stephens said from his Tampa office. 

Dore also kept a close eye on the decisions of the 
state Supreme Court, according to Chief Justice Shaw. 

"Professor Dore has been quick to comment on 
opinions from this court that affect the citizenry of 
Florida," Shaw said. "She has been quick \,o criticize

when she felt we were in error and she's been quick 
to extend accolades and kudos when she felt that we 
were correct." 

From 1977 to 1978, Dore served as a consultant for 
the Florida Constitution Revision Commission. 

On May 1, 1990, Dore sued then law school dean 
Sheldon Kurtz and former FSU President Bernie 
Sliger over faculty policy allowing secret voting on 
administrative decisions. Dore argued the policy 
violated Florida's open meeting law. 

She stopped pursuing the issue in the courts two 
months later when an injunction against secret voting 
on policy issues was signed by Circuit Judge J. Lewis 
Hall. 

It wasn't the lawsuit that those who knew her 
talked about Monday though. Her students and 
colleagues focused on how much she meant to the 
school and to themselves. 

Katherine Giddings, a third-year law student, 
described Dore as "a wonderful teacher." 

"She was very well respected amoungthe students 
and well liked," Giddings said. 

"She was an incredible asset for the school," Rob 
McNeely, another one of her students, said. "The fact 
is, she's irreplaceable." 

Law Professor David Dickson also praised her. 

"To me. (she was) a very delightful person, a good 
friend, a good colleague," Dickson said.

In fact, Mialjevich' said he doesn't believe the 
Mississippi is contaminated enough to cdu^r any

i know the whole city of New Orleans is drinking 
water off of the Mississippi," Mialjevich said. "You 
:an't get any closer to the Gulf than that.

If the Gulf act does pass, 20 percent of the $30 
million in funds would be allocated for research and 
another 20 percent for monitoring progress. 

For some, it's too little, too late. 

"It's a public-relations basis. It has nothing to do 
with real restoration." Livingston said. "It's just a 
chance to make themselves look good. The public 
elected these boobs, so they re getting what they 
asked for." 

A sure bet 

A step to real restoration or not, Peterson says the 
Gulf act is a sure thing. When Congress reconvenes 
this year, the bill will be ratified in a landslide, he 
said. 

"These kind of regional concerns and particularly 
something involving commerce usually do pretty 
well," Peterson said. "It's fairly easy to see." 

Mote's Mahadevan agreed. 

"I think they have an excellent chance," he said. 
"With the Clean Water Act coming up next year, this 
should be a shoe-in." 

But no matter how easily the bill passes through 
Congress, there will still be opponents. In fact, 
Livingston has problems with the whole concept and 
refers to it as a short-term solution to what has 
become a long-term problem. 

"The bottom line to this is that like everything else 
in the last 12 years, environmental research has been 
slashed and ignored and even ridiculed by the 
government and the press," Livingston said. "It's like 
the middle-class tax cuts, it's just a stop-gap 
mea^'Hf'" 

And on the other end, Mialjevich says he's starting 
to get tired of the government and what he views as 
its meddlesome ways. 

"How many years have we had the 10 
commandments," he asked "We can't follow tho.se on 
a daily basis. Now they're adding on 10.000 rules and 
regulations that nobody ain't following anyway Let's 
try to get the 10 commandments down. Then we'll 
mess with the rest of them."

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Anti-athletic fee group starts petition drive

A sLudent-group fighting a proposed hik 
fees at Florida State University is trying to do the 
impossible by calling on the Board of Regents to kill 
the President-approved measure in its next meeting 
Feb. 7. 

The Committee to Defeat the Athletic Fee started 
a petition drive Monday, and according to volunteer 
Lorraine Bell, more than 2,200 signatures have 
already been collected. 

The group, which has been around for the last two 
months, wants to show the BOR that the majority of 
students on campus don't want to pay a dramatically 
higher athletic fee for "free" admission to sporting 
events. 

"The main thing we're trying to show is that the 
student body does not want this," committee 
volunteer Ron Gilmour said Monday. 

But he acknowledges that his group faces an uphill 
battle in even having its petition put on the agenda 
at the BOR's February meeting in Tallahassee. And 
he added that because the proposal has already been 
sent to the BOR for approval, it's important to quickly 
counter the efforts of the FSU administration. 

"What I heard is that, in the past, the BOR has kind 
of rubber-stamped these things," Gilmour said. 
"They've never been known to reject anything like 
this before. So we're going to really have to put a lot 
of pressure on to get them to not approve this." 

Under the fee-hike proposal signed by FSU 
President Dale Lick last November, students will pay 
$3.35 a credit hour next fall— up from $1.15 a credit 
hour— to subsidize admission to home football games. 
And in the fall of 1993, the fees will jump to $4.05 
a credit hour so students can get into basketball and 
baseball games "free." 

Bell, a junior sociology major, says major 
misconceptions about the fee increase have made her 
job in convincing people to sign the petition difficult. 



"The reasons that people give before they sign is 
that they want the free tickets. Well, the tickets aren't 
free you have to pay for them beforehand," Bel! s^nH 
"And they say they support their school. Well, you're 
going to support your school anyway through your 
tuition." 

Bell added that the group has also received a large 
response from students willing to join in its efforts. 

"We went out before Christmas and put up a sign- 
up sheet with some information sheets next to it," Bell 
said. "(We) got about 150 signatures of people who 
were willing to help. And now we have workers 
roaming up and down the finan' ial aid lines . . . 
getting people to sign the petitions." 

Volunteer Roy Pinch will not benefit directly if the 
proposal is axed because he graduates this semester. 
Nevertheless, he joined the conmiittee in an effort to 
help future students who will be affected. 

"I just didn't want to see this happen to anyone else, 
especially people who are, say, freshmen and don't 
know what's going on yet," Pinch said. "If we weren't 
standing here, they would not be aware of the 
situation . . . Their tuition would be raised and they 
wouldn't understand why. And things like that have 
happened before." 

Robert Mince, a graduate student in science 
education, signed the petition Monday, but he's not 
opposed to the fee-increase simply because he'll have 
to pay more. He says the proposal has other problems 
as well. 

"I love football . . . but / should choose when I'm 
going to pay for a game," Mince said. "And not only 
that but if everybody has access to the games, how 
are we all going to go to the stadium at once? I think 
everybody should show up for the first game 
demanding their right to sit in a seat because they 
paid those darn fees." 

The group will have tables set up in the student 
union this week to collect signatures.

enacted. 

City Commissioner Dorothy Inman-Crews said 
Monday she is unaware of the new allegation. 

"This is my first knowledge of it," she said. "I 
certainly want city staff to investigate this." 

Tadiran representatives were unavailable for 
comment Monday afternoon. 

The Tallahassee ordinance says the city will not do 
business with any person or entity whose name 
appears on the Investor Responsibility Research 
Center s list of company's which do business with 
South Africa. The Tallahassee ordinance specifically 
refers to the list of companies compiled by the IRRC, 
and its list includes only businesses with direct ties, 
not indirect ties. 

When contacted Monday, the IRRC said Tadiran 
was not on their list. 

However, the ordinance places even greater 
restrictions on any person or entity receiving city 



benefits such as subsidies or special lease 

arrangements. 

In addition to prohibiting direct ties, it also includes 
any licensing, marketing, or trademark agreements 
for products sold or distributed in South Africa. 

Further complicating the issue is the corporate 
structure of the local company. 

Talla-Com is the local subsidiary of Tadiran 
Electronic Industries Inc., which is the American 
subsidiary of Tadiran Ltd, an Israeli company. 
Tadiran Ltd. is a subsidiary of Koor Industries, Ltd., 
also an Israeli company. 

Tallahassee's anti apartheid ordinance requires 
compliance by both subsidiary and parent companies. 
But in the past there have been disputes over 
Tadiran's responsibility for the actions of other 
entities in the Koor corporate structure. 

In 1989, the Pentagon said there were no links 
between Tadiran Inc., the American subsidiary, and 
South Africa. But local anti-apartheid activists 
complained that Tadiran Ltd, the Israeli parent, had 
not been cleared.

Opava-Stitzer could be first woman provost

If Susan Opava-Stitzer is chosen 
as Florida State University \s next 
provost, she will become the 
highest-ranking woman in the 
university's history. 

But in the meantime, she faces 
some pretty stiff competition from 
two other candidates, especially in 
terim provost and FSL' music school 
dean Robert Glidden. 

As part of a two-day series of 
meetings and interviews for the 
post, Opava-Stitzer participated 
Monday in an hour-long, open 
discussion with about 20 faculty 
and staff members in Ruby Dia- 
mond Auditorium. She was the first 



of the three finalists to be interview- 
ed over the next two weeks. 

According to Opava-Stitzer, the 
primary goal of a university should 
be striving for excellence. She add- 
ed it's important each university 
recognize and emphasize its par- 
ticular strengths. 

"It should be different not because 
one (university* is better than the 
other but becau.se they are different. 
Different because of particular pro 
grams of study and particular 
research areas, or particular 
facilities or some unique resource," 
Opava-Stitzer said. "One .should say 
Florida State is the place to study 
such-and-such a thing." 

She cited FSU's religion program 



and a strong music school as two 
areas that give FSU a unique 
identity. 

She added that to facilitate a 
climate where faculty and students 
can engage in creative thought 
there must be continuous com- 
munication between faculty and 
administrators. 

About her thoughts on the role of 
a university provost, she said, 
"They should provide academic 
leadership, primarily in terms of 
setting policy, in providing direc- 
tions deciding which programs 
should be developed and which pro- 
grams shouldn't be developed." 

FSU's provost is generally regard- 
ed as the president's right arm. 



When the president is out of town, 
the provost is left to hold down the 
fort, and is for the most part the 
president for the time being. 

The position opened up last July, 
when former Provost Gus Turnbull 
stepped down from the post.

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agislative session means big buclcs for local businesses

The 1992 Florida legislative session 
promises to be a healthy shot in 
Tallahassee's financial arm, area 
entrepreneui's say, maybe even raking in as 
m.uch as $15 million. 

Out-of towners such as legislators, 
lobbyists, special-uiteresL groups and a 
sizeable press corps have descended upon T- 
town in droves over the past few days. 

Possibly as many as 35,000 will have 
visited by the time the session is all .said and 
done, and most local businesses are none too 
sorry for it. 

After all, the visitors need places to stay 
and eat durini^^ the .-es.sion, setting hotels' 
and restau' ants' eyes agleam. Some local 
businesse,^ .^ay the session - which begins 
today and is scheduled to end March 



13 —may be their most profitable three 

months of 1992. 

"The direct impact on Tallahassee, minus 
the cost of the government to run the session, 
is between $16 and $17 million over a two- 
month period," Tallahassee Area Chamber 
of Commerce President Bob Bone said 
Monday. 

"There are certainly some kinds of 
businesses for which their Christmas is the 
legislative session," Bone added. 

JefTDeVore, general manager of Andrew's 
Upstairs and Andrew's Second Act, said he 
expects a 30 percent increase during the 
session. 

"It's a lucrative time of the year," DeVore 
said. "When legislators take a break, we're 
bu.sy." 

In the three years he has worked at Chez 



Pierre Pastiy and Restaurant, manager Lee 
Satterfield has seen the legislative session 
generate about 20 percent more business 
than the rest of the year. Satterfield expects 
the same this year. 

"Business does pick up a lot because we are 
right near downtown," he said. 

Clyde's and Costello's pub, a popular 
legislative watering hole about 200 yards 
from the Capitol, also expects heavy traffic 
again this year. 

"I hope and think this would be the best 
time in the year, " owner Guy Thompson 
said. "Generally speaking , . . there is a 40 
percent increase in sales." 

J.W. West, general manager of Courtyard 
by Marriot, said the current session will be 
particularly profitable because it is expected 
to last longer than the usual two months. 



"Highest occupancy in hotels in 
Tallahassee is during sessions," West said. 

But Craig Holt, general manager of thc^ 
Sheraton Tallahassee Hotel, said that's not 
going to be the case. 

"There is a lot of p€»sibility that this 
session will not be as good as previous ones 
because many (government officials) are 
cutting back on travel," he said. 

A few other businesses agreed that the 
profitability of the session has gone down in 
recent years. 

James W. Kelley, of Yellow Cab, manages 
one of those busine.sses. He said profits at the 
taxi company have been smaller in recent 
years mainly becau.se many area hotels now 
have their own vans. 

"It's not nearly as big as it used to be," 
Kelley said "But every little bit helps."

New Yorker reads bovine love tale

Published novelist William Tester wasn't always 
encouraged in his craft. 

He was once told by a University of Florida creative 
writing program faculty member: "Son, you just ain't 
got it." 

Tester has proved these words wrong. This central 
Florida native now living in New York City has just 
recently published his first novel Darling, and has 
also had fiction published in Esquire, Grand Street, 
and The Quarterly. 

Tester, along with Pensacola poet Laurie O'Brien, 
will read tonight at 8 p.m. at The Grand Finale as 
part of the spring weekly literary series. 

Darling, a novel about two brothers who are in love 
with the same cow (as in f our legged bovine), wasn't 
originally intended to be a novel. 

"It started as a very long short story in Harold 
Brondkey's fiction workshop class at Columbia. And 
then it became a southern gothic nightmare set in the 
cracker scrub of North Florida," Tester said. 

Tester has returned home to Summerfield, Florida 
(about 40 miles south of Gainesville, on the edge of 
Paynes Prairie) to do a little non-writing and prepare 
for adventure. 

"I've been helping my mom with the yard and 
getting ready to tool around the Southeast in a 



Winnebago," he explained. 

Moving to New York City from sleepy farm country 
has been a pretty big transition for Tester. 

'T got mugged a few times in the Village and found 
out that the guys just don't fight by the same rules," 
he said. 

Laurie O'Brien is also someone who has recently 
been on the move. She zoomed through her doctoral 
studies at Florida State by commuting from Pensacola 
once a week. 

"All the driving time helped me to write. It gave 
me time to let things churn around in my head," she 
said 

Even now she's busy moving frantically through the 
details of life 

"I'm working on a book manuscript of poems, 
teaching at the University of West Florida, and trying 
to juggle two kids, a dog and a cat and a dead fish," 
she explained. 

Her children get juggled into her poetry as well. 

"I always get interested in what my kids are 
interested in. I become fascinated with planets, 
whales, and even soccer practices," she said. 

William Tester and Laurie O'Brien read tonight 
at The Grand Finale on W. Tennessee Street. The 
festivities start around 8 p.m., but you might 
want to arrive early to get a good seat. There is 
no admission charge.

Higher ed to gain from 
Chiles' 'investment' plan

Gov. Lawton Chiles in his state of the 
state address Tuesday asked 
legislators to raise $1.3 billion in new 
taxes and fees, and higher education 
officials say they're encouraged by the 
step. 

"Our current tax structure is like a 
meat platter that has been picked to 
tlie bone by many special interests," 
Chiles told 160 legislators on the first 
day of the 1992 regular session. "Over 
the decades these special interests 
have been up to the table saying 'don't 
tax me, don't tax me.' Well, the party's 
over." 

Chiles' "investment" plan calls on 
increased funding for education, health 
rare, public .safety and environmental 
protection, among other things. But 
education would be the largest benefac- 
tor, getting $600 million of the 
estimated new revenue That would 
make room for 5,000 more students in 
the university system and give 
teachers a $600 pay raise. 

"AH of us know that the cuts that we 
had to make last year in education 
went well beyond the fat and into the 
nerves and muscle of our education 
system," Chiles said. "We can't be a 
world-class state and allow that to hap- 
pen." 

And in an elections be damned spirit, 
Chiles called on legislators to put aside 
their re election concerns and make 
some tough decisions. 

"I didn't come here to stay . . . but 
I did come here to make a difference. 
Now, I want to know if you re willing 
to make a difference," he said

A town forum in Tallahassee on health 
care Tuesday was supposed to focus attention 
on the issue, but the forum's panel of experts 
did little more than soratch the suiface, 
according to the event's emcee, U.S. Rep.

The four health care experts who 
comprised the panel presented varied views 
on the question of health care reform to the 
more than 200 people who showed up.

The plan would have a state run, not for 
profit system which would control cost by 
limiting admini.strative expenses and having 
local worker's comprehensive and malprac 
tice programs.

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'Kids don't take AIDS seriously'

WASHINGTON^ AIDS has become one of the 
leading causes of death among young adults in the 
United States and more prevention efforts are needed 
because "kids don't take AIDS seriously," a Center 
for Disease Control ofTicial said Tuesday. 

Briefing the National Commission on AIDS. Dr 
James Curran. director of the CDC"s HIV AIDS 
division, said the human immunodefiency "virus is 
clearly winning the battle agamst most of the world's 
populations." 

Retired Los Angeles Lakers basketball star Earvm 
"Magic" Johnson, who announced in November he 
was infected with HTV. participated m the meeting, 
his first since he was appointed to the AIDS panel by 
President Bush. 

Curran estimated that of the 1 million Americans 
infected with HIV. now 60 percent havf^ serious 
immune system impairment, which will put an 
increasing demand of health care services. 

"It is necessary to think differently about the 
solutions," Curran said, because ways communities 
dealt with AIDS before will be insufficient as the 
numbers of people with HIV infection grow. 

Curran also pointed to signs that prevention efforts

"Kids don t take AIDS seriously. They worry about 
pimples. They fantasize about a life of sexuality but 
you can't get through to them (about AIDS.) They 
have sex." Curran said. 

"This is a change. People are having sex earlier 
than they did m the 1970s." he said. Referring to the 
45 percent rate of condom use as the "one good thing" 
in the youth risk statistics, the CDC official said. 
"Sure they shouldn't have sex, but if they have sex 
they should use condoms."

"A government is not a pair of socks one can throw away," Yeltsin told 
residents of Bryansk during a tour of Chernobyl-contaminated southwest 
Russia, adding with a smile that becuase of the economic difficulties, 
''People are no longer throwing socks away." 

MOSCOW— Russia is so short of grain that the republic 
announced Tuesday it will increase grain purchases from other countries 
by 25 percent this year while hoping to grow enough to meet its needs 
in two years. 

"If in 1992 we manage to stabilize affairs in the agrarian section of 
Russia and to create a base for future improvement, in 1994 agriculture 
will be able, in general, to satisfy our needs," Agriculture Minister Viktor 
Khlyustun said. 

BONN, Germany— Several major German firms supplied key 

nuclear technology to Iraq that could enable Baghdad to build and operate 
a large number of uranium enrichment installations, a foreign ministry 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

He said the Bonn government had passed the information to Robert 
Gallucci, deputy chairman of a U.N. special coinmission for disarmament 
in Iraq, when he visited Bonn last Thursday. 

MEXICO CITY— Cuba's official news agency said Tuesday Cubans 
support the execution of three Cuban- Americans convicted on terrorism 
charges, a report an expert said leaves little hope for the three despite 
international pleas. 

Presna Latina, monitored in Mexico City, said "popular opinion" in Cuba 
approves of the handing down of the death penalty against three Miami 
residents who were arrested Dec. 29 trying to enter Cuba with arms and 
bombs.

WASHINTON-The Palestinians demanded Tuesday that Israel 

cease all settlements in the (x:cupied territories, and the Israelis said they 
will pack up and go home Wednesday following another session of Middle 
East peace talks. 

The latest phase of the conference involved tough discussions between 
Israeli and Palestinian delegates. The Israelis also met separately for the 
second straight day with the Syrian, Lebanese and Jordian teams. Little 
protri'ess was reported. 

WASHINGTON-The final budget deficit for the 1991 fiscal year 
was more than 2 V2 times the original estimate and a major reason for the 
discrepency was faulty procedure and information at the budget office, 
a congressional watchdog agency said Tuei^day. 

When President Bush proposed the budget in January 1990, he 
estimated it would be in deficit by $100.5 billion. But in actuality, the 
final shortfall was $268.7 billion the General Accounting Office said. 

WASHINGTON-President Bush arranged Tuesday to take his re- 
election bid to New Hampshire where Patrick Buchanan, his upstart 
GOP challenger, dared him to again promise not to hike taxes. 

Buchanan, who has cut into Bush's sizeable lead in New Hampshire 
polls, signed a pledge Monday not to raise taxes if elected president in 
November, and called on a reticent Bush to do the same. 

White House press secretary Marlin Fitzwater, asked about the 
challenge, said Bush "will discuss the tax issue, but I'll wait til tomurruw 
(Wednesday) to give you the specifics." 

WASHINGTON-The Bush administration said Tuesday Iraq 
pursued "a major clandestine nuclear weapons program" before the ( Julf 
War and its recent admission of acquiring components show Baghdad 
cannot he trusted. 

The State Department said in a statement that "it is unambiguously 
clear that Iraqi authorities made a specific determination to violate" their 
international obligations not to acquire nuclear technology.

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Deja Cuba 



Last week a Cuban court sentenced three Miami Cubans to death 
for their ill-fated attempt to start a revolution against the revolution— the 
one led 30-some years ago by Fidel Castro and Che Guevara. 

The three men— Daniel Santovenia, Pedro Alvarez and Eduardo Diaz— were 
captured on Cuban soil Dec. 29. Their fate is iww in the hands of the 
government they sought to overthrow. 

Since the capture of the t hree exiles, demonstrations are practically a daily 
occurrence in Miami. The doomed men's broken-hearted parents call for Cuba 
to show compassion; irresponsible, lawless Cuban para-military organizations 
such as Alpha 66 call on President Bush to openly support Cuban exile raids 
on Cuba and to threaten Castro with military intervention. 

Clearly Alpha 66 and their ilk, not having learned from history, are 
determined to repeat it. We can only hope the same isn't true for the U.S. 
government. 

We strongly condemn the use of tte death penalty by any government. And 

do so, as well, in this case. 

Cuba need not kill these men to show that the anachronistic Cuban 
reactionaries behind these raids will not be tolerated. Executing them will 
only harden the silent, middle of-the-road, Cuban-exile majority in Miami 
and other American cities. Such an event would force them to take up with 
the likes of Alpha 66. 

Sparing the misled marauders would also demonstrate to the world that 
the Cuban revolution need not spill blood to survive. That, of course, is exactly 
what some American politicians would love the American people to believe. 
The revival of the exile raids, according to some reports, has revived the spirit 
of resistance not seen on the island since the 1960s. 

Thus, to kill the three men would not only prove morally wrong, but, 
politically speaking, counter-productive. 

Let the recprd show, however, that we object to U.S. policy toward Cuba 
just as strongly as we object to the death penalty. The exiles' notion that 
the U.S. should somehow intervene through threats or military force is 
ludicrous. 

The U.S., of course, has been doing just that ever since the revolution 
triumphed. From assassination plots against Fidel Castro to supporting 
Cuban exile raids, the result has all been the same. After the revolution it 
drove Cuba— and rightly so— into the waiting arms of the Soviet Union, and 
the majority of the Cuban people against the U.S. 

What the U.S. should do is obey international law. We should close down 
anti-Castro Cuban paramilitary operations on U.S. soil, particularly in South 
Florida, where such raids as occurred on Dec. 29 emanate. Since the capture 
of the three young men the Miami Herald has run stories on the training 
camps run by the exiles. The exiles brag in these stories that the captured 
men were trained in their camps. 

Ironically, the renewed raids by the Miami-based outlaw, para-military exile 
groups comes as the glare of the media spotlight shines its hot lights on 
filmaker Oliver Stone's epic film, JFK 

Critics such as Stone believe Kennedy's demise came at the hands of 
hardened Cuban exiles and CIA operatives who were outraged at Kennedy 
for closing down these exile camps following the Cuban missile crisis. 

For the U.S. now the question is have we learned from history or are we 
on the verge of repeating it. We hope it's the former.

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FSU's proposed athletic fee hike is 
a rip-off no matter how you slice it

SPECIAL TO THE FLAMBEAU 

In late October, President Lick adopted a proposal 
to increase our student athletic fees in return for free 
student seating at athletic events. But this proposal 
will go into effect only if it is approved by the Board 
of Regents at their meeting on Feb. 7. 

During the next few weeks we, the Committee to 
Defeat the Athletic Fee Increase, will be conducting 
a massive information campaign and petition drive 
with the purpose of defeating this proposed athletic 
fee increase. By gathering a large number of 
signatures on our petition we hope to encourage 
President Lick to scrap the plan or the Board of 
Regents to vote it down. 

In this article we want to outline our reasons for 
trying to prevent this fee from being implemented. 
We oppose it for three reai^ns: 

• First, it will cost every student money— even those 
who already buy football tickets. 

• Second, the number of seats available to students 
at games is limited, so some people won't be able to 
go to games they have paid for. 

• Third, none of the money raised will go to 
academics, which we believe should be the top priority 
during a period of large budget cuts. 

If the proposal is adopted, the athletic fee will 
increase $2.20 per credit hour for the 1992-1993 school 
year, while admission to football games will be free 
and admission to basketball and baseball games will 
remain at their current prices. 

In 1993-94, the fee will increase another 70 cents 
per credit hour, and admission to basketball and 
baseball games will be free. 

For a student taking 30 credit hours a year, this 
increase adds up to $66 in *92-'93 and $87 in the 
following years. Since season tickets for football are 
currently $55, you will lose money even if you already 
buy football tickets. Everyone must pay this fee, 
including graduate students on assistantship or 
fellowship. 

Under this proposal, there will be 22,500 seats 
reserved at football games, 4(K)0 at basketball games 
and 2000 at baseball games. But FSU has 28,500 
students and is growing every year. This means some 
of us won't be able to get in to games we have already

paid for. 

Furthermore, this problem is likely to be worst for 
the big games— Miami and Florida in football and 
baseball, Duke and North Carolina in basketball. 
How are you going to feel when you are turned away 
from a game you've already paid to seel 

Defeating this proposal will give athletic tickets 
6ac^ to the people who want to see them, while those 
who don't want them won't have to pay for them.* 

We feel the student body should have been fully 
informed about the details of the fee increase before 
it was adopted, and given the right to respond. 
Although a public hearing was held shortly before the 
plan was approved, the details of this plan were not 
published before the hearing was held. 

The notices in the Flambeau announcing the 
meeting contained no information whatsoever on the 
proposal, and the press release containing the 
important d^ails was released after the proposal was 
approved. While a small numl^r of students knew the 
details of the proposal beforehand, the majority did 
not. 

But now you do, and you have an opportunity to 
express your opinion by signing our petition. 

As students, we will all lose. You, and your friends, 
will lose money and access to tickets while budget cuts 
continue to decimate academics-This week is your 
chance to act. Our petition drive kicked off Monday, 
Jan. 13, in the Union and other campus locations, and 
will last all week.

"It sets up a system where you, as a resident of 
Florida, would only require a health identification 
card to get access to all comprehensive health care," 

Vinger said. 

Bob Windom, a cardiologist representing the Florida 
Medical Association, pointed to other ways to lower 
the cost of health care. 

"If we were to Uke care of the excess alcohol abuse, 
the drug abuse, the accidents and injuries that 
occur— individuals not assuming their 
responsibilities—if that could be wiped out, we would 
save one-third of our whole health care budget today," 
he said. 

John Cooper, president of the James Madison 
Institute, a conservative Tallahassee think tank, 
stressed the ability of market-driven reforms to heal 
the health care situation. 

"The current proposals, some of which you've just 
heard: the single-payer system such as that proposed 
by Dr. Irving Vinger . . or proposals to make 
America's system similar to Canada's or Great 
Britain's, would be a cure worse than the disease," 



he said. 

Cooper questioned the feasibility of Vinger's 
proposal. 

"The list that he recited to you sounds really 
great— lots of goodies. But is he promising you a 
wonderful free lunch that someone else is paying for?" 
_Ca)per^isked. 

The final panelist, Florida State University 
Professor Allen Imersh^, said if insurance 
companies truly cannot afford to keep up with health- 
care reforms, they will end up leaving the health care 
system. That's not a bad idea in his view. 

"That would be fine," he said. 

According to Imershein, health care reform must 
include a way to increase access to services while 
controlling cost and maintaining or improving health 
care. 

Sparks flew once near the end of the discussion, 
when Vinger criticized Cooper's approach to 
comparing other systems. 

"Mr. Cooper seems to want to continue to mislead 
people" by lumping foreign health care systems 
together, Vinger said. 

Cooper appeared to take the barb personally. 

"I resent his particular comment. I think it's 
inappropriate, " he told the audience.

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million to the universities, and according to Board of 
Regents spokesperson Pat Riordan, that's a great 
start. 

"What he's done is change the direction. Instead of 
being on the defensive, we're on the offensive," 
Riordan said. "The cloud is lifted." 

Education Commissioner Betty Castor was also 
hopeful that the governor's proposal will turn things 
around for education. 

"At least with the $600 million, someone is saying 
'no more erosion. Let's stop the erosion and do 
something positive,' " Castor said. "And that's a 
different message than the one we've heard in the past 
year." 

But Castor and other education officials 
acknowledge they have their work cut out for them 
in getting the Legislature to pass Chiles' plan, 
especially since all legislators are up for re-election 
this year. 

"That's going to take some work," Castor said. "I 
think the strateg\' here is the governor is going to give 
people a chance to vote for education and some new 
revenue or to vote against it." 

And according to Castor, education will win out, 
even if it means new taxes. 

"We have two million students in the public .school 
system, and that translates into parents and families. 
We have 97,000 high school seniors this year that will 
graduate, and students of the university system are 
concerned ..." she said. "So if you multiply all of that 
you immediately understand that the education 
community is a strong and powerful group." 



Local Rep. Al Lawson, often an outspoken proponent 
of education, said there's no reason why the 
Legislature shouldn't pass new taxes and increase 
funding for education and other public ser^^ces. 

"If nothing is done we need to be kicked out of 
office," Lawson said. "Things are very bad in Florida. 
I have a lot of fear about not being able to properly 
educate our children." 

Chiles also proposed to "buy back" the Florida 
Lottery, a move he said would give $155 million to 
education enhancement. To do that, he has come up 
with a five-year plan that ii^ludes eliminating several 
sales tax exemptions. 

According to Chiles, the original promise that 
lottery funds would go towards enhancing education 
has been broken and has made people more cynical 
of government. 

"The lottery hoax is choking in their craw and it 
galls their gizzards. They feel bamboozled— sold a 
counterfeit bill of goods," Chiles said. 

According to Riordan, lottery funds are now being 
placed in the state's general revenue account, and 
being used to make up for cuts in the education 
budget. He said if Chiles' proposal passes, the 
university system stands to gain more than $20 
million in the first year. 

"It's more money that we didn't have before, and 
it's not for paying light bills. It's for attracting nobel 
laureates ..." Riordan said. "It will be used for 
enhancement instead of the basics." 

Local Rep. Hurley Rudd said Chiles' plan is 
moderate enough to pass in this election year, and he 
added that he'll work to get it approved. 

"I don't see it as new taxes. It's mostly working on 
tax exemptions," Rudd said. "It just puts the bur4en 
on the people who haven't been paying."

Success hasn't always been so 
sweet at the Sweet Shop, a decades- 
v\d fixture on the edge of the Florida 
State University campus, but now 
things are on the up-and-up thanks 
to new management.

'1 hope this is just what the 
under 21 crowd is looking for— a 
local place to hang out and 
socialize, ' Sandler said Sunday. 

Jill Bourdon, a two-year employee 
of the Sweet Shop, said Sandler has <tone a lot for the 
place. 

'It s a lot cleaner in here now," Bourdon said. "I 
really like v/hat Steve's doi». There are pool tables, 
video games, a jukebox, and a great ice cream parlor," 

In late October, Sandler signed a seven-year lease 
to re open the Sweet Shop, located at the corner of 
Jeffe rson and Gray struts. Property owner BrtKiy 
Timm agi eed to new ownership on tlm (^mlition that 
the outside billboard keep t^ lAore's name for hi^mic 
reasons, Sandler said. 

Sandler, a 1973 FSU graduate in special education, 
is also owner of the Azalea Grill m Apalachee 
Parkway. But he says he's always had close family 
ties to the cornw of Jefferson and Gray. 

"In 1970, my brother Ikive opened the first 
vegetarian restaurant, called The Sun, in Tallahassee, 
next door where the Phyrrt was located," Sandler 
said. 

In 1987 Sandler returned to FSU after getting his 
iter's degree in deaf education at Illinois State 

niversity . He then enroll^ in the Career Evaluatiwi 
Planning Program at FSU's Career Center. 

After I entered all my interests and values into 
their computer, it told me I would be l^t suited as 
an undertaker," he said. 

The two jobs are ver>' similar in a lot ways," he 
added, explaining that in both jobs you have to be 
conscientious atout people's needs.

In 1988, when Sandler was preparing to open his 
Parkway store, former customers continually stopped 
by with a special request, but one that he didn't quite 
know how to i»<:omodate. 

"Tliey kept asking me if I was going to serve the 
Cuban sandwich," Sandler said. "I didn't know what 
they were talking about." 

But one day when he left the restaurant from the 
back door he found an elderly Cuban man dumping 
leaves into his dumpster. The man apologized and 
explained he was the former owner. 

"I UAd him he amid dump anything in my dumpster 
if he'd just show me how to make that damn Cuban 
sandwich," Sandler said. 

Along with the Cuban sawiwich, which is now the 
house special, the cafe offers 25 flavors of Haagen 
Dazs ice cream, 29 beverage selections, and free coffee 
refills. 

Sweet Shop is open seven days a week, 
starting at 7 a.in. on weekdays, and closing as 
late at 2 a.m. on Friday and Saturday. 



U.S. urges Cuba to reconsider executions

The Cuhan government said Pedro de la Caridad 
Alvarez, 36; Daniel Santovenia Fernandez, 37; and 
tdiiardo Diaz Betancourt, 36, were sent by 

'mmandos L, a paramilitary group headed by 
-^^ta, to infiltrate the island on Dec. 29. 

i f»e three, Cuban nationals who are American 
^■f'sidents, were arrested near Havana after they 
i{ rived on the island by raft. They were armed and 
Jidmitted they planned violent terrorist acts. Aft- a 
ummary trial Saturday, the three were sentenced to 
'imh hy firing squad. 

^ hite House press secretary Marlin Fitzwater said 
a statement, "The derision of the Cuban 
Kover 11 merit to execute the three Cubans who were 
'Ppie headed is mconsistent with the principles of 



human righttt mA the actions undertaken by the tlu-ee 
Cubans. 

** While we in no way approve of the activities of the 
thrM men, no Cuban citizen was injured by their 
actions," Fitzwater said. "Therefore, w« hope out of 
concern for human life, the Cuban government will 
reconsider this decision to execute them." 

On Monday, the State Department said U.S. 
officials "did not have access to the Stalls of the 
investigation or the trial, but it does seem to be, in 
our opinion, a verdict reached in haste airf a sentence 
disproportionate" to the alleged crime. 

*'We have made our concerns known to the Cuban 
government on the basis of basic human rights and 
judicial process," spokeswoman Margaret Tutwiler 
said, "As you all, I believe, know by now, none of these 
three individuals are Americans." 

Amnesty International also appealed on behalf of 
the Cubans.

Private Idaho: real angst in a real world

For most teenagers, the concept of home is a simple 
one. They have memories of a family, maybe a pet

But for Mike Waters, "home" isn't a reality. It's 
more a hallucination of fragmented memories and 
unfulfilled dreams.

.■ in the streets. Scott isn't like Mike, though, 
de s well-born, the son of Portland's mayor, and is 
^ :h v.?rge of a large inheritance. Like Prince Hal 
ai Snakespeare's Henry IV. he can't wait to leave his 
friends for the high life, but while he's got time to kill 
he doesn't mind slumming a bit. 

As far as a narrative goes, that's about all Van Sant 
puts into the script, which he researched by hanging 
out on the streets with the hustlers. The rest of the 
aim is a mix between Shakespearean dialogue, 
whacked-out street lingo and bits of comic relief that 
usually come w^hen Mike passes out in narcoleptic 
seizures— a sleep-like state brought on by stress. 



But what replaces the narrative in this film is the 
hypnotic slice of life it gives you. There have been 
films about prostitutes before, but rarely do we see 
male hustlers, and certainly not in this type of 
environment. 

With incredible performances from Phoenix, Reeves 
and William Richert as Bob Pigeon— the Falstaff thief 
teacher of the street kids— Van Sant spins a yarn that 
seems to go nowhere, but actually does a lot of 
traveling, both literally (from Portland to Seattle to 
Idaho to Italy and back) and figuratively. 

Ultimately, Idaho is about loss and being lost. All 
Mike knows is loss. Later in the film, when he 
watches Scott parade about in Italian suits with his 
new wife, the scenes are heart-wTenching. Everything 
Mike ever had has slipped from his grip— his mother, 
his best friend and any chance of happiness he might 
have had. 

The best thing aouut Idaho, aside fi'om the 
stunningly vital performnce.s by Reeves and Phoenix, 
is the way that Van Sant presents hi.s characters. 
They aren't evil street urchins or morally depraved 
loons. These are real peoph* with real problems. 
Mike's .stuck in the reality of his disappointing life 
and want., out, while Scott can't t^ace the realit\ of 
his rich-kid past. Although both of them crave 
acceptance and comfort, neither one can quite get a 
grip on their lives. 

With Idaho, Van Sant ih Ci)ntmuing his tradition 
^f chronicling the out-there fnn^> of society. In 1990's 
Drugstore Cowboy, he s'* ■ ' ' ■ ' • rs of the hardcore 
drug culture. It wasn't a pietly movie, and it took a 
ratbf-'- hard look at something most people don't want 
to see. Idaho does the same thing and makes it a 
whole lot easier to appreciate the comforts of home.

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It took 17 games to become 
Florida's latest dominator

When most people think about the prospects of 
a first-year basketball team, just winning half of 
the games on the schedule for a respectable season 
to build on would be a realistic goal. 

But Mike Gillespie had a different idea in mind 
when his Tallahassee Community College team 
prepared for this season— the school's first official 
basketball season since 1970. 

"Coming in our goal was to get our program into 
the top 10 (in the state), get 20 wins and get into 
the state tournament," Gillespie seiid. 

So far, Gillespie's first-year goals don't seem as 
far-fetched as anyone might imagine. With just 17 
games under their belt, the Eagles have bolted out 
to a 15-2 record. With a 91-84 win over Pensacola 
Junior College, the former No. 1 team in the state, 
.TCC is now perched at No. 1 the state's junior 
college poll. 

That's just the beginning. The Eagles learned 
Tuesday they are also ranked 14th nationally and 
are the first first-year program ever to be ranked 
in the national polls. 

For Eagles players, success was expected, but not 
this kind of success. 

"We didn't really expect all of this, being ranked 
number one and nationally ranked," guard Wille 
Perry of Bainbridge, Ga., said. "We just took it one 
step at a time." 

Possibly the biggest step towards success that 
TCC took was hiring Gillespie a little over a year 
ago. Gillespie is from Indiana and played under 
Ray Meyer at Depaul from 1971-74. He left the 
head coaching job at St. Leo, a successfuU Division 
^il program, to come to TCC. 

He immediately set his sights high. He went 
national in his recruiting instead of just 
concentrating on Florida players. He brought in 
players from California, North Carolina, Illinois 
and Indiana. 

But why would a high school senior want to come 
to Tallahassee and play for a first-year team that 
no one has heard of? The players point to Gillespie 
"He seems like the kind uf coach who will just 
take care of his players, said guard Andre Owens, 
who hails from South Bend, Ind. "That's what 
every player wants is a coach who a takes care of 
him." 

But that didn't stop some players from thinking 
twice before they finally decided to take Gillespie's 
offer. 

"I had a little doubt at first," Perry said. "But 
once everyone came out and we started practice, 
I felt really good about it. I think we all did." 

There were a few that were scared off by TCC's 
lack of a reputation (lillespie remembers one

player in particular who went to a team that was 

"established." 

"I told him last year that he better check the 
paper because Tallahassee Community College 
would be ranked somewhere," Gillespie said with 
a smile. "Now we're number one in the state and 
his team isn't even ranked." 

As Gillespie flies around the court at practice 
yelling at the players, challenging them in drills 
and just plain pushing everyone, he inspires the 
players to play harder everytime they step on the 
court.

Hospital spokesman Chris Smith 
would not disclose the nature of the 
procedure, but said the hospital 
would release a statement 
Wednesday. 

Williams, a Hall of Famer, was 
the last major leaguer to bat 400, 
hitting .406 in 1941. He played 19 
seasons with the Red Sox, starting 
in 1939.

of playing time to contribute early

F'reshmen don't often start 
basketball games in a program the 
caliber of Florida State's, but 
19-year-old Connie Robinson is do 
ing just that for the 74 Seminoles 
and her opponents are taking 
notice. 

The 6 foot 1 center has been nam 

ed ACC RfH)kie of the Week for the 

second time this season following 

her performances against con 

ference opponents Maryland and 

Georgia Tech hist week. She shot 50 

percent for 12 points from the Hoor 

in the losing effort against the 

No. 4 ranked Terrapips, then hit 6 

for 7 shots scoring 14 points and 

grabbed 12 rebounds to lead to the 

Seminoles win in Atlanta over the 

Yellow Jackets. 
For a soft-spoken Louisiana girl, 

the dream of playing big-time 
. basketball is being realized sooner 

than expected. 
"I knew coming in that this was 

a very competitive program and 1 

figured I'd be about the first one off 

the bench." said Robinson, who 

chose FSU over virtually every 

women's basketball program in her 

home state including perrennial 

Top 25 team LSU. "When iFSU 

center) Tracy (Walker) got hurt, I 

realized I could step in and contri- 
bute, and I feel like I'm getting stronger all the tmie" 
Although she leads the team in number of personal 

fouls only, FSU Coach Marynell Meadors said 

Robinson could eventually dominate the front line - 

having already posted a respectable nine pomts-per- 
^ame average. 

"I think Connie is taking full advantage of the 

opportunity to play a lot this year. She's like a tall 

(former FSU standout) Chris Davis—she can move 

with the ball, has the speed and quickness and 

jumping ability to create some excitement on the 

court," Meadors said. "She's not as strong as Chris 

but as soon as she gets some more upper body strength 

she'll be very effective inside." 

Averaging more than six rebounds per game and 
recording five blocked shots, Robinson has become a 
fixture in the lanes for FSU. The team has been 
outsized in almost every ACC contest and needs 
Robinson to fill the hole left by W^ilker. a 6-foot- 1 

junior who earned the respect of competitors by her 
aggressive pursuit of rebounds and follow up baskets. 
W^alker severely injured her knee just two games into 
the season and Robmson has since taken over her 
duties at the post. 

"I'm learning a lot from Tracy and (forward) 
Chantelh' Dishman— they've both been gre^at at 
showing me how to play college ball," said Robinson, 
who won All-District, All-State and All Area honors 
while at Haynesville High School in northern 
Louisiana "It's definitely a lot more physical than 
what 1 was ustxi to, and they show me their post 
moves, which helps." 

Robinson, who would like to play basketball 
professionally one day, said she likes to write and will 
pursue a degree in communication at FSU. 

"I've thought about being a radio sportscaster, but 
first I'd like to go overseas to play pro basketball," 
said Robinson, whose three sisters also play 
basketball.

Another goal for Robinson is to learn how to play 
with the towering ACC players.

One year after a I ■ S led coalition destroyed the Republic of Iraq with 
12{).0()() airstrikes and a four-day g'round offensive, Iraqis die every day 
as the result of an international embargo which leaves them unable to 
import food and medicine. 

"The people are completely paralyzed," Florida State Universitv 
philosophy professor Aladdin Yaqub, an Iraqi American v. ith relatives in 
Iraq, said Monday. "They are not used to doing without electricity, 
transpoi'iation and health care." 

The embargo prevents Iraq from selling its oil And without oil revenue, 
Iraq— which imports 70 percent of its food— cannot feed its people and buy 
th(> spai e parts needed to repair its devastated electrical, water and sewage 
systems. 



"The popular uprising was not 
good enough," said Yaqub "The 
people will he starved to ashes." 

Immediately after the war ended 
early last year, U S President 
George Bush called on the Iraqi peo 
pie to rise up and overthrow the 
regime nf .Saddam Hussein, which hjis a well documcnti'd history ul 
human rights violations.

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Bush begins campaign in New Hampshire

PORTSMOUTH, N.H. -President Bush took his re 
election campaign to New Hampshire Wednesday and 
said that just as he led a multinational force to victory 
in the Persian Gulf he is prepared to blaze a domestic 
trail to economic recovery at home. 

The president embarked on an all-day, four city, 
campaifs'ii foray into I'ecession- weary New Hampshire, 
which holds the first stale primary on Feb. 18, with 
a declaration that "the state is going to pull out of 
this." 

"I know I have big problems but we're going to take 
care of them." Bush said at his first event, a round- 
table discussion with 120 businessmen and town folks 
at Pease Air Force Base 

Bush, feeling the heat fi-om Republican challenger 
Patrick Buchanan, a conservative commentator, 
never mentioned his opponent by name but repeatedly 
urged the audience to avoid "the siren call of 
protectionism." He has accused Buchanan of being 
a protectionist and an isolationist. 

Buchanan, who racked up 30 percent to Bush's 46 
percent in a recent New Hampshire poll, signed a 
pledge Monday not to raise taxes if elected president 
in November, and called on the president to do the

Petrol madness: It's time to wean

On my 
bike I discovered scenic routes became multisensory 
routes as I caught the sweet aroma of the fragrant 
magnolia bloom or peddled through the sun's rays 
under the arms of the grand oaks. 

And, when forced to ride on the main arteries, I 
often buzzed past stationary cars and idling 
minivans, making my way easily to class.

With t^ir nKjnocular focus on the survival of 
Saddam, this week's U S. News and World Report and 
Nmm^^ mte the trend setters of the anniversary 
coverage. Both magazines* covers had the word 
"excluiive" emblazoned on their respective covers.

The theme of both publications is niftily summed 
up in the title of a forthcoming book authored, we're 
told, by the staff of U. S. News and to be published by 
Times Books and Random House. It's called "Triumph 
Without Victory: The Unreported History of the 
Persian Gulf War." 

U.S. News titled their "exclusive" year-after issue, 
"Secrets of the Gulf War" (has a nice porn ring to it, 
wouldn't you say? Someone call Willie Meggs.) 
Hopefully the book has more to say than the wti^ie 
on the book, which of course is only a cheap 
promotional gimmick to promote the latter. It's not 
really clear what they consider the "secret." It's all 
rather tasteless actually. 

As for the exclusive angle, both magazines say 
essentially the same thing. The war was a "hollow 
victory," they say, because Gen. Colin Powell 
convinced Bush to allow Iraq's Republican Guards- 
after some nasty business on the Basra highway— to 
return safe and sound to Iraq. Powell, they say, was 
worried about the bad publicity from the spectacle of 
the U.S. bombing retreating troops. 

Both mags also discuss the Pentagon-leaked saga 
of the super bomb the military developed with 
Saddam's name on it The bomb was built to pierce 
hardened bunkers, a likely hiding spot for Saddam. 
After one of them killed 300 civilians, however, the 
bombing of the (assumed) bunkers where the Iraqi 
high command was holding out was curtailed (zzzzzz). 
Nothing new there either, I'm afraid. 

Of the two, Newsweek was the more interesting, 
although that's being charitable. Ray Wilkinson's 
article from Iraq did humanize the war. We are 
reminded that the true victims of the war are Iraq's 
civilians, suffering the ravages of the war and the 
ongoing U.N. embargo. 

It seems that, from what one Iraqi told Wilkinson, 
Bush did for Iraq what he did for America: "... There 
is no more middle class," said a psychiatrist. Dr. Selim 
Jalali, 

A small oasis in the journalistic desert is Theodore 
Draper's ruminations in the New York Review of 
Books for Jan. 16, "The Gulf War Reconsid ered."

Army chaplain joins witli 
FAMU in celebration 
of MLK and civil rights

He's a two-star general in the Army who doesn't plan military strategy 
and doesn't order soldiers into battle. 

Instead, he commands a corps of pastors who minister to soldiers on the 
battlefield. 

Meet Maj. Gen. Matthew A Zimmerman Jr., chief chaplain of the Army 
and longtime civil-rights activist— and the keynote speaker at a special 
convocation at Florida A&M University Wednesday. The event was held to 
celebrate the birthday of the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr., the late civil-rights 
leader who was assassinated in 1968 

"I wasn't a particular hero or anything but one in a faceless mass,*' 
Zimmerman said Wednesday, downplaying his role in 
the civil-rights movement. 

Zimmerman said he was most active as a civil rights 
activist when he was a student at Benedict College in 
Columbia, S.C. during the '50s and '60s. 

•*You know, going to jail, sit-ins, demonstrations, that 
sort of thing," he said with a chuckle. 

As a sophomore, Zimmerman took part in four marches 
that were not big enough to attract national attention. 
But for Columbia, S.C, they were major marches, he 
said. Zimmerman 

The handsome, mustachioed Zimmerman was the first black to be admitted 
to the the divinity program at Duke University at Durham, N.C., where he 
delivered the school's Martin Luther King Jr Lecture last spring. 

At Duke Zimmerman met King when the civil rights leader made a stop 
there to deliver a speech. 

"King's civil-rights views and his view that love is the best weapon against 
war . . . made him the right man for the right time," he said. 

Zimmerman said civil rights is still important in his life. Professional 
responsibilities, such as providing religious, baptismal and burial services 
for soldiers, take up most of his time. 

However, the 50-year-old Zimmerman engages in a different kind of civil 
rights in his job as Army chaplain— he makes sure that mi litary personnel 
are not diwriminated against because of their religious preferences. 

In addition to studying at Benedict and Duke, Zimmerman got a master's 
degree in guidance and counseling from Long Island University. He lives 
in Fort Myer, Va. with his wife of 27 years and two children. 

At W«dft^ay*s convocation, Zimmerman told the 3,500-strong audience 
that blacks today still face the same problems that King confronted m the 
•508 ani He called for FAMU students to carry on King's civil rights 
struggle. 

The aim of Wwlnesday's convocation was not only to pay tribute to King, 
said Daryl Parks, president of FAMU's student government~^it w as also 
meant to highlight the university*! efforts in the civil-rights movement 

"Most people had in their minds that this convocation was about one thing

The card, which will soon be used foi' evei-ythin^ 
from fee payments to a substitute for keys, will be 
issued to students and faculty starting at the end of 
this month.

"It'd be interesting to know who got into the 
building and by vvhat means," in case of a robbery, 
Gruender said. 

Another plan in the works for the Access card is to 
have buildings rigged with electronic readers so that 
only those with authorization can enter after hours. 



That way, those given authorization wouldn't need 
numerous keys to get into their office. 

Dean of Faculties Steve Edwards strongly expressed 
his support for the full gamut of uses the card can 
provide. 

"h'sjust wonderful," he said. "I'm all tor it because 
we've had a very good experience with it in our 
family." 

His daughter attends Duke University, which has 
a system similar to the proposed Access network, 
except that her card cannot be used ofTcampus. Local 
businesses currently have the i.ption of accepting 
FSU's Access card as a form of payment. 

Edwards also pocsh poohed the Orwellian spectre of 
the card turning into Big Brother, 

"The privacy question has been overemphasized," 
he said "It's never been an issue at Duke as far as 
1 know." 

Physics Professor David Van WinkK'. who recently 
had a computer stolen from his ofTice, sees some 
benefits in using the card ior security purposes. But 
he adaed that student records would have to i-emain 
protected from easy access. 

"The information banks that the cards feed into 
would have to have restricted access on a need-to- 
know basis," he said. 

James Macmillan, a professor in the College of 
Education, said the uses of the card are still under 
dih' ii-sion by fat ulty members but the potential for 
ii..,ii ^jvmg things on campus is there. 

"It might be very handy," he added. 

But one professor doesn't see the need for an 
elaborate security system like the one proposed with 
the Access card. 

"Not unless we really have a serious crime 
problem ' Al Trezza, of the School of Library and 
Information Studies, said. "We have enough people, 
enough police around." 



Five suspected in Macomb St. shooting

Five drive-by shooting suspects surrendered 
Wednesday evening to the Tallahassee Police 
Department after they were tracked down by police 
to an apartment complex where they were hiding out, 
TPD spokesperson Annette Garrett said.

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South and Kurds in the North. The Shia would join Iran and give them 
a border with Saudi Arabia. Turkey has a 20-percent Kurdish population. 
If the Kurds had an independent state, the Kurds in Turkey would want 
to join also." 

But according to Palmer, if sanctions were intended to force a Ba'athist 
coup, they have not done so. 

"They made a mistake,*' Palmer said. "Their reasoning was totally 
wrong." 

But one expert does see some weakening of the Hussein regime due to 
the embargo. 

He has done several major shake-ups of his ruling council," according 
to Bob Weller, an FSU sociology professor who specializes in Middle 
Eastern culture. "This shows that he is unsure of his grip on power." 

Regardless of international policy, Hussein holds power and the 
international sanctions starve his people. According to the cease fire to 
which Iraq agreed, sanctions will be lifted after all weapons of mass 
destruction are destoyed. These include Iraq's biological, chemical and 
conventional arsenals as well as the much-publicized nuclear weapons 
program. 

Until this happens, which does not appear likely with continual reports 
of more weapon.^ findings by international inspection teams, experts see 
little hope of the sanctions being lifted. 

"We've been trying to get rid of (Moammar) Khadafi for years," said 
Palmer, referring to the Libyan leader. 

If the sanctions remain in force, hundreds of thousands of people, 
particularly children, could die of starvation and sewage-borne disease, 
according to reports by independent medical teams. International relief 
agencies such as the World Health Organization can only provide for a 
fraction of the needs of Iraq's 18 million people— and there are already 
1.5 million refugees, according to the U.N. 

"It could get like the Black Death or the Ethiopian crisis," said the 
philosophy professor Yaqub.

(King's birthday)," he said. "But we also celebrated FAMU's role in the 
civil-rights movement." 

Parks said FAMl^ was the first university to join the civil-rights 
movement afte!- the famous Montgomery bus boycott which sparked the 
civil-rights struggle in America. 

FAMU students— through bus boycotts, sit-ins, protest marches and other 
demonstrations— were instrumental in the desegregation of public facilities 
such as restaurants and parks in Tallahassee, he added. 

The demonstrations were so effective and attracted so much attention 
that King visited Tallahassee in the late '50s to encourage more FAMU 
students to join the fight, Parks said. 

One student who was in the forefront of FAMU's civil-rights struggle 
and is now FAMU's director of student activities was honored Wednesday 
with a Martin Luthrr King Jr. award. 

Col. Bernard Hendricks, the school's student-activities director, led 
students in sit-in demonstrations at various public parks and lunch 
counters in Tallahassee in 1960. He demanded that the facilities be 
desegregated and was arrested once for his efforts. 

Parks and Freddie Grooms, executive assistant to the president at Florida 
State University, were also given the Martin Luther King Jr. award. 

Parks was given the award for lobbyi^yg legislators not to cut university 
funds in the current session. Grooms was honored for helping establish 
a program for at-risk students at three Tallahassee elementary schools. 
She was a key player in getting a $563,000 grant for the program. 

The convocation concluded with students marching to the new 
quadrangle, the area opposite the student cafeteria, where Delta Sigma 
Theta sorority held an event that included speeches and soi^s to honor 
King.

MOSCOW-Ousted Georgian President Zyiad 
Gamsakhurdia reportedly flew to the self-declared 
Chechen republic m southern Russia from America 
Wednesdas . nine days after he fled Tbilisi m the face 
of an armed takeover by opposition forces. 

Armenian officials in Yerevan and Moscow said 
Gamsakhurdia left the Yerevan airport with is family 
and bodyguards late Wednesday afternoon. 

Zaur Mesablishvili, deputy chief of the Georgian 
mission in Moscow, said the Yak-40 airliner carrying 
Gamsakhurdia had landed in Grozny, the capital of 
the breakaway Chechen region in s(3uthern Russia 

MEXICO CITY-Cuba's Supreme Court heard 
arguments Wednesday on the death sentences given 
to three Cuban Americans convicted of planning 
terrorist acts in order to spark an uprising, Cuba's 
official news agency reported. 

Although the three Cuban exiles were captured Dec. 
29 before they could carry out their mission, they 
deserved to be executed because of the violence they 
had planned, the agency said. 

The defense also made arguments, but details were 
not given m the story by Prensa Latina, monitored 
in Mexico City. 

ZAGREB, Yugoslavia-The 11 remaining 
European Community naitons Wednesday followed 
Germany's lead by recognizing the republics of 
Slovenia and Croatia as independent states, sealing 
the demise of the multi-ethnic Yugoslav federation. 

At least two non-EC states— Switzerland and 
Austria-also announced they were recognizing the 
republics" independence. 

The moves came as Germany, which recognized 
Croatia and Slovenia on Dec 23, established 
diplomatic relations with the two republics who 
declared independence June 25 and sparked a civil 
war. 

TAIPEI, Taiwan-The U.S. government will 

announce plans Monday to sell Taiwan key 
components of the Patriot missile system and two 
other American-made weapons systems, ending a five- 
year ban on the sale of high-technology weapons to 
the island, a militarv analyst said Wednesday. 

The United States will allow Taiwan to buy the 
Patriot's guidance system, radar and command-and- 
control equipment, said Chang Yu-hua, a military 
analyst with the Institute for National Policy 
Research. He said Taiwan also will be allowed to buy 
U.S.-made AH- IS helicopters and M60-A3 tanks.

Ju Dou plays at Moore tonight

Tonight, FSU Student Campus Entertainment 
pre.-^ents the controversial Chinese film Ju Don. the 
1990 nominee for the Oscar for Best Foreign 
Language Film. The movie received international 
attention when China asked that the nomination be 
withdrawn (The Motion Picture Academy rejected the 
request), and refused to allow director Zhang Yimou 
^40 attend the the ceremony. 

The film was described by Richard Corliss in Time 
as "like Phaedra mixed with the Postman Always 
Rings Twice— until the woman bears a son, and the 
movie becomes a bitter Bad Seed." Though it lacks 
an overtly political message, it was nonetheless 
banned in mainland China. 

Gong Li plays the title character, Ju Dou, a young 
woman married to Jinshan fLi Wei), an old man who 
runs a dye factory in northwestern China in the 
1920s. Jinshan's brutality and sexual wantonness 



eventually embolden Ju Dou to seduce her husband s 
adopted son. Tianqmg 'Li Baotian). Ju Dou's child is 
the product of the triangle, immoral, twisted, and 
vengeful. Filmed in sensous reds, blues and yellows, 
the film speaks as loudly visually as it does 
dramatically. 

Zhang IS one of an emerging group of Chinese 
filmmakers who attended the Beijing Film Academy 
when It re-opened after the Cultural Revolution. 
Zhang's previous film Red Sorghum was the Berlin 
Film Festival's top prizewinner, making critical and 
commercial inroads here in the U.S. 

Ju Dou is shot in the beautiful Chinese counti y.-ide. 
telling an archetypal story of love, hate, and 
vengeance from the perspective of a culture whose 
isolationism has only been broken by occassional 
insightful moments like this one. 

Ju Dou shows at Moore auditorium at 7:30 and 9:30 
p.m. Admission is free to students with a validated 
LD. Non-students pay $2.

The Iraqi people have no active part in the affairs 
of Iraq. The West and the American people must 
understand that the struggle and the war are just the 
affairs of Saddam himself, not the pe{»ple as a whole 
The Iraqi people have no political and ideological 
freedom. In fact, they have no cunliol over their 
destiny. 

Justice would not fit this war while the innocent 
Iraqi people are suffering every da\ becau.se of the 
continuation of the economic embargo 

'*We have no argument with the people of Iraq 
Indeed, for the innocents caught in this conflict, I pra> 
for their safety." 

President Bush, you said those words Jan 16 last 
year. If you really "have no iugument with the people 
of Iraq," prove it. Lift the sanction immediately 
Punishing the Iraqi people for a wicked dictator is 
unjust.

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Pato Banton takes his "Live and Kicking" show to the IVIoon tonight

Anyone who knows his history 
will agree that Pato Banton has 
been around. And it'll be time to 
reggae tonight when he and local 
gioup Phoenix Uprising travel to 
the Moon. 

IRS recording artist Banton and 
the eight-piece Reggae Revolution 
are on tour in support of their apt- 
ly titled latest release Live and 
Kicking All Over America, 



Born Patrick Murray in Birm 
ingham, England, Banton became 
exposed to reggae as he worked 
with his stepfather, traveling with 
their sound system '*V-Rdcket." 

In 1980 he joined his first band, 
Crucial Music, but left later to go 
solo, recording the song "Hello 
Tosh, get a Toshiba," which did well 
on the independent reggae charts. 

Pato's big break came in a talent 
contest judged by fellow Birm- 



ingham natives Ranking Roger and 
Dave Wakeling of the English Beat. 

Pato won the contest and ap- 
peared on the English Beat's LP 
Special Beat Service on the song 
"Pato and Roger A Go Talk." 

Later, Banton came to the atten- 
tion of reggae act UB40, and ended 
up recording on their album Little 
Baggariddim. 

One of the tracks he collaborated 
on, called "Hip-Hop Lyrical Robot," 



was one of the earliest hybrids of 
the newer liip hop style crossed with 
older, more traditional reggae form. 

It was this background that led to 
Banton being signed to IRS Records. 

Banton's travels have thus far led 
to the LP Never Give In in 1988, 
Mad Professor Catches Pato Banton, 
in 1989, and Vision of the World in 
1989. 

In 1990, Banton continued the 
string of albums with Wue Up (No 



Compromise), and the latest album, 
Live and Kicking All Over America, 
was recorded in San Francisco at 
the Boz Scaggs-owned club Slim's. 

Opening tonight's show will be 
Phoenix Uprising, with pre- 
show music provided by DJ 
John Heggen. 

Doors open at 9, and the music 
starts at 9:30. The show is free ih 
FSU students with a valid ID, 
$8.00 for all others.

Clinton kicks off 
Florida campaign 
in Tallahassee

Democratic Presidential candidate Bill Clinton 
stumped, stomped and stormed through downtown 
Thursday morning, kicking off his Florida campaign 
amid nearly 200 onlookers and 40-degree 
temperatures.

"This campaign has a good feel to it," another 
onlooker observed. 

During a 15-minute speech, Clinton called for 
universal access to college education, affordable 
health care, environmental protection and c hild care 
for working mothers. He lambasted President George 
Bush's handling of the economy and recent trade 
mission to Japan.

Men's attitudes 
make them easy 
targets of crime

It could have happened to anyone. 

Three armed robbers walked into Jose Gutierres' 
apartment close to campus one night after attacking his 
roommate at a nearby convience store and forced them 
to go to their bank and withdraw money— the entire time 
threatening to kill them. The experience, says the Florida 
State University swimmer, changed their lives and the way 
they think about themselves as possible crime victims. 

But unlike Gutierres and his three roommates, many 
college male students don't believe they could ever be 
attacked. In fact, most men don't realize how vulnerable 
they really are to crime in Tallahassee, according to FSU 
sociology Professor Irene Padavic. 

One reason, she said, is men are traditionally taught to 
be self-reliant— a conditioning that may be unhealthy. 

"If men express fear or vulnerability they come under 
social sanctions and so they keep such feelings to 
themselves and don't ask for help or an escort," Padavic 
said earlier this week. "Attacks on women can many times 
turn to rape, a factor men don't face.'* 

But she added, "Campus isn't a safe place for anyone. 
Men are victims, too, and should be feeling vulnerable. 

According to FSU police spokesperson Jmck Handley, 
male students, just like women, should be wary when 

walking alone on campus. To make his point, he said all 

of the victims of 1 7 armed robberies at FSU last year were 

men. 

"Men being out by themselves leaves (the crhninal with) 
an opportunity," Handley added. 

Many FSU and Florida A&M University students have 
personal stories somewhat like Gutierres', but they keep 
a stiff upper lip and insist they can fend for themselves, 
says FSU Escort director Johnathan David. 

The escor t s ervice is a student jyovemment-mn program 
that offers to walk with people at night. According to 
David, none of the service's callers are men— and that 
needs to change. 

"The statistics show that just as many or more men are

Johnny Ford, longtime mayor of 
Tuskeegee, Ala. and president of 
the National Conference of Black 
Mayors, will give the keynote 
speech at Florida State University's 
convocation in honor of Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. this morning.

FSU's student body veep resigns

Florida State University Student Body Vice 
President Yvonne McGhee, the first African- 
American woman ever to hold that position, resigned 
Thursday, citing personal considerations. 

"Because of unforeseen circumstances in my 
personal and family life, it is with great deep regret 
and much sorrow that I am submitting this h'tter of 
resignation," McGhee said in a letter to FSU Student 
Body President Brian Philpot. 

McGhee could not be reached for comment by 
telephone Thursday. 

Philpot said he was saddened by McGhee's 
departure, just three months before the scheduled end 
of her term, but added he respects her decision. 

"I'm glad she chose to do it this way rather than 
remain in office and not be able to put the time into 
SCi in representing the students," Philpot said 
Thursday 

Philpot said he was proud of what McGhee 
accomplished during her tenure. 

"She's done a wonderful job since she's been here," 
Philpot said. "She took the lead in establishing the 



State Council of Student Body Vice Presidents and 
organized statewide awareness campaigns on issues 
like student safety and vohinteprism " 

He added she will still be involved with student 
government, but not as an SG official . 

"Her input is going to be much needed," Philpot 
said. 

McGhee became the first African-American woman 
elected to a campus-wide office at FSU during the 
student government elections last spring. Before 
being elected vice president, McGhee had been a 
student senator and was senate liaison to the 
Women's Center and the Black Student Union. 

Now that she has resigned, a search for 
replacement has begun. Ordinarily the senate 
president would take her place, but current senate 
presiden* Jennifer Tankersly has declined the job, 
saying she has to devote her time to the SG budgeting 
process currently underway. 

Since Tankerslv has turned the job down, Philpot 
said the Student Supreme Court has advised him to 
appoint a new vice president. He said the position will 
be advertised and that he will send a name to the 
student senate for approval by next week.

Chief Justice Earl Warren, who headed the now discredited Warren 
Commission, once said in regard to the classified materials, (we paraphrase! 
"We won't discover the full truth of what happened in our lifetime. ' The 
necessity for classifying the documents in the first place was the Cold War. 
The Cold War is now over. All the documents, as Sen. Edward Kennedy said 
last week, should be released.

This week anti-apartheid activists dumped into the lap of city commissioners 
a smoking gun in the form of a U.N. report documenting the role of local 
corporation Tadiran's parent company, Tadiran Ltd. of Israel, in aiding and 
abetting, militarily and economically, the pariah state of South Africa.

Religion's growing role in public 
affairs should not be overlooked

Ht iitiion i.s a private affair. " Ofcour.se 
It 1,^. m that the struggles of the soul 
are intensely personal. What the 
phrase shrouds, however, is the fact 
that in today's world private affairs 
have hecome public issues. 

The result is that while no one was 
looking, religion has Hooded back into 
public life in America and promises to 
be even more evidence during election 
year 1992. it would be unwise for 
politicians, policy makers and news 
people to overlook it. 

Take the issue of the year 1992 itself : 
the 500th anniversary of whatever 
Columbus did, Tbe National Council oi 
Churches and the leadership of the 
main.stream Pi'otestant denominations 
in this year s conventions competed 
with each other to revile Columbu,^. 
Spam and Europe foi* having stumbled 
on the Americas. While atoning for the 
sins of othei s long ago strikes many as 
hollow, it reflects a deep American 
religious impulse. The "Moi-e 
Repentant Than Thou" theme is likel\ 
to be seen en man> a bumper sticker. 

How individual lite begins and h<»w 
it ends continues to be a I'ed hot topic 
wherever public polic\ meets religion 
head on. Operation Rescue's anti 
al)«)ition campaign in Wichita, and 
Washington .state s dead-heat contest 
(»\i'r abortion policy, sho\N how volatile 
the question of ahortio!! limit- and 
rights remain,- Whoever thinks that 
debate i> not explicit 1\' religious ha^ 
not been listening: Even some of the 
>erular pro-choice side invoke God to 
justify their positions. 

It was also Washingtonian> who, h\ 
bringing their cautions about 
euthanasia into the polling booth, 
raised the issue for the rest of the 
nation of the morality of helping death 
along, passively or actively, W'hoever 
thinks that most citizens will continue 
to make decisions on the "Heath with 
Dignitv" front without taking their 
(iod into account will misread the 
character of conscience in America. 

Some (.f the religious issues in contention 
relatively trivial, but no less heated for all that. 
Whether or not to have creches on the courthouse 
lawn when one can display them without controversy 
in thousands of church yards or home lawns is more 
a fight about politics than piety; about who owns the 
public space and who does not quite "belong." More 
significant are the battles, now in the Supreme Court, 
over prayers at graduation services of public schools! 
and prayers of any sort in public schools and other 
places. 

Many of these issues have been amply covered on 
the front pages and prime time television. But the 
coverage for the most part has presented the 
controversies as stories about politics, not religion— 
as dealing merely with power, not with the workings 
of the soul and spirit. 

Who's to blame for taking religion out of the 
coverage of religious issues'^ Editors, for one, who are 
so busy cramming church news onto their Saturday 
religious page they miss the role spiritual power now 
plays in public life in religious-as ever America. TV 
news, on the other hand, ignores religion entirely, 
unless a priest is found guilty of sexual abuae, a 
television evangelist absconds, or a denomination

attacked as are women," David said. But he added that 
women are usually the victims of greater crimes and that 
could be another reason why men don't fear being victimized, 

■*A guy might worry about losing 10 bucks or a punch in 
the face, but a woman can suffer more detrimental effects," 
he said. "Men don't ask for escorts because they don't want 
to look like wimps." 

But FAMU junior Wayne Norton readily admits he takes 
precautions to better ensure his safety. 

*'I used to walk everywhere— Frenchtown, anywhere," 
Norton said. "But man, these guys got me one night. I felt 
like a little kid being bullied around. 



"The two of them had a gun, otherwise I would have kicked 
then- butt s and learned them something/' he said jokingly 
" Seriously, it's not safe for anyone anywhere anymore. Men 
should take precautions." 

FSU student Lewis Hay says odds are he won't become a 
robbery victim on campus and that's good enough for him. 

"I can protect myself," Hay said. "While living in Miami, 
my father was mugged. He was hit in the face with a piece 
of pipe or something and they shattered his cheek. The 
incident has made me a more cautious per.son, but I feel safe." 

At FAMU the situation is a bit different than at FSU. 
FAMU police investigator Irving Mills said most of their 
robberies against men are on pizza deliverers. He said he 
can only recall one armed robbery against a male student. 

"There was one young man who was robbed of $300 last 
year, but for the most part these incidents aren't common," 
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he said. 

And whether violent mcidences are common or not, FSU 
student Roth Strokes is not concerned, 

"I'm not afraid," the 23 year-old Strokes said "If I'm 
somewhere where I don't feel comfortable, I just haul a.ss. 
But most of the time I don't even think about it." 

As for using an escort service: "I wouldn't use (the) escort 
service, I'd feel like a wimp," he said. 

"It's easier to imagine (women) as victims, unfortunately," 
FAMU engineering student Jack Manford said. "But men 
are strong. They've been told not to depend on anyone else." 

Manford also said he, too, would feel pitiful asking for 
somebody to walk with him at night. 

"We just don't see ourselves as victims, we're only victims 
of ourselves, anyway,*' Manford said. "We do the attacking, 
not women."

jeopardized their quality of life. 

"Our freedom is threatened hy the inability of many 
Americans to svalk the streets on which they live," Clinton 
said. "Our sense of progress is threatened by the fact the 
middle class has gone down hill for 10 lon^^ years and we're 
running the risk of raisin^i t he first generation of Americans 
to do worse than their parents." 

Florida State University freshman Jennifer Pierce is a 
regi.stered Republican, but she plans on voting for Clinton 
becaus(> she's disappointed with Bush. 

"The list ^'oes on and on in the thiniis Bush is not doin^^ 
right ... I found that Clinton is a gocxl conservative Democrat 
who's got a lot of good ideas," Pierce said. "This country has 
lost Its patriotism, its unity and he seems to be in tune to 
that." 

Clinton called for a national education policy that would 



include Head Start access for every child who needs it, useful 
apprenticeships for high schoolers uninterested in going to 
college and a service trust fund that would cover college costs. 
Students would repay that money on a sliding scale rate 
based on their income or with two years of military service. 

Clinton also said the federal government needs to renew 
its commitment to preserving the environment and establish 
an energy policy that goes beyond the "politically and 
environmentally dangerous" policy of the current 
admininistration. 

He added the president's energy policy is based on "cheap 
oil, no matter where it comes from or what it costs to get it." 

Florida A&M University Student Body President Daryl 
Parks has thrown his support behind Clinton now that 
Virginia Gov. Douglas Wilder is no longer running in the 
presidential race. Parks said Clinton addresses minority 
concerns the best of the five remaining Democratic 
candidates, and he is organizing a students-for-Clinton 
committee at FAMU. 

"Clinton has been very involved with minorities. There are 
a lot of minorities involved in his administration right now," 



Parks said. "Based on what I've seen and what I've read, 
Clinton's the man." 

As president, Clinton said he would improve minorities' 
conditions by making a college education affordable to all. 
In the past decade, there has been a significant drop in the 
number of male minorities enrolling in colleges because of 
an increasing high school drop-out rate, Clinton said. 

"What I want to do is tell everyone starting in the seventh 
grade 'if you'll stay in school and make your grade, you can 
go to college. Forget about it, you'll never have to worry about 
it,' " Clinton said, referring to his service trust fund proposal, 

Clinton was introduced by Lt. Gov. Buddy MacKay, who 
is spearheading the candidate's Florida campaign. Clinton 
also made a stop in Tampa Thursday afternoon and finished 
the day in Boston, keeping pace with his campaign schedule 
that usually covers two to three cities a day 

Despite his busy schedule, Clinton said he has managed 
to keep up with his job as governor. 

"So far, it's going well. I have an unusual circumstance 
there," he said. "We aire, so far, one of the relatively small 
number of states wit^ • serious budget problems."

. Plans for the magnet lab were finalized in mid-1991 when 
FSU, the University of Florida and Los Alamos National 
Laboratory made a joint proposal for the lab, and beat out 
the more prestigious Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
for federal funding from the National Science Foundation. 

Since plans for the lab were finalized, NSF has come under 
criticism for breaking up the near-monopoly in science held 
by Northeastern states. As a result, Crow thinks proper state 
funding for the lab is especially important to prove that 
Southern states will support projects of this type. 

"It's bad timing," Crow said. "NSF and the federal 
government have taken a lot of flak for that." 



But he added, "The governor is well aware of the 
importance of this project." 

Spokespersons for the governor's office could not be reached 
Wednesday or Thursday for comment about magnet lab 
funding during the legislative session. But, speaking at a 
press confrfence held at the magnet lab early last week. 
Chiles said "the state intends to carry out its commitment." 

The state originally promised the universities the lab would 
receive $2.9 million dtu*ing the coming fiscal year. But Crow 
said that in these recessionary times, nothing is certain. 

"You shouldn't take things for granted," Crow said. "It's 
a big commitment, and it's at a time when other people need 
the money, too." 

Total cost for construction and programs for the laboratory 
will be nearly $75 million. About $55 million of these funds 
will come from the state of Florida; $9.5 million comes from

the National Science Foundation. The rest will come from 
other sources such as private corporations. 

But according to Crow, private support for the lab will 
depend largely on continued funding from the state level.

The magnet lab's first private sponsor, Apple Corporation, 
announced its support last Monday by pledging over $1 
million dollars in computer equipment to the lab over the 
next five years. 

Construction at the magnet lab site is still in its early 
phases, although operations for the lab have already moved 
into a building previously on the site. The current timetable 
calls for the lab to be fully operational by 1994, with some 
research starting this year.

Florida community colleges may have to implement 
enrollment caps— mosi for the first time— unless the 
state ^nvcs them extra money, a top official with 
Florida's commiinit\ colh^^e system said Thursday.

Clai k Maxwell, 
executive director "f the State Hoard nf ( "f ininnmity 
Colleges, saui M-t i^ i < ulle^es are aln id\ stretching 
to accommodatt nui^eoning enrollment- The board, 
similar to the Board of Regents, is the governing body 
of Florida's 28 community colleges. 

Board figures indicate the coniniunity colleges will 
have to admit 81)0, 000 part time and full time 
students this year, an increase of 20.000 over the last 
year. All community colleges except Miami-Dade 
Community College have open-door admission 
policies. 

The problem facing' community colleges, Maxwell 
said, IS simply this: "Growth of community colleges 
has exceeded the growth of revenue " 

Florida's cf)mmunity colleges were given nearlv 
$435 million this year, about $47 million le>s than 
last year, according to board fi^'ures Seen ajiother 
way, the state gave the community college system 
about $80 less per student 



revenue. 



Unlike the Board of Regents, the State Board of 
Community Colleges has not yet submitted a specific 
budget proposal to the Legislature this year. But like 
the State University System, the community colleges 
suffered greatly from last year's budget cuts. 

The nearly $21 million worth of cuts resulted in, 
among other things, hiring freezes and program cuts 
at many community colleges. Broward Community 
College even had to lay off 28 full-time faculty 
members last year.

Number of U.S. AIDS 
cases hits 200,000 mark

ATLANT A—The number of AIDS cases has topped the 200,000 
mark in the United States, with a 44 percent increase in the 
number of infections among heterosexuals, the federal Centers 
for Disease Control reported Thursday. 

The ffrst 1W,000 cases of AIDS were recorded over an eight- 
year period beginning in 1981 but the second 100,000 occurred 
in just two years, with 206,392 cases on record by Dec. 31, 1991, 
and 133,232 deaths, the CDC said. 

"The cumulative total of more than 200,000 reported AIDS cases 
emphasizes the rapidly increasing magnitude of the HIV 
epidemic in the United States,** said Dr. Larry Siutsker, a CDC 
epidemiologist. 

In comparing the characteristics of the first 100,000 cases to 
the second 100,000, the CDC said the percentage attributed to 
heterosexual transmission from 5 percent to 7 percent a 44 
percent increase and most of it among women. 

"Of all AIDS cases among women, 34 percent were attributed 
to heterosexual transmission, and women accounted fur 61 
percent of all cases attributed to heterosexual transmission,*' 
Siutsker said. 

Of the first 100,000 people with AIDS, 9 percent were women. 
That percentage increased to 12 percent in the second 100,000 
victims. 

"More and more cases are being attributed to heterosexual 
exposure,*' said Siutsker.

It's a kind of 
back to basics thing as I see it. That is, we need to 
pay more attention to mission," Glidden said. 

Glidden went on to emphasize the school's mission 
as three-fold: teaching, research and service. Though 
things may not look good financially, Glidden said, 
he sees a positive outcome if the university adheres 
to its goals. 

"I think we're in a very good position for the 
future," he said. "We'd like to have more money We 
need it and we know that. But I'd make the case that 
Florida is still the brightest spot in the country to be."

Feast your ears on some local music this weekend

On the local music scene, when it rains, it pours. 

Take this weekend, for instance. Although the weather 
forecast calls for cold, sunny weather, it'll be raining riffs 
in Tallahassee music venues. 

Tonight at the Downunder on the Florida State campus, 
you can catch Gruel, the Shatterpo.sts, and Buzzfish, three 
of Tallahassee's finest local bands. Gruel in particular has 
been making quite a splash all over the Southeast with 
the recent release of their CD Out of Mind on Manufacture 
Records. The disc has been getting airplay as far away 
as Austin, Texas, and has been the top request for three 
weeks running on radio station WRES in Atlanta. Here 
in T town, Gruel has been duking it out at the top of the 
playlist with Nirvana, which to my mind suggests quite 
a fantasy double bill in some local venue. 

The latest accolade for Gruel is a very nice write up on 
page three of the latest College Mu f<ic Journal, the bible 
of college radio. Plans call for the band to make a one-week 
tour up the Eastern Seaboard in early March, playing gigs 
in Atlanta, New York City and points between. The band 
has also submitted to the annual South by Southwest 
Music Conference in Austin, Texas, and is eagerly 
awaiting a response. 



Since the release of Out of Mind, the Gruel braintrust 
has written two new songs, one of which witti^ premiered 
tonight at the Downunder. Long range plans call for the 
band to get three strong, new songs and go into a 24-track 
studio to record a good demo tape for distribution, after 
which they'll begin work on their next release. 

"We've already got half an album's worth of ideas and 
segments now," says guitarist/vocalist Tommy Hamilton. 
He, "Cousin Bruce" Hamilton and Chris Gleasman will 
no doubt provide one of their usual shred fests tonight 

Before Gruel gets to stomp, the Shatterposts will incite 
the crowd.

The theatre "scene " in Tallahassee has enjoyed 
feasts and famines m the past couple year-, hut still 
remains one of the hest shots for cultur(^ in this 
-ometimes sta^mant town Though weak ]])-:\]i)crv 
>hows are still more common than good ones, the level 
of talent has jelled somewhat recently, as noted hy 
some especially strong perfomiances in last year's The 
Hoys Next Door, Cloud Nine, and the recent FSU lab 
performance of The Elephant Man. 

Stepping out for a show becomes even harder this 
semester, as the recessionary budget crunch has 
struck West End Players, forcing Tallahassee 
Community College to abandon its plans tor a 
February show of Tartuffe. According to McCarthv 
Wilson, who with Thomas Cavanaugh is proctoring 
the TCC theatre program in Stan DeHart's ab.sence 
iDeHart is on sabbatical), there is the possibility of 
a night of sketch humor, a la Soturdox Si^ht Live or 
the Second City Comedy Troupe, but that remains 
only a propos.il. 

On the bright side, Florida A&M University is 
hosting the National Association for Drama & Speech 
Arts Conference March 18-21. The oldest surviving 
theatre conference in the nation, it was tarted m 
1934 by S. Randolph Edwards, the founder of the 
theatre department at FAMU. Over 32 colleges will 
compete in competitions in forensics, oral 
interpretation, duo acting, dramatic monologue, and 
other categories. There will be workshops for the 
participants, which may be opened up on a limited 
basis for visitors. There will also be nine one-act plays 
competing over three nights during the conference, 
providing an excellent opportunity to catch some 
varied performances. 

Aside from the conference, FAMU will be 
presenting Pill Hill February 26-29, the story of six 
men in a Chicago steel mill and the social and 
economic pressures they must overcome in the face 
of their ambitions. It will be directed by department 
chairperson Ronald Davis. They will follow the 
February show up with a children's show in April, 
as yet unannounced. 

The best place to catch a show remains Florida 
State University. For both quantity and variety, the 
university is unmatched. 

On FSU's Mainstage February 21-22 and 25-29, it's 
and Howl at the Moon, written by James 
Nicholson, an FSU School of Theatre alum, and 
directed by Fred Chappell. This will be followed the 
first three weeks in April by The School for Scandal 
directed by Chuck Olsen. Scandal is a late 18th 



century English comedy of manners about cuckolded 
husbands, loose men and women, and the wit(lessness) 
of the aristcx-ratic class. 

FSU grad student Jim Brown, who directed 
Catch'22 last semester, will tackle Ck\vy\\Cioud Nine) 
Churchill's Vinegar Torn for his MFA thesis March 
11-14 in the Studio Theatre. Vinegar Tom is an 
amusing musical drama in over 20 scenes, about the 
femme fatale, and women accused of witchcraft. 

The first two weeks of F\^bruary, The Lab (an 
interesting space tor a Broadway musical) will present 
Allegro, a Rodgers and Hammerstein musical directed 
by John Degen 

On February 26 29. The Lab will house Carson 
McCuUer's dramatic adaptation of Member of the 
Wedding, a character piece turning on the loneliness 
of a 12-year-old girl, whose mother has died, and who 
spends most of her time m the company of the black 
cook and nursemaid. v\ ho shares the gnd's alienation.

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Lee bolts for the big bucks

The Florida State football team learned 
Wednesday that junior tailback Amp Lee will forgo 
his final season of eligibility and enter the 
National Football League draft in April. 

Lee became the second FSU underclassman from 
the 1991 squad to leave early for the pros, foUowmj^r 
m the footsteps of Seminole junior cornerback 
Terrell Buckley. 

Lee, who was dismissed from the university in 
December because he did not meet gi-ade-point 
requirements, said several factors helped him 
make his decision including basic economics. 

"That has some to do with it, but not all of it," 
I.ee said Thui'sday. "It was a factor in my decision 
that ha.s something to with not only my situation, 
hut my mother's situation." 

The Chipley native is currently enrolled at 
Tallahassee Community College working at 
^^etting his Associate in Arts degree following this 
semester. But since Lee was forced to leave FSU, 
he also lost all of his financial aid and has to pay 
for his own tuition, books, rent and other living 
expenses. 

Florida State coach Bobby Bowden said Lee's 
original intention was to get his A.A. and return 
to the university this summer, but circumstances 
didn't work out as originially expected. 

"Since that time we talked about it, I knew there 
would be difficulty in attending school," said 
Bowden, who has met with Lee several times since 
Lee left school. "He had a change in heart, and that 
he ought to go ahead and take a shot at the pros." 

Lee was the Seminoles' leading rusher last 
season with 977 yards and was third on the team 
m receptions with 24 catches for 336 yards and 
three touchdowns. He left FSU with 28 career 
rushing touchdowns, which places him second to 
former Seminole Greg Allen, who finished his 
career with 44. 

In FSU's 51-31 win at Michigan this season, Lee 
turned in the best performance of his career when 
he ran for 122 yards and scored two touchdowns. 

Lee was declared ineligible before the Cotton 
Bowl and he said the time off helped him make the 
decision. 

" During the time I was home, I had a chance to 
step out of the spotlight," Lee said. "I had a chance 
to step back from everything, regroup, relax and 
get my thoughts straight. 

"It's something that I've juggled with for a long 
time. I've weighed my options both ways and 1 feel

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Problems abound from Paris to 
Cape Town but a winner is found 



UNITED PRKSS INTKRNATIONAI 

CAPE TOWN, South Africa-Hubert Auriol of 
France won the Paris to Cape Town rally Thursday, 
an auto race that cost three lives, brought an appeal 
from the Vatican for it to be stopped, passed through 
a civil war and took three weeks and 7,800 miles to 
complete. 

Auriol, driving a Mitsubishi Pajero, captured the 
world's longest motor race, the 14th such grueling 
event across Africa. The rally formerly ran from Paris 
to Dakar. 

The rally, a vast exercise in logistics and 
conspicuous comsumption of fuel, covers thw world's 
worst roads. The drivers left Paris Dec. 23, running 
df)wn through France to Marseilles, shipping across 
to Libya, across Chad, Cameroon, Gabon, Congo,

Zaire. Angola and Namibia to reach South Africa. 

Unofficially, Auriol was 4 minutes, 58 seconds 
ahead of Weber. He gave Mitsubishi its first winner 
since 1985, despite rolling his Pajero in Niger and 
losing 16 minutes. 

Another Frenchman, Stephen Peterhansel, riding 
a Yamaha, won the motorcycle section of the race, 
with a 24-minute lead on his nearest rival Dany 
Laporte. Peterhansel won last year's Paris-Dakar 
event. 

The rally has caused major controversy this year 
after Libya refused entry to s^me South African 
competitors. Drivers also narrowly avoided being 
trapped in Chad by an attempted coup, and routmgs 
and cancellations of sections caused by bad weather 
and flooding caused bitter complaints.

Tully Gym will look like home sweet home to the Florida 
^tate women's basketball team Sunday as they return from 
a rash of rocky road trips and Civic Center losses to meet 
loth ranked North Carolina State 

The Seminoles split away games this week with a win at 
Georgia Tech and a seven point loss to Clemson Wednesday 
night to record a 2-4 ACC mark go to 7-5 overall. FSU Coach 
xMarynell Meadors said her team was playing with the 
country's elite ACC corps but not holding their intensity long 
enough to get the win. 

This team is making progress— these games we're losing 
closely are the ones we'll be winning in the second half of 
the schedule," Meadors said. 'I'm encouraged by our effort, 
we've just got to start playing the whole game." 

FSU has not played at Tully Gym— their usual practice 

ighi— since Dec. 8 are undefeated there. The team has yet 
to win at the Civic Center this season, and freshman Connie 



Robinson said she thought the team was jinxed in the larger 
arena. But Meadors said her team could win or lose anywhere 
and she doesn't want them to feel pressured by the losing 
streak at the Civic Center. 

*T think that could be an excuse to think of (the Civic 
Center) as a place we lose. We've won tough games in gyms 
we d never played in, .so 1 don't see why we can't win there." 
she said. "But v\e do like to play in Tully— if we get the 
thousand people that have been to our Civic Center games 
and put them in Tully Gym, it could make it a lot easier to 
win." 

Superstitions aside, Meadors said what her squad needs 
to win is the mental toughness it takes to keep the intensity 
up in the waning minutes of the game. 

"We realized some things against Clem.son Wednesday 
night— like that we can play with these top ranked teams, ' 
Meadors said. "We played about 36 minutes against Clem.sr)n 
and if we'd have kept it up we'd have beat them. We have 
to develop the mental toughness it takes to not make the 



turnovers when we get tired." 

Physical toughness is presumably not in question. The 
Seminoles are consistently seeing four players score in double 
figures, and forward Chantelle Dishman's 22 points against 
Clemson lifted the junior above the 1,000 point career mark. 
She has also recorded double-doubles (double figures in 
scoring and rebounding) m eight of the Seminoles' 12 games. 

So with all this firepower, why haven't the Seminoles 
racked up more wins? Meadors said it's the mental aspect 
of the game, and the fact that FSU has played four of then- 
last five games against Top 20 teams. 

This is a tough league to play in-the schedule's tough 
(a 16-game stretch of straight ACC contests) and the level 
of play is much better than what we've faced before," she 
said. "But we're capable of beating some of these teams and 
as soon as we play for the full 40 minutes of a game we will." 

Sunday's contest against North Carolina State starts at 
2 p.m.

Bowden said with sophomore Sean Jackson and 
freshmen Tiger McMillon and Marquette Smith 
the team will move along business as usual but 
added he was concerned about Lee's future as well. 

"I'll keep them happy in the spring, but the fall 
will be a different story," Bowden said of the three 
tailbacks, who backed Lee up this season. "(But) 
I'm not as concerned about us as I am about Amp ' 

In his first start as a Seminole, Jackson rushed 
for 119 yards and was voted most valuable player 
in FSU's 10-2 Cotton Bowl win over Texas A&M. 

Lee is hoping his first chance to prove himself 
for an NFL team is just as successful. Although 



he said he has no special team he wants to play 
for. he does want to play in an area with "good 

w'eather." 

According to Joel Buchsbaum of Pro Football 
Weekly, he'll get his wish. Buchsbaum predicts that 
on April 26 Lee will be picked by the Atlanta 
Falcons as the 18th player chosen m the second 
round. 

"Amp lacks speed, but has gi*eat moves and gi eat 
hands," Buchsbaum said. "And unlike (Atlanta 
running back) Mike Rozier, he doesn't fumble." 

Lee said he has met with agents and is wei^^hin^^ 
his options. Once he signs with an agent, he will 
officially lose his college eligibility. A loss that 
Bowden said will affect even him.

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City commission elections 

Candidates debate environmental issues

The city's handling of a proposed coal plant was the 
hottest topic at an election forum on environmental 
issues Monday night, although candidates and 
incumbents vying for two city commission seats 
debated a host of burning environmental issues. 

Jack McLean, the incumbent in the Commission 2 
seat which will be voted on by Tallahassee citizens 
Feb. 4, defended the city's decisions concerning the 
coal-plant issue. He told a crowd of approximately 50 
people gathered at St. Thomas More Co-Cathedral 
that the city achieved its main objective in an energy 
policy which strives to obtain energv' the cheapest way 
possible. 

According to McLean, the bargaining tool of using 
coal-fired energy to run the city's electric utility 
resulted in gas companies lowering their rates to 
Tallahassee. 

"We are not burning coal," he said. "Maybe the 
technolog>' will catch up and make coal a lot cleaner— 
that should he an alternative. The issue should be to 
get energy cheaper . . . (Gas companies) are going to 
fix their rates." 

But with the (exception of Oliver Hill, a candidate 
in the Coninussion S(»at 1 race and that race's 
incumbent Steve Meisburg, McLean defended his 
views on tht> coal plant issue against the other 
candidates on hand. 

Past president of the Melody Hills Neighborhood 
AssociatHui Penny Herman, w^ho has been involved 
with a nunibei' of neighborhood issues and is 
McLean's sole challenger for the second commission 
seat, admonished the commission s handling of the 
issue. 

Herman, who is campaigning largely on a platform 
of greater citizen input, said that though McLean has 
campaigned in the past with an agenda including the 
goal of presenting more referendum possibilities to 
local citizens, he has not supported the Coal Plant 
Referendum Committee's efforts to put a referendum 
on the Feb. 4 ballot. That referendum, the heart of 
the coal issue, would require citizens to first vote

whether they want coal energ>'. 

"Had the citizenry had input in the beginning we 
would not have wasted $3.3 million (in studies)," she 
said. 

Frances Powell, another candidate in the Seat 1 
race, said coal is not the kind of alternative energy 
policy the city should be investigating, citing the 
possibility of lawsuits resulting from environmental 
damage. 

"I don't want our air and water to be a guinea pig 
for coal," she said. "Let's not jump in when we're not 
prepared to." 

Seat 1 candidate John Gibby, a Tallahassee 
Community College math instructor, has been 
involved with a number of environmental projects in 
the city and has monitored the actions of 
commissioners on several issues through the 
Junkyard Dogs, a City Hall watchdog organization. 
He was more direct on the issue of the coal plant. 

"It was the citizens who had to show (the 
commission) the true costs," he said. "If (the 
incumbents) are re-elected, the coal plant will confront 
citizens again." 

Candidates debated a number of environmental 
issues including the state growth management law, 
the city's comprehensive plan, development, canopy 
road and stormwater management. 

Seat 1 incumbent Steve Meisburg touted his 
achievements in the implementation of the city's 
comprehensive plan and defended arguments from 
candidates that the city's policy of aggressive 
annexation of land outside city limits is a bad one. 

"The cities that are dying are the cities that don't 
grow," he said. 

Another issue which received some attention was 
the city's transportation sy.stem and the possibility 
of alternatives and enhancements to roads and the 
city bus system 

Gibby suggested the city look into alternative f'ucl.s 
such as methanol and ethanol. McLean and Hill both 
mentioned the possibility of implementation of some 
type of rail system.

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Guaranty National Bank files second 
complaint against FSU's Access card

Tallahassee's Guaranty National % 
Bank is keeping up the fight. 

For the second time in less than 
two years, the bank has filed an ob- 
jection against Florida State 
University's Access card company, 
suggesting it illegally functions like 
a bank. 

The Seminole Access card will 
soon take the place of all student 
I.D.s. With it, students and faculty 
will be able to make purchases on 
and off campus based nn how much 
money they have in their Access 
accounts. 

But Guaranty National Bank, 
located at 1706 W Tennessee St., 
isn't too thrilled with all of the 
card's uses. 

In early December 1991. the bank 
filed an official letter of inqun-y 
with the Federal Office of Com- 
merce and Currency in Atlanta over 
the Seminole Access program— less 
than one year after the program 
answered to earlier charges filed 
with the state comptroller's office. 

"We have filed a letter of inquiry with OCC over 
concerns we have about the Seminole Access 
operations," Guaranty's spokesperson Tom 
Oldweiler .said last week. "One of the questions is 
whether or not Access can .solicit merchants off 
campus to provide the service." 

There are currently more than 200 merchants in the 
Tallahassee area who accept payments with the 
Access card. But many more clients are in the works 
for Access, according to Nick Garmon, an employee 
of First Federal Bank of Tallahassee. 

Garmon is currently going around to local 
merchants and setting up .systems that take the 
Access card as well as credit cards. He said there are 
800 businesses waiting to implement the system once 
the dispute between GNB and Access is resolved 

"We'll feel better about continuing the (project 
when) this matter is resolved with the federal 
government," Garmon said. "We don't want to put 
these systems m for nothing." 

OCC oft R ials refused to comment last week about 
their ongoing investigation into FSU's Access card 
program. 

Bill Norwood, the program's director, said he was 
somewhat surprised when be h< ai d m Decemlx'r that 
the bank is once again targeting his operation. 

"I have no idea why GNB is continuing to file an 
objection in regard to the debit card pi (^gram since we 
have been cleared by the state's comptroller's office," 
Norwood said. "I can only speculate that maybe 
they're concerned about the impact the Access card 
will have on their business." 

GNB refused to comment on whether its f)wn 
business considerations played a part in its repeated 
objections against the Access company. 

But Norwood suggested one explanation: "The 
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Guaranty's first complaint against the Access card was filed 
with the state comptroller's office in 1990, but it was dismissed. 



banks m this area make a lot of money on returned 
checks from students," he said. 

Norwood said the Access card will help .students 
stay out of financial trouble, since they can only spend 
as much as they have in their accounts. 

*'Our government and our citizens need to take a 
new direction in regard to spending, " Norwood said. 
"Except for cars and houses and other large items, 
nothing should be purchased on credit. And that's the 
whole idea of Access." 

Guaranty's first objection against the Access card 
came in November 1990. Six months later, however, 
the company cleared up all violations with Florida's 
Division of Banking and F^i nance and began re-issuing 
its debit-card in July 1991. 

Tico Gimble, an employee at the state comptroller's 
office, said Seminole Access came into compliance 
with state laws after it turned over its financial 
transactions to First Florida Bank in Tallahassee. 

**By transferring the accounts and banking 
operations over to First Florida, Access appears to be 
operating within state guidelines," Gimble said. "But 
I can't comment about federal laws." 

According to Norwood, First Florida Batik has 
handled all ot Access's financial transactions for 
nearly a yeai' no.w . The card has been around since 
Fall 1989. 

Guaranty National Bank President John Menniek 
said he has no personal ill will toward Access, His 
attorney is handling the objection against ttie 
progiam. 

"1 really don t know much about federal law. " 
Mennick .said, "if Access is advantageous to the- 
community, and completely legal, then I wish them 
the best of luck."

Fortunately for Clinton, the scrutiny thus far is limited to that of the seedy 
tabloid ''newspaper" The Gh>f)i\ ;ind not a stak" out team from the Miami 
Herald. Indeed, although the story has been widely disseminated, thus far 
the media seems inclined to give Clinton the benefit of the doubt. 

The consensus is that the allegations are old and '"disc-reditt'd The 
inclination seems to be let the story die a welcome death. For this we say, 
bravo. 

But still, a subtle threat of further scandal hangs in the air. fouling the 
political environment. When questions were first raised alK)ut Hart, it 
appeared it was much ado about nothing. 

But before you knew it, the front-runner was holding a pre.ss conference 
to announce he was withdrawing. The memory of Hart s icy stare and reply 
to a reporter who asked him if he was an adulterer still lingers; 

'T don't have to answer that question," Hart replied. 

The question now is, will Clinton*^ And will the memory of the Hart sub- 
soap opera linger in the minds of potential Clinton voters? 

Are Democratic presidential party voters going to hesitate to vote for 
Clinton because they novy wonder w-hether or not some new revelation will 
appear on the horizon? Will they not pull the lever tor him because they're 
frightened Clinton will wilt when a bold questioner asks him to deny he s 
an adulterer? 

We hope not. There may be many reasons to not cast a vote for Clinton, 
but his private personal life is not one of them. The allegations against 
Clinton come from a man who's described by most reports as a disgi untled 
former state employee. The man was apparently fired by Clinton for making 
long distance phone calls to the Nicaraguan contras, which if true would 
almost in itself constitute good enough reason to vote for Clinton. 

Whatever the truth may be, we have Clinton's wife, Hillary Clinton, to 
thank for putting the matter in proper, rational perspective for us. Speaking 
at a rally in New Hampshire the other day, Hillary Clinton stated in no 
uncertain terms that any marital problems between her and her husband 
were no one's beeswax. 

"Is anything about our marriage as important to the people of New 
Hampshire^ as t^ ijuestinn of whether they will be able to keep their own 
families together in troubling economic times," she asked. 

If Clinton was a crusader of the moral majority type, it would be easy to 
take exception to Hillary Clinton's sentiments.

'We're doing everything we can at this time to keep 
up with past growth," Hinson said. "But what do we 
do when the numbers begin multiplying once again?" 

Another reason for the influx of students into TCC 
IS that all state universities are required by law to 
admit any student who has received an AA degree 
from a Florida community college, says Board of 
Regents spokesperson Pat Riordan. 

"If you look at the top four cminties students 
attending TCC come from, you might be surpriwd to 
find out that Dade and Broward county are among 
them," Riordan said. "For this reason many joint 
programs have been set up betw^n TCC, FSU and 
FAMU." 

For example, a co-op program between TCC and 
FSU allows students working on their AA degrees at 
the community college to take classes at FSU. The 
program allows students to bypass FSU admissions 
while attending TCC, said Linda Burns, staff 
assistant for the TCC Registrar's Office. 

Send in the bulldozers 

This year TCC will ^ grating with a $20-million 
budget, and according to Hinson, ittost of the money 
will be spent on strenghtening and renovating present 
facilities. He said some of it will also go towards 
construction of larger buildings to accommodate the 
school's mdden population explosion. 

"We are catching up for past growth. Any new 
facilities that will be under construction or are in the 
planning are expect«i to handle any further 
development we undergo," Hin«>a mid. 

And in anticipation rf further growth, TCC has 
spent the last four years buying all available 
surrounding land. Aa a rosult, Hinson said, the »hool 
has increawd its property holdings from 65 acres to 
170 acres. 

"FSU is pretty much land-locked. But we, on the 
other hand, had plenty rf land open to the Wert," he 
said. "If that wasn't enmigh, we aim purchased four 
unoccupied buildings m&r TCC for use in other 
programs we intend to strengthen." 

But academic space isn't the only thing budding at 
TCC. During the 1990-91 school year, the Florida 
Legislature alloted TCC funds to start an athletics 
department. 

Since then, men's basketball and baseball teams 
have begun playing in their respective leagues, and 
a woman's softball team is currently moving through 
its first tryouts. 

"The whole thing is new to us and now our 
basketball team has moved itself into national 
ranking," Hinson said. 

State funding has also come through for 



construction of a new administration building and 
library, and for additions onto its Lifetime Sports 
Complex and dental hygiene facility. 

"It's all overwhelming but necessary," Hinson said. 
"If we were to fill every seat and classroom available 
we would only be able to take an additional 309 full- 
time students." 

Worked to the bone 

if there's one thmg that has suffered the most 
during TCC's rapid growth, it's administrative 
staffing. Since 1984 only one new employee has been 
added to the registrar's office, Hinson said. 

"We've cut our administration expenses to the 
lowest in Florida," he said. "In doing so we have been 
able to maintain our instructional excellence, but not 
without incurring some sort of headache." 

Teacher's salaries and classroom supplies cover 57 
percent of TCC's operational budget. The remaining 
43 percent is stretched to pay for administration 
personnel, said Tom Furlong, vice president of TCC's 
educational wrvices. 

"We had 40 administration positions this year that 
we didn't fill. Now, you can do that for a year or two 
before you really start to hurt," he said. 

Finally, some relief in sight 

^spite TCC's messy budget bind, Furlong remams 
an optimist. He believes the "investment" budget 
recently announced by Gov. Lawton Chiles will make 
It possible for TCC to hire the additional personnel 
it m desperately needs. In his state of the state address 
earlier last week, Chiles unvieled a plan to increase 
funding for education by about $600 million. 

"It would be about time," said the 21-year old 
Faucett. "Tuition is raised every semester because 
they know that they can get it. I just don't see it 
cwming straight back into the school." 

A double-edged e«md 

While the (^rations side of TCC Ims been hit hard 
by m;ent budget cuts, the college's faculty has not 
only maintaii^ its size, but has also steadily 
increased. One way it has managed to do that, 
however, is by hiring an unusally large amount of 
i^unct teachers, Furlong said. 

"Our^eal bu<feet has us hiring at least 30 percent 
|Mtft-time teachers, but tM^d we have 40 percent," 
he said. "'Bito means that we haw less full-time 
teachers, and that's not too good." 

According to Professor Smith, t^ classroom 
environment hasn't si^ificantly changed with the 
rise in part-time teachers, but she said at least 50 
^rcent of the math department's classes are taught 
by adjuncts. 

"The growth excites me. It means we're not 
stagnant," she said. "But at the same time you have 
to bB careful and keep an eye on everything."

"Obviously this is a little different because it's an 
athletirthing^ rather than an academic thmg, ' he 
added. 

Dietrich pointed out that the student senate 
recently approved a resolution condemning the 
manner in which the administration handled the 
issue, but Lick argued that a seven person committee 



that included three students approved the plan. Lick 
also said the proposal received the backing of student 
"leadership." 

According to Lick, the SSO-million dollar University 
Center— a combination academic athletic vvrap 
around structure expanding Doak Campbell 
stadium— will allow the total amount of student 
seating to be expanded from 14,500 to 22.500. He 
didn't say how seating at baseball and basketball 
events would be expanded.

Violence 
mars some 
MLK Day 
celebrations

Demonstrating Ku Klux Klan 
members caused a fracas Mondav 
during Denver's parade hfjnoring 
Martin Luther King .Jr . and fist 
fighting gang members m Pliocnix 
brought that citv's giant rally to a 
halt. 

A fistfight among a hall' do/en 
gang members caused authorities to 
disperse a King Day celebration 
that had drawn 30,000 people to the 
grounds of the Arizona state 
Capitol, authorities said. 

Police arrested six youths involv- 
ed in the 2:45 p.m. fight, which 
broke out during a rally held in sup 
port of a November ballot issue that 
would designate a state holiday 
honoring the slain civil rights 
leader. Arizona and New Hamp- 
shire are the only two states in the 
nation that do not have an official 
King Day holiday. 

Before the fight, Arizona Gov. Fife 
Symington told the crowd, "We will 
walk a thousand miles if we have 
to to get a King holiday. We must 
play an active role in bringing Dr. 
King's message of peace and con- 
ciliation throughout our state." 

The crowd, which Capitol Police 
estimated at 30,000, was sent home 
about 3 p.m. 

Denver's city -sponsored Martin 
Luther King Jr. Day parade featur- 
ing the mayor and Colorado's gover- 
nor was marred by violence when 
several Ku Klu.x Klan members 
showed up in near-freezing weather 
to wage a counter demonstration on 
the steps of a public l)uilding. 

Dozens of men held Klan shields 
and Confederate flags and gave 
Nazi-style salutes. 

Parade participants attacked a 
bus they thought was carrying 
members of the white supremacist 
organization, authorities said. The 
disturbance was quelled by tear gas 
fired into the crowd. 

In Atlanta, people celebrated the 
(S.')rd birthday of slain civil rights 
leader Martin Luther King Jr. with 
spe(<ches, prayers and bell-ringing, 
and a call tor an end to drugs and 
violence in l)lack cumniunities. 

"Many of the ills plaguing our 
communities stem from our own 
behaviors, ' said Louis Sullivan, 
secretary of the Department of 
Health and Human Services in a 
speech in a speech at a ecumenical 
service in Atlanta in honor of King. 

"We did not march for freedom to 
be enslaved by nicotine, by alcohol 
or by drugs," said Sullivan, address 
ing a standing room only crowd at 
Ebenezer Baptist Church where 
King preached many of his famed 
sermons on civil rights. 

•'We fought to build a culture of 
character," Sullivan said, warning 
that if the battle against violence, 
drugs and health problems is lost 
"then our victories in civil rights 
will be bittersweet indeed."

ALGIERS, ALGERIA-Algerian authorities 

arrested more Islamic Salvation Front supporters 
Monday as a military tribunal considered releasing 
the party's two top leaders from prison, police sources 
said. 

The arrests came after a weekend in which several 
hundred Islamic fundamentalists were rounded up by 
the military, including Front leaders who won seats 
in this north African country's first free 
parliamentary elections last month. 

MOSCOW-Georgia's new leaders expanded 
their reach Monday into strongholds of the ousted 
president as they moved to solidify their control over 
the former Soviet republic that has been locked in a 
power struggle verging on civil war. 

Ousted President Zviad Gamsakhurdia 
remained in hiding, letting his supporters clamor for 
his return in angry daily rallies. 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia-The leader of the 
mam rebel Serbian enclave in Croatia again rejected 
in an interview published Monday a plan for the 
deployment of a U.N. peacekeeping force and warned 
that the proposal to end the Yugoslav civil war is 
"doomed to failure" without his agreement. 

State-run media reported only sporadic violations 
of a 17-day-()ld cease-fire between Croatian and 
Serbian forces, whose success the U.N. Security 
Council made a condition for its approval of full 
implementation of the peacekeeping plan authored 
by U.N. special envoy Cyrus Vance. 

MANILA, Philippines— Authorities appealed 
for help Monday in rescuing a U.S. businessman 
abducted near his office, offering protection and even 
relegation abroad for leads in tk0 daylight kidnapping 
case. 

Michael Barnes, 41, vice president and general 
manager of Philippine Ceothermal Inc., was snatched 
at gunpoint early Friday in front of his office in the 
Makati financial district. 

BELFAST, Northern Ireland-Prime Minister 
John Major in a one day visit to Northern Ireland 
promised Monday that those responsible for killing 
.seven workers m last week's Irish Republican Army 
bombing would be brought to justice. 

Security forces saturated Belfast during the prime 



minister's unannounced visit, but five alerts after 
warnings that IRA bombs had been planted in Belfast 
caused massive disruption. 

TOKYO-The speaker of Japan's House of 
Representatives said U.S. companies fail to sell cars 
in Japan because Americans are lazy and many are 
illiterate, a major daily newspaper reported Monday. 

"U.S. workers won't work hard, but they want to 
receive high salaries," Yoshio Sakurauchi told 
constituents Sunday in Shimane prefecture, according 
to the daily Yomiuri Shimbun. "'Hie root of the 
problem is the deteriorating quality of U.S. workers."

WASHINGTON-The nation's reserve forces

As the victim entered the store he was approached by an older man who 
asked for a light. Then a younger second man came up from behind and 
stuck a gold-plated .38 caliber revolver into his ribs. The suspects then 
ordered the victim to drive them in his car. 

They drove around Jacksonville from noon to 4 p.m. Thursday, then 
headed out of town on Interstate 10. After stops in Lake City and Lee, 
they arrived at the Highway 90 exit near Tallahassee at about 9:30 a.m. 
Friday. The two men left the car near the exit and began walking east 
on Highway 90, taking the victim's money with them. 

The suspects are described as an 18-year-old white man, 6-feet-l-inches 
tall and weighing 210 pounds, with dark brown curly hair. He was wearing 
a denim shirt and jeans. The second suspect is a 40-year-old white man, 
five-feet-nine-inches tall and weighing 195 pounds. He had gray hair and 
was wearing gray pants, a brown shirt and a light brown jacket. 

TPD will be working with police in Jacksonville to apprehend the 
suspects. The Emergency Care Help Organization of Tallahassee provided 
the victim with gas money so he could return home. 

Drug bust 

After an anonymous tip, invest iirators arrested six people at a local hotel 
Friday and seized two cars, $28J)0U worth of cocaine in both powdered 
and cr ick form, and $4,300 cash. Ciarrett said. 

Police began surveillance on the hotel at 3 p.m. At 4:19 p.m., a 1978 
Honda Accord leaving the hotel was stopped and tmind to contain 270 
^Tams of crack cocaine. The driver, Gary Eugene Hudson, 30, was arrested 
and charged with delivering and manufacturing cocaine. 

A short time later, an Oldsmobile Cutlass was stopped as it was leaving 
the hotel. The driver of that vehicle, Jerry Leroy Robinson, 19, who w ould 
only give a fictitious address, had a small amount of powdered cocaine. 
He was also charged with the delivery and manufacturing of cocaine. 

Four other suspects were arrested from the hotel room and were all 
identified as the same suspects detained for questioning in the Frenchtown 
shooting incident last week that resulted in about 50 officers being called 
out. A search warrant for the hotel room was quickly issued and served, 
but additional evidence was not discovered. 

The four arrested males from the hotel have been identified as Tony 
Aiken, 20, of 1447 Stone Road apartment E-40; Charles Jenkens Jr., 21, 
of 2525 Texas St. apartment M-144; Antonio Louis Smith, 20, Miami; and 
a 14-year-old from Jacksonville. Ail six persons^haverbeeircharged^wiHT 
trafficking in cocaine. The five adults were taken to the Leon County Jail 
while the juvenile was taken to the Juvenile Detention Center. 

Hudson, Robinson and Smith are all being held on $150,000 bond. Both 
Huson's and Robinson's drivers licences were revoked. No bond 
information could given on either Aikens or Jenkens by the county jail. 

The name of the hotel is not l»ing di^losed by TPD to protect the owner 
and because it has no bearing on the case, Garrett said. 

Garrett added that TPD will contact the Drug Enforcement Agency to 
initiate federal prosecution because of the quantity of cocaine involved.

It's easy to walk through life without stopping. To 
see things happen around you, but not actually feel 
those things happen. It's easy until things begin to 
happen to close friends who have hel^^ you build a 
wall between the outsit world and your feelings. 

That's what Lou Reed began to experience as close 
friends, legendary lyricist Doc Pomus among them, 
began to leave his life, dying tragic deaths, leaving 
him vulnerable and lonely. 

Reed's latest album, the oddly touching, 
inspirational and haunting Magic and Loss, is about 
this cathartic experience of life and death, the loss 
of friends who take a little piece of you with them. 

Magic and Loss chronicles the death of a man to 
cancer, his cremation and the void left by his death 
for the living.

Magic and Loss is filled with the kinds of revelations 
that everyone goes through when a friend dies. The 
pain and loss (there's no magic involved), the empty 
dead feeling you have. But what Reed gets across best 
is the feeling of helplessness: *T see you in the hospital 
your humor is intact/I'm embarrassed by the strength 
I seem to lack/Tf I was in your shoes/so strange that 
I am not/I'd fold up in a minute and a half." 

Magic and Loss is a fitting follow-up to Songs for 
Drella, a biography of his experiences with the late 
Andy Warhol, and 1989's New York, which watches 
as just about everyone in the world heads into a 
downward spiral to death. 

As with Drella and New York, Reed watches as part 
journalist, part participant, and relays every thought, 
feeling and injustice in the deadpan style he honed 
with Velvet Underground. It isn't so much that Reed 
is singing to us as he is turning the emotions we feel 
into words. Although he is one of the best musicians 
aroui^, he's saying that he's no different from anyone 
else. He worries about friends like we do and worries 
about his own death like we do.

First of all, I think the obvious thm^ is that we're 
very pleased to be ten and four," said Kenned\ i 
think that's the one redeeming quality that came out 
of rhis game." 

Kennedy said that before the game he was 
coiH erned his players would find it difficult to focus 
against a seemingly weak team. Mercer now stands 
at 5-11 overall and 2-3 in the Trans America 
C'onference. Kennedy also said that his team may 
have been looking past the Bears to their upcoming, 
ten-day stretch that includes conference games 
against Georgia Tech, North Carolina State and 
Duke. Also, FSU fares the Florida Gators in 
Gainesville on Jan. 27. 

"I was very concerned, going into this game, and 
I'm not just saying that because of the way we 
played," Kennedy said. "I was just very concerned 
(about) getting into these (Atlantic Coast Conference) 
games. There were just a lot of things that just did 
not fit well with me going into this game. 

"And Mercer is a very very solid team. Their record 
does not indicate . . . how good they are," Kennedy 
said. 

Guard Sam Cassell, who scored 10 points and had 
six rebounds, said he's also happy with the win- 
regardless of his team's sloppy play. 

"We're the type of team that'll do whatever it takes 
to win," Cassell said. "If we have to kick the ball up 




in the stands to win a game, we're going to do that. 
It doesn't matter how vou win, as long as you win." 

Although the Seminoles 
shot poorly, the defense rose 
to the occasion P'SU grabbed 
19 defensive rebound> and 
forced Mercer to turn the ball 
over 24 times. The Seminoles 
had 14 steals,

Kennedy also noted that, of 
the Seminoles' 14 steals, —Pat Kennedy 
guard Charlie Ward had seven. Ward's play, he said, 
is what sparked the Seminoles late in the first-half 
when they ran up a 12-point lead. 

"You gotta give credit to Charlie Ward," Kennedy 
said. "(When) our other guys are struggling . . . and 
things aren't going well, there's always Charlie Ward. 
I think what he did out of our press is what got us 
back on track." 

Junior guard Chuck Graham led the Seminoles with 
19. Center Andre Reid had a career high 13 points 
and nine rebounds. Doug Edwards (12 points), 
freshman guard Bob Sura (11) and Cassell were the 
other Seminoles scoring in double -figures.

Still, the focus for Booker is the point guard situation. The 
use of Finney, a natural forward or shooting guard, is a make 
shift solution. It's a troubled area Booker hasn't had to deal 
with since the days before Terry (iiles, the Rattlers' standout 
point guard who graduated two years ago. 

"It's been at lea.st before Giles that we've had this kind of 
a problem," Booker said. "We even had (Kenny) Davis and 
Chester CoiTee as back up."

Mort'wa said he was informed of the move by the Confederation of 
Atrican Football. South Africa and 13 other countries from the southern 
part of the continent will begin elimination play in August. 

But South Africa, in the process of dismantling apartheid, will have to 
wait until 1998 to get a crack at the World Cup. It has not yet been 
readmitted to FIFA, world soccer's governing body, and the draw for 1994 
World Cup has already been held. 

"Our re-entry into the world controlling body will be rubber-stamped 
at the FIFA Congress in Zurich on July 3," Morewa said. 

South Africa was readmitted to the International Olympic Committee 
last summer and will compete at this year's Barcelona Olympics. South 
Africa last took part in the Olympics in 1960. South Africa was formally 
expelled from the IOC in 1970. 

Most of the country's sports, however, are now back on the international 
scene after the abolition last year of apartheid laws and the racial 
unification of various sports bodies. 

South Africa will take part next month in cricket's World Cup m 
Australia and New Zealand. This will be the nation's first major team 
to play in a significant tournament outside the country since South Africa 
returned to international sports.

WASHINGTON-The Supreme Court 
agreed Tuesday to decide the legality of Penn 
sylvania's restrictive anti-abortion law in a 
case in which the court could limit or even 
overturn its landmai'k Roe vs. W(i(l> ruling. 

In an appeal tf) he argued lo Api'il and ex 
pected to be decided by early July, the justices 
agreed to review a lower court ruling that 
women no longer have the "fundamental " 
legal right to abortion spelled out in the 1973 
Roe decision. 

Accepting the case f>n the eve ofthe 19th an- 
niversary of RiH' rs. W(idi\ the court virtual 
Iv ensured the abortion debate a central role 
in the November picsidential election. 

President Busii has called for the repeal of 
Roi'. while all of the major Democratic can 
didates support a continuation of legalized 
abortion 

"The American people w\\\ know before the 
November election whether Roc cs. Wade con- 
tinues to be the law of the land," said Sen. 
Alan Cranston, D Calif., a proponent of legal 
abortion. "If, as I gravely fear, the court uses 
this case to overturn or further erode Roe, the 
burden will shift to Congress to restore these 



rights " 

"The days of safe and legal abortion in 
America are now numbered," said Kate 
Michel man, executive director of the National 
Abortion Rights Action League. "We are on 
the edge of a legal precipice, facing a future 
without the right to choose." 

While the court technically could overturn 
R(H' with the case, it may instead use it to fur 
ther define the ways in which states can 
restrict— rather than outlaw— the medical 
procedure. 

Roe is more directly challenged in a series 
of cases expected to work their way to the high 
court next term out of Utah, Louisiana and 
Guam 

Also, the court said Tuesday it would limit 
oral arguments to the specifics of the Penn- 
sylvania law. While that does not foreclose the 
possibility of a broad ruling on Roe, it may in- 
dicate a reluctance at this time to address the 
larger issue. 

"One of two good things is going to happen," 
said Douglas Johnson, legislative director of 
the anti abortion National Right to Life Com- 
mittee.

Down on their luck, waiting for the brealts

Imagine being pelted with water balloons 
while walking down Tennessee Street. Imagine 
being shooed away from a job interview because 
your jeans are tm dirty and your shirt is too 
frayed. 

On top of that, imagine being addicted to 
alcohol and crack cocaine. 

That's the plight of "Bowling Ball," a 26-year- 
old homeless man who was among nearly 65 
people who spent Monday night at the 
Tallahassee Cold Nights Shelter. 

The homeless shelter, located at 420 W 
Tennessee St., offers people like Bowling Ball— 
who would only give his street name— meals, 
hot showers and beds. 

Bowling Ball said he is homeless because his 
family, disgusted with his drug and alcohol 
addiction, deserted him. 

"You get some money here, some money 
there, and you ask yourself, Do I spend the 
money on what I need or on coke?' " he said of 
his daily battle with drug addiction. 

But more than wanting to beat his habit. 
Bowling Ball wants society to get over its hatred 
of the homeless 

*'You can be walking down Tennessee Street 
toting a bag and college students drive by you 
and throw water balloons at you," he said, his 
eyes red ft-om drinking alcohol. 

"(On the other hand) you could go to 
Flamingo's and they treat you like you're 
somebody, like you're human. They sometimes 
gftt me something to e at, even buy me a pack

of cigarettes," he added. 

Though Bowling Ball admits to accepting the 
food and the cigarettes, the Tallahassee native 
says he is not looking for handouts. All he 
want- he says, is a chance to lead a normal life. 

"Nobody's going to give me a chance." 
Bowling Ball said. "You've got a lot of guys in 
(the shelter) who have high .school diplomas like 
me . . But still people don't want to hire me 
because of the w ay I look and because I have 
no permanent address. " 

That could well be the collective complaint of 
the homeless people who were at the shelter 
Monday. Several of t hem said they look for 



work— only to find prejudice and hatred. 

"I'm trying to get off the .streets, man," said 
John Hardin, 21, who came to Tallahas.see 
nearly two months ago from Cleveland. "Pd like 
to get into college . . . lead a normal life. I'm 
not asking nobody for nuthin' but for them to 
give me a chance." 

Richard Burley agreed. 

"We've got .some very intelligent people 
around here," said the 37-year-old North 
Carolina native. "People turn us down because 
we don't look too good for them. We get a gun

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Proposed liquor law has merchants miffed

Owners of popular Florida State University 
watering holes Yianni's Cafe and Hutton's Deli are 
hopping mad about a proposed amendment to 
Tallahassee's liquor lav.'s, which would axe their 
liquor licenses should the bar owners decide to sell 
their establishments. Yianni Palos, owner of 
Yianni's Cafe on Tennessee Street, said Tuesday he 
was unaware of the possibility that the law could be 
changed when he opened the establishment last year. 

"Nobody told me," Palos said. "If they had told me, 
I wouldn't have invested all the money in this place." 

Palos and other small business owners in the 
Tennessee Street Square— an ll-i)usiness complex 
situated just across the street from the FSU campus- 
are angry over the proposed amendment, which is 
slated for a public hearing tonight in the City 
Commission chambers. 

Palos said he will definitely make his voice heard 
at the meeting. 

"Fll be there screaming my lungs out," he said. "I 
want to know who's behind it." 

The Tennessee Street Square would not be 
considered a shopping center under the new rule. 
Though the stores already licensed to sell alcohol

would be exempt from the new law, the amendment 
will apply to any future ow^ners of the property. This 
means that anyone buying the property in the 
complex will be unable to sell alcohol on the 
premises— an annoying fact the current pub owners 
say significantly reduces the property's resale value. 

Al Hutton, owTier of Hutton's New England Deli, 
says he does not know why the city is changing the 
law. 

"I don't understand why they would want to do this 
now," Hutton said Tuesday. "It's really upsetting." 

City ofTicials in the planning department's zoning 
and land use administration section said Tuesday 
they were unaware of the item. But according to a 
written summary of the item signed by City Attorney 
Jim English, the amendment would change the 
definition of a shopping center and the number of 
liquor licenses that can be sold to businesses in the 
complex. 

In the past, the city 's definition for shopping centers 
differed in its liquor-licensing and zoning laws. The 
current amendment seeks to reconcile those 
differences. 

"There's no benefit (to changing the law)," according 
to Palos. "The government is for the government. It 
doesn't represent the people."

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Everett spoke before 500 people in Leon High's auditoriunn about 
the days when she used to "sell" abortions in Texas. 

Ex-abortion provider 
decries the selling of 
'marketed product'

The former co-owner of what she called the Neiman-Marcus of the 
abortion industry— a Texas women's clinic specializing in abortions- 
blasted practitioners for their marketing and selling of abortions in a 
speech Tuesday night at Leon High School. 

"Abortion isn't about terminating unwanted pregnancies," said Carol 
Everett, who until her religious conversion five years ago was a one-third 
owner in a clinic that earned her $13,600 per month. "It's about a skillfully 
marketed product sold to scared young women who can't ever return it 
for a refund or exchange." 

The speech to about 500 at Leon's auditorium, set in conjunction with 
the National Sanctity of Human Life Week, was also used to rally the 
anti-abortionists set to invade Florida's Capitol this afternoon for a "prayer 
chain" Everett's appearance was sponsored by the Big Bend Right to Life 
and the Women's Pregnancy Center of Tallahassee. 

Everett recounted her six years in the abortion-providing^ industry from 
the standpoint of a salesperson who entered the field selling 45 abortions 
per month and left selling 545 for the same period. She said her income 
in 1984 was $260,000 and was based entirely on her ability to sell. 

"I know how to sell and that's all you need to know as an abortion 
counselor," said Everett, who is now selling her ideas in a book titled 77?* 
Scarlet Lady— Confessions of a Successful Abortionist. "You must know 
how to overcome every person's objective^ to buying the product " 

Everett said when a woman would call ov comt- in the clinic, her 
counselors, whom she called telemarketers, followed a set script. It began 
with asking the woman when her last nortnal period was, and then 
calculating how many weeks pregnant she was— whether they tested her 
or not. 

"The next question we asked was, is this good news or bad news''/ and 
you know darned well that if she was calling an abortion clinic she didn't 
want to be pregnant," Everett said "Then we would find out how she was 
going to pay for it and if she was in the clinic when she received her positive 
test results we'd ask her right then if she had hei- money with her " 

In Texas, a state with much less stringent restrictions than Florida 
regarding the supervision and regulation of abortion providing clinics, 
Everett said her office was able to keep two separate receipt books and 
doctors never had to file W 2 or 1099 tax forms, llmt way, nearly all ».he 
money they made was clear profit 

Everett, who said she had an abortion in 197."i. said her clinic was busted 
in the early '80s for giving ab-^rtions to women who were not even 
pregnant. Between that shake-up and witnessing a botched abortion that 
resulted in a patient's death, Everett said she was ready to he converted 
by a preacher who came to her clinic posing as a counselor. 

*T spent 18 months reading the scripture and finding comfort and 
inspiration because I asked the lord to hit me over the head with a 2 by -4 
if this wasn't where I was supposed lo be," she said .Now that I've- come

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Pro-life hypocrisy 

As another anniversary of Roe vs. Wade, the Supreme Court ruling 
legalizing abortion, rolls around for the 19th and most likely last time, much 
attention is focused on women. 

Women as murderers. Women as sluts. Women as uncaring careerists. 

The anti-abortion movement takes great pride in terrorizing women across 
the country, including Tallahassee, all in the name of protecting "life" and 
"our beloved America." They claim most women seek abortions out of 
"convenience"— not because they're poor or still in high school or victims of 
rape. And they say Roe vs. Wade has stripped the country of its moral decency. 

But what they, and politicians like President Bush, really mean to say is, 
"Women, drop your careers, go back home and forget about past notions of 
sexual independence." 

Because if they really care about the future of our children, they would 
send support to neighboring Gadsden county, which has the highest infant 
mortality rate in the country. And they would do something to change the 
fact that one in five American children currently lives in poverty. And they 
also might supiM>rt comprehensive prenatal care for women and child care 
for all working mothers. 

But so far, Bush and certainly fundamentalist/terrorist groups such as 
Operation Rescue have done nothing in that direction. Instead, they omtinue 
to preach from their pulpits, condemning women who exercise control over 
their reproductive rights. 

Their belligerence is all the more insulting coming from a society that 
makes it increasingly difficult for women to afford children. 

With more women either wanting or having to enter into the work force, 
businesses are still firing female employees once they announce they're 
pregnant. And to make matters worse, many hustonds are still refusing to 
evenly share the responsibilities of child rearing, and three-fourths of divorced 
dads are neglecting to pay child support. 

Working mothers are also still forced to spend a large portion of their 
paychecks on child care, and considering the fact that women earn only 71 
cents to a man's dollar, that's enough of a financial strain to place them and 
their children in the poor house. 

Nevertheless, the rhetoric of the anti-abortion movement continues to 
senselessly bash women, as if men have nothing to do whatsoever with 
impregnating women. They continue to call women sluts and whores, while 
they idolize virile studs and sports stars who brag about "loving and leaving" 
countless numbers of women. 

But despite all of the blatant hypocrisy of the anti-abortion movement, it 
looks as though it will emerge a winner this summer, when the Supreme 
Court will most likely uphold a restrictive Pennsylvania law that challenges 
many of the main tenets of Roe. 

For many women fat least those who can't afford private physicians), life- 
threatening back-alley abortions with coat hangers and unlicensed doctors 
will once again become a dominant reality. The number of hmneless mothers 
and children will continue to skyrocket with little help from our uncaring, 
paternalistic government. 

All of this, and anti-abortionists won't even see their so-called goal 
accomplished. That is, the number of abortions will not decline. One in three 
pregnancies will continue to be terminated, just as they have been for the 
last 100 years. The only difference is that many women will die in the process. 

Unfortunately, it may take this country another bloody go-around to see 
that women's wombs cannot and should not be controlled by a hypocritical, 
male-oriented society. 

It will be an unfortunate and costly mistake, indeed.

AIDS Is genocide 

Editor: 

Black people wouldn't be so paranoid if **they" 
weren't trying to kill us. Some people think that's 
a joke but those people don't know that the United 
States government (the Navy especially) has been 
developing biological warfare agents that ^lectively 
infect and kill specific racial groups for 40 years. 
New ethnic warfare is here. Given the history of 
race relations in this country, which racial group 
do you think they targeted first?

Three candidates were investigated for bio- 
warfare potential: a) Valley Fever— the Navy's 
pet-has been found to be 10 times more infective 
to Blacks than whites.

One problem was how to test such a weapon, say, 
if you were a white supremacist regime in the good 
ole U.S.A. (Union of South Africa'^ w^n y r.,, ^pn't. 



Not really anyway. You simulate it. By spreading 
a non-fatal infectious disease in a similar manner 
in a target population, you obtain a perfect model 
of how the weapon virus will behave.

Anyway, A Survey of CBW (1968) documents that 
this Vervet Monkey disease was sent to Germany, 
the World Health Organization, and the U.S.A.'s 
(both of them).

NOW officials: IVIeggs' 
adult video crackdown 
doesn't help women

National Organization for Women ofHcials say even though State 
Attorney Willie Meggs' recent crackdown on the adult video market 
may drive X-rated films out of easy awess, they don't approve of his 

motives. 

"It sounds to me like a witch hunt of sorts and I'd be very afraid it 
might be carried into other areas," Brenda Joyner, vice president of 
the Tallahassee chapter of NOW and co-director of the Feminist 
Women's Health Center, said Tuesday. 

Beginning late last year, Meggs sent letters to 18 video stores warning 
them that some tapes they had available for rental may be obscene and 
therefore illegal. In response, more than half of the stores pulled X- 
rated tapes from their shelves 

Jo Conte, president of the Tallahassee chapter of NOW, said even 
if Meggs is trying to eliminate something NOW would like to see gone, 
his motives are entirely different from NOW's. 

"The reason for Meggs' action is probably his relation to the right 
wing," Conte said Monday. "We have well documented Meggs' 
connection with anti-abortion organizations. It's very difficult to believe 
his interests are in women's freedom." 

Meggs did not return messages to his home Tuesday evening. 

As it stands, NOW does not have an official position on the state 
attorney's crackdown. As for pornography itself, the issue has been put 
on the backburner as the possibility of women losing the right to choose 
to have an abortion becomes closer to reality, Conte said. 

The issue of how to deal with problems related to pornography, such 
as the exploitation of women in the sex industry, has traditionally been 
a volatile one among feminist movements in the U.S. 

Speaking for herself, Joyner said she didn't support Meggs because 
his action won't correct the problem of exploitation of women. 

"This approach is not going to solve the problem," Joyner said 
Tuesday. "I don't think it clarifies any of the issues here." 

One issue raised is censorship. The First Amendment provides 
protection for free expression and Meggs may be ignoring that, Joyner 
said. She added that Meggs' job is to enforce the law and not set 
community standards. 

"Where do you draw the line? Who gets to define 'community

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Provost candidate Skidmore vows 
shared leadership, decisiveness

Decisive leadership 
combined with an effort 
to share power and 
authority will 
characterise the Florida 
^ate University Pro- 
vost position if he gets 
the job, according to 
provost candidate Max 
J. Skidmore. 

*i consult with the 
people that are going to 
be affected before I 
make a decision," Skid- 
more told a dozen facul 
ty and staff assembled m Ruby Diamond Auditorium 
Tuesday. "But I'm firm and decisive, flexible. I am 
willing to admit mistakes and proceed." 

Skidmore, dean of the University of Missouri in 
Kansas City's College of Arts and Sciences, said the 
position of university provost includes an obligation 
to work with the state Legislature and political 
officials to encourage the maximum amount of 
funding for that university, he said. 

Skidmore said one of FSU's weaknesses is funding 
and the issue would be a priority if he wins the 
position. 

"It is very important for the provost to work with 
deans and with the president and with the faculty to 
educate the community to the need for better funding 
for universities." Skidmore said. 

The goal of the university should be teaching. 



research and service, according to Skidmore. He said 
there should also be gender and racial equality among 
faculty. 

"One should lead by example," he added. 

Skidmore also emphasize it's important that a 
university administration deal openly. There will 
always be some mispicion between i^mimstration and 
faculty, he acknowledged, but an open-door policy 
would help to keep this at a minimum, he said. 

Skidmore is one of three finalists for the job of 
provost. Two others under consideration are Susan 
Opava Stitzer, who chairs the University of Puerto 
Rico's physiology department, and FSU Interim 
Provost Robert Glidden. Glidden, an insider, is 
considered to have an advantage in the race. 

Of Glidden's perceived advantage Skidmore said: 
"I haven't been here long enough to know the political 
ramafications of the situation, but I'm ^nfident that 
the search is an open one." 

Skidmore said he likes what he sees at FSU and 
that the school is world class by every measure. 

*T know many departments in the Ivy League and 
the Big Ten, for example, that aren't nearly as good 
as the departments here at Florida State." 

The university is of such top-notch quality that it 
is important to educate the local community on just 
how good the university is, he said. 

"You can never have too much interaction with the 
community," he said. "I think too frequently people 
underestimate the importance of community 
interaction." 

"It's important not only to bring the community 
onto the campus . . . but to take the university into 
the community," he added.

standard'?" Joyner said. 

Leslie Ray, president of Florida State University's 
chapter of NOW, agreed the line has to be drawn at 
some point.

Third World countries possess valuable knowledge 
in the field of low income housing— knowledge that 
developed nations such as the U.S. could use to 
improve their own housing programs, says l*'londa 
State University associate Professor Charles 
Connerlv. 

"Traditionally, the attitude has been that developed 
nations need to teach things to Third World nat ions. 
Connerlv, who teaches urban and regional phinnmg, 
said Tuesday. "Now we realize that we can learn 
something from them. This can lead to a greater 
global understanding." 

To help lead to better understanding in the local 
community, a series of lectures on the topic will be 
held at FSU throughout the semester. The series, 
sponsored by the Federal National Mortgage 
Association (known as Fannie Mae), begins tonight 
with a roundtable discussion introducing lessons that 
can be learned from Third World nations. 

According to Connerly, less-developed nations have 
had more experience with low-income housing 
because they have had huge migrations into their 



urban centers. 

"An example of some programs they have is self- 
help housing, where the future residents and other 
non-professional builders help construct their homes," 
he said. 

Connerly said Thud World nations may possess 
heightened insight into the problem because they 
have long dealt with a problem that developing 
nations are only now recognizing— limited natural 
resources. 

The series of 12 lectures will include local speakers 
from FSU and Florida A&M University as well as 
speakers from other universities and agencies, 
according to Connerly. who is a series organizer. FSU 
is one of only three universities chosen from the field 
of 12 to receive a $12,000 grant The oth<'r universities 
receiving grants were the University of California at 
Los Angeles and the University of L'tah. 

The lectures are free and open to the public, with 
a reception following each one. They will lake place 
every Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. for the remainder of 
the semester, excepting the W'ednesday of spring 
break. The first two will be in 204 business building, 
with all the remaining in 314 Union.

in our hands and go to Vietnam, then we're good for 
them." 

Not everyone at the shelter is as angry as Burley 
over their circumstances. But they did agree that 
society should pay more attention to the homeless, 
instead of dismissing them as bums and washouts. 

"That's the worst attitude possible," sedd Roger Leo 
Dautel, who calls himself Telstar." "They only need 
a little help to lead a normal life." 

He said lawmakers should set up more job programs 
for the homeless, and he called on people to donate 
clothes and food to the homeless. 

"A lot of these people are too proud to ask for help," 
said Dautel, who with his clean clothes, neatly combed 
hair and polite manner looked like the real-estate 
salesman he once was. 

The 40-year-old Cleveland native said he "pretty 
much dropped out of society" after his divorce and has 
been homeless since 1985. 



Two years later he wound up in prison for breaking 
into a store, and is currently out on bond after recently 
being jailed on charges of trespassing. A self- 
proclaimed preacher, Dautel added he will attend 
Tallahassee Community College in the summer and 
hopes to be a veterinarian. 

But for such dreams to come true, homeless people 
need to feel dignity and pride in themselves, Burley 
said, adding that the shelter makes its guests" feel 
they are people of status in the community. 

"When you're a street person, you get money from 
the federal government, get some food stamps and you 
can*t save a cent," Burley said. "This place here, they 
help you out . . . This place is an example of society 
helping society." 

But Mel Eby, the shelter's director, talks about the 
shelter in more pedestrian terms. 

"(I'm sure) they would rather be in a motel room 
if they had the money," Eby said with a laugh. "I 
don't find the canvas cots anywhere near comfortable 
sleeping conditions . . . This is no Hilton. But it's 
much better than living in abandoned, unheated 
buildings."

Gamasakhurdia, elected by a landslide in May but 
then accused by a widely supported opposition 
coalition of becoming a dictator, was driven from 
power Jan. 6 and fled to Armenia. He returned to a 
western Georgia stronghold last week but has not 
been seen in public for several days. 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia— In a further erosion 
of the Yugoslavia federation, secessionist Macedonia 
Tuesday ordered its personnel from the federal 
Foreign Ministry and invited Macedonians serving 
in the Serbian-led Yugoslav army to join the 
republic's defense forces if they wish. 

At the same time, Croatia issued its first formal 
protest of alleged Serbian truce violations since it 
gained international recognition as an independent

GENEVA-The 39-nation U.N. Disarmament

WASHIN(nON-The Justice Department 
Tuesday rejected Georgia's entire reapportionment 
plan on grounds of racial discrimination, but approved 
a plan to move the state's presidential primary up to 
March 3. 

The Justice Department said the reapportionment 
plan, approved by the Georgia General Assembly in 
a special session last summer, would illegally dilute 
minority voting strength in the state. Georgia's 
population is 27 percent black. 

WASHINGTON-The Supreme Court Tuesday 
let stand a ruling that may force Domino's Pizza to 
made an exception to its no-beard policy for black 
workers with a skin condition irrated by shaving. 

The court, without comment, refused to disturb a 
decision of the 8th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals that 
the company's refusal to let any worder grow a beard 
discriminates against sufferers of a skin condition 
known as pseudofolliculitis barbae (PFB). 




MIAMI— Cuban Americans called the Havana 
execution of an exile insurgent leader an act of 
desperation by Cuban President Fidel Castro and 
renewed their call Tuesday for U.S. sanction of 
paramilitary raids into Cuba.

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Success a Sura 
thing at FSU

A bi^^ reason for the Florida State 
Scnunolt's" early success in the 
Atlantic Coast Conference has been 
the surprism^f play of IByear old 
l^uard Bob Sura, a freshman with a 
f^reat ability to handle the ball, a 
sweet three-point touch and a hair- 
cut straif^'ht out of Hoosicrs. 

As FSU crept into their first 
basketball season in the ACC. coach 
Pat Kennedy knew he'd have to 
prepare^ his young squad to face 
strong teams they'd never played 
before teams he'd never coached 
against. And he'd have to do it with 
a vital lack of senior leadership. 

The young Seminole team (10-4, 
3-2) has responded, winning three 
conference contests on the road. 

Sura is fourth on the team in scor- 
ing (12.8 points per game) and he's 
first in three-pointers (54.5 percent). 
And although sophomore Charlie 
Ward has re-claimed the starting 
point guard position, Sura still 
averages 28 minutes of court-time 
per game. 

Kennedy, whose last four 
recruiting classes have been rank 
ed among the nation's top-25, sees 
a bright future for Sura. 

"He's one of the top five freshmen 
in the ACC . . . and I think that's 
really an honor," Kennedy said last 
Thursday. 

The 6 5 Sura was, in fact, named 
ACC Freshman of the Week after 
scoring 19 against top ranked Duke, 
16 against Virginia and a team- 
leading 22 against UNC-Ashville. 

Sura said success allows him 
strive for higher goals than he 
originally expected. 

"My goal, coming in, was definite- 
ly just to play," Sura said. "But, you 
know, Fve started a couple of 
games. And I've re-set my goals . . . 
to try and become a ^rter in- 
sistently and to keep working 
hard." 

In the meantime, Sura is FSU's 



first sub off the bench. 
Kennedy says Sura's 
gotten a lot of playing 
time b<'cause he's work 
ed hard and earned it. 

"Your players have to 
know that if they earn 
(playing timet they're 
going to get it," Ken 
nedy said. "In the case 
of Bobby, he's playmg 
almost 30 min- 
utes a game be- 
cause he earns it 
every day. 

"He's . , . showed 
he has that ability 
certainly has surfaced 
faster than most people 
would have thought," 
Kennedy said. 

Like most freshmen 
away from home for the 
first time, Sura says the 
adjustment wasn't easy 
at first. But he says that 
life off the basketball 
court, like life on it, has 
finally come around. 

"When I first got here 
I kind of struggled a lit- 
tle bit," Sura said "But 
now I've met new friends and it's 
kind of been a pretty easy adjust 
ment for me . . . now, this is home. 

"It's definitely a lot of fun." Sura 
said. "It s a change for me, coming 
to the South. But I'm enjoying 
school and I'm having a lot of fun." 

Sura played his prep ball at 
G.A.R. Memorial, a small school in 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., and was voted 
the state's best small-school player 
his senior year. Sura once scored 68 
in a single game and averaged 34 
ppg his senior season. But he was 
still unsigned going into the 
NCAA's late signing-period. 

Kennedy, who played college ball 
at Kinpi College (in Wilkes-Barre), 
learned that Sura was still 
available and he decided to take a 
look.

He went to school in Wilkes- 
Barre, where I'm from, and he has 
a lot of contacts back there."" Sura 
said. "His former coach contacted 
him about me and then they began 
recruiting me." 

After eventually vi.-^itiiig and he 
ing recruited by several other 
schools, Sura decided that laUa- 
hassee, Florida State and Kennedy 
were all right for him. 

"I visited St. Joseph's, I visited 
Connecticut and I visited Duquesne 
in Pittsburg," said Sura. "But I 
think the relationship with coach 
Kennedy caused me to &»ne here. 
If you feel comfortable with a coach 
. . . that's the place you need to go." 
Kennedy attributes Sura's success

In a game that promised to be one of the best 
matchups of the year for the Florida State Lady 
Semmoles, the Duke Blue Devils fell flat on their 
collective faces and FSU coasted to an easy 67-55 win 
before 532 in TuUy Gym Tuesday night.

It's very 
tough to win (in the ACC) and these type of games 
just don't come around very often," Meadors said.

And they don't come if your team doesn't play well 
either. That, however, wasn't a problem for FSU as 
sharp shooting guard Danielle Ryan led the 
Semmoles with 20 points, hitting 9 of 12 field-goal 

attempts. 

"(Ryan) never ceases to amaze me with how 
accurate she is," Meadors said. 

In fact, the whole Seminole squad found hitting the 
basket an easy task. FSU shot 57.7 percent for the 
game and 60 percent in the first half while holding 
Duke to those 17 first-half points. 

"1 thought we came out in the first half and played

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Norwood puts "the kick" in perspective

MINNEAPOLIS-Roughing the kicker took new 
meaning Tuesday when Scott Norwood of the Buffalo 

Bills faces his heaviest onslaught of questions since 
his missed field goal ended last year's Super Bowl. 

Media Day at Super Bowl XXVI had no bigger story 
than the return of Norwood, whose wide-right 
attempt preserved the New York Giants' 20-19 
triumph in the Bills' first trip to the NFL 
championship game. 

"I'm not somebody that's oriented toward looking 
at the past," Norwood said. 

He has h(H'n shadowed all season by the t»xperience. 
When asked what he learned from the blown kick, 
he said: "From a particular kick, as a kicker you learn 
no more from it. It turned out to be a very important 
kick in that particular game. What I've learned is how 
to come back under unusual circumstances" 

Unusual indeed. A team that had never been to the 
Super Bowl pranced in as a touchdown favorite and 
51-3 winner of its AFC championship game and left 
one point short, 

"I'm an optimist." Norwood said "i lcx"»k at territ'ic 
support, from fans in BufTalo. my family, coaches on 
this team, the players" 

The kick was 47 yards on Florida grass, a 
combination of distance and surface Norwood had 
never conquered before. 

"Many 47-yarders are missed. " he said. "This one 
was focused on more than any other because of the 
circumstances." 

Now, standing on the Metrodome turf. Norwood was 
asked it he w ants another crack at winning football s 
biggest game. 

'T want to win," he said. ■"There's a reason I've 
kicked in the NFL. 1 relish any opportunity to go out 
there and kick " 

Over and over, Norwood would talk about the 



aftermath of the In ltd kick. He loses patience when 
asked about the kick itself. 

"Regurgitate, regurgitate," he said. 'T keep 
plugging the word perspective." 

When reminded that many reporters don't live m 
Buffalo and haven't heard him "regurgitate" 
Norwood wearily said: "So what's the question?" 

"When did you know the kick was no good'^*" 

"After you kick it, see it sailing" he said with 
an nova nee. 

Buffalo center Kent Hull remembers thinking all 
of Norwood's kicks start out to the right and curve in. 

"I can't remember who I was blocking," Hull said. 
"He \s a> huge, Knc Dorsry UKiybe. I couldn't see. Then 
I started putting body English on it. I almost died" 

Hull said what Norwood won't let himself say: "It 
would bo perfect" for Norwood to win this game. 

In hockey's Edmonton Oilers were eliminated 

from the St;uile\ Cup playotVs when their defenseman, 
Ste\e Smith, put the puck in his team's net. The next 
\t'ar. the Oilers rt\laimed the Cup, Upon accepting 
It. then captain Wayne Gretzky shoved the trophy to 
Smith 

"Scotty would probably get a ride otf the field," Hull 
said. 

That probably wouldn't move Norwood as much as 
his reception from Buffalo's fans last winter. They 
chanted that they loved him. 

"CitMng back to BufTahi . . " Norwood siud, his voice 
trailing off. his head shaking in appreciation. "That 
said a lot about the fans back in Buffalo.

More than 80 anti-abortion demonstrators 
rallied in front of the Old C'apitol Wednesday, 
revelling in Tuesda\ 's Supreme Court decision 
to review a restrictive abortion law that 
challenges many of the main tenets of Roe vs. 
Wade. 

"I think it's wonderful," said Louise Borrink. 
who like many other demonstrators was holding 
up signs that read "Jesus Heals and Forgives" 
and "Abortion Kills Children." 

Borrink was elated over news that 
Pennsylvania's anti-abortion law will be h(»ard 
by the conservative Supreme Court m April. 
Like many others she predicts the court will 
overturn the landmark 1973 Roe decision, 
which legalized a woman's right to an aliortion. 

According to Borrink and some of her fellow 
demonstrators, the court's w illingness to review 
the Pennsylania law is a victory in itself for the 
anti-abortion movement. And, she said, it is the 
result of a society that is better educated on 
abortion. 

"It's good for people to be better informed, if 
it's the right kind of information," Borrink said. 
"If they're telling them that murdering babies 
is wrong, then I'm all for that." 

Borrink accused most abortion clinics of being 
corrupt, so much so that they perform abortions 
on women who aren't even pregnant (see related 
story, page 5). 

"They're out for money and that's wrong," she 
said. 

Florida State University senior John 
Northern also thinks the Supreme Court did the 
right thing in agreeing to hear the 
Pennsylvania case this spring. He said the days 
are numbered for Roe, which celebrated its 19th

The U.S. Supreme Court w ill not 
overturn the landmark Roe rs 
Wade decision, which lej^alized 
abortion, when it reviews a restric- 
tive Pennsylvania ant i abortion law 
in April, local legal experts and 
abortion activists say. 

But aboition rights tor women ai'e 
still in serious jeopardy, they are 
quick to add. because the Hii^h 
Court is likely to use the Penn 
sylvania case to give states even 
more power to restrict those rights. 

"I think the strategy that the 
court has embarked on is not to 
overrule Roe v. Wade outright but 
to erode abortion rights incremen 
tally, basically to undermine Roe v. 
Wade bit by bit," Nat Stern, who 
teaches constitutional law at 
Florida State University's College 
of Law, said Wednesday. 

Steven Gey, another FSU con- 
stitutional law professor, agreed. 

"Abortion rights would definite 
ly be curtailed in the country," he 
said. 'There's no doubt about that." 

Stern and Gey pointed out that 
the Supreme Court did not say it 
would pass a ruling on Roe v. Wade. 

Instead, they said, the High Court 
would only consider whether some 
provisions of the Pennsylvania 
.statute— such as requiring women 
to get permission from their 
husbands before getting

Students support FSU criminology 
professor given the department ax

The firing of a Florida State 
University criminology teaching 
assistant 10 minutes into his class 
sparked a protest on the steps of the 
Bellamy Building Wednesday 
afternoon. 

Jay Stephens says he was notified 
of his termination by interim Dean 
Gordon Waldo during his 3:35 p.m. 
senior-level criminology class, 
Criminal a nd Delin qnont fiphavinr, — 
made up of 139 students. 



The three-line letter, dated Jan. 
16, read, "Effective immediately, 
your services as a Teaching Assis- 
tant in the School of Criminology 
and Criminal Justice are no longer 
required." 

"I have been terminated without 
explanation," Stephens told roughly 
100 students who gathered on the 
Bellamy steps. "Gordon Waldo 
refused to tell me why they fired 
me."

according to Florida State University law professor 
Steven Gey, one of three panelists for the discussion. 

Another panelist, Jo Conte— president of the 
Tallahassee chapter of the National Organization for 
Women-^said the Jacksonville case is a blatant 
example of sexual harassment and should not be 
tolerated. 

"The attempt to humiliate exerts a power over 
another person, " Conte said Wednesday. 

But Gey. who speciali/o'^ in constitutional law, 
cautioned that another positive ruling for the case's 
plaintiff could reinforce some dangerous trends. For 
instance, he said it could make it easier for businesses 
to restrict employees' freedom of speech on issues such 
as di.scussions of worker unionization. 

"That's the sort of danger in these cases," Gey said 
"They could apply this d(x:trine in a broader fashion. "

It's hardly a secret that democratic pretensions to the contrary, the Florida 
Legi.slature m essence is a neo-dictatorship comprised of well heeled lobbyi.sts 
who ply legislators with hunting trips and campaign funds: An undemocratic 
institution run by business for business— not by and for the people of Florida, 

It's the reason why many Floridians are apathetic and don't vote. And 
despite the condescending lectures about people getting the government they 
deserve (a partial truth), the sense of powerlessness is real and verified nearly 
every time the average person picks up their paper and reads about the 
unethical, mce.stuous relationship between lobbyists and legislators. 

An odious, anti Democratic bill sponsored by Senate Appropriations 
Committee chair Bud Gai dner contributes gi'eatly to the public's perception 
that legislators function primarily as the cat's paw for corporate interests— 
instead of representatives of the people. 

Gardner's bill seeks to deny Florida's students the right to voluntarilv 
contribute their activities and services fees to worthy groups like the Florida 
Public Interest Research Group. 

An offshoot of Ralph Nader's consumer movement, PIRG has since its 
inception trained thousands of .students to do research on all sorts of issues: 
utilities, landlord tenant laws, offshore oil drilling and the list goes on. The 
group compiles reports on these issues and then reports its findings to the 
public. It's good, old-fashioned participatory democracy. 

Uirfwtun^ly, FPIRGis also perceived as a threat by the coiporate interests 
who run our universities and government. Witness the numerous attempts 
over the years, by politicians and bureaucrats alike, to obstruct the will of 
the majority who vote to fund PIRG. 

What then are we to make of Gardner's proposal? He claims FPIRG isn't 
accountable to students. Sorry, Bud, that dog not only doesn't hunt, it doesn't 
fish either. 

In fact Bud, that dog should be put to sleep. 

FPIRG is only allowed to exist when a majority of the student body on a 
particular campus signs petitions approving of the group. And, as Gardner 
well knows, once the group is established, the individual student cau vote 
to waive the funding fee. 

If this isn't accountablity, we don't know what is. Why. we must ask, is 
Bud Gardner seeking to throttle student democracy? Beats us. He's a hack, 
some would say, if not a front man for vested economic interests who object 
to FPIRG's impact on their ability to turn a profit by any means necessary. 

The newt it that Gardner's veiled attempt to shut down student 
participatory democracy will probably not succeed. 

So far, no one has mme forward to co-sponsor Gardner's valentine to the 
lobbyist-dictatorship. But if Gardner's bill does somehow make it out of 
committee, we hope legislators aren't dumb enough to sign on to Ciardner s 
scheme to defund the university system's token nod to real democracy.

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Local abortion providers criticize 
former Texas provider Everett

Abortion providers in Tallahassee 
strongly disputed claims by a 
former clinic owner that unsafe, un- 
neccessary abortions were perform- 
ed purely for profit at her clinic in 
Texas, and said the unethical prac- 
tices would not be possible in 
Florida. 

The speech by provider turned- 
activist Carol Everett Tuesday 
night at Leon High Schcx)! was met 
by shock and outrage from local 
clinic administrators. And they 
questioned Wednesday her 
credibility and motivation for com- 
ing forward with the allegations. 

"Carol Everett was a very 
unethical provider of services and 
she does not represent this field," 
said Lynn Rosenthal, director of 
North Florida Women's Health and 
Counseling Services, a for-profit 
clinic in Tallahassee. '*We are here 
to provide safe, legal abortions to 
women who want them. 

"We're certamly not in it to make 
money.** 

Rosenthal, who said she is the 
highest paid member on staff with 
an annual salary of $19,500, 
reported that her clinic has never 
made a profit bod that the kind of 
money Everett made seems 
ridiculously high for someone in 
that field. 

Everett said she was making 
$260,000 a year before she left the 
clinic five years ago because of a 
change in conscience brought about 
by a religious conversion. Prior to 



leaving the Dallas-based operation, 
Everett said she and other staff in- 
tentionally "marketed and sold 
abortions" for profit, sometimes 
coercing patients or duping them 
entirely. 

The clinic was busted after 
employees were caught performing 
the procedure on non-pregnant 
women. 

"T worked on straight 
commission— $25 per abortion and 
you better believe I was aggressive 
about sales," Everett said Tuesday. 
'T saw the death of 35,000 babies 
and 20 women in my time there. It's 
the largest unregulated industry in 
this country next to drugs." 

But abortion providers contend 
the profession— like any other 
health care profession— is carefully 
regulated. In Florida, abortion 
clinics are regulated by both the 
Department of Health and 
Rehabilitative Services and the 
Department of Professional 
Regulation. 

"The physicians and the clinic are 
required to meet all the same laws 
as every other health care provider, 
and the regulations currently in 
place certainly protect the health 
and welfare of women," said Rosen 
thai, who is also president of the 
Florida Abortion Council. "The 
practices (Everett) described are 
things I've never heard of and they 
would absolutely not happen in 
Florida.** 

Some oi the practices Everett 
alluded to from her clinic days in 
elude some dubious testing for 



pregnancy, aggressive promotion of 
abortion as the only option for un- 
wanted pregnancies, and even per- 
forming the procedure on non- 
pregnant women or on women 
whose term was further along than 
the law permitted for abortion. 

"I was amazed at some of the 
things she said she did— that she'd 
be so unscrupulous to do them and 
that the state of Texas would allow 
it to go on," said Brenda Joyner, co- 
director of the Feminist Women's 
Health Center, a not-for-profit 
Tallahassee clinic. "I know of no in- 
.stances where a clinic would let that 
sort of thing go on. There's too many 
checks and balances in the system 
allows those practices. 

"Her clink was clearly an abhor- 
ration." 

Joyner, whose clinic uses a sliding 
fee scale between $0 and $220 per 
abortion, said her clinic does not re- 
ly on the traditional HCG urine 
pregnancy test, but that doctors 
wait until the patient's uterus has 
enlarged beyond the non-pregnant 
size. She also said the clinic's 
counselors refer any undecided pa- 
tient to professional counselors to 
reach a decision on whet her to carry 
the pregnancy to term. 

"We don't have a stake in her (a 
woman's) decision one wav or 
another. W'e regularly assist women 
who simply lack the money to bring 
a child into this world," said Joyner, 
whose clinic received more than 
4.000 visits in 1990 on a $250,000 
budget "We provide information 
and resource counseling that in-

"If either (David) Souter and (Clarence)

The Supreme Court agreed Tuesday to decide 
whet^ « ^^ma^tv«Mft Mtt^^vtion law 
violates the privacy provisions in the U.S. 
CoiiMitution. 

Many pro-choice advocates fear that the co^rt, 
in reviewii^ the Pen^Ivania statute, will 
overturn or further limit the scope of the 1973 
Roe ctm. A ruling is ei^Mted in July. 

"The question of what they would do is 
^Mulative at this nwment/' said Brenda 



Joyner, a prominent Tallahassee pro choice 
advocate and director of the Feminist Women's 
Health Center. " (But) we're expecting very bad 
news from the court." 

She said the high court has struck several 
blows to the pro-choice movement in the last 
decade. The 1989 W^ebster case, which 
empowered states to dwide on the legality of 
abortions, is such an example, Joyner said. 

"Should the court be so ridiculous as to 
overturn Roe v. Wade, they're inviting chaos," 
Joyner warnea, adding that many national 
surveys indicate that a majority of Americans 
say a woman should have the right to an 
abortion. 

But some legal experts offered some j^sitive 
news for pro-choice women in Florida. They 
pointed out abortion will remain legal in Florida 
even if Roe v. Wade is overturned, provided the 
privacy clause in the state constitution remains 
unchanged. 

"Whatever the Supreme Court does will not 
affect Florida," Stern said. "Even if the 



Supreme Court rules that a woman doesn't have 
a federal constitutional right for unfettered 
access to an abortion, she will still enjoy 
essentially that right under the Florida 
constitution." 

Florida's privacy provision does not require 
minors, those under 18 years of age, to get 
parental consent to have abortions. 

This does not sit well with anti abortionists 
such as Carole Griffm, president of Big Bend 
Right to Life. 

"( A minor) has the right of privacy to kill her 
unborn child, but (her parents) will have to pick 
up the expenses if a coniplication develops . . . 
That's deplorable," she said. 

11 the privacy claust is left alone by Florida 
lawmakers, (iriffin added, the state would fall 
into disgrace m the eyes of the nation. 

"Florida will be known as a pro death, anti- 
fannly stat-e," she said. "Florida will hv 
advertising, 'Come to Florida, get your abortion 
and recover on its beautilul beaches.' . . . 
Florida will become a mecca for abortions."

Pro-choicer Dot Gronert, who was among the 
first to arrive at the Capitol rally, says laws like 
Pennsylvania's pose a ^'eat danger to the rights 
and safety of women. 

"Men have choices— of the type of car he 
wants, brazui of liquor . . . and women should 
have a choice when it comes to their own 
i«dieil,"_^id Gronert.

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70,000 anti- 
abortionists 
hold rally in 
Washington

WASHTNGTON-More than 
70,000 anti abortion protesters from 
across the country rallied Wednes- 
day in the shadow of the White 
House and carried their message to 
the steps of the Supreme Court. 

"The nation is awash in a tidal 
wave of misplaced values," Sen. 
Jesse Helms, R-N.C , said during a 
one-hour rally prior to the march. 
If the Supreme Court overturns Roe 
vs. Wade, it will be "a significant 
beginning toward restoring prin- 
ciples and morality to the life of our 
country " 

The protest came only one day 
after the Supreme Court said it 
Would rule on a case that coule start 
the high court down a path leading 
toward a reversal of Roe v Wade, 
the 1973 decision that established 
a constitutional right to abortion. 
The Supreme Court said Tuesday it 
will rule on the constitutionality of 
a Pennsylvania law that restricts 
access to abortion. 

President Bush, speaking to the 
crowd by telephone, expressed his 
admiration for the massive group's 
"commitment and dedication" and 
described as "unconscionable" the 
number of abortions performed in 
the United States every year. 

"I will fight any federal funding 
for abortion," Bush said. "All life is 
a precious gift and each human has 
intrinsic dignity and respect." 

The crowd, toting a sea of pro- 
vocative placards and banners, 
roared its approval following the 
message from the president and 
other pro-life advocates. 

Many in the crowd, estimated by 
the U.S. Park Service to be m excess 
of 70,000 people, held aloft enlarg 
ed photographs of horribly 
mutilated fetuses that they said 
were the result of abortions per- 
formed in the final trimester of 
pregnancy. 

Tom Balek, 16, from Pittsburgh, 
di.splayed a poster of a decapitated 
baby's head held by forceps over a 
petrie dish. The caption under the 
photograph said the head was found 
in a plastic bag outside "the biggest 
abortion mill in history "located in 
Houston. 

"Fm here ^ause I'm supporting 
Pittsburgh pro-lifers," Balek said. 
"Tm agaiMt abortion uniter any cir- 
cumstances." 

Some anti-abortion protesters 
tended toward even greater 
histrionics. 

Paul Orman from Sunrise, Fla., 
came clad in a physician's surgical 
smock that was splattered with 
what was supposed to represent 
blood from an aborted fetus and 
thomi^s^^llttrs of play money 
stuck in his pocket. His companion, 
Ray Miller from Baltimore, wore 
the black cape and cowl of the grim 
reaper and carried the sickle of 
death.

Rosenthal, whose clinic also pro- 
motes adoption and other options, 
said she regularly tells clients they 
needn't leave her office with a deci- 
sion. She said the decision should be 
a well thought-out, informed one 
based on how to best meet the 
woman's own cicumrtaMes. 

Rosenthal also countered 
Everett's suggestion that abortion 
providers were only in it for the 
money, saying that abortions, like 
any other form of health care, 
should be free. 

"This clinic is in constant finan- 
cial crisis, but we must charge a fee 
to be able to provide the service," 
said Rosenthal, whose clinic 
charges $250 per abortion and per- 
forms between 15 and 20 a week. 
"What (Everett) did was run a 
highly unethical business and I'm 
glad she's not providing abortions 
anymore."

repeatedly with the radio antenna because she asked 
her daughter to return a blanket, 

Hudson suffered lacerations to her head, chest, back 
and arms and was taken by ambulance to Tallahassee 
Community Hospital where she was treated and 
released. 

Hudson's daughter, Mary Wester, 34, of the same 
address, was charged with aggravated battery and 
taken to the Leon County Jail. She is bt^ing held on 
$6,000 bond. Also, the suspect's husband, (roorge 
Wester Jr., was given a trespass warning against 
returning to Hudson's house. 

TPD spokesperson Phil Kiracofe said that it isn't 
unusual for a victim of a crime such as this to ask 
that a trespass warning be issued for anyone she 
perceived to be a threat. Kiracofe said he thinks 
Hudson perceives George Wester as a threat. 

Rape suspect arrested 

TPD investigators arrested a Tallahassee man 
Tuesday for a sexual battery that occurred Jan. 15, 

Garrett said. 

The 18-year old victim reported she met Joe 
Pacifico, 25, of 2233 Foster Drive, at a FSU fraternity 
party on the night of the attack and agreed to ride 
with him to another party. Pacifico drove around the 
city pretending to be lost then took the victim to his 
apartment. The victim was told not to make any noise 
that might awaken his roommates, and then escorted 
to his bedroom. 

Once in the bedroom, Pacifico allegedly raped the 
victim. After the rape, Pacifico drove the victim back 
home. She sought treatment at Tallahassee Memorial 
Regional Medical Center and notified the police. 

Pacifico was arrested Tuesday afternoon and 
charged with sexual battery and kidnapping to 
facilitate a felony. He was taken to the Leon County 
Jail and given a $15,000 bond. Pacifico is also on pre- 
trial release for charges of grand theft and resisting 
an officer in Panama City.

"As it turns out. he had got the letter," Waldo said. 
"One of the first things he said when I got there was 
that he would sue the university . . . and then he 
continued to talk to the class. 

"1 was trying to avoid a confrontation between two 
graduate students in front of the class. That was why 
I was involved," Waldo added. 

He would not go on record about the department's 
decision to fire Stephens in the middle of the 
.semester— an action Waldo said is very irregular. 
Waldo wouldn't irivr the department's reasons 
becau.se, he said, they would look badly on Stephens. 
Also, the department Riu.st be careful in case Stephens 
follows through with a lawsuit, he added, 

"Let's just say he was not fulfilling the conditions 
of the graduate teaching assistant contract," Waldo 
allovvcd, 

H<" added that the department will not drop 
Stephens (vnm its doctoral program. 

Stephens, however, offered several reasons for why 
he was fired. One involved the fact he mis.sed two 
classes last week because he had to have arthro.scopic 
surgery on his knee at Duke University m Durham, 
N.C. 

"It's cf)mmon practice for professors to take leave 
(for medical procedures)," Stephens added. 

But he said that when he went to his program's co- 
director William Doerner to tell him he needed. the 
time off, he got a hostile reaction. 

"I was lectured by Professor Doerner. I was basically 
told to shut up and listen," Stephens said "They 
never asked me the reason (I needed time oil). Bill 
Doerner said, 'You must be there ' " 

Doerner was not in his Bellamy office at 4:50 p.m., 
when the protest was winding down, and he could not 
be reached for comment at his home later in the 
evening. 

Stephens .s^ud he had also taken criticism for a social 
policy class he taught last year. But he says he didn't 
want to teach the class in the first place because, as 



he admits, he was not truly qualified to teach it. 

His students received higher grades than the 
department would have liked to have seen, he said, 
but he refused to lower the grades. 

"I'm not going to bring the grade-point average 
down," Stephens said. 

As for Stephens* students, they were lining up to 
express overwhelming support for him. 

"Class ends right now," senior Kim Carpenter said 
as she looked at her watch. "If he's no good, why are 
we still here?" 

"Professor Stephens gives the most comprehensive, 
up to date information available. If the 
administration would like a copy of my notes, I would 
be glad to give it to them," said Brenda Andrews. "If 
we can't have Professor Stephens, I want my money 
back." 

"I've been here five years and I've never had a 
better teacher than this guy. I've learned more in the 
past two weeks than I did in the previous semester," 
fifth-year senior Larry Howard said. 

Some students were also angry at the way the TA 
was told to leave. 

"Why didn't they do this at the beginning of the 
semester?" asked Brett Murphy. "I didn't even need 
another criminology class to graduate. He came in the 
first day and said, 'I'm excited. This is my area of 
expertise.' " 

The course's focus is on biological criminology with 
an emphasis on extreme violence, such as serial 
killers. Stephens suggested that his biological 
approach to the science displeased many of the higher 
ups in the department, which often have a sociological 
background. 

"The sociologists hate my guts," he said. 

Stephens was also given a tresspass notice that bars 
him from the classroom where the class is taught. 

FSU Police spokesperson, Jack Handley, confirmed 
that there had been a disturbance over "who was 
going to instruct a class" and that FSU Police 
responded. But he did not say much more than that 
because of the Buckley Amendment, which protects 
the records of all students, including teaching 
assistants.

Ousted President Zviad Gamsakhurdia stayed out of sight, but his 
supporters kept up their daily campaign of public demonstrations in Tbilisi, 
the capital, and other cities, demanding that he be returned to power 

BOGOTA, Colombia— Unidentified gunmen shot dead Cali radio 
journalist Carlos Alberto Llano Wednesday, two days before Colombia's 
president planned to take part in a memorial service lor another reporter 
killed last year, police said. 

Llano, who had received death threats for his attacks on alleged 
corruption in several government offices, worked at the Todelar radio 
network in Cali, 200 miles ^utheast of Bogota. 

MOSCOW— European Community meat, milk and butter hit 
Moscow and St. Petersburg stores this week, marking the first time 
Western food aid has l^n distributed through Russian retail outlets under 
market conditions, EC officials announced Wednesday. 

"This is an important innovation," said Michael Emerson, Moscow 
representative of the European Comijiission, the EC executive branch. He 
said selling EC food in shops would boost the Russian government's market 
reforms and thereby help to overcome the acute food crisis in Russia's two 
largest cities. 

ANKARA, Turkey-Russia has shown keen interet in a Turkish 

proposal to set up an economic grouping made up of countries with shores 
on the Black Sea, Turkish Foreign Mininster Hlkmet Cetin said 
Wednesday. 

Speaking with reporters on his return from a two-day visit to Moscow, 
Cetin said the Russians were not only keen about the original idea, but 
wanted to expand it to include other members of the Commonwealth of 
Independent States without shores on the Blade Sea.

WASHINGTON-Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., a key figure in the 

negotiations on U.S. loan guarantees for Israel, urged Wednesday that 
a compromise be worked out to avoid a fight that could damage U.S. -Israeli 
relations. 

Israel is seeking $10 billion worth of loan guarantees to help pay the 
costs of absorbing the wave of immigration from the Soviet Union, but 
U.S. critics do not want the money used to build new settlements in 
occupied Arab lands. 

LOS ANGELES— Charles Keating, Jr., former head of Lincoln 
Savings and Loan who was convicted of fraud in the bilking of 23,000 
investors who bought $250 million worth of junk bonds, won a 60-day delay 
Wednesday in his sentencing. 

Superior Court Judge Lance Ito ordered Keating to appear April 10 
for sentencing, when he could impost^ a maxium prison term of up to 10 
years. Keating's sentencing had been scheduled for Feb. 7. 

TRENTON, N.J.— Abortion and women's rights groups broadened 
a lobbying effort Wednesday to pressure the German pharmaceutical giant 
Hoechst AG into marketing a pill in the United States that induces 
abortion. 

The Feminist Majority Foundation campaign is targeting Hoechst's U.S. 
subsidiary, Hoechst Celanese Corp., because it has been preventing the 
Cerman company from makin^^ the pill, RU-486, available, foundation 
President Eleanor Smeal said at a news conference.

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Grim, murky Rush 
will sneak upon you

There are some films that hit the ground running, exploiting plot or 
action to nivolvf^ you from the first frame. Others take more tmie, drawing 
you out and then uito the conflicts of its characters. RUSH is the latter. 

Based on a novel by fomier undercover narcotics agent Kim Wozencraft, 
RUSH concerns attempts by veteran narc Jim Tiaynor (Jason Patric* and 
his rookie partner Kristen Gates (Jennifer Jason Leigh) to bust a local 
pornographer and nightclub owner, Will Gaines (Gregg AUmanK at the 
bequest of their fundamentalist-Christian police chief (Tony Frank). 

Filmed in grimy, dark locales, it is a film about the night, but it uses 
Its cinematography to subtly suggest rather than emphasize, so that you 
don't realize how murky it is until it's over. 

The subdued, somber tone suits the material. Rl^SH is a character piect 
about the slide into darkness. But rather than the menace being the world 
outside of the characters, as in such films as Hardcore and French 
Connection IL here the characters are their own worst enemies. 

Using a montage of short scenes, director Lili Fini Zanuck creates a poetic 
tale of Raynor and Gates' steady descent into drug addiction. 

The story is not linear but more cumulative, as the effect builds and 
you become increasingly disturbed by Gates' and Raynor's behavior.

Combined with Eric Clapton's score, the movie has a mood that pervades 
more than you are aware of until, like something glimpsed from the corner 
of the eye, it's suddenly before you. 

Because of the time taken to develop the characters, the early parts move 
rather slow. The trade-off is a film that avoids most of the obvious cop 
movie cliches. 

The criminals are in fact more innocuous than the cops. Never do you 
see the drug dens, and irrational users from Miami Vice. What you see 
IS cops bus ing and doing drugs with the junkies and dealers who sell them. 

Leigh is stellar as the rookie in over her head following her partner's 
lead. Her southern drawl and shiny blond hair bespeak her innocence, 
which IS shattered as she moves from cocaine to shooting up. It's only w^hen 
she looks in the mirror one morning at the black circles under her eyes 
and the greasy hair that she pulls up. She looks in the shower at a vein 
that has burst, pooling blood on her arm. 

Patric IS not so luck\. as h(^ retreats to paranoid delusions and begins 
using the evidence from recent buys. Watching th(> two of them is 
harrowing. 

As Patric tries to clean up. they meet at the chief s house, who asks that 
they join hands and pray for Patricks addiction. These are the simplistic 
this movie speak> to. When Leigh and Patric '^U(:<'-"st to the chief

mysterious ways." 

This lays the prevailing point 
of the movie on the tahle. 
Patric and Leigh buy and use 
drugs to throw those who use 
and sell drugs in jail. That's 
their job. 

"You pick a side because you 
have to," Raynor says at one 
point. "It isn't supposed to be the right one Our intentions were good ..." 
"The difference is there isn't any difference," Gates interrupts. 
Their behavior cannot be justified by tlu' end— the truth is they're hired 
junkies. Morality doesn't change because vou're on the side of power or 
alleged right. This captures the irony of punishment versus treatment, 
raising the question: Who are the leal victims? 

One victim is the thoroughly likable Walker played peerlessly by Max 
Perlich. Walker is forced to cooperate to avoid 50 years in prison. He's 
the kind of pei'son who buys you a beer whenever he sees you, but he has 
to sell out his IVieiids to save his skin. 

Perlich's characterization is strong and svmpathetic, and we watch as 
Walker feels too guilty to hang out with anyone but Patric and Leigh. 
When the time for the bust comes, what is he supposed to do? He grew 
up with these people. 

RUSH IS a complex movie. Its entirety is gi'eater than the sum of its 
parts. Lacking the action of many police thrillers, its slow absorption plays 
on your thoughts, such that you don't leave it behind in the theater. 
Visually haunting, it is a film that involves the viewer .so well that its 
true powt r comes in reflection.

Legend mav have it one day that Reggie Fmney 
even piavf^d a game as the hasketball gnal itself. 
Truth IS, he's done ever>'thmg but that for Florida 
A&M. 

Df.n'^ get trif wrong idea. Finney is by no means 
a roie playc- ]h: -imply ha> a multitude of talents 
to exploit, mtamng no matter what position he's at, 
he performs. 

"He's a talented plaver,"" FAMU coach Willie 
Booker said. "I feel comfortable using him at the one, 
two or three <positionsi." 

In fact. Booker has used Finney at point guard, 
shooting guard and small forward this season. And 
that doesn't mean the 6-toot-5 senior from Macnn. Ga. 
couldn't play strong forward, too He'-^ an acrobat 
down low with a uniely. bouncy jump and enough 
moves to make a reminds me-of-Michaei-Jordan list. 

Actually, in the paint is where he prefers to be. 

"That's the game I really like," Finney said. "I love 
going under the boards and putting back a shot " 

But Booker ha.s different ideas for Finney. FAMU's 
in dire need of a point guard, and Finney's the only 
player that can consistently keep turnover- to a 
minimum. Booker has a host of promising freshman, 
but he must make do at present. 

"'Finney commits fewer turnovers than the 
others. " Booker said. "Kevin Colson'a freshman ) will 
be a good point guard. He just needs time to develop. " 

Ironcially. Finney has no qualms about moving 
around the Ime-up. He believes it makes him more 
appealing to pro scouts, who have began to show 
interest in him. 

'"We've .seen him play. Obviously he's not one of the 
mr.re known players but he has some NBA skills," 
said Mitch Kupchak, Assistant General Manager nf 
the Los Angeles Lakers. "'We ll track his progress 
until the end of the year. Then there's a number of 
college «^(,'nior sessions where we'll get a chance to see 
how he plays with other players. That'll probably be 
when we'll determine the most." 

Finne\ believes playing point guard will give him 
an advantage. 

"It's ideal. The pro .scouts want a guy who can shoot 
from long range and handle the bail." he said. 

Reggie Finney, shooting from the outside'.^ It's true. 
Heie's a player who as a power forward m high school 
never got a chance to put it up past 10 feet. But since 
his freshman year he's focused on his outside shot, 
and taking Booker's advice, he's put more emphasis 
on it this year. 

"Coach told me I should shoot about 50 to 100 
outside shots every day," Finney said. 

It's paying off. He's shooting 37 percent from 3-point 
range, and of late he's been hot, conncecting on 8 of 
his last 14. 

Concentration on the three-pointer hasn't taken 
from the re.st of his game. He's averaging 16.3 points, 
4.9 rehf)unds, 4,7 assists and over two steals a game. 

For those somewhat familiar with FAMU. they may 
wonder why it's taken Finney so long Hv was 
heralded as a freshman and. m fact, had a s(j)id initial 
year. But intangibles like injuries and grades have 
hampered his progress. It seemed ominous from the 
onset when Finney broke his hand while dunking in 
a pick-up game even before his first practice at 
FAMU. 

"There's always something that holds him back," 
Booker .^aid. 

Yes, indeed, there have been a few obstacles. In his 
sophomore year he deep-bruised his thigh, in his 
junior year he was troubled with grades and couldn't 
play until January, and this year, behold, he's 
suffering from a hip pointer that's keeping him from 
playing at 100 percent. 

What has he learned? Well, the obvious: pain can 
be toierated. 

"I've learned now to deal with the pain. The only 
way for this hip pointer to heal is for me to re.st," 
Finney said. "But I decided I want to play basketball

and I'll let it heal after the .sea.son." 

Obviously, Finney has a loi of \igor. But it 
sometimes gets the best of him Since he's from a iess- 
than respected school like FAMU, he says he gets 
overzealouH when playing more reknowned teams like 
Seton Hall and Florida State. This led him. to an meek 
performance at Seton Hall and to playing a major part 
in the much-publicized brawl with FSU on Dec. 7. 

"I feel I get more hyped up than I need to be. I try 
to do a little too much," Finney said. "I have to slow 
down my emotions." 

I\irhaps it's not an uncommon feeling for a player 
with Finney's ability to bitterly reject any downsizing 
from players on so-called "prestigious" teams. 

"I feel it's bitterness," Finney said. "If you look at 
it I guess they're overrating most of the players on 
the big schools." 

In reality Finney is a superbly versatile player at 
a Division I college . perhaps all ratings, lacking 
substance, should be swept aside.

New 'underground railroad' 
may be coming to Florida

Florida may soon become a prime 
destination for women seeking legal 
abortions, even by way of underground 
railroad, if the U.S. Supreme Court 
overturns the landmark Roe vs. Wade court 
decision, activists say. 

Florida is one of a few states across the 
country that has in place a right-to-privacy 
clause in its state Constitution guaranteeing 
women the right to choose an abortion. The 
state is one of only thrw in the Southeast 
with constitutional protection of abortion 
rights. 

As a result, activists on both sides of the 
issue warn that Florida's position could yield 
some unwelcome consequences. 

"If Roe is overturned it will mean that the 
wcmien from other states that have money 
will try to get to Florida to terminate their 
pregnancies, but that wt)men without money 
will try to have an illegal or self induced 
abortion," Lynn Rosenthal, president of the 
Florida Abortion Council, said Thursday. 

"F^ithei- way, we're going to be faced with 
fighting 50 battles in 50 state legislatures 
to li\v to secure a woman's right to have that 
choice. " Rosenthal added. 

In 1989 the Florida Supreme Court 



defeated anti-abortion legislation and upheld 
the privacy clause ~ a move that has outraged 
and motivated members of the anti-abortion 
movement. 

"Florida will be known as a pro-death, anti 
familv state. It will become the Mecca for 
abortions," Carole Griffin, president of Big 
Bend Right to Life, said Wednesday. "Florida 
will be advertising 'Come to Florida, get your 
abortion and recover on its beautiful 
beaches.' 

With the Supreme Court likely to further 
weaken or overturn R<h this year, the 14.6 
million women of child-bearing age who live 
in the 13 highest risk states are in the 
greatest danger of losing their right to 
choose, according to a report issued Jan. 7 
by the National Abortion Rights Action 
League. 

Thf)se states are Alabama, Louisiana, 
Michigan, Missippi, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, S. Carolina, S. Dakota, 
Utah, West Virginia and Wisconsin. 

"With a Supreme Court ruling in the 
Pennsylsania case likely this year, the 
health and lives of millions of women are in 
jeopardy," said NARAL Executive Director 
Kate Michelman earlier this month. "In 
reality no woman is safe and every state is 
at risk when opponents of choic(> control the

U.S. Supreme Court and the White House 
and Conf ess is unable to override President 
Bush's vetoes." 

The fact that women in Florida have their 
right to choose protected now does not mean 
that with a change in legislation or 
legislative representation, they will still 
have that right, a fact not lost on 
pro-choicers. 

"The pro-choice movement cannot rest easy 
in Florida because there will be many 



attempts to restrict our laws, " said 
Rosenthal. "Even though the majority of 
voters support the right to choose, we must 
continue to elect pro-choice state legislators." 

And anti-abortion forces warn that when 
Roe is overturned, it will only ignite their 
battle because of protective measures in 
states such as Florida. 

"The tide is turning," Gntfin said "There

But it didn't end there. Everywhere Robinson 
looked, there were pictures of naked women 
masturbating. 

Some say that's clear-cut sexual harassment. Others 
say the pictures are protected by freedom of speech. 

At the Tallahassee chapter of the American Civil 
Liberties Union's annual meeting Thursday night, 
three panelists from the Florida ACLU, the 
Tallahassee chapter of the National Organization for 
Women and the Florida State University law school 
debated over a suit won by Robinson against JSI but 
which the company is appealing. 

Nina Vinik, staff counsel for Florida ACLU, took 
the position that only expression directed at a 
particular person should be considered sexual 
harassment. 

*'In the shipyard case, the principle allegations of 
sexual harras8n»nt . . . were the pornographic pinups 
and calenders and assorted chee^ake posted around 
the workpliMse," Vinik ^id. 

Since such material was not specifically directed at 
Robinson, those items should not be consider^ by the 
court, she said. 

"The First Amendment protects all speech even if 
it happens to be offensive to a person or to a group 
of persons," Vinik said. 

Jo Conte, president of Tallahassee NOW, strongly 
disagreed. 

"We're not talking about speech," she explained. 
"We're talking about behavior and conditions."

Conte recalled some of the more vulgur, though non- 
directed, pin-ups, including a picture of a woman with 
a target over her breast with the nipple as the bull's- 
eye, and a "beaver" shot with a spatula "in the right 
place." 

"I offer to you that this is an issue of workplace 
violence rather than an issue of free speech," Conte 
said. 

Steve Gey, an FSU associate professor in the College 
of Law, took the position that "bad" and offensive 
speech is just as protected as "good" speech. Because 
we live in an open society, he added, people wiU see 
things they would rather not see on a regular basis. 

"You have to expect to be offended lots of times if 
you are gomg to live in a society like ours," Gey said. 

He added it's dangerous to think "informal chit- 
chat" isn't as important as "serious" speech. 

"Any chance (the workers) get to express their 
individuality, no matter how cretin, is important," 
he said. 

Both Vinik and Gey said not everything in the 
shipyard was directed specifically toward Robinson, 
and therefore should not have figured into her case. 
For instance, they said the pin-ups and off-colored 
jokes were not necessarily targeted to her, and are 
covered by free speech. 

But Conte said that's just not so. 

She cited one incident where a shipyard worker put 
a flashlight in his pants to simulate a huge phallus, 
and she asked Gey if that was protected. Gey 
responded that it was protected because it wasn't 
directed at anyone. 

Conte, however, didn't buy into that. 

"Pve been looking at the wrong end!" she said, 
motioning to her lap.

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Robinson is new FSU student body veep

Florida State University has a 
new student body vice president. 

Paula Robinson, former vice 
chair of the Seminole Party, was 
appointed to the position by Stu- 
dent Body President Brian 
Philpot earlier this week and ap- 
proved by the student senate 
Wednesday night. 

She replaces Yvonne McGhee, Robi nson 
who resigned last week three 
months short of ending her one-year term because of 
personal considerations. 

Robinson, 21, who said she no longer has any official 
party affiliation, said she wants to finish the projects 
McGhee initiated. 

"Yvonne wanted to put on a fine-arts festival in 
March," the Pensacola native said Thursday. "That's 
one of the projects I want to see go through." 

Robinson was the SO controller at the time of her 
appointment and is a former director for SG's office 
of management and budget. She has also worked in 
the Oglesby Student Union's accounting office during 
her three years in SG. 

As vice president, Robinson said one her priorities 



is making sure FSU student organizations are aware 
they can receive money through the SG funding 
boards, which are set up to do just that. 

"Not a lot of (student organizations) know they can 
get money from them," Robinson said. "(Or) they 
think it's hard to get the money. But it's not 
necessarily hard. " 

She also said she wants to improve relations 
between student-run agencies and administrative 
agencies. 

"The (SG) agencies are run by students," Robinson 
said. "However, the union and recreation (boards) are 
run by administrators. So it's harder for students to 
understand what they do and it's harder for them to 
understand what students do and why students don't 
understand them." 

Philpot appointed Robinson from a field of two 
applicants after a week-long search. Ordinarily the 
student senate president would replace a vacancy in 
the vice presidency, but senate president Jennifer 
Tankersley turned down the job. 

Philpot said Robinson's previous SG experience will 
make her an effective vice president. 

"The best thing she brings is experience," Philpot 
said. "She knows the ins and outs of the budget 
process better than anyone else."

intact, a millieu unto itself with lawyers, 
doctors and teachers living together. 

"The perception of how to proceed in the 
world was a shared presumption. Everyone 
knew what was expected of them," he said. 

An unintended consequence of integration 
has been the reduction of support systems 
and removal of role models that were once 
inherent in the black community, Dana 
Dennard says. The result has been a 
fragmentation of the black community. 

"The standard of expectation has 
changed," he added. 

Re-opening this kind of communal dialogue 
is one of the aims of the bookstore and the 
Aakhet Human Development Center. The 
couple is trying to put isolated people back 
in touch with each other. 

"Traditionally, the psychology that we 
were taught, the Western mode or world 
view, states the individual is the focus,*' 
Dana Dennard said. "What we have 
discovered in looking at our own 
philosophical history, the philosophical 
systems that sustained people of African 
descent ... is a community -based focus. 
We're saying it is the society that is the body, 
rather than the individual." 

The Dennards have applied this philosophy 
and their psychological training to their 
work at the center. More a community 
reK>urce center than a mental health center, 
the difference is their devotion to human 
growth and life skills. 

"... With clin* .1 psychology the whole 
focus was on patholc^ and how you treat the 
pathology, how you fix the person," said 
Sharon Dennard.

"We focus on human development, not 
getting rid of ailments," her husband added. 

Informal and familial. Aakhet offers group 
seminars, sometimes followed by a meal. 

"What has happened 'with the center) is 
we are responding to a community problem 
in a community fashion," Dana Dennard 
said. "It's not just a lecture format. We're 
going to talk, exchange ideas, and dialogue 
about what's going on," Sharon Dennard 
explained 

Four groups are set to begin this year: a 
group for black women ages 1ft to 30; a group 
for black women 31 and older; a black men's 
group; and a 12 week program on child- 
rearing for African American parents. 

"I'm excited about the parenting group," 
said Sharon Dennard. "I'm hoping that some 
cohesiveness will develop over the span of 12 
weeks, so that they will take this and walk 
away with a network of people that they can 
interface with and share the information 
they gained from it." 

If the Dennards' philosophical and 
psychological underpinnings are impressive, 
so is their dedication to the store as a 
community resource 

"We're about demonstrating that, yes, this 
can be done. The Amen-Ra center is going 
to be here, the Aakhet Center for Human 
Development is going to be here if we have 
to eat beans, because we understand that at 
a basic level it does so much more than just 
sell b(yks," said Sharon Dennard. 



Merchants 
of African 
ware facing 
hard times

Business has been difficult for local 
merchants who specialize in African goods 
because of factors ranging from racism to the 
recession, and some say that's too bad for a 
town that could use a lot more awareness of 
African culture. 

"What is lost is another arena for black 
people to develop their own agenda and can y 
it out," Dana Denard, who along with his 
wife Sharon owns the Amen Ra bookstore on 
South Adams Street, said Wedne.sday 

Over the past year, several African stores 
have come and gone, one has been unable to 
open, and several of those still operating 
have experienced difficulties to one degree 
or another. 

The owners cite a number of reasons why 
the businesses are floundering: a lingering 
recession and difficulties such stores 
naturally face, such as a limited market and 
problems obtaining the goods. Another factor 
is just plain bad luck, they say. 

First World Attractions on Basin Street, 
for example, has never been able to ofTicially 
open. While potential customers have been 
drawn to the colorful building, owner Muntez 
Anlock has had a ditTicult time obtaining the 
tvpe of inventory he feels would best reflect 
the art, craftsmanship, and music of 
Ethiopian and Ra.sta culture. 

Florence Olorunnipa, former owner of 
Motherland African Boutique, said similar 
problems contributed to her business going 
under. 

Fluctuating exchange rates and escalating 
prices in Nigeria resulted in rapidly 
increasing inventory costs, she said. And 
delays in U.S. Customs processing meant 
items were not always available at peak 
sales periods, such as holidays and African 
festivals. 

"Merchandise was stuck in Miami for six 
months and I did not have them to sell at the 
Harambee Festival," Olorunnipa recalled, 
referring to the annual black arts festival in 
Tallahassee. 

But Olorunnipa said she had other 
problems, too— the kind common to small 
businesses of all kinds. 

Both her store and Simply Unique— which 
specialized in clothing, fabrics and gifts 
before closing— began with space rented at 
separate Bargain Time locations. And both 
were forced to move to more expensive and 
less visible locations when the Bargain Time 
stores closed.

Olorunnipa said the move resultt^d in a 
smaller customer base and an increase in 
rent from $270 to $500 a month. Then, to add 
insult to injury, the store was burglarized. 
The costs of replacing stolen merchandise, 
repau'ing damage to the store and adding 
new security devices resulted m a debt 
Olorunnipa could not absorb. She said she 
still owes her landlord $1,800 

In addition to the kind of problems that put 
Olorunnipa out of business, some merchants 
also pointed to another factor; the greater 
problem of a society that looks down on black 
culture. 

'Tt was a problem making people accept 
unfamiliar hair and clothing styles," 
Olorunnipa said. "It is hard to introduce new 
ideas to people." 

Denard of the Amen-Ra bookstore agreed 

"People who buy (African) clothes have 
trouble finding a place where it's acceptable 
to wear them," he said. "If they wear them 
to work, people say, 'Why are you wearing 
that here?' 

"Even in the black community, children 
aren't encouraged to participate in African 
culture," he added. 

The closing of Simply Unique and 
Motherland African Boutique, and the 
failure of First World Attractions to open, 
has resulted in more than a shortage of 
African goods available for purchase in 
Tallahassee. 

Denard said that's more than a shame. 




"The bottom-line issue is the emphasis on 
African culture is very low in this country," 
he said. 

But not all of the African merchants are 
going under. 

The three stores still in operation have 
distinct lines of merchandise. Agyeiwa's 
African Boutique on South Monroe Street 
sells clothing, fabrics, jewelry and gifts. The

Know Thyself Art Gallery on South Adams Street, 
which is temporarily closed because of a fire, sells 
African, African- American, and Afro-Caribbean art. 
And Amen Ra's Bookstore sells books and greeting 
cards with African and African-American themes. 

But while the African stores have established a 
niche in the cultural and business scenes in 
Tallahassee, large profits still appear to be a hope for 
the future and not a reality of the present. 

Abenaa Owusu, owner of Agyeiwa's African 
Boutique, has been in busii^ss for almost four years 
and said the key to her relative success has been 
patience. 



But she ackled that she has not escaped the problems 
other African store owners have had, including high 
overhead. As with Nigerian goods, the items she 
stocks from Ghana, the Ivory Coast and England have 
increased in price. The high prices of the articles, she 
stated, are only the beginning. 

'1 often have to call England and Africa to order 
my goods and the calls are expensive," she said. 

Owusu, who said about 40 percent of her clientele 
is white, is still not drawing a salary from the store. 
She attributes her patience to her faith in God and 
her understanding that while she waits to make a 
profit, the store is still providing a service to the 
Tallahassee community. 

'*rm happy to have the opportunity to introduce 
people to Afi-ican things," she said.

deference to the Native Americans, the racist 
nickname will not be used here and instead the team 
will be referred to as just the 'Skinss.

Kennedy ties conference mark

ATLANTA-The Florida State Seminoles (11.4, 4-2) 
notched their fourth Atlantic Coast Conference road 
win Thursday night against the 18th-ranked C^rgia 
Tech Yellow Jackets. 

FSU, led by freshman guard Bob Sura's 18 points, 
won 83-79 to make the Seminoles' Pat Kennedy only 
the second coach in the history of the ACC to win four 
road games in his team's inaugural ACC season. 

Kennedy could be following the road success of one 
of FSU's, and the country's, more notable coaches. 

"(FSU football coach) Bobby Bowden told me that 
one way to make a name for yourself is to be king of 
the road," Kennedy said after the game. But this re»d 
win, like the others this season, didn't come easily 
as the Seminoles had to overcome an early defii#t. 

By the 10-minute mark of the first half, Tech had 
built a 10-point lead at 29-19. The Jacketi would hold 
on to the lead until four minutes had la^ed in the 
second half when the Seminoles used a 27-7 run to 
take ^arge of the game. 

Tech coach Bobby Cremins, along with a home 
crowd 9,887, thought his team had the Seminoles 
under control. 

"We're disappointed we lost the game," Crt^mins 
said. "But Florida State's an amazing team. They're 
a miracle team. I thought we had the game under 



control . . . Bobby Sura hit some great shots and we 
went cold.' 

Sura, who scored 1 1 in the ^^id half, said his team 
is playing with confidence, both on the road and when 
they're behind. 

"I think our previous road wins helped us because 
we've been down by 15 bafore," Sura said. "And we 
got down by a bunch here too. We just came back 
every time and played good, confident basketball. Our 
guys are just playing with a lot of heart." 

Forward Rodney Dobard wored 14 for FSU despite 
having to sit out the last 10 minutes after he 
aggravated a knee injury. Sam Cassell (11), Charlie 
Ward (11), Doug Edwards (10, 9 rebounds) and Chuck 
Graham were the oth#r ^mii»le§ Moring in double 
figures. 

Sophomore center Andre Reid scored 9 and pulled 
down 7 r( bounds. Reid nailed two key free throws 
inside the three-minute mark. 

Georgia Tech was led by senior guard John Barry, 
who had a career high 32 points. 

Former Seminole quarterback Casey Weldon 
watched the game from ^urtai^ aiwl was impressed 
with his schoolmates. 

"You better put this team away if you got the talent 
because they're always on it," Weldon said. "They 
fight."

The battle for the Mid-Eastern 
Athletic Conference is well into the 
"heated-up" stage, and Florida 
A&M is certainly in the mix. But 
the Rattlers can ill-afford a loss to 
South Carolina State at 7:30 p.m.

"It's really crucial that we win at 
home," FAMU coach Willie Booker 
said.

State and Howard," Booker said. 
"They can be pretty good." 
FAMU lost to Coppin State on a three-pointer at 
the buzzer last Saturday and beat Howard last 
Monday. 

After Saturdy, the Rattlers will have a big test 
against North Carolina State at home Monday night. 
The game will mark the end of FAMU's five-game 
home stand. The Rattlers will then go on the rmd for 
five straight games. 

"We have to win these two games at home," Booker 
said "We have to go on the road and play at Howard, 
at Morgan State after this."

Florida State cDat h Marynell Meadors said her team 
has finally gelled and will carry the momentum of the 
last two ACC wins to take on 25th-ranked North 
Carolina Saturday afternoon. 

"I feel like this team has finally come together— 
everybody in the lineup has taken on their roles and 
knows how to benefit the team," Meadors said 
Thursday. "We're playing pretty well— aggressively 
but under control— and we're taking care of the 
baskt'thall." 

Gaming a 9-5 record (4-4 in the ACC) and a little 
respect to show for it, the Seminoles knocked off (then 
No. 16) North CaroHiia State then dropped Duke by 12 
points this past week. Meadors said the difference 
between those wins and earlier letdowns this season 
was the team's ability to play well under pressure. 

"We came right out of the chutes against Duke, 
which gave us a lot of confidence, but then we were 
able to keep control of the ball, ' Meadors said. 
"Against N.C. State, we played well under pressure 



because they've got some tremendous athletes, yet we 
maintained our composure to win it— which we hadn't 
done this year." 

Balanced scoring and the emergence of another 
reliable post player has not hurt FSU's chances either. 
With three players averaging above 14 points per 
game, the addition of 6-foot-6 Mary Ben^yhill to the 
scoring arsenal has other coaches taking notice. 

"FSU has an excellent team, they are very talanted 
and very well-coached, so we're expecting a tough 
game Saturday," said North Carolina Coach Sylvia 
Hatchell. "We're going to have to play as good a 
transition game as we've played against (No. 1) 
Maryland and (No. 2) Virginia, because that's where 
they can hurt us.

UNC is 14-2 overall and 4 2 in the ACC, with losses 
only to Virginia and top ranked Maryland by 4 points 
at College Park. The Tar Heels beat No. 20 N.C. State 
Wednesday night in overtime. 

The 1 p.m. match-up in the Leon County Civic 
Center will be the front-end of a double header, as the 
FSU men's team meets the Tar Heels at 4 p.m.

in state government and they will see abortion to its 
end." 

Furthermore, there is a slim chance, like in nearby 
Louisiana, that even with a privacy clause in the 
state's constitution, a legislator could take the clause 
to court by introducing more restrictive abortion 
legislation. 

Louisiana is ranked as the most likely state to 
overturn a woman's right to legalized abortion. 
Currently there are only 13 abortion providers for 
1,053,000 women at risk, and neither the governor, 
House nor Senate is in support of legal abortion. 

'if Roe is overturned, our extremely restrictive laws 
will be passed and women will go back to the pre-i?oe 
days of seeking illegal abortions or out-of-state 
abortions if they have money," said Louisiana Choice 
Director Ann Schiffman in a telephone interview from 



Baton Rouge. 

"I think women will naturally gravitate towards 
Florida and not all of them will be able to afford it, 
so people will return to the days of underground travel 
for these women to insure a safe, legal abortion," 
Schiffman added. 

The rest of the South is well represented in the list 
of women at high risk of losing their rights. Also 
ranked in the first 10 to go are West Virginia, 
Mississippi, South Carolina and Alabama, with 
Kentucky and Tennessee not far behind. Only 
Georgia, Florida and North Carolina are at low risk 
of losing their rights. 

With this in mind, it is easy to imagine Florida as 
the destination for women who are seeking to end 
their pregnancies, according to Rosenthal. 

"Florida's health care providers are committed to 
seeing that women have access to safe, legal 
abortions. We may help to arrange their travel or see 
that they make it through the state, but we are 
determined to insure that they have acce^," she said.

Proposals would set up rape prevention, recovery programs

The University of South Florida received failing grades 
Friday for its handling of sexual assault allegations against 
a star basketball player, and the Board of Regents says it's 
just one more indication that major changes— like the proposals 
before the Legislature now— are needed in treating rape at all 
state universities. 

The USF episode with basketball star Marvin Taylor, which 
spanned two years and resulted in one alleged victim dropping 
out of school, has prompted a far-reaching proposal sponsored 
by the Legislative Women's Caucus. 

The proposal, which would cost the state approximately $L1 
million, would set up new sexual assault programs at each 
university for addressing rape prevention, education and 
recovery. 

"I think that particularly in the area of victim advocacy, all 
universities need to do better," BOR spokesj^rson Pat Riordan 



said Sunday. "As a system we need to be stronger . . . We need 
to be there to help the victim through.*' 

A BOR staff committee that was formed in December to 
investigate sexual assault allegations at USF declared in a 
60-page report that the administration made bad management 
decisions and treated students unfairly. 

"The university did not handle it well," said Riordan, a 
member of the committee. *'Six women filed complaints against 
him, enduring everything from being kicked in the stomach 
to sexual battery to being hit in the rear with a bat . . . and 
nothing was done." 

The entire saga is clearly one that the Board would like to 
ensure never happens again. And one way of doing just that 
has been to lobby for passage of the women's caucus proposal 
this Legislative session. 

The proposal asks that each university be given $10,000 for 
training security f^rsonnel, residence hall staff, counselors and 
judicial officers to work with sexual assault survivors. It also 



calls on $100,000 in matching grants to be awarded to 
university faculty, staff and students who come up with 
innovative ways of preventing and educating about sexual 
assault. 

In addition, the plan would give $40,500 to cover rape 
victims' medical examinations at local hospitals. The cost is 
currently $300 for federally approved examinations used to 
prosecute rapists. The cost is waived if the victim agrees on 
the spot to press charges, but rape counselors argue most 
victims are not able to make that decision so soon after being 
assaulted. 

"We saw that (the cost) may very easily deter someone who 
might not want to prosecute right away but wants to have the 
evidence anyway," said Jennifer Buchanan, chair of a sexual 
assault task force set up this summer at Florida State 
University.

important for clean air and a better environment. 

"Students should show an interest in the 
community they live in," he said. "Also, do they want 
their children to come ti FSU 20 years from now and 
see the city destroyed?" 

And according to Sancho, there have been elections 
where students made a difference. He cited the 
replacement of incumbent Sheriff Ray Hamlin that 
took place back in the '608 after allegations of 
brutality against student protestors were brought to 
light. 

Sancho added it's a shame there has to be a 
controversial issue to get students interested in 
participating. 

'*The vested interests, those people who benefit from 
the system, they do vote," he said. 

Sancho also address the confusion some students 
have over residency requirements. 

According to Sancho, residency status for the 
purpose of voting only requires an intent to live in 
the district, and attending any of the local universities 
is enough. 

Voting here does not affect student tuition or 
financial aid status. If students are already registered 
in their home town, they can register here and the 
elections office will inform their old district of the 
change. 

However, the registration deadline is 30 days before 
an election, so if students haven't already registered

The last and most costly request in the proposal asks 
that $100,000 be given to each university to establish 
a TOxual assault recovery center, staffed with trained 
counselors in sexual assault and incest recovery. 

It's these victim advocates that Riordan and 
Buchanan say would have a large impact in 
eiu»nu'aging more students to report rape. According 
to Riordan, no more than 11 rapes are officially 
re^nted at the state's universities each year, yet 
national flgtires estimate that one in five female 
stuteato is raped while in college. 

"We need to have a victim's advocate with victims' 
hours. People don't g^ raped between 9 and 5, 
Monday through Friday," Riordan said. "It has to be 
a professional counselor who has to be on call all 
night." 

FSU, whkh tallies rape reports made to any 
university official as well as campus police, usually 
reports two to three times more sexual batteries 
having occurred on its campus than any other state 
uttivwity, according to Ricn-dan. 

"Why is that? Because more rapes happen there? 
No," Riordan said. "I think there's a tradition of 
awareness at FSU dating back to (serial killer Ted) 
Bundy . . . that leads to students coming forward." 

Nevertheless, Riordan said not enough is being done 
to help rape victims throughout the university 
system. 

"This is a deadly, serious crime that leaves women 
who undergo it marked for years psychologically," he 
said. "It takes tte university holding your hand and 
helping you get through it." 

BiM^hanan echo^ the same need for more university 
assistance to rape victims. 

"A lot of women who we never find out about being

raped end up leaving and withdrawing from school," 
Buchanan said. "The programs are absolutely vital." 

Vital or not, however, Riordan said it will be tough 
to convince the Legislature to fund the requested 
programs. One reason, he said, is that there are so 
few rapes reported at universities, making it difficult 
to prove how big of a problem the crime is on 
campuses. 

And there's also the economy. 

"This is a recession and it's extremely hard to get 
anything funded in the area of student affairs," 
Riordan added. 

Dean irfa^udent Affairs at Florida A&M U niversitv 
Richard Flamer said there were no reports of i ape on 
campus last year, but the university is putting out 
an education campaign encouraging students to come 
forward if it happens. 

He added he's very supportive of a victim's a^c^ 
center for FAMU. 

"I can imagine there are some assaults or attempts 
not only on campus but in the city as well, and 
because of the fear of what might happen to them if 
they report it they don't," Flamer said. "Victim 
advocacy, I think, is very important."

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Halcion hallucinations: The reality behind Barfonomics?

Drugstore cowboys 

Are George Bush and Secretary of 
State J im Baker wigged-out 
junkies— or something close to it? 

If you asked former Richard Nix- 
on speech writer Benjamin Stein, 
the answer would be: quite possibly. 

Stein turned up on numerous talk 
shows last week, sounding the 
alarm about CJeorge Bush, neo- 
junkie. Stein says he was appalled 
to learn that both Bush and Baker 
are admitted users of the controver- 
sial psychoactive drug, Halcion. The 
drug, marketed as a sleeping pill, 
was recently pulled off the shelves 
in Britain because of its dangerous 
side effects. 

Stein's description of Halcion's 
powerful alteration of personality 
helps explain much about the barf- 
heard-round-the world. 

The former Nixon speechwriter is 
intimate with the subject. He says 
he was walking around in a daze on 
the stuff for several years and com- 
pares its high and effects to heroin. 
In a column which appeared in Fri- 
day's Miami Herald, Stein describes 
his drug experience with the the ex- 
pertise of a Republican William 
Burroughs: 

"When Halcion hits you, it's as if 
an angel of the lord appears . . . nir- 
vana and the warm arms of mother 
are all waiting for you." He wasn't 
talking Barbara either. 

But, Stein notes, the drug doesn't 
"... just do its magic and disap- 
pear." Indeed, his description of its 
side effects explains much about 
George Bush's manic-depressive 
style and the famous Japan flip-out. 

"Without it, sleep is almost im- 
possible. I felt depressed and often 
suicidal for days after taking it. It 
clouds judgement and forecloses 
careful analysis." And get this: 

"It makes the user alternately 
supremely confident and then 
panicky with unnameable dread." 

If this isn't a portrait of George 



Bush (Baker we hardly ever see, so 
it's hard to evaluate his symptoms) 
these last couple of years, I don't 
what is. 

Mainlining at the White 
House 

Drug using at the White House is 
nothing new. Numerous books have 
documented the fact that Jack and 
Jackie Kennedy frequently had a 
doctor-to-the-stars type shoot them 
up with vitamin B-12 and speed. 

According to Stein, the practice of 
drug use continued at the Nixon 
White House. Referring to his days 
as a Nixon speech writer, Stein 
writes: 

"I walked into the office of the 
White House physician one day . . . 
I noticed a surgical-steel tray laden 
with filled syringes, their needles 
dripping ... I asked the corpsmen 
loading the tray what it was all 
about. He said it was for someone 
'over there' jerking his thumb 
toward the White House . . . 

"He said it was for someone who 
needs to have his head clear but 
won't," in obvious reference to 
Richard Nixon. 

I quite agree with Stein's conclu- 
sion: "A president with a chemical 
between himself and reality is the 
last thing that America needs . . . 
Wake up, Mr. President, we need 
you on the job. And if you need the 
drug to sleep when you travel, 
maybe you just need to stay home." 

Perhaps a 12-step program for 
Bush is in order.

The agreement allowing Mark 
Urbanski— son of the former presi 
dent of The Tribune Co —to plead to 
lesser charges will be filed in court 
Monday, an unidentified ofTicial in 
the case told the newspaper. 

Urbanski, a former Florida State 
University student could face up to 
12 years in prison if convicted of the 
charges he now faces. 

If it is accepted by the court, the 
arrangement would allow Urbanski 
to plead guilty to a felony charge of 
tampering with evidence and a 
misdemeanor charge of failing to 
report a rape 

He currently faces one count of 
sexual battery in addition to one 
count of tampering with evidence 

The misdemeanor charge in the 
proposed agreement carries a max- 
imum penalty of one year in jail. 
The felony tampering charge car- 
ries a maximum five-year sentence, 
but sentencing guidelines call for 
the court to impose probation or 
house arrest. 

UrbaUvSki, 25, and Carl Allison, 
26, are accused in the sexual assault 
of a 21-year-old Clearwater woman 
on April 27 at Urbanski's parents' 
home. Urbanski's father, James Ur- 
banski, and his mother weren't 
home at the time. 

Allison is charged with three 
counts of sexual battei-y and one 
count each of delivering LSD to the 
alleged victim, petty theft of her 
driver's license and tampering with 
evidence.

Thomas, the NFL 
leader in yards from scrimmage, was never a factor 
and embarrassed himself by misplacing his helmet 
and missing Buffalo's first two offensive plays. 

Rypien threw for two touchdowns and consistently 
riddled Buffalo's secondary with his strong and 
accurate arm. Rypien, the Most Valuable Player, 
completed 18 of 33 passes for 292 yards, as the 
Redskins ended their season at 17-2. 

Kelly was 28 of 58 for 275 yards, the 58 attempts 
breaking a Super Bowl record by 8. Buffalo finished 
with a 16-4 record.

Gov Lawton Chiles' bare-bones reality budget may 
very well become reality once this year's Legislative 
session is said and done, according to education and 
legislative ofTicials. 

If passed by the Legislature, the budget would entail 
a litany of horrors for the state s nine universities that 
includes even fewer classes with more students 
jammed in at fire code capacity. 

"If the reality budget passt^s, (.students i will feel (the 
cuts) immediately in the summer and again in the 
fall." Florida State University's budget director Ralph 
Alvarez said Monday 

**I hope .something positive happens this session but 
I wouldn't iH't on it right now."" he added. 

At this point in the .scission, both houses of the 
Legislature are leaning toward passing the governor s 
reality budget, which he was required to announce 
earlier this month. The budget draft illustrates what 
would happen if the state does not generate more 
revenue, and according to Chiles, it shows that the 
state currently does not have enough money to 
adequately fund the government. 



"If this budget became reality, we would be $200 
million below where we were two years ago," said 
Board of Regents spokesperson Pat Riordan. 

And that, he said, would be disastrous: It would 
mean enrollment caps for the universities, no new 
library books and no salary increases for faculty and 
statT. Riordan also said new buildings would not be 
able to open and plans for developing a 10th 
university would be further postponed. 

"We have a goofy revenue system and they're about 
to put together a goofy budget," he said, adding that 
the BC)R cannot be expected to provide first-rate 
education if more budget cuts go through. 

"We would no longer have an aspiration with 
greatness," Riordan said. 

Riordan and the State University System are 
pushing for Chiles' alternative budget, which he calls 
his investment budget. The plan calls for $1.3 billion 
in new taxes and fees. If passed, it would restore more 
than $90 million to the university system. 

Randy Lewis, press secretary for Florida Speaker 
of the House T.K. Wetherell. said the odds of the 
reality budget passing in some form are pretty good.

Dispute arises over sorority's sub-leasing to frat

A Florida State University sorori- 
ty has subleased part of its house to 
an FSU fraternity without inform 
ing its landlord, leaving current 
tenants fearful they will be forced 
to leave and fraternity members fac 
ing the possibility of arrest. 

Donna Vaden, landlord of the 
Sigma Delta Tau sorority house at 
529 W College Ave., said Saturday 
she will have Zeta Beta Tau frater 
nity members arrested for trespass- 
ing unless the situation is cleared 
up quickly. She blames the 



organizations" national offices for 
the mix up 

Sigma Delta Tau. which has 15 
members, was closed down by its 
national office at the end of last 
semester because it failed to meet 
membership requirements, said Bill 
Haggard, assistant dean of student 
affairs at FSU. The Zeta Beta Tau 
fraternity probably moved into the 
Sigma Delta Tau house to help the 
folded sorority financially. Haggard 
said. 

"There are no rules prohibiting 
such a thing," Haggard said late 
last week. But, he added, "I can't 



recall such a thing ever happening 
before at FSl\" 

Robert Dez.so, president of Zeta 
Beta Tau. said he was told about the 
Sigma Delta Tau house by the 
sorority's national ofTice. Because 
Zeta Beta Tau was meeting in a rat 
infested, unhealed house at 418 W. 
College Avenut\ he said, the frater 
nity eagerly relocated at the begin- 
ning of this semester. 

But according to \'aden, Sigma 
Delta Tau violated ils lease agree 
ment by not notifying her and the 
property owners that it was subleas- 
ing a portion of the house to the 



fraternity. Vaden did not learn of 
the 45 new Zeta Beta Tau tenants 
until a week after they had settled 
into the house, when she received 
calls from four conct-rned tenants 
living in apiu tments adjacent to the 
sorority house. 

Vaden be^lieves Karen Braver 
man, the .Sigma Delta Tau national 
vice president in New Jersey, dealt 
directly with the fraternity and the 
sorority while con.sciously excluding 
Vaden and the owners of the house.

Lawton Chiles' bare-bones reality budget may 
very well b«:ome reality once this year's Legislative 
session is said and done, according to education and 
legislative officials. 

If passed by the Legislature, the budget would entail 
a litany rfhfflrors for the state's nine universities that 
includes even fewer classes with more students 
jammed in at fire-code capacity. 

"If the reality budget passes, (students) will feel (the 
cuts) imm«iiately in the summer and again in the 
fall," Florida State University's budget director Ralph 
Alvarez said Monday.

At this point in the session, both houses of the 
Legislature are leaning toward pacing the governor's 
reality budget, which he was required to announce 
earlier thi« month. The budget draft illustrates what 
would happen if the state does not generate more 
revenue, and according to Chiles, it shows that the 
state currently dMS not have enough money to 
adequately fund the government. 



"If this budget became reality, we would be $200 
million below where we were two years ago," said 
Board of Regents spokesperson Pat Riordan. 

And that, he said, would be disastrous: It would 
mean enrollment caps for the universities, no new 
library books and no salary increases for faculty and 
stafT. Riordan also said new buildings would not be 
able to open and plans for developing a 10th 
university would be further postponed. 

"We have a goofy revenue system and they're about 
to put together a goofy budget," he said, adding that 
the BOR cannot be expected to provide first-rate 
education if more budget cuts go through. 

"We would no longer have an aspiration with 
greatness," Riordan said. 

Riordan and the State University System are 
pushing for Chiles' alternative budget, which he calls 
his investment budget. The plan calls for $L3 billion 
in new taxes and fees. If pass^, it would restore more 
than $90 million to the university system. 

Randy Lewis, press secretary for Florida Speaker 
of the House T.K. Wetherell, said the odds of the 
reality budget passing in some form are pretty good.

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Wuornos convicted in murder trial

DELAND— Jurors deliberated 91 minutes Monday 
before convicting alleged serial slayer Aileen Wuornos 
in the 1989 shooting death of a Clearwater video store 
owner— the first of seven men she has admitted 
killing. 

As the jury of seven women and five men left the 
courtroom, Wuornos called out, "I was raped. I hope 
you get raped, scumbags of America." 

Wuornos, 35, was convicted of first-degree murder 
and armed robbery with a firearm in the December 
1989 death of Richard Mallory, 51. The "Damsel of 
Death" has been charged separately with four other 
slayings and is a suspect in two more homicides to 
which she has confessed. 

A hearing was scheduled for 1:30 p.m. Tuesday 
before Judge Uriel Blount to hear recommendations 
for sentencing. The prosecution has said it will seek 
the death sentence in the Florida electric chair. 

"We will be presenting mitigation or reasons to save 
her life," Assistant Public Defender Tricia Jenkins 
said after the verdict was announce. 

The defense is expected to bring in mental health 
professionals to portray Wuornos as a victim of having 
lived alone since age 14, of having been abused by 
a grandfather. 

State Attorney John Tanner responded to the 
verdict by saying, "I believe that this was not a crime 
of passion, but a crime of having absolute control over 
her victim." 

The Volusia County Circuit Court jury began 
deliberating at 4:24 p.m. EST and returned a verdict 
just before 6 p.m. 

In closing arguments, Assistant Public Defender 
William Miller told jurors that Wuornos, an admitted 
prostitute, killed in self-<fefense after Mallory tortured 
and raped her.

He urged the jury to ignore evidence that she told 
investigators she killed six other men in similar 
circumstances, and consider only why Wuornos shot 
Mallory four times. 

"Lee Wuornos is a victim of a brutal attack," Miller 
said. "The only question that is relevant in this case 
is why Lee thought it was necessary to shoot Mallory. 

"You're to decide but one issue," Miller said. "You 
must consider Richard Mallory and nothing else." 

Tanner in his closing dismissed the defense 
argument as an attempt to portray Wuornos as a 
"poor, pitiful prostitute" deserving of sympathy. 

Her "appetite to control men" prompted her to take 
Mallory's life after she had already taken all his 
belongings. Tanner said. 

When a prostitute wants to "take all a man has 
physically and some say spiritually, there's only one 
thing left, and that's to kill, and that's what she 
wanted and that's what she took," Tanner said. 

Tanner noted the similarities among the Mallory 
case and the other six killings to which Wuornos 
confessed. All involved middle-aged or older men shot 
to death with a .22-caliber handgun while traveling 
alone on Florida highways in 1989-90, he said. 

The jury heard evidence in all the killings, but saw 
only the portion of Wuornos' videotaped confession 
dealing with Mallory's killing. 

Tanner told the jury at the beginning of the trial 
he believes all of the victims were killed by the same 
.22 caliber gun.

But according to Dezso, Zeta Beta Tau has long-term plan.s for the Sigma 
Delta Tau house. Dezso wants to set up a volleyball net in the backyard, 
have Fridav evening barbecues on the house deck and hold all Zeta Beta 
Tau meetings in their portion of the house on the bottom floor. 

In the near future, Dezso says the fraternity is going to cut down a palm 
tree in front of the house and set up a basketball hoop in the parking lot.

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Listen up, slugs 

Rape victims at Florida's nine universities could soon be given a helping 
hand by the state, but it's not something they should count on. The chances 
of legislators actually doing something positive for people this session are 
close to zilch. 

The reason is simple: Most legislators are ^ concerned with re- 
apportionment and getting re-elected this year to worry about minor issues 
like students' lives. The Women's Legislative Caucus, however, can be 
excluded from that pool. 

The group of female legislators has come up with a solid, far-reaching plan 
that would do a lot for improving rape prevention, education and recovery 
programs at the universities. There is a glitch in their proposal, however: 
It actually asks for money y as in approximately $1.1 million. 

Now, that's not that much, especially when you consider the state has a 
$29 billion-plus budget. It's just that most legislators are running scared from 
raising taxes and funding new programs this re-election year, and frankly, 
many of them won't find it "politically ex|^ient" enough to help out student 
rape victims. 

But maybe they should listen to the six students at the University of South 
Florida who were virtually ignored by their administration when they 
reported being sexually assaulted by former basketball star Marvin Taylor. 
The despicable way in which the women were treated by the school's higher- 
ups shows how far the university Itts to go in treating rape victims fairly 
and offering them the support they need to prosecute. 

While Taylor was represented during the two-year ordeal by coaches and 
officials, his victims were left on their own to defend their charges. One woman 
eventually dropped her allegations after being harassed by the basketball 
team and its friends, amd anotl^r dropped out of school because of similar heat. 

What's worse is there's not much assurance something like this won't 
happen again, at any of the universities. 

While some schools have made decent attempts on their own to better 
handle sexual assault on their campuses, the fact remains they still need 
to do more, especially in the area of victim advocacy. 

That's where the women's caucus plan comes in, or would if it could get 
the funding it needs. 

Among otter thii^, ths prc^Mal asks that each university be given $10,000 
for training security penonnel, resi<tence hall staff, counselors and judicial 
officers to work with sexual assault survivors. It also requ^ts $1M,0(X) be 
given to each university to establi^ a sexual assault recovery center, staffed 
with trained counMlors in se xual assault and incest recovery . 



WithniuclT pr<^p^mson their campuses, the universities could finally begin 
to tackle their rapidly-growing problem with date and acquaintance rape. 

But until the measures are considered important enough by our state's 
lawmakers, one in five female students will continw to be raped, while only 
a handful will come forward by the year's end at each university. Many of 
those who hi^ their secret tecause there's no suf^rt group for them on 
campus will (btip out of sdiool, i^nsito suicide, stop taking care d'tt^mselves 
and/or let their gr^es slip. 
All becau^ getting re-elected takes a higher priority. 
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Das Kapital 

Of course, the memorial passes. 

By now, the committee is on a roll. Why not attack 
another aspect of democracy? This time it's an 
amendment to the Civil Rights Act of 1992 that 
would ban discrimination on the grounds of sexual 
orientation—in other words, employers couldn't fire 
gays and lesbians just because they are gay or 
lesbian. 

Anything to do with sexuality can be counted on 
to trigger extravagant displays of bigotry and 
ignorance. A reedy-voiced man— David Caton of the 
American Family Assoriation— with flourescent- 
light skin, dust-colored hair and a drip-dry navy 
suit, warns the committee that the videotape they 
are about to see is pretty "profanic." Hearts pound! 
The tape rolls. 

The video is of a Gay and Lesbian Pride march 
in San Francisco. There are images of (if you are 
under 21, you need your parents' permission to read 
this next part) men kissing men! women kissing 
women! unclothed human bodies! cute 
children! shaved heads!. In other words, it was 
pretty much what you'd see in a New Orleans Mardi 
Gras parade, a Shakespeare comedy or a summer 
Saturday night on Tennessee street. 

Beyond saying round-eyed that the events of the 
tape took place "in the public streets," Caton does 
not refer to it in his argument against the 
amendment. The tape is simply meant to shock t he 
adamantine assumed heterosexuality of the 
committee and conjure up visions of still-worse 
perversions. 

Caton's stated reason for opposing the amendment 
is that it constitutes government interference in the 
free market. He squeaks that it is all very well for 
the Disney corporation, Apple, Kodak and Miller 
Beer to have anti-sexual orientation discrimination 
policies but that's private enterprise. When it 
becomes mandated by the government, it is 
somehow all wrong. 

The pathological dishonesty of the "family issues" 
Right IS manifold. They haven't the courage to stand 
up and say they think sex is dirty, women's bodies 
are dangerous, queers should be locked up, AIDS 
is God's revenge on the promiscuous, and Jesus 
voted Republican 

Their ethical positions are so spurious that the 
barest exposure to intellectual rigor, not to mention 
constitutional law, renders them impotent. So they 



have to bang the capitalist. No Big Government, cut 
bureaucracy gong to rouse the citizenry. 

The creepy thing is that this usually works 

The committee sit eerily still in their naugahyde 
chairs. They've heard testimony from the American 
Civil Liberties Union, the Florida Task Force, and 
People for the American Way on how gays and 
lesbians now have no redress for discrimination in 
housing and in the workplace. Now a frisson of 
twisted expectation runs through the room— Carole 
Griffin, Muse of Repression, gets up to speak 

The Griffin, representative of the Eagle Forum 
the Pro-Family Forum, and Women for Responsible 
Legislation, a powdered, baby-voiced harpy who's 
been boasting that her cholesterol level is "nearly 
normal," throws away the play book and starts 
trying to scare the committee with a scenario in 
which a transvestite working at a day care center 
dresses as a woman one day and a man the next- 
"so confusing for the children!" 

Her ideological comrade, the troglodyte Rep 
Rojas, chimes in with a hypothetical situation where 
a homosexual might be doing great work for a day 
care center but the children's parents might refuse 
to have their children in contact with such and 
remove them from the center. The owner would 
not— under this amendment— legitimately be able 
to discriminate against this person and so would go 
bankrupt! Another victory for Satan! 

Rep. "Big" Sam Mitchell offers a nearly 
incoherent story about not hiring *'a couple of them 
long-haired boys" when he was a high school 
principal because his community wouldn't tolerate 
them. Big Sam congratulates himself on his social 
perspicacity, claiming he was right all along that 
nobody nowadays has long hair. 

"Big" Sam's sul^ription to Vogue must have run 
out. In the corner of the committee room, Rick 
Flagg, a reporter and famous wearer of leather, 
stands slowly up. It dawns on the committee vhat 
Flagg has a foot or two of hair. Big Sam ceases that 
line of argument. 

Rojas takes up the bright, white standard of 
ignorance and says that anyway homosexuals aren't 
innately that way. It's "deviant behavior." In other 
words, it's a perversion— the subtext is that it's a sin. 

This sensibility prevails as the amendment is 
voted down. Later, Daryl Jones moves to reconsider. 
But don't get your hopes up. Somehow it's 
appropriate that legislative committees meet in 
rooms without windows. No light-or 
enlightenment—may i^netrate the darkness of 
small minds.

He added that any changes made in the budget 
would probably be for the worse. 

According to Lewis, there are several reasons why 
legislators won't support the governor's new tax 
proposals. For one, the lawmakers are coming up 
for re-election this year. Also, he .said, most of the 
state's citizens are in an anti-tax mood. 

And then there's the recession. 

"There's a philosophy that one of the worst things 
a government can do in a recession is raise taxes," 
Lewis said 

But according to Alvarez, if FSU doesn't get relief 
from the state this year, it will be impossible to 
avoid layoffs, cuts in financial aid and other 
humdingers. 

Under the reality budget, the university system 
stands to lose $44.8 million. FSU could lose up to 
$6.4 million, though the burden each university 
would bear has not been determined by the BORyet, 
Alvarez said. 

Meanwhile, education lobbyists are setting into 
motion their campaign against more cuts. 

The Florida Student Association is hoping a Feb. 
4 rally at the Tallahassee/Leon County Civic Center 
will tell legislators that students won't stand for the 
cuts. 

"(The reality budget) is not up to what we need 
in the state of Florida," said Scott Jenkins, executive 
director of FSA. 

Jenkins, however, does not think the bare-bones 
budget will become reality because, he said, the 
governor would veto it if it were passed by both

houses. 

"We can hopefully see some money coming back 
to the univwaties," he added. 

According to Jenkins, not only will there be 
layoffs, oversized clai^ and possibly no summer 
Khool should the reality budget pass, but "the little 
extras" will disappear as well. 

"(ProfessOTs) wwi't have a syllabus to pass out,' 
Jenkins said. "In^ad, teachers will just write the 
syllabus on the board." 

Daryl Pu*ks, chair of the FSA Board of Directors, 
said he expects 3,(W0 to 5,0(X) students at the rally 
He said he hopes the legislators, many of whom see 
students as apathetic, will be influenced by the 
turnout. 

"I only hope that thp Legislature will realize that 
they have to take some course of action to save the 
success that we have had in the State University 
System," said Parks, who is also the student body 
president of Florida A&M Universitv

McLean still creative 
after all these years

With eight years already spent serving on City Commission 
Seat 2, Jack McLean says he is seeking re-election because 
he's still enthusiastic about the job and believes his programs 
have had a positive impact on Tallahassee. 

"Anytime you stop having ideas, anytime you \om your zest 
for the job, it's time to move on," he said in an interview last 
week. 

If Tallahassee 's voters 
return him to office in 
the Feb. 4 elections, 
McLean says he pro- 
mises to continue work- 
ing with the same vigor 
that has marked his 
first two terms. 

Penny Herman is his 
only challenger for the 
commission seat. 

McLean's campaign 
literature cites his ac 
tive leadership and 
says, "Jack (McLean) 
doesn't shy away from 
issues because they are 
controversial." 

And there is some 
controversy in the race. 
Plans for city-run 
utilities to convert an 
existing natural gas generator to an experimental, "state-of- 
the-art" coal-burning plant last year brought environmental 
concerns and drew widespread criticism. The debate 
culminated in a successful petition drive that put the coal issue 
on the upcoming ballot as a referendum. 

McLean said he voted with a majority of the commission to 
build the coal plant due to a study that predicted coal would 
be cheaper and more plentiful than gas He also backed coal 
on assurances the new technology would be environmentally 
safe. 

In the end a new study found that gas rates wouldn't be as 
high as was predicted and the commission shelved the idea. 

"I do think the result meets everybody's shared aspirations 
and objectives," McLean said. 

But McLean added that if he had a chance to do it over, "I 
would do the process differently." 

McLean said there should have been more time for citizen 
input in the early stages of the issue. And he also thought it 
was a mistake to allow external forces to drive commissioners 
into a decision before they were ready The federal government 
would have provided $75 million of the $300 million conversion 
cost, but they required a quick response. 

McLean added that city electric department staff clearly 
became an advocate for the coal plant. 

"The staff should not be placed in the role of advocating any 
particular position," he said. 

How to deal with Tallahassee's congested transportation 
system has also created controversy. McLean says he wants 
to examine ideas like improving the bus system, the possibility 
of a light rail system, and incentives for ride sharing. 

"I'm for alternatives," he said. "But we must face the fact 
we're going to have a need for new roads." 

He said the problem with new roads is that they can change 
the character of existing neighborhoods. However, McLean's 
re-election brochure cites his concern for neighborhoods. 

"Melody Hills— Developed the plan for sidewalks, traffic 
control officers and road widening to lessen the impact of state 
development," it reads. 

But challenger Penny Herman, who heads the Melody Hills 
Neighborhood Association, says it was only because of pressure 
from citizen groups that improvements were made, and even 
those were less than promised and late. 

McLean says he is a strong supporter of the often

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Herman advocates 
more citizen input

Penny Herman cites one main reason why she decided to run 
for a seat on the Tallahassee City Commission: To give citizens 
more input in local politics. 

"To me, city government needs to sit down and say, 'OK, 
who's going to be impacted by this' and contact those people," 
the 36-year-old Herman said in ;ui interview last wf ck "Th( 
people that are directly 
impacted are the last 
ones called." 

Herman, a graduate 
of Florida State Univer- 
sity with a degree in 
music, is challenging 
incumbent Jack Mclean 
for City Commission 
Seat 2 Born in Talla- 
hassee, Herman sold real 
estate until taking time 
off to raise her two 
children. Since then, she 
has helped her husband, 
a custom home builder. 

Herman said she saw 
just how little input 
citizens had when zoning 
changes for the monster 
Hunter's Pointe project 
unexpectedly threatened 
her Melody Hills neigh- 
borhood with a road connecting the area to the development. 

Herman answered the city's intentions with the formation 
of the Melody Hills Neighborhood Association. The group 
managed to keep the city from building a road connecting her 
neighborho(xl to Hunter's Pointe. It also made sure a 
comfortable buffer lay between the neighborhood and the 
development. 

"We had to inject ourselves into the process," the Tallahassee 
native said, looking back on the incident. 

Part of that deal was a promise from opponent McLean to 
provide a sidewalk for Doomeir Drive in Herman's Melody Hills 
to deal with transportation side-effects from the development. 
But Melody Hills didn't see the sidewalk until plans for a new 
Federal Department of Law Enforcement building were 
approved in the neighborhood a year later. 

"It appeared to be a good deal but there was no follow up," 
Herman said of McLean's original promise of a sidewalk 

In a more recent confrontation with her opponent, Herman, 
who is a member of the Coal Plant Referendum-Gommittee, 
has been critical of the commission's handling of the coal- 
energy issue. While McLean argues that waving the coal 
alternative in front of the noses of oil company executives 
resulted in lower gas rates, Herman says the commission 
majority was simply for using coal. 

The way Herman sees it, the city spent a lot of money on 
an energy source Tallahasseeans never wanted in the first 
place. The commission committed $7 million to the project 
without asking for public input on the issue, Herman said, and 
as the issue progressed, the commission didn't listen to its 
citizenry. 

"People lost faith in the city's ability to listen," Herman said 
of the city's handling of the coal plant issue. 

But while her perceptions of McLean as the commissioner 
who won't listen in the end spurred her to run for his position, 
Herman is not a one issue candidate. 

One goal she has is to reduce bureaucracy and waste. Citing 
"chaos ' for developers and regulators alike in the already 
unified city-county planning department, Herman calls for 
consolidation of city and county government. 

Herman also embraces the notion of a joint city county 
environmental agency, despite what happens in a fall 
referendum on consolidation. 

"Whenever we can prevent duplication of services and come

Drunk man arrested for assault 

An intoxicated man vandalized the house he shares I 
with at least four roommates Saturday and I 
threatened to shoot two of them, Tallahassee Police I 
Department spokesperson Annette Garrett said I 
Monday. I 

Gregory Louis Jones, 20, of 2136 Wahnish Way, I 
came home at 3:30 a.m. Saturday wielding a Smith I 
and Wesson .38 caliber revolver. Jones went into one I 
bedroom, woke up roommate Mike Bell and I 
threatened to shoot him with the loaded gun. When I 
Harold Reese, another roommate, tried io intervene. I 
Jones put the weapon to Reese's head and cocked the 
hammer 

Reese disarmed Jone.-^ and locked him out of thf 
house. Reese then instructed others in the house not 
to let him back in. However, Jones broke through a 
window, reached around and unlocked the front door, 
and let himself in. 

When Rees</ heard the ruckus, he fled out a window, 
went to a neighbor's hou.se, and phoned the Leon 
County Sherrif s OfTice At the same time, Charlotte 
Reese, who was also in the house, fied to a different 
neighbor's house and called TPD. 

Several sherriffs deputies and an officer from the 
Capital Police Department arrived shortly after TPD 
officers. OfTicers then secured the area. 

When a TPD officer phoned the house to see if the 
roommates still inside were safe, the suspect 
answered the phone and pretended to be one of the 
victims. 

Minutes after the phone call, Jones told people 
inside to leave because he was about to go to jail. He 
then surrendered to police without further incident 
Two more residents in a back bedroom slept through 
the entire episode. 

Jones was charged with two counts of aggravated 
assault and taken to the Leon County Jail, where he 
is being held on $10,000 bond. 

FAMU student kidnapped 

A 22-year-old Florida A&M University student was 
kidnapped Saturday evening by her estranged 
boyfriend, who was a^rehended without incident 
later that night. 

FAMU investigator Irving Mills said Monday that 
TPD and FAMU police found FAMU student Sharon 
Marshall unharmed at her captor's house. 

At 8:15 p.m. that night, FAMU student Melisse 
Perry had run from her Polking Hormed apartment 
to the campus police station and reported that her 
roommate had been kidnapped. 

The suspect, 22 year -old FAMU senior Kelvin 
Lavon Simms, broke into the apartment through a 
back window. He brandished what appeared to be a 
9 mm semi-automatic handgun and kidnapped 
Marshall. 

Later that evening, TPD and FAMU investigators 
went to Simms' residence at 726 Arkansas St. but 
neither Simms nor Marshall were there. An hour 
later, police received a phone call from a relative of 
Simms, who told police that Simms and his victim 
were at the suspect's house. 

Investigating officers returned to Simms' house and 
found him and Marshall there. Simms gave himself 
up without incident and is being held at the Leon 
County Jail. He was given a $10,000 bond for an 
aggravated assault charge and has not yet been issued 
bond for his kidnapping charge. After Simms' arrest, 
it was found that his 9 mm revolver was actually a 
BB-gun. 
Marshall was not injured 

FSU stud«^ roughed up and robbed 

A gang of men jumi»d from their car, beat up a 
22-year-old Fla^ State University student and took 
his wallet, FSU Police spokesperson Jack Handtey 
said Monday. 

At 2:^ a.m. Saturday, 10 to 15 rmn attacked the 
student, who was walking north on Stadium Drive 
near the intramural fields. After the incident, the 
stv^ent went to his apartment and called FSU police. 

The student was treated by emergency medical 
t^hnicians, taken to Tallahassee Memorial Regional 
Medical Center and soon released. No arrests have 
^mn made, but an investipktion is continuing.

up with clearer rules it's a good idea for everybody." 

Herman is against bringing in large corporations 
from out of town in order to create jobs. She cited the 
city's contract with Tadiran and Greneral Dynamics 
as examples of an investment that looked good in the 
beginning but in the end hasn't been the pay-off it 
was cut out to be. 

"It didn't work," she said. "Let's look at supporting 
what's already here." 

Local government has concentrated too much on 
dealing with crime after the fact, according to 
Herman. She says she would concentrate on the 
problem by investing money in long-term programs 
that stress prevention. 



If there is an issue Herman seems unsure about it's 
what, if anything, to do with the city's anti-apartheid 
ordinance. When asked whether she would vote to 
scrap the ordinance she was non-committal, but 
stressed that if the ordinance stays in place, it should 
be enforced. 

"If you keep exempting everybody, what's the 
point?" she said. 

But one thing Herman's sure of is that Jack McLean 
has been part of the city commission too long. And 
a replacement should be someone who will work to 
give citizens more of a say in the issues affecting 
them, she said. 

"Eight years is enough," she said. "I think I bring 
a perspective of better participation by citizens. Part 
of the reason I decided to run was that otherwi^ 
(McLean) would be unopposed."

controversial anti-apartheid ordinance which 
prohibits Tallahassee from doing business with, or 
providinf^ subsidies to, any organization with ties to 
South Africa. 

"It's been painful," he said. "But it's the right thing 
to do." 

McLean said businesses are very aware of the 
ordinance, and most are in compliance with it, adding 
that those who seek exemptions are the rare case. 

"We need to balance the needs of this community 
against the overall purpose of trying to encourage 
positive change in South Africa." 

McLean said he decides on exemptions on a case- 
by -case basis and said he voted against an exemption 
for BP gas and oil because they had direct ties. He 
voted for an exemption for General Dynamics because 
that company was already in operation before the 



ordinance took effect, and their ties were only indirect, 

he said. 

McLean also cited the success of the investment and 
pension side of the anti-apartheid ordinance, saying 
over $100 million in city funds are now in accounts 
free of South African involvement. 

McLean said he has brought more than 3,000 jobs 
to Tallahassee over the course of his eight years on 
the commission. 

He said he is concerned with crime, and added that 
we must focus on family accountability and family 
values since so much of Tallahassee's crime is 
committed by juveniles. 

He said environmental concerns are also important 
in maintaining the quality of hfe Tallahassee 
residents have come to expect. 

McLe-m has lived in Tallahassee for 20 years. He 
is married and has two adult children. Since 1977 he 
has been the executive director of Legal Services of 
North Florida, a group which provides civil legal 
services to people who cannot afford attorneys.

MOSCOW— U.S. and Russian officials conferred together and 

with members of Israeli and Arab delegations Monday in efforts to 
overcome last-minute disputes before multilateral Middle East talks that 
all sides cautioned would not have much substance. 

Secretary of State James Baker arrived Monday evening and 
immediately went into a meeting with Russian Foreign Minister Andrei 
Kozyrev to complete preparations for the session beginning Tuesday 

Syria and Lebanon are boycotting the two days of talks, which officials 
repeatedly pointwl out Monday were only "talks about talks," dealing only 
with plans for future multilateral negotiations and not substantive 
questions. 

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan— Hard-line Islamic rebel fighters Monday 

Defied their sensors in Pakistan by refusing to endorse a United Nations 
peace proposal for Afghanistan. 

In a dramatic shift in policy, Pakistan announced Sunday that it would 
back a U.N. plan for pe^ talks between warring Afghan factions, 
including the ^viet-installed Kabul government and Wester-backed 
Mujahideen rebels.

WASHINGTON-The Supreme Court Monday allowed 

government restriction on "dial-a-porn" telephone numbers meant to 
ensure that children do not have access to the sexually explicit and 
expensive dialogue services. 

The court, without comment, refused to review a law passed by Congress 
in 1989 that allows for civil and criminal penalti^on any provider of legal 
but indecent" sexually related telephonic messages who does not take 
specifipd steps to help ensure minors are not using the service. 

WASHINGTON-The admiMistration has recalled the U.S. 
ambassador to Haiti to protest an attack on a politician picked by ousted 
President Jean-Bertrand Ari^Me to help restore democracy in the island 
nation, the State Department announced Monday. 

The department also disclosed figures that showed more than a fourth 
of Haitian refugees rescued by Coast Guard vessels on the high seas have 
now been found to have '*a plausible claim" for political asylum in the 
United States. 

WASHINGTON-Pennsylvania Gov. Robert P. Casey, a lifelong 
Democrat and staunch foe of abortion, called on his party Monday to make 
room for more than one view on the abortion issue. 

Casey, who signed the state's abortion law that is before the Supreme 
Court, said in a speech to the National Press Club that Democrats are 
losing supjK)rt by backing only pro-choice candidates. 

WASHINGTON— While most drug abuse by Americui students 
continues a downward trend, an annual study found binge drinking, 
smoking and LSD warrant attention, researchers said Monday. 

In the 17th national survey of high school seniors and a companion 
survey of college students. University of Michigan psychologists said 
students today jwrceive more risk associated with drugs such as cocaine, 
marijuana and amphetimines than they did in years past. 

WASHINGTON-In the midst of spiraling drug crime in the 
nation's cities. President Bush Monday unveiled initiatives intended to 
stem abuse and boost social services in poor neighborhoods. 

But the president's modest proposed increase of $1.2 billion, for a total 
federal anti-drug effort of almost $16 billion, was immediately criticized 
by Democrats as insufficient.

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Cassell is FSU's miracle-worker

GAINESVILLE— Sam Cassell just kept pulling 
shots out of a hat, even in the last two seconds. 

The Florida State guard hit an amazing off-balance 
double-pump desperation jump shot with :02 ^conds 
left to lift the 23rd-ranked Seminoles to a hard-fought 
68-67 win over the Florida Gators Monday night 
before 9,536 in the O'Connell Center, 

With their sixth consecutive win, FSU is now 13-4. 
The Gators fall to 10-7. 

Cassell, who led the Seminoles with 19 points, said 
he threw up the miracle shot without even being able 
to see where it was going. 

"I tried to throw it high off the backboard so that 
in case it missed, we would have the chance for the 
rebound," Cassell said. "I couldn't even see (the rim). 
I just threw it up." 

Florida had taken their fmal lead when Stacey 
Poole hit a short jumper with 24 seconds left. FSU 
Coach Pat Kennedy then called a ti»e out to try to 
set up the fmal play to win the game. 

"The first thing we wanted to do was get it inbounds 
and spread the floor. With 10 seconds left, we wanted 
to push it up the floor," Kennedy smA* 

Kennedy said the play wasn't designed to get the ball 
in Cassell's hands, but was just a matter of reading the 
defense and getting a good pass from Charlie Ward. 

"Sam made a great break and Charlie made a great 
pass," Kennedy said. 

The game was a different sort of tempo for FSU, as 
the Gators managed to neutralize the Seminoles' 
ability to steal the ball and generate points on the 
break. Instead, Florida made the Seminoles rely on 



their half-court offense to score. 

"Usually we can score when the defense produces 
the plays," Kennedy said. "But tonight we couldn't 
do that and we struggled for a while." 

FSU bolted to an early 17-6 advantage, but couldn't 
keep up the pressure as the Gators charged back on 
strong play from freshman forwewd Andrew DeClerq. 
DeClerq had 16 rebounds, 10 in the first half, and 
Florida held a 41-34 advantage at intermission. 

DeClerq led the Gators with 14 points. Florida had 
four players score in double figures. FSU had three 
with Doug Edwards and Rodney Dobard scoring 15 
to support Cassell. 

FSU steadily closed the gap and finally grabbed the 
lead 61-60 with 3:03 to play. The tmmB exchanged 
leads until Cassell hit the game winner. 

Florida Coach Lon Kruger said his team didn't take 
advantage of a golden opportunity for the upset. 

"When you're playing against a top-20 ball club like 
that and pass on that type of an opportunity (second- 
half lead) . . . anything can happen," Kruger said. 

For Poole, who has been the Gators' top worer this 
season, it was a frustrating night. Poole was held to 
13 points on 5-of-15 shooting ftt>m the floor, five points 
off his average, and was ineffective most of the night. 

"This is the (loss) that hurts the most," Poole said. 

For FSU, it was another in a long line of come-from- 
behind road victories this season. Kennedy said it's 
the com^ure of his team that produces the wins in 
hostile environments. 

"A lot of it is inner confidence and inner character. 
They just believe they are going to win," Kennedy 
said. "They don't think anything can stop them from 
making their shots."

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Activist turned lobbyist hopes 
to make impact on social justice

Florida lobbyist Elaine Roberts wants 
to give the state's poor and downtrodden 
a voice in government even if they don't 
have money and power backing their 
requests. 

As the new chief lobbyist for Florida 
Impact, a 12-year-old network of religious 
organizations, Roberts is speaking up for 
thousands of migrant farmworkers, 
homeless and poverty-stricken children 
this legislative session. 

But she says it will be hard to get her 
voice heard amid all the talk at the 
Capitol about re-election, reapportion- 
ment and the recession. Her main 
emphasis, in fact, is on making sure 
programs for the poor are not cut any 
deeper. 

"(The budget cuts) are very, very 
painful," Roberts said last week. "It 



means people are in danger and are going 
to die." 

According to the 39-year-()ld lobbyist, 
massive cuts passed during a special 
session of the Legislature last December 
have jeopardized many of the state's 
working poor. And she warns their 
condition will only deteriorate if the 
Legislature continues to slash programs 
originally set up to help them.. 

Roberts added that more children and 
adults will join the ranks of the homeless 
if further cuts are made in programs such 
as Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children and the Emergency Financial 
Housing Assistance Program, which 
already had its budget cut in half during 
the special session. 

But the turnaround she's looking for 
will be hard to come by, she said, because 
many politicians subscribe to anti- welfare

some (politicians) to scapegoat public 
assistance people, to stigmatize them," 
Roberts said. "Instead of making an effort 
to understaxMl, they grandstand because 
it's an election year." 

According to Roberts, there's a bill 
under consideration in the Legislature 
that would reduce AFDC family benefits 
for each additional child that is born. She

President Bush, promising to "lift this 
nation out of hard times," unveiled an 
election-year economic rescue plan Tuesday 
night calling for tax breaks fu* the middle 
class and challenged Congress to pass it by 
March 20. 

In a nationally televised State of the Union 
address to a joint session of Congress. Bush 
outlined a series of tax breaks, a $50 billion 
slash in defense spending over five years, a 
90-day moratorium on many governmental 
regulations and steps he was ready to take 
to reduce America's nuclear arsenal. 

"Let me tell you right from the start and 
right from the heart: I know we're in hard 
times but I know something else," he said. 
'•This will not stand." 



Bush, in an attempt to illustrate his 
concern with the nation's pressing economic 
problems, offered $25 billion in tax relief this 
year by allowing taxpayers to lower their 
weekly withholding, thereby getting more 
immediate cash in hand. 

He promised to send to Congress Feb 6 a 
health plan which will provide for a health 
insurance tax credit up to $3,750 for each 
low-income family. 

His proposals will be included in the $1 5 
trillion budget for the 1993 fiscal year budget 
he released Wednesday. 

Furthermore, he said the proposals "will 
have a strong effect on the economy without 
breaking the budget agreement capping 
government spending and without raising 
taxes." 




George Bush 

Most of the enthusiastic response to his 
55-minute speech came from the Republican 
side of the aisle in the House chamber in 
what Bush acknowledged was the "political 
season " He was applauded 72 times with 
four standing ovations. 

The loudest applause came from the GOP 



lawmakers when he once again demanded 
that Congress pass a capital gains tax cut, 
declaring: "This time at this hour, 1 cannot 
take 'No for an answer." 

"I am asking for big things— but 1 believe 
in my heart that you will do what's right," 
he said. 

Democrats in Congress pledged to work 
with Bush to pull the country out of the 
recession, but insisted there be fundamental 
changes in the nation's economic policies. 

"It is not enough to make minor repairs— 
to tinker at the edges," House Speaker 
Thomas Foley said in the official Democratic 
response to Bush's State of the Union 
address.

Attempted murder 

A 19-year-old Florida A&M University student allegedly stabbed her 
boyfriend in the chest with a kitchen knife as he slept Tue.sday morninj?, 
Tallahassee Police Department spokesperson Annette Garrett said 
Tuesday. 

The suspect, Olivia Makebi Waddy, of 410 Dewey St., apartment C-104, 
called 911 from a pay phone for help immediately after she stabbed her 
boyfriend. The victim, Damon Gabriel Johnson, 18, of the same address, 
was sitting up in the apartment when officers arrived but went into CcU'diac 
arrest within moments. TPD officers assisted pai-amedics in performing 
CPR. 

The victim was able to tell investigating officers that he had been living 
with the suspect since December but had broken up with her three days 
ago. The couple went to bed at about 3 a.m. Tuesday morning and the 
victim awoke later that morning as the suspect was stabbing him. The 
victim then fled the scene. 

Waddy was found in front of 679 W. Tennessee St. and arrested. She 
was charged with attempted murder and taken to the Leon County Jail. 
No bond has been set. 

Johnson is at Tallahassee Memorial Regional Medical Center where he 
is currently in serious but stable condition. 

Rape 

A 19-year-old woman who was allegedly held against her will and raped 
in her apartment Sunday morning by her ex-bo\friend aU^rtt^l TPD of the 
sexual battery when she was linally allowed to leave the house Monday 
morning, TPD's Garrett said Tuesday. 

The victim told investigating officers that the suspect is her ex-boyfriend, 
a 21-year-old man, whom she broke up with before Christmas. The victim 
recently bailed him out of jail in Georgia and was allowing him to stay 
at her house until he got back on his feet financially. 

Saturday night the suspect was out drinking and returned home around 
3 a.m. Sunday. The victmi said he began to get very rough with her and 
tore off her clothes. When the victim .screamed, the suspect covered her 
mouth with his hand and bit her severely on the face. 

He then got a steak knife from the kitchen and threatened the victim 
with it. To prove his mtent, the su.spect raised his shirt and made several 
cuts on his own abdomen. The victim fled to the bedroom and locked the 
door, but the suspect broke down the door. The victim's hand was badly 
lacerated when she tried to hold the door shut. The suspect then raped 
the victim on the floor. 

It was not until Monday morning that the suspect allowed th'^ victim 
to leave the house to take her niece to school. The victim flagged down 
an officer and directed him to her hou.se where the suspect was arretted 
without incident. He was charged with sexual battery with a deadly 
weapon and taken to the Leon Cunty Jail. 

The name and address of the suspect are being withheld by TPD to 
protect the identity of the victim.

Monday, TPD became aware that the stolen car was in town when it was 
seen leaving the scene of an accident at Mike's Beer Barn, 556 W. 

Tennessee St. 

Witnesses said three teenagers were in the Toyota when it backed into 
a parked car owned by Robert Mullens of Apopka. Mullens' car incurred 
about $200 worth of damage. 

Officers then spotted the .stolen car on Thomasville Road near MO and 
followed it to Monroe Street where a traffic stop was conducted.

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Food for thought 

President Bush's myopic prescription for the sad State of the Union is 
probably too little too late. Our economic problems simply run too deep, and 
lifting the luxury tax on "luxury yachts" (what other kinds are there?) doesn't 
touch the surface of the ground-deep economic problems we face. 

Indeed, the economic funk we find ourselves in is rooted in Ronald Reagan's 
trickle-on fas in the wealthy trickling on the middle class and the poor) 
economic policies of the 1980s. Or "voodoo economics" as one one cynic, a 
man named George, once called it. 

Well, now all the needles have been stuck into the doll, and the American 
economy writhes in pain. The practitioners of economic voodoo are doing fine, 
but millions of Americans fear becoming part of the abstraction many have 
come to know as "the homeless." 

Despite all, however, we must try to come up with a viable program to get 
this country moving again. Thus have we sent the following suggestions to 
the U S. Congress for immediate consideration: 

• Nationalize the economic assets of every American newspaper and 
television network tK ws outlet that does a story on whether the media should 
cover the Clinton-Flowers scandal. Clearly, this is only a ruse to justify 
salivating over the tales of wild Bill's alleged sex-capades. And no news outlet 
should be allowed to insult our intelligence without paying a pretty price.

On Feb. 7, the Board of Regents will be voting on 
the athletic fee increase proposed by President Lick. 
This leaves the student body only a few more weeks 
to voice our dissent. Since December, the Committee 
to Defeat the Athletic Fee Increase has been 
collecting signatures, 6,500 in one week, opposing 
the increase. If you have not signed this petition, 
we strongly urge you do so. 

For those still unfamiliar with the athletic fee 
increase, it will raise the current fee of $1.15 per 
credit hour to $3.35 per hour. In return for this 
approximately $100 increase in student fees, 
students will receive what the administration calls 
'Tree" tickets to all the football games. These are 
tickets which you pay fw, regardless of whether or 
not you wish to or are able to attend the games. In 
addition, limited seating means you will not be 
guaranteed admission to games your have paid for. 
As a second phase of the plan, the fee will be raised 
to $4.06 per credit hour and will include basketball 
tickets, for which there are only 4,000 seats. 

This plan is an insult to the student body and 
denies us the freedom to spend our money for 
recreational activities of our own choice. In addition, 
it is a slap in the face to academics at FSU. The 
approximately $3 million which will be generated 
by this increase will go entirely to the athletic 
department at a time when S^ier library cannont 
buy books, academic dipartments cannot afford 
paper, and students caniK)t get into classes because 
professors are leaving. 

We urge students, both graduate and 
undergraduate, to call tl^ Board of Regents at 
488-4234 and urge them to vote against the 
increase.

Powell says 
people need 
bigger voice

Frances Powell says she's run- 
ning for City Commission Seat 1 
because it's important to bring the 
people out of the background and 
into the decision-making process 
of local government. 

In an interview last week, she 
said because she is a hfelong resi 
dent of Tallahassee, is creative 
and a good organizer, and has 
spent time researching many pro- 
blems facing the city, she is the 
best choice for commissioner. 

"There's a lot more than just 
coal," she said. "It's the vision for 
Tallahassee, the way we will 
grow, our economic strategies. All 
those things are important 
issues." 

Powell and three other 
challengers face incumbent Steve 
Meisburg in the Feb. 4 election. If 
no candidate gets a majority of 
votes, there will be a runoff elec- 
tion Feb. 25 between the top two 
vote-getters. 

Powell, an accountant at the 
Florida Lottery, said housing, 
jobs, transportation, crime, and 
providing citizens a better voice 
are some of the problems that 
need to be addressed. 

She said she is against a coal- 
burning power plant for en- 
vironmental reasons. Even if the 
local pollution problems could be 
m\v^ she wmries that, "Still 
you're raping America to get that 
coal out." 

Powell also said the coal plant 
is ^irt d a bigger iMue.

McDanieh 
bring focus 
to crime rate

Dan McDaniel says the current 
Tallahassee City Commission 
heads a bloated bureaucracy that 
cares little for the people, and he's 
the person to do something about 
it. 

"I am running because the city 
commissioners in the last three 
years . . . have perpetrated a lot 
of waste. (Tallahassee) needs so- 
meone who is more responsive to 
the public," said McDaniel, who is 
running against incumbent Com- 
missioner Steve Meisburg in the 
seat 1 race. The elections are Feb. 
4. 

McDaniel said he has plenty of 
experience in local government 
because he has been involved in 
local politics since he was a 
14 year-old teenager in Vero 
Beach. 

"I took strong stands as a 
teenager back then against what 
I thought was elitism and 
demagoguery on the part of coun- 
cil members ... I see the same in 
Tallahassee," McDaniel said in an 
interview two weeks ago. 

McDaniel got a master's degree 
in ^^conomics from Florida State 
University in 1988 and a 
bachelor's in public administra 
tion and economics from FSU in 
1985. 

When he is not campaigning, he 
works out of Tallahassee as a 
systems administrator for the U.S. 
Bankruptcy Court. 

If elected to the commission, the 
30-year-old candidate said he 
would make preventing crime his 
top priority. 

"First you've got to make 
Tallahassee safe," he said, adding 
Meisburg is making excuses for 
Tallahassee's crime rate and not 
solving it. 

Mdhmsel's ideas for controlling 
crime in Tallahassee include in- 
stalling mwB street lights and 
helping neighborhoods, especially

Hill: the poor 
need a voice 
on commission

When it comes to advocacy for 
Tallahassee's poor, there's no mid- 
dle ground for Oliver Hill, and the 
48 year-old housing association 
president is betting his candidacy 
for city commission Seat 1 will 
bring that sector of the citi^nry 
to the polls Feb. 4. 

"I will attract a different type of 
voter that normally would not 
vote— the poor the handicapped 
and the elderly," said Hill, who is 
challenging incumbent Steve 
Meisburg. "I don't think the poor 
people of Tallahassee have ade- 
quate representation." 

Hill, who is unemployed and 
disabled, is founder and president 
of the Orange Avtnue Tenants 
Association and president of all 
the city's public housing units, 
which accommodate more than 
3,000 people. And if there is 
anyone qualified to represent 
Tallahassee's indigent, regardless 
of what race they are, its him. Hill 
said. 

"I'm definitely qualified to 
speak for the poor," said Hill, who 
lives on welfare. "The major crux 
(of my agenda) is feeding and 
housing the poor." 

For Hill, the concept of "poor" 
IS an all-encompassing one that 
can't be approached from a single 
angle or addressed through in- 
dividual issues alone As a result, 
indigence is at the heart of his ap- 
proaches to dealing with a varie 
ty of issues from crime, education, 
and employment to energy 
sources and other environmental 
issues. 

Hill, who said he was largely 
responsible for the city putting m 
the first police department substa- 
tion on Macomb Street in 1988, 
would revitalize the traditional, 
problem-oriented "cop on-the- 
beat" type of law enforcement in 
neighborhoods with high rates of 
crime.

Meisburg 

Meisburg is 
resting on 
his record

Halting crime in Tallahassee 
h^me it even starts is aj^Atiny- 
ing project Steve Meisburg wants 
to offer citi»iis of the captal city. 

The 50 year-old Meisburg, a self- 
employed mani^imMit consul- 
tant and former professional 
musician, hopes to hold on to his 
commission seat when he faces 
challengers John Gibby, Frances 
Powell, Oliver Hill and Dan. 
McDaniel Feb. 4. 

"I think the crime issue is im- 
portant because it affects our 
children and the future of our 
community," said Meisburg in a 
recent interview. "The first thing 
we have to do is address the en- 
vironments that produce crime." 

Meisburg said an effective way 
of cutting crime rates in 
Tallahassee is to avoid dealing 
with offenders after a crime has 
been committed. Instead, he said, 
he advocates offering a bit of 
preventative medicine. 

"Rather than spend a lot of 
money in efforts to build bigger 
jails and hire more law- 
enforcement officials, we have to 
address the problems of poverty in 
some of our neighborhoods," said 
Meisburg, who joined the commis- 
sion in 1987. 

Meisburg, chair of the city's 
task force on drugs and crime, 
said his committee has spent the 
last three years identifying the 
lack of services in some 
neighborhoods and developing a 
long-range strategy for bringing 
the resources of the community 
together to try to support efforts 
to stop the crime before it 
happens. 

"We want to target our efforts 
to various geographical areas that 
seem to produce much of our 
crime," Meisburg said 

Meisburg said transportation in 
Tallahassee needs to be address 
ed with the absolute minimum of

eral grant money the city already receives, as well 
as through incentives for developers such as waivers 
for sewer and water hook-ups. She added that such 
housing should be spread throu^^hout Tallahassee, not 
just concentrated into a few area^-^ 

"In society right now youn^^ [)e()ple can't afford to 
even move out and get a home," she said, noting that 
she has two teenaged daughters. "If they get a job, 
it's going to be low paying because they're not getting 
the educational or vocational skills thev need to be 
prepared when they get out of high school." 

Powell said her volunteer work at Rickards High 
School has exposed her to some innovative 
educational ideas, including its mentoring progi am. 
and she added that these ideas could work at other 
area schools. 

To help fight crime, Powell proposes expanding the 
neighborhood crime watch progi am. She said because 
police officers live throughout the city, they should 
be provided with uicentives to participate in their 
neighborhood's crime watch. 

To improve personal safety, she said building codes 
should require that such safety features as solid core 
doors and deadbolts be built into new housing. 
Existing dweUings should also be required to upgi*ade 
their safety. 

"Crime is interrelated with local jobs, housing, and 
education," said Powell. "So you have to attack it from 
all those areas."

crime-ridden ones, form neighborhood watches. 

Another method for curbing crime would be for the 
city to help poor people buy low-cost homes by 
subsidizing the down payments on their homes, he 
said. 

"The idea is, people who are going to live there are 
the people who are going to be there," he said Such 
a move will prevent transients— who are more likely 
to commit crimes than people with families, McDaniel 
says— from taking over neighborhoods. 

The city will not need more money, meaning 
Tallahasseeans will not have to pay more taxes, to 
pay for his crime-prevention solutions, McDaniel said. 
That's because the city already has the money and 
is not using it properly. 

"A lot of roads that haven't been taken care of have 
the money in reserve for their repair. Their (repair) 
is delayed," he said, adding this is an example of 
mismanagement by the city. 

"I think you would be naive not to accept that we 
need more roads from the back of Killearn to Mahan

"There is a hole in the ozone layer with my name 
on it," Gibby said, adding he became an 
environmental activist after working for the 
Thomasville company. He mw works at Tallahassee 
Community College's math lab and tutors students 
in math and cakulus. 

Gibby is also a political activist of sorts. He belongs 
to tlm Junk Yard Dogs, a Tallahassee citizens' group 
that monitors city government. And he has fought 
City Hall on issues ranging from stm-mwater runoff 
to the city's electric rates. 

Ni^ suitiriti^y, Gibby was in the thick of the 
contityver^ surrounding the city's prc^c^l to convert 
its natural-gas burning plant to coal. 

**To want to build a coal plant is an archaic idea," 
said the bespectacled candidate. "The rMkulous thing 
is that (city commissioners) want to tear an existing 
plant that has 10 to 20 years left that is burning 
natural gas and burn coal." 

Gibby said a ^1 plant will be an environmental 
disaster because it will, among other things, 
contaminate ground water and create toxic ash. If 
elected commissioner, Gibby said, he will fight against 
burning coal to produce ek^icity, and also keep close 
tabs on Tallahassee's sewage and drainage system. 

He also said he will make Tallahassee a safer place 
to live. Gibby's ideas on fighting crime include 
installing video cameras in high-crime areas and 
hiring more police officers. 

GiM>y said he will mi raise taxes to battle crime 



Powell said jobs can be increased in Tallahassee 
through the use of "incubator facilities," joint projects 
between the city and small businesses that involve 
providing subsidies to aspiring entrepreneurs and 

helping them set up shop. 

"Most of the existing incubator facilities in the U.S. 
developed in vacant or abandoned buildings," she 
said, noting this can turn unproductive areas into 
contributors to the local economy. 

To solve Tallahassee's transportation problems, 
Powell said the city should promote ideas like flex 
time and hike pnt ris to lower the traffic levels during 
rush hour But she also said she believes some road 
expansion is inevitable given Tallahassee's growth. 

And that can be done, she added, without cutting 
through established neighborhoods. 

"These people worked hard to get the neighborhoods 
they have," she said. 'And we shouldn't destroy 
them." 

^^)\v('ll said she is against the proposed consolidation 
chartei-, because the cost of the changeover will be 
high, and there is no ^Hiarantee of efficiency. But she 
added that she believes the issue should come before 
the voters for them to decide. 

Asked about tho anti-apartheid ordinance that 
prohibits Tallahassee from doing any business or 
providing subsidies to companies that have ties to 
South Africa. Powell .^aid she is unh;ippy with the 
current situation because of all the exemptions that 
ha /e been grant od. 

"They should either enforce it or scrap it," she said.

The city should also encoui-age more businesse.-- on

To this end, the city's ant i -apart held ordinance has 
prevented many businesses from coming to 
Tallahassee, McDaniel said He said the ordinance is 
nothing more than a "witch hunt." 

"I wouldn't want to do business with a companv 
(that isi based in South .\frica, but there needs to be 
a limit." he said. 

Commissioners need to rule on companies on an 
individual basis and the oiximance, in its current 
form, needs to be scrapped, he saifl. 

McDaniel favors the merging of certain city and 
county offices such as the environmental and 
planning departments, but opposes across-the board 
con.solidation. He said residents of Tallahassee and 
Leon County should decide whether they want a 
consolidated government and law enforcement 
agency. They should als(> vote on whether they want 
to pay city or county level taxes, lie added. 



in the capital city because 35 cents of every dollar 
Tallahasseeans pay fw electricity goes to city 
government. 

"The monies are there, you've just got to re-program 
them," he said, adding he would use this money 
Iwgely to pay for crime-prevention projects sponsored 
by the city. 

Next to crime, a skewed pattern of urban 
develc^ment is Tallahassee's biggest heswiache, Gibby 
said. He said the present city commission has allowed 
development in North Tallahassee, but neglected the 
South side. ' 

"They have a great southern strategy," Gibby said. 
"They (have) put the incinerators and dumps on the 
south side and developed on the north." 

Under his oversight, Gibby said, urban development 
will be fair. 

"Each neighborhood should be accountable for its 
own problems such as storniwater and drainage," he 
said. 

Gibby also said he is opposed to consolidation, the 
merging of both city and county governments. 

"It's wonderful in theory, (but) implementation is 
a different thing," he said. However, Gibby added, he 
is in favor of merging a few departments such as the 
planning and building permit ofRces. 

Another controversial issue in Tallahassee this 
el«:tion is ihB city's anti^partheid ordinance through 
which the city can prevent businesses that have ties 
to South Africa from doing busineM with the city. 

Gibby supports the ordinance, he said, if it is 
enforced without any exemptions. 

"If you have an ordinance, why have exemptions?" 
he said.

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Group forms to oppose coal referendum

A committee set up to oppose next week's coal plant 
referendum filed for official status with the Leon 
County Supervisor of F1<" tions office Tuesday. 

The political action ommittee— called Clean, 
Affordable, Reliable Energ>', or CARE— wants to 
make sure the city has all of its options open, CARE 
treasurer Robert Neff said Tuesday 

"If everything the city commission dfK^s has to be 
done on a referendum vote, you're going to curtail the 
ability of the commission to run the city," he said. 
"We don't think they should eliminate the possibility 
of using coal in the future." 

If passed, the referendum would require the city to 
seek voter approval h(>fore building a coal plant or 
obtaining energy from coal plants m neighboring 
counties. 

Members of the Coal Plant Referendum committee, 
who turned in a petition to Supervisor of Elections 



Ion Sancho last year that got the referendum on the 
ballot, said they weren't surprised that organized 
opposition had arisen. 

"This is not a ban on coal." CPR spokesperson 
Rebecca Martin said. "1 just hope the citizens don't 
take the bait." 

Neff said the committee simply wants to assure the 
city can provide enough power cheaply and readily. 

"I don't want to see the kinds of coal plants built 
20 to 30 years ago," NefT said. "(But) at some point 
in time, we're going to use the tons of coal we have 
in the ground." 

NefT said he hopes to raise money from all sorts of 
people, including those who support leaving then- 
options open and keeping Tallaha.ssee's good bond 
rating. As a private committee, he said he did not 
think the city would be a contrihuter. 

"I don't think that would be a politically astute 
position for the city to be in," he said.

He said he thinks Police Chief Mel Tucker's position 
that there is not enough manpower to do this is 
incorrect and the answer is moving police ofTicers 
patrolling in the north part of town to high-crime 
neighborhoods. 

"You doii*t need to have the same type of law 
enforcement in wealthy neighborhoods," he said. 
"Our neighborhoods are not getting equal law 
enforcement." 

During his tenure as volunteer president of the 
Orange Avenue Tenants Association, Hill worked 
with U.S. Sen. Connie Mack to acquire federal gi ants 
from the Department of Housing and Urban 
^velopment for drug prevention programs. The 
programs, called VALUES I and VALUES II, provide 
counweling and jobs for low-income youths in middle 
and high school. 

Hill points out he was also responsible for acquiring 
a $3 million gi ant through the Tallahassee Housing 
Authority to reimve Iniitdinp in the ft-enchtown area 
where drug pushers had been using the buildings for 



cover And if elected to the commission. Hill says, he 
would work hard to come up with similai' grants 
aimed at reducing drug use, particularly among 
youths. 

"We were doing this before my opponent got .started 
(with drug prevention programs)." Hill said. 

Perhaps the most basic problem for poor 
Tallahasseeans is housing, according to Hill. F'or 
starters as citv commissioner. Hill would put two 
residents on the city's housing commission. Currently, 
only one out of a total of five committee members is 
mandated by state law to be a neighborhood resident 

HilFs approach to education is from the perspective 
of someone whose primary concern is crime and its 
relationship to poor citizens. He said he would lobby 
state and county governments and the local school 
board to put money into the school system. He also 
said he would allocate $3 to $4 million from the city's 
utility profits to the school system for vocational 
training for low-income youth. Those kids, he said, 
"are more likely to drop out." 

"That would surely cut down on crime by youth," 
he said, pointing out that most crime in Tallahassee

Republicans in Congress were supportive of Bush 
with Senate Republican leader Robert Dole calling 
the speech a "responsible, compassionate plan."

payment since 1981. In that year, a majority of the 
st udent body signed a petition to assess themselves 
the fee. Every three years a majority must again 
pledge their support to continue the program. 
Currently. 55 percent of FSU students pay the fee, 
"(The petition) is to let the administration know 
that the students want to continue," Robertson said. 

"We have been working on environmental issues, 
consumers' issues, the lemon law, voter registration, 
hunger and homelessness, because those are all issues 
that have been defined by the students," said Hank 
Hernandez, statewide vice chair of FPIRG's board of 
directors. 

This year the group will ask students to assess 
themselves a $3.50 fee each semester for the next 

three years. 

Student funds account for the majority of FPIRG's 
budget. The remainder of monies comes from grants 
and donations from the general public, Robertson 
said. But the idea of students signing a petition to 
assess themselves fees has come under controversy 
recently. 

A bill currently under consideration in the 
Legislature, sponsored by Senate Appropriations

misconceptions about programs aiding the poor 

"There are a lot of myths and misunderstandings 
about (AFDC)," Roberts said. "What people don't 
understand ... is that it's mainly children. When 
people say 'Why don't you get a job?' what they're 
talking about is children." 

While lobbying against further cuts in AFDC, 
Roberts said she will also lobby in support of a bill 
that would establish a separate minimum wage in 
Florida, one of eight states without its own. 

According to Roberts, the bill would not raise the 
national minimum wage from $4.25 an hour, but she 
said It could be useful in combatting poverty in the 
future. 

"It would just be there so if we want to raise it we 
can, without waiting for the federal government," 
Roberts said, adding that the current minimum wage 
is utterly inadequate. 

"If a family works every day, full-time, all year 
round at minimum wage, then their income level 
would be lower than the federally mandated poverty 
level," Roberts said. "What does that say to us about 
a fair day's work and a fair day's pay?" 

Also, families rtlying on a minimum-wage income 
spend most of their money on housing, she said. If an 
emergency arises, the family simply can't afford to 
pay the rent, she added. 

'It is supposedly a conservative tradition that 
people who want to work can make it in this society. 
But it's not working out that way anymore," Roberts 
said. 

To help these borderline poor, Roberts is pushing 
for an increase in the documentary stamp tax. If 
passed, the tax would levy a surcharge on all real 
estate transactions. And according to Roberts, 
revenue generated from the tax would help create 
affordable housing for the poor. 

Another bill Roberts is lobbying for would require 
employers in the agricultural industry to notify their 
employees of pesticide use in their fields. Currently, 
agricultural workers, including the state's estimated 



Barbara," his popular wife, to deliver the much 
awaited speech. And in yet another reference to his 
vomiting at a banquet in Tokyo earlier this month, 
he quipped that Foley and Vice President Dan Quayle 
were "happy they are sitting behind me." 

With the economy as the number one issue in the 
countr/ and a major factor in his bid for a second term, 
the president highlighted his concern over the 
relentle.ss recession, and at the same time stressed the 
nation s achievements in winning the Cold War under 
his leadership. 



Committee Chair Winston "Bud" Gardner, would 
prohibit Florida's nine state universities from 
assessing student fees not authorized by state law. 

Gardner, a member of numerous environmental 
organizations, is not against FPIRG, according to Erin 
Finkel, Gardner's administrative assistant. But 
Gardner would prefer students donate to FPRIG when 
paying tuition fees, rather than having to say "no" 
if they don't want those fees assessed. 

"He doesn't like the way the fees are being collected. 
He feels that it should he more of a positive check-off 
system rather than a negative check-off system, " 
Finkel said. "When you go to sign your fees you 
should say, 'Hey look, I'd like to give $2.50 to PIRG,' 
instead of it already being there." 

Hernandez disagreed. 

"An informed majority can make a decision for the 
group and then the group agrees to abide by those 
rules and that's something that the legislator that 
filed (the bill) doesn't believe we have," Hernandez 

said. 

Hernandez "believes Gardner's bill is a reaction to 
FPIRG's activism. 

"We're out there making some waves on issues that 
we're working on, like the bottle bill," he said. 

"(Gardner) is not trying to do away with the 
organization in any way," Finkel countered. 



350,000 migrant workers, are the only employees in 
the state who don't have to be notified of hazardous 
substances used in the work place. 

"Farmworkers are suffering from the pesticides in 
the fields and some have health problems," Roberts 
.said. "They (should^ have the right to know when 
they're being exposed and right now they don't have 
that right." 

She added that Florida Impact will be working with 
a full-time lobbyist tor the migrant farmworkers to 
further address their needs. 

But Roberts said if any long-term solutions for the 
poor are to succeed, there will have to be a 
fundamental revamping of the state's tax structure. 

"What the state of Florida needs to do is have some 
meaningful tax reform that gives us a stable revenue 
base," Roberts said. "That might mean an income tax. 
That might mean a service tax." 

Otherwise, she added. "'Floridians' i quality of life 
IS going to continue to suffer and poor people's needs 
are going to continue to be unmet, and the number 
of poor people will continue to grow," 

But Roberts says there is a .<tat<' legislator headed 
in the right direction, namely Sen. Jack Gordon, who 
has offered a plan to tax only the upper 10 percent 
of the population. 

"That would raise a significant amount of money." 
Itoberts said. "We suppose that is the kind of thing 
we need to get back on track." 

But she urged people at the grassroots level to take 
the initiative if they want to see such an income tax- 
currently unconstitutional in Florida-passed. Florida 
is currently one of five states without an income tax 

"I think the leadership on that is going to have to 
come from the people because the politicians can't do 
it now in the current political climate without losing 
their positions," Roberts said "The leadership is 
going to have to come from people who want good 
public policy." 

She said such a populist effort, when combined with 
the work of groups such as Florida Impact, will help 
get the job done. 

"We are going to have to create that climate for the 
politicians to step out and make some bold moves," 
Roberts said.

A dictioiicU'v will tell you that a//c^To is an adjective

What It won't tell you is that it's also the name of 
a little-known, seldom seen musical by Rodgers and 
Hammerstein.

The story deals with the first 35 years in the life 
of Joseph Taylor ( Junior) from birth to his moment 
of ultimate crisis. 

Young Joseph is your basic nerd, still wet behind 
the ears, but eager to learn. Darren Bagert plays him 
well, showing him as an earnest if somewhat clum.sy 
fellow, the kind of guy you'd love to crib Latin notes 
from. 

Left behind in his hometown is Jenny Br inker (Jill 
Collins) an almost rich daughter of a local merchant, 
with certain ideas about the kind of doctor she d like 
Joe to be. Sadly, her ideas of success come from 
spending too much time looking at the pages of Vogue 

You can probably figure out the rest from there. 
What will surprise you, especially since this is Rogers 
and Hammerstein, is the amount of sex that gets 
literally thrown at you at times, thanks to very 
energetic choreography by Lainie Munroe.

is committed by children between the ages of II and 
14. 

Hill sides with City Commissioner Jack McLean on 
the controversial coal plant issue, saying that the 
least expensive form of energy should always be used. 
The cheaper the energy, he says, the less poor people 
have to fork out. 

"If we get other alternative energy cheaper (than 
coal), then we'll do it," he said. 

Hill said he's for the consolidation of city 
government because that set-up would be the best for 
the poor. 

"It's cheaper to (consolidate) now," he said. "In 20 



years it will be costly and unsuccessful . . . 
Administrative costs will be high but in 3 or 4 years, 
it won't be as bad." 

The city's anti-apartheid ordinance may need to be 
reviewed, says Hill, who advocates bringing business 
and industry like General Dynamics to Tallahassee 
in order to create jobs. As with other issues, this one 
should be looked at from the perspective of the poor, 
he says. 

"Any job created needs to be looked at," he said, 
arguing that he would weigh the employment benefits 
of poor neighborhoods with the involvement of the 
specific company in South Africa. 

"I'm not for treating poor blacks in Africa wrong 
but I'm not for treating African-Americans wrong," 
he said. "I have to do what is best for the people who 
elected me."

See Alex run. See Alex smash his race car into a 
wall. See Alex wake up in the future and start 
running all over again. See that and you've seen just 
ahout all that Freejack has to offer. 

Frvi'jack is the latest production unleashed upon an 
unsuspecting movie audience by Morgan Creek 
Pictures, the same outfit that had the nerve to give 
us an American Robin Hood last year. 

The film is ba.sed, however loosely, on the story 
Immortality, Inc by Robert Sheckly, a writer who is 
barely known outside of the hardcore sci-fi "ghettos." 
He's no stranger to having his work adapted for the 
screen, though, since Dino de Laurentis bought his 
story "The 10th Victim ' for a movie with Ursula 
Andress almost 30 years ago. 

Sadly, Sheckly is the victim here, along with the 
rest of the audience. The germ of the story is nifty; 
you just have a hard time finding it amongst all the 
chase scenes. 

In the near future, science-run-amok has developed 
the ability to transplant human minds into a 
computer, and then into another body offering virtual 
immortality, for the right price. 

So you can imagine that many of society's upper- 
class parasites would be eager to latch onto this new 
technology and use it to vastly overstay their 
welcomes. 

The trouble is, this can only be done at the expense 
of the per^nality that currently inhabits the body m 
question. Volunteers are naturally a bit scarce. 

And, let's face 
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it, most of the 
bodies that could 
be grabbwl off ti^ 
streets are in 
pretty lousy shape anyway, since by 2018 the ozone 
layer is crumbling and the best item on the average 
per^n's diet is a steaming plate of river rat. 

For their next trick, those clever amok-scientists 
have offered up a soluticm: by using time-travel, it is 
now possible to pluck a nice healthy body from the 
past and use it for a hm^, 

Someotw in 2018 pays out $7 million to scoop up 
race car driver Alex Furlong (Emilio Estevez) 
nam^conds befm^ his sti^^ly airborne vehicle hits 
a wall. Accident victims are prime game for the time- 
thieves, l^au^ (a) if tl^ acei^nt is messy enough, 
nolK^y will be too concamd over the lack of a body, 
or ^y parti and (b) the «x)mbination of time 
transference ai^ knowing they're about to die usually 
blanks the future Imt-body's mind anyway.

But Alex is not your ordinary guy. Obviously not, 
since he is able to neatly avoid the law of conservation 
of energy (which means that he should have 
materialized in the future at the same speed and 
angular momentum that he was experiencing on the 
other side of the time corridor) so that instead of going 
splat on the operating table, he's merely dazed and 
confused. 

After fighting with the doctors who are pointing 
some very un-medical looking lasers at him, he gets 
a lucky break when someone else*s paid assassins blow 
up the mobile unit he's transported into and he gets 
away in the confusion. 

Free to run, free to hide. Trapped in a world he 
never made, etc., to be hounded by the relentless 
bounty-er, body-hunter, Vasendik (Mick Jagger). 

Surprisingly, Jagger turns in a creditable job, 
considering that this is the first real acting work he's 
done since 1968's Performance. He brings a nice, 
understated quality to the role. In fact, most of the 
time, he's so soft-spoken it's hard to remember Ws 
the featured villain. 

The predictable reunions follow. Alex meets up with 
his old pit boss (a clever camec 'oy David Johansen) 
who's even scuzzier than he was in the past, a^ of 
course his old girlfriend. 

Now really, old should be the operative word here, 
but it isn't. Playing the token love interest, Rene 
Russo looks hardly a day older thwi sl^ did when Alex 
apparently died. 

She chases him out, thinking his body's already 
been harvested, and poor old Alex is once again at 
the mercy of Vasendik. 

More predictable, expensive chases follow, along 
with a not-so cute cam^ by the not-quite Mrs. Jagger, 
Jeri Hall (you know, the one Andy Warhol had such 
fun with in his diaries) and finally, the big finish 
where we meet the villain. It's Anthony Hopkins. You 
should have been able to g^s that, since his other 
two minutes of screen time are literally planed in. 

Some more expensive conputm- |^h^ follow, 
along with an eiuling you can s^ a mile Prom 
there, the film limps alo^ ui^ ths real eiMling, 
whkh thanUiil^ is only am^her five min^s away. 

Not a great film, at times almost a good one, the 
central prcWem is that it just doesn't live up to its 
p^ntial. I^pite that, the film deserves to do well 
emmgh, so that some other producers might buy 
another property of Sheckly's and do it justice. He, 
em well as ^ rest of us, deserves better.

"It's not a matter of racism. I'd have the same problem if it was an 
English company,*' he told the St Petersburg Times. 

Kulmann wasn't alone. Bill Giles, president of the Philadelphia Phillies, 
told the Times, ''Baseball is America's game. I think it basically should 
be owned and controlled by North Americans." 

Okay, everyone, together now; what baseball means to us: "Baseball 
is like a dog namdi Butch, a dandelion on the prairie, Sunday worship 
and a redhead with br«;es ..." 

Save this crap for a reading at The Grand Finale. Yes, baseball is nearly 
a synonym for tradition in our land; it means so much to so many people.

But even more traditional— and this has to be obvious— is free enterprise 

Itself. 

Mr. Yamauchi is a resident of Seattle with an interest in joint-purchasing 
a given company from the owner. It should be that simple. 

What complicates matters is the growing phobia of a Japanese economic 
takeover, the increasing nationalism with the faltering economy, and the 
fact that Major League Baseball has too much power. 

Let's probe the latter concept a bit. Why can MLB outright own its entire 
market and make all of it's legal decisions? Well, because the Supreme 
Court said it could, but idealistically there seems to be a problem with 
this ruling. 

For instance, what if Chrysler. Chevrolet and Ford were granted 
immunity from the law: they could determine who owns each auto plant, 
discriminate against employees and assess concrete, excessive fines for 
their own rules. Certainly, subtlely, and probably unlawfully, much of 
this already occurs, but at least the Big Three is answerable to the law 

Also, in reference to Japa-phobia, the Japanese legislator s comment last 
week that U.S. workers are lazy and illiterate likely didn't help matters. 
No doubt the comment was unfounded, but it certainly shouldn't play a 
factor in this case. 

It seems more than anything that the warped message Mr. Yamauchi 
received finds its home in the foreign-fearing conscience that still plays 
a prominent role in the U.S. 

Or as the downhomesman might put it: "You understand, we just can't 
have no uninvited guest comin' to the cookout— makes you feels 
uncomfortable, like your belt's on too tight."

A question of yes or no 
in Mike Tyson rape trial

INDIANAPOLIS-Attorncys fought over the meaning of a woman's 
response of "yes" and "no" to sexual advances Tuesday as jury selection 
for the rape trial of former heavyweight boxmg champion Mike Tyson 
passed the halfway point. 

Prosecutors and Tv'son's defense team fought doggedl\ over the wording 
of questions posed to pr(^pective jurors. In mtst instances. Judge Patricia 
GifTord allowed questions with a more general approach 
^ Four jurors were seated Tuesday, bringing the total to nine. Five white 
men, along with two white women and two black men. Seventeen people 
have been excused. 

Sixteen jurors were expected to be seated, with 12 deciding Tyson's guilt 
or innocence in an alleged attack on an 18-year-old Miss Black America 
contestant at the Canterbury Hotel last July 19. The other four would 
serve as alternates. 

If the 25 -year -old fighter is convicted of rape, conTmement and two counts 
of criminal deviate conduct, he could face up to 63 years in prison. 

Most of the defense tactics seemed designed to find jurors who would 
be willing to believe the accuser consented to sex with Tyson without 
verbally saying "yes." 

Defense attorneys objected twice to questions posed by prosecutig 
attorney Greg Garrison, who asked if poor judgment by a crime victim 
relieved the perpetrator of responsibility for the criminal act. 

Defense attorneys Kathleen Beggs and James 'Voyles object to Garrison's 
TSglatiiif questions to sex crimes or to any crime at all. But GifTord allow ed 
Garrison to continue as long as he used a specific example— that a person 
walks into a bad neighborhood and gets mugged. 

"Do you think their poor judgment excuses the crime in any way?, ' 
Garrison asked one jurw. 

The prosecution several times successfully protested Beggs' line of 
questioning. Garriwn twice prevented Beggs from asking about situations 
that have faced other ^rts heroes revered by prospective jurors. 

Beggs started to ask one juror, a long-time baseball coach whose hero 
is all-time hite leader Pete Rose, how he felt Rose was treated when accused 
of tax evasion and gambling on the sport. But the prosecutor cut the 
question short, claiming she was asking about issues that had nothing 
to do with a juror*s ability to decide this case. 

That prospective juror eventually was seated.

Three presidential candidates 
to address greenhouse effect

Some might be hard pressed to believe that 
something as seemingly insignificant as a half 
degree rise in the Earth's temperature over the 
last 50 years would be enough to send three 
Democratic presidential candidates and some of 
the world's foremost scientists scurrying to 
Tallahassee 

But that's just what will happen tliis weekend 
when Arkansas (lov Bill Clinton, former 
California Gov. Jerry Brown and former 
Massachusetts Sen. Paul Tsongas speak at The 
Global Warming Leadership Forum, Saturday 
and Sunday at the Florida State Conference 
Center. 

According to Carole Florman, a spokesperson 
for Citizens to Preserve Florida, a group co 
sponsoring the event, this will be the American 
public's only chance to hear the candidates' 
views on the environment at length. The forum 
is the only one of its kind during the election 
primaries. 

'There'll probably be some other things set 
up later in the year, but right now, this is it," 
Florman said earlier this week "We're going 
to be the focus of so many people. It's a horrible 
pun, but it's really becoming a 'hot' topic." 

The forum will focus on tough questions such 
as federal regulation of big businesses which 
have been known to release dangerous gases 
such as cartwn dioxide and methane into the air. 
Top scientists in the global warming field, as 
well as representatives from environmental 
groups— including Greenpeace, the 
Environmental Defense Fund and the Sierra 
Club— will attend the forum. 

Florman said Florida, which is just a few feet 
above sea level in most places, has the most to 
lose from global warming. 

"Florida is the first to go," she said. "Florida 
will be affected by global warming before any 
other state because of its extensive coastline. 
With a rising sea level . . . we're more 
susceptible to saltwater intrusion into our 



drinking water and to land loss." 

Most agree that if the Earth's temperatures 
begin to rise, the polar icecaps will melt, 
flooding the oceans, which could turn Florida 
into the world's largest underwater theme park. 
But the thing scientists can't agree upon is 
whether the planet is actually suffering from 
global warming. 

"It's a complicated subject,'" said Reed 
Boati ight, public relations director ui the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, a federal agency that studies 
global warniiiig along with a host of other 
scientific problems. ' You'll probably find people 
all over the line on that subject." 

The forum may not answer hiird scientific 
questions, such as the elTect of industrial 
pollutants on global warming, but it will focus 
attention on how much stock the three political 
candidates put into environmental issues. With 
the economy and health care reform hogging the 
spotlight, the environment has been put on the 
back burner, savs FSU political science 
Professor Paul Piccard. 

"There's an immediate economic cost in 
helping the environment," he said. "Peoph- ai e 
more worned about gaining more benefits than 
about spending more money." 

Florman said she was disappointed that more 
presidential candidates have not decided to 
come to the forum. All of the candidates were 
invited, with the exception of David Duke, who 
has been denied a slot on the Republican Party 
ticket in Florida. But only Clinton, Tsongas and 
Brown accepted, and President George Bush is 
sending a representative. 

Tsongas is scheduled to speak at 11:15 a.m. 
Saturday, followed by Clinton at 3:15 p.m. 
Brown is scheduled to speak at 1 1 am. Sunday. 

Joining the presidential candidates will be 
former Arizona Gov. Bruce Babbitt and 
Tennessee Sen. Al Gore, Jr. 

Florman said her group and co-sponsors, the

to offer clean 
energy plan

While scientists and presidential 
candidates talk about global warnung 
at this weekend's conference, members 
of the environmental organisation 
Greenpeace will hold a rally to unveil 
plans on how to deal with it, 

Steve Kretzman, a Greenpeace 
campaigner from Atlanta, said the 
group will hold its rally on the steps 
of the Old Capital Saturday and try to 
show everyone just how easy it is to 
clean up the environn^nt and create 
jobs. 

'*What we*re calling for is five 
percent of the defense budget to be 
immediately redirected to clean 
energy, and then the catch is that it 
will create jobs," Kretzman said. 

In other words, he wants to take $15 
billion and turn it towards solar and 
wind power and energy effiency 
programs that he says will help boost

"Our version is worse tTian yours, 
Saunders said. **We attempted to pass 
a no new tax budget based on current 
revenue." 

Chiles budget plan did not contain 
any tax increases but virtually all 
state agencies were targe l. u at lower 
funding levels.

Frat guys moving into 
soro house is no big 
deal, co-owner's wife says

A lack of communication is apparently to blame for the brouhaha that 
erupted after several members of a Florida State University fraternity 
subleased an apartment in a sorority house last week. 

The problem arose when four members of the Zeta Beta Tau fraternity 
moved into a vacant apartment - originally leased to the Sigma Delta Tau 
sorority— without the building's landlord or owners being notified. 

Karen Braverman, Sigma Delta Tau's national vice president, is 
responsible for the sorority's lease with the building's owners, according 
to Mary Kay Asbury, wife of one of the building's co-owners. 

Asbury said Braverman, who lives in New Jersey, didn't immediately 
request approval for the subleasing due to a death in Braverman's family 

"I am giving Karen the benefit of the doubt," Asbury said, adding that 
she soon expects to receive a formal letter from Braverman requesting 
approval for the sublease. 

Asbury said the f raternity members have been permitted to stay in their 
apartment until the owners of the building receive Braverman's letter, 
at which time they will make a final decision on the new residents' status. 

Asbury expects the matter to be finalized within two weeks and said 
the fraternity members will likely be allowed to stay. 

"1 do not have a problem with the boys living there ... as long as they 
are considerate with the other tenants," Asbury said. "No wild parties." 

But non-Greek residents who live in other apartments m the building 
said it looks as if the building has been taken over by the entn^ 45-member 
fraternity. 

"T couldn't figure out what was going on," said FSU graduate student 
Andrea Kelly, who has lived in the building for two years. "Just suddenly 
there was this swarm of guys over here chanting, playing music. It was 
like a mini invasion and the tenants were asking, 'Who are these guys? 
What's going on here?' " 

But at least one sorority memljef . who asked not to be identified, said 
she doesn't mind the new neighbors. 

"I have no problem with it," she said. "This is just four other guys." 

But resident Tony Olive, who has a month-to-month lease, said oni> 
fraternity member told him that arrangements would be made regarding 
his residency in the building. 

"It seems to be their imderstandmg that they have jurisdiction over mv 
residency and my apartment and I don't think that's the case," Olive said, 

Robert Dezso, president of Zeta Beta Tau and one of the four new 
residents, rt futed charges that the fraternity has taken the building over 

"No more (people have visited) than anyone else that has friends," Dezso 
said 

Dez.so added that comments he made in an earlier Florida Fhimbeau 
article regarding, for example, his stated intention to cut down a tree in 
the front yard, were tiiken out of context. 

"That was said as a joke," he said. 

But Dezso acknowledged that four keys were given to ti-aternity ofTicei s 
who do not live in the building. He said the keys will be taken back m 
order lo minimize problems with the owners. 

Dezso added that the fraternity could possibly take over the lease if the 
sorority eventually moves out. 

"We're looking into that and a couple of other options," Dezsu said.

Oliver Hill would give the poor a voice 



Orange Avenue Tenants 
Association president Oliver 
Hill pulls no punches when 
discussing his advocacy for 
the less wealthy of 
Tallahassee's citizenry. Hill, 
disabled and handicapped, 
survives on welfare and argues 
he can speak for the poor with 
far more sensitivity than any of 
his opponents for City Com- 
mission Seat 1. 



Things are out of whack with the 
Tallahassee City Commission and, 
we're sorry to say, Steve Meisburg 
is part of the problem. Too often he 
sides with power instead of the 
people. 

When it came to the two issues of 
major import to the progressive 
coalition which elected him— en- 
forcement of the anti- apartheid or- 
dinance and the coal plant— Steve 
Meisburg waffled and feigned, some 
would even say obstructed, instead 
of boldly defending what was right. 

In general, the commission has 
become an insulated, arrogant and 
elitist institution that admits doing 
things for the benefit of the people 
in the name of the peq)le whether 
the people want it done or not. It's 
a commission that pouts, childishly, 
when the people ask to voice their 
opmion on matters that afYect their 
lives. Witness the effort to dis- 
courage a referendum on the coal 
plant issue. 

The coal plant fiasco is just one 
example— and Meisburg was in the 
vanguard of trying to ram the plant 
down this community's throat. Just 
how out of touch is he? 



In his interview with the Flambeau 
editorial board, candidate Meisburg 
said the people who approached him 
in opposition to the coal plant 
weren't against the coal plant per se, 
just the timet abk for setting one up. 
We say: ERRRNT! 
More specifically, besides its back- 
ing coal, we don't like the commis- 
sion's—and Meisburg's— weaselly 
handling of the anti-apartheid or- 
dinance or its soft-glove approach to 
Tadiran and General Dynamics; we 
don't like its defense of the Capital 
Parkway project and its hollow 
rhetoric about preserving neigh- 
borhoods and protecting the en- 
vironment; we abhor the lack of em- 
phasis on issues of affordable hous- 
ing, poverty and social justice, and 
the bitter fruits of crime and home 
lessness that spring forth from that 
neglect. 

Some say Meisburg has had a 
"quiet, steadymg mfluence." We 
say he makes a good argument in 
support of term limits. He needs to 

go- 

That decision is made easier by 
the fact that at least a few of 
Meisburg's challengers present 



viable alternatives. 

We're giving our endorsement to 
Oliver Hill. Currently president of 
the Orange Avenue Tenants Asso- 
ciation, Hill makes no bones about 
being the "poor person's advocate." 
Some call that single-minded; we 
say that's a voice and a perspective 
the current commission is sorely 
lacking. 

Not only would Hill bring atten- 
tion to the plight of Tallahassee's 
poor and bring an insight based on 
first-hand knowledge, he would 
send a message of hope to a huge 
segment of Tallahassee's population 
that justifiably feels shut out by the 
current commission. 

With Hill in City Hall, Tallahas- 
see's poor would know that some- 
body there is going to honestly listen 
to their concerns and honestly act 
on their behalf They would know 
that they can take part in the polit- 
ical process and have it pay off in 
terms of a better life for themselves, 
their children and their community. 

We say it's about time. 

Ironically, we disagree with Hill's 
positions on some of the major 
issues of the campaign, positions 



some would say echo Meisburg. Hill 
says he may have approved of the 
coal plant project if it would have 
lowered utility rates for the poor 
And he says he would have granted 
General Dynamics an exemption 
from the city's anti-apartheid or 
dinance, too, because of the jobs the 
corporation offered to the city's 
down-and-out. 

We respectfully disagree, of 
course. There's no reason why 
Tallahassee can't find businesses to 
locate here that don't encf)urage 
South Africa to oppress its people. 
But at least Hill's position is consis- 
tent. He believes anything that 
lowers utility rates for poor people 
IS worth supporting. 

But Meisburg, whose sole func- 
tion sometimes seems to be to par- 
rot the many pro-business positions 
of Jack McLean, seemed less con- 
cerned about jobs and utility rates 
and more concerned mih pleasing 
the Chamber of Commerce. 
Granted, the choice isn't pretty, but 
we think Meisburg has proved to be 
a great disappointment in too many 
areas.

Commission challengers 
need to get beyond 
whitebread world view

It's the issue that isn't. 

The incumbents in this year's ci- 
ty commission elections have had it 
easy when it comes to their ^si- 
tions on the anti-apartheid 
ordinance. 

Because most of their challengers 
are too whitebread to pay attention 
to the issue—despite its huge sym- 
bolic and economic importance to 
the African-American 
community-Steve Meisburg and 
Jack McLean haven't had to public- 
ly answer for their controversial 
stands, or \mk thereof. And that's 
too bad— for everylKKiy. 

Too bad for the challengers, who 
could have earned a few extra 
pluses, from this corner anyway, 
but instead got big fat minuses. And 
too bad for the communis, especial- 
ly the African Anwrican communi- 
ty, which c(Hild use anotfier public 
debate to come to terms with the 
issue and the city's stance on it. 

Both Meisburg and McLean say 
the anti-apartheid ordinance, which 
is supposed to keep the city from do- 
ing business with companies involv- 
ed in the racist nation of South 
Africa, has been successful. But 
many would counter with an em- 
phatic NOT! and ask: 

• What about the exemptions 
granted to General Dynamics and 
British Petroleum, anmng ^her 
firms? 

• What about the city's look-the- 
other-way approach to evidence that 
Tadiran— which received a multi- 
mill ion dollar subsidy fron the ci- 
ty to move here— has ties, possibly 
direct, possibly military, to South 
Africa? 

• And what about the commis- 
sion's rude, even hostile attitude 
toward David Mack and Ed 
Holifield— the two men who have 
singlehandedly uncovered much of 
that pvidp nee about Tadiran, doing 
what both the city and the local 
media should have been doing? 

Both Meisburg and McLean have 
answers to all these questions, of 
course— most of them not so convin 
cing, from this corner any way— but 
their challengers aren't even asking 
them. Only two even have positions 
on the ordinance, and they basical- 
ly like the way things are going. 

Oliver Hill thinks the ordinance 



needs to be reviewed because, from 
the standpoint of the poor, any job 
is a good job, no matter that other 
poor workers abroad are paying for 
it with their lives. Although we 
disagree, it's easier to sympathize 
with Hill's concerns than with those 
who want any new business that 
comes down the pike to set up shop. 

For example, Dan McDaniel says 
the ordinance in its present form 
should be scrapped because it's 
keeping companies that may only 
have a little bit of South African 
blood money in their pockets, as op 
p<M^ to a lot, from setting up shop 
here. 

McDaniel just isn't getting the 
bigger picture. 

But then again, neither are the 
other can^dates. 

In interviews with the Flambeau 
editorial board, Penny Herman, 
John Gibby and Frances Powell all 
said at first that well, they hadn't 
really been keeping up with the 
issue too much. And then when it 
got quiet they hemmed and hawed 
and said, well, if the city's got an or- 
dinaiM^e, the city should enforce it, 
right? 

C^at answers, peopte. Great *$$ 
answers. 

It's disturbing that all these can- 
didates wIk) so closely followed the 
coal dbbate, them big environmen- 
talists and neighborhood activists, 
don't am the anti-apartheid or 
dinance as just as important of an 
issue and one that raises the same 
questions about social 
res^nsibility. 

If it's important to think about a 
local coal plant in terms of its ('ffects 
on the planet— its contributions to 
global warming, the mercury in the 
coal dust byproducts, the devasta 
tion coal mining wreaks on the 
environment— why isn't it just as 
important to think about how local 
business transactions affect the peo- 
ple who inhabit the planet? 

What are these people thinking? 

How can they fight so passionate- 
ly against the coal plant on those 
grounds, yet not have formulated a 
position on the anti-apartheid or- 
dinance, which has gotten just as 
much, if not more, m^ia attention? 

There's no good excuse— except 
that maybe ihmm pec^le are just too 
whitebrei^.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia-The Serbian-controlled 

Yugoslav presidency Wednesday threatened to take 
unspecified action against Croatia's Serbian rebel leaders 
unless they agreed to deployment of a U.N. peacekeeping force. 

The warning came as U.N. Undersecretary Marrack 
Goulding met with Serbian officials at the end of a four day 
mission during which Serbian rebel leaders in war-torn Croatia 
maintained their opposition to the peacekeeping plan. 

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa-A new round of 
attacks on black commuter trains, some by attackers armed 
with machetes or grenades, has left at least five people dead 
and 20 wounded, police said Wednesday. 

The incidents marked a resurgence in black factional 
township violence that killed at least 10,000 people in seven 
years, but which appeared to subside late last year 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua— Nicaragua has turned down a 
Taiwanese firms's logging proposal for 500,000 acres of 
rainforest in a victory for ecol(^sts and a defeat for 
unemployed Indians, officials said Wednesday. 

The proposed 20'year concession was rejected mainly due to 
technical and ecological concerns, said Roberto Araquistain 
of the Nicaraguan Institute of National Resources and the 
Environment, the government's environmental agency.

W ASHINGTON-The health care reform plan proposed 
by President Bush in his new budget would offer vouchers 
for up to $3,700 in health insuraiK^e costs for low-income 
families, the Department of Health and Human Services said 

Wednesday. 

The broad-brush picture painted by the budget documents 
insists the Bush plan will "guarantee access" to health care 
for "all poor families" through a "transferable health 
insurance credit (voucher) that is large enough to purchase a 
basic health package," or $3,750 for a family. 

NEW YORK-An Egyptian immigrant acquitted of 
murdering anti-Arab Rabbi Meir Kahaiie was sentenced 
Wednesday to 7 to 22 years in prison after the judge 
condemned violence wrought by the defendant as "a ra^ of 
this community." 

El Sayyid Nosair, 36, of New Jersey, declared his innocence 
before he was sentenced in state Supreme Court in Manhattan, 
where 30 burly court officers lined the aisles. 

WASHINGTON-A conciliatory President Bush 
returned to Capitol Hill Wednesday to press for quick action 
on his economic recovery plan but Senate Democratic leader 
George MitcheU dismissed his March 20 deadline, saying: 
"We don't operate that way." 

Bush lost no time in launching a lobbying campaign in the 



aftermath of Tuesday night's State of the Union address to 
a joint session of Congre^, which also will serve as his election 
year campaign message. But some Democratic leaders 
indicated he may have a rocky road. 




GAINESVILLE-Florida's jobless rate will hover 
around 7.2 percent this year, then dip to 6 percent as the state 
limps toward economic recovery in the next two years, a 
University of Florida analyst predicted Wednesday. 

"Some employment sectors will begin to recover during the 
first half of 1992, but employment in trade, transportation and 
finance will continue to decline this year and there will be 
almost no growth in government jobs, ' Carol Taylor West, 
forecasting director of UF's Bureau of Economic and Business 
Research, predicted in The Florida Outlook report. 

MIAMI— Buoyed by President Bush's call to eliminate 
the luxury tax on yachts, boat manufacturers urged Congress 
Wednesday to swiftly repeal the law ^at industry leaders say 
has put thousands out of work. 

Bush has asked Congress to repeal the law as it applies to 
yachts costing more than $100,000.

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Brad Davis tribute screens tonight

Listen to actor Brad Davis as he 
speaks from the grave: 

"I have very definite feelings 
about the bigotry running through 
our government where AIDS is con- 
cerned. And why? Because of the 
original stigma that this was a gay 
disease." 

These words are part of a 
2.000-word book treatment Davis 
wrote weeks before he died last 
September of AIDS-related com- 
plications. His statement amounts 
to a searing indictment of not just 
the government, but the 
H(>l]ywood community as well. 

Davis accused Hollywood of 
hypocrisy, citing the public concern 
about Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome versus the reality that 
actcrs known to have the disease 
were not allowed to work at all 

"I make my money in an industry 
that . . . gives umpteen benefits and 
charity affairs (for) research and 
care, but in actual fact, if an actor 
jh even rumored to have HIV, he 
f;e*s no support on an individual 
basis. He does not work," he wrote. 

To nrotect his familv as well as his 
prospects of future work, Davis paid 
his own medical bills without in- 
surance, and only recieved hospital 
treatment Jifter registering under 
his real name of Robert Davis. 




When Davis died, he was 41 years 
old and had kept his illness private 
from friends as well as business 
associates for four years. His death 
cut short a film and theatrical 
career that many say hadn't yet hit 
its peak. 

Davis was born in Tallahassee, 
and later went to New York, where 
he studied first at the American 
Academy of Dramatic Arts. He 
achieved fame at the relatively 
young age of 28 in the harrowing 
1978 film Midnight Express. Davis 
played college student Billy Hayes,

who went through hell in a Turkish 
prison whM Im wm caught jug- 
gling drugs. 

His performance in that film ac- 
centuates the irony that, after en- 
joying the rush of early success, 
Davis should contract AIDS, most 
likely from contaminated needles 
during a battle with drug addiction.

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Bluesman Willie Dixon_ 
dead of heart failure

BURBANK. Calif.-Blues legend Willie Dixon, whose music 
epitomized the blues and shaped rock *n* roll, died Wednesday from 
apparent heart failure. He was 76. 

A spokeswoman for St. Joseph Medical Center in Burbank said that 
Dixon was admitted to the hospital Jan. 5 complaining of chest pains. 
He died about 1:30 a.m. 

"Based on his condition, his physician sj^utates that he died of heart 
failure," spokeswoman Patty Starkey said. 

As a key member of the Chicago blues reene, Dixon sang and played 
stand-up bass but his legacy will be the huinireds of songs he wrote 
for others. They are among the most endiiringin the blues genre, filled 
with grit and an evocative quality that was not lost on the Mick Jagger, 
Keith Richards, Eric Ck^n, Jimmy Page and <Aher young rockers 
in the early 1960s. 

Dixon helped shape tl^ careers of Muddy Waters and Howlin' Wolf, 
two other Mississippi transplants, when all three were part of Chicago's 
legendary Chess record label in the 195<k. 

"Frankly, the blues is the facts of life and it's very easy to write the 
blues when you're thinking abmt life," Dixon said in a 1^9 television 
interview. 

Dixon was an adequate singer but Howlin' Wolf and W^^rs gave his 
classic works an eroticism and urgency that he could not. 

The crust Wolf, born Chester Burnett, hi^ hits with Dixon's "Little 
Red Rooster," "I Ain't Superstitious," "Back Door Man," "Evil" and 
"Spoonful," filling them with a tin^ toiger ai^ l^ooding sensuality. 
For Waters, whose style was not so menacing, Dixon wrote "I Just Want 
to Make Love to You," "Hoochie Coochie Man" wid "You Need Love." 

Dixon was one of the main attractions at a Jan. 21, 1989, rhythm 
and blues concert put on as part of Geroge Bush's inauguration and 
he showed up wearing a "Jesse Jackson for President" button. 

Dixon, who lost his right foot in 1977 because of complications of 
diabetes, was a bulky man and celebrated his girth in the songs "Built 
for Comfort" and "300 Pounds of Joy."

In the first scene from his new 
film, Kuffs, Christian Slater faces 
the camera, and asks the audience 
not to think of him as too big of a 
jerk for dumping his girlfriend who 
just told him she's pregnant.

The film opens well, with credits, 
Timhuk 3's "The Future's So Bright 
(I Gotta Wear Shades),'" and Milla 
Jovanovich dancin^^ in her 
underwear. It's downhill from 
there. 

Always an actor that will try to 
^cl hy with attitude where a little 
acting might do, Slater's roles come 
sneer included from Heathers to 
Brat Pack II's Mobsters. However, 
without so much as a scrap of script 
to work with, that attitude wears 
thin five minutes into this movie. 

Doing his best Matthew Br(xierick 
(Ferns Buehler's Day Off) imitation, 
Slater mugs throughout the movie, 
making numerous asides of whim 
sical comments and plot explication

leading to the personal realization 
that more of the script is read than 

acted. 

Slater plays George Kuffs whose 
brother owns a patrol special in San 
Francisco, a sort of supplementary 
police force paid for by the mer- 
chants in his district. When Kuffs' 
brother is killed. Slater inherits his 
district, vowing (surprise) to avenge 
his death. 

It's not half bad— It's much worse. 
Director and screenwriter Bruce 
Evans's idea of humor is a frozen 
turkey run over by a Brinks truck, 
and this dog sinks so low as to have 
Slater bridge the fourth wall to 
show you his gunshot wound. The 
cheap bastards didn't even put a car 
chase in the movie. Slater merely 
tells you that he knows where the 
bad guys are going (no idea how he 
knows), and they get there by cab. 

Did I mention the 10 minutes of 



film time Slater shares with a dog? 
Don't laugh, the canine's electric 
next to Slater. 

There's some clever 
cinematography early in the pic- 
ture, and the attempt to bridge the 
cinematic fourth wall is ambitious, 
but for what? There is nothing here 
but fodder. A five minute scene has 
Slater's mouth taped (a promising 
idea), but then subtitles his muffl 
ed voice. Is this really necessary? 

These people, assumedly, make 
movies for a living. Christian Slater 
makes movies for a living. It's very 
difTicult to believe they didn't know 
how terrible the picture is. It's not 
just bad, iVs Hudson Hnwk quality. 
The production team committed a 
public disservice releasing the film. 
Anyone who sees this movie should 
be given a t-shirt if they're awake 
at the credits, and a refund on the 
grounds of fraud. It pretends to be 
a movie. That's like calling Ryan 
O'Neal an actor. 

It's too late for me— save yourself 
Don't see Kuffs.

FSU battles Blue Devils in rematch

II Florida State's road wins against North Carolina, 
Wake Forest, Georgia Tech and archrival Florida 
were big, then a home win tonight would be jumbo. 

The fans who chanted "We want Duke!" during the 
FSU/North Carolina State game get their wish 
tonight when FSU faces the top-ranked Duke Blue 
Devils at 7:30 in the Civic Center. The game will be 
televised by ESPN (cable channel 8). 

FSU coach Pat Kennedy said Duke (15-0, 7 0) has 
the talent to eventually be regarded as one of the all- 
time great college basketball teams. And he said his 
team needs everything to go its way to have a shot 
against the Blue Devils. 

"We're going to have to shoot great and play great 
defense— there's no getting around that," Kennedy 
said Wednesday. "We're just going to go out . . . relax 
and make it happen." 

Coach Mike Krzyzewski's Blue Devils make their 
first visit to Tallahassee sitting as the top team in 
the Atlantic Coast Conference. Duke has also won 21 
straight since losing last year's ACC tournament 
championship game to North Carolina. 

The 23rd-ranked Seminoles lost their last meeting 
with Duke, 86-70 at Cameron Indoor Stadium Jan 6. 
But FSU (13-4, 5-2) is riding a six-game winning 
streak, and Kennedy says he coaches a different team 
now. 

"We're a totally different team than we were in 
January," Kennedy said. "Rodney (Dobard) wasn't 
playing that well, Charlie (Ward) was playing football 
and Douglas (Edwards) shot two-for-14. 1 think the one 
thing that has our kids sky-high is the fact that we're 
much better than when we played them (before). 

"We've got guards who can shoot it and our big guys 
are quick to play around the basket," Kennedy added. 
"I think we're kind of a scary team ourselves. If given 
the proper set of circumstances . . . we'll have a shot." 

Krzyzewski agreed and added the development of 
Ward could make the difference for the ^minoles 
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Blue Devil co-captain Brian Davis is averaging 
8.9 points a game. Duke has won 1 5 gannes by 
an average margin of 22.7 points. Tonight 
marks Duice's first trip to TaliahMsee. 

tonight. 

"The major difference ... is that Ward is in 
basketball shape," Krzyzt^wski said. "I really like his 
demeanor on the court. He's really settled (FSU) 
down." 

Sam Cassell, who leads FSU with 18.9 points per 
game, Chuck Graham and Ward will pace the 
Seminoles' three-guard attack. Dobard and Edwards 
will be the starting forv^ards Dobtu-d has shot 82 
percent over the last four ganu^s and Edwards has 
come alive as well, leading the team in rebounds 
against Mercer, Georgia Tech and Florida. 

The Blue Devils feature a strong transition-offens(^ 
that's run by guards Bobby Hurley and Thomas Hill 
(15.6 ppg). Hurley has hit double figures m points and 
assists four times already this season, and Thomas 
Hill leads the Blue Devils in three-pointers with a 
42.9 average behind the line. 

Duke's dominant bigmen Grant Hill, Brian Davis 
and Christian Laettner will patrol the baseline. 
Laettner (6-11) has averaged more than 20 ppg as a 
center. And when he takes a break, freshman

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Tyson jury chosen: Let the trial begin

INDIANAPOLIS— Jury selection was completed 
Wednesday in the rape trial of former heavyweight 
boxing champion Mike Tyson. 

Opening arguments, however, were delayed while 
Marion County Superior Court Judge Patricia Gifford 
dealt with motions filed under seal earlier during 
legal wrangling. 

Tyson is charged with rape, confmement and two 
counts of criminal deviate conduct for an alleged 
attack on an 18-year-old Miss Black America 
contestant in his room at the Canterbury Hotel early 
last July 19. If convicted on all counts, he could face 
up to 63 years in prison. 

The fighter left the courthouse after jury selection 
was completed. 

Prosecutors and defense attorneys agreed to the 
12th juror, a white man, at midday. 

Half of those seated on the jury are white men, with 
three white women, two black men and one black 
woman. Eight of the jurors are in their 30s and two 
are in their 20s. One is 47 years old and another 55. 

The racial makeup of the jury has become an issue 
in the trial. 

Civil rights groups have said they doubt Tyson, who 



is black, can get a fair trial in Indianapolis because 
jury pools usually do not reflect the ratio of blacks 
m the general population of the county. 

Three alternates, two white men and a white 
woman, were selected in the afternoon. Gifford 
initially wanted to seat four alternates, but all parties 
agreed to stop at three to prevent another round of 
prospective juror questioning, which routinely has 
lasted 90 minutes. 

The last man selected for the jury said he had heard 
of T>'son and his arrest in September, but had no 
opinion of the case. 

"Gee, he was arrested," was the juror's reaction to 
Tyson's situation. "Everybody (at the printing shop 
where he works) expressed their opinion, but I said, 
'So what?"' 

Two women were eventually excused from duty as 
alternates provided the liveliest moments from 
Wednesday's selection process. 

One woman, a junior high science teacher, said she 
would take a verbal "no" over an impHed "yes" in 
body language when determining whether the accuser 
consented to have sex with the fighter. She also 
recalled that she heard defense attorneys were getting 
$5,000 a day from Tyson.

"This is the biggest tournament of the year 
for women's rugby," said Emil Signes, 
assistant coach of the United States team and 
coach of the Eastern Rugby Union. "The best 
women's national team in the world and 
therefore some of the world's best players will 
be here, which is remarkable since we've only 
^en playing internationally for a few years." 

The U.S. Eagle team, which will be 
comprised of players selected from the four 
U S rugby unions— East, Midwest, West and 
Pacific— will be chosen over the two-day 
tournament as they play against each other 
in a round-robin format. 

Seven members of the FSU women's rugby 
team will be playing for the East squad, with 
a sure chance of making the Eagle team, since 
all seven played for the Eagles in the 
inaugural World Cup. FSU and Eagle 



standout Candi Orsini said the prospect of 
having all the World Cup champions back in 
Irrvvn — their first reunion since winning the 
historical event— is exciting for the players, 
"The ITT's is an exciting event. We've got 
the cream of the crop in women'^^ rugby all 
here in one place and they're all playing their 
hardest in hope-, bf being ,selected for the 
Eagles." Orsini said, "It's the first time we've 
been together since the World Cup. so the 
players are really excited to see one another 
again." 

The U.S. IS 10 1 m thr<-e years of 
international competition which includes 
underdog wins over New Zealand in the semi- 
finals of the World Cup, and the championship 
match against England. 

The New Zealand squad, the only team to 
beat the U.S., and the English team— whose 
men's team were World Cup runners-up in the 
World Cup in London last November, have 
always been favored in international play. 
Until now, that is. 

'*The U.S. team has proven its ability to 
dominate play at the international level and 
in a very short time," Signes said. 

Although women's rugby is new on the 
international scene, many teams, including 
the FSU team, have been playing competitive 
rugby in the U.S. for more than 15 years, 
much longer than some of their international 
counterparts. The Airoricans are now starting

University system needs moolah 
or will get mediocrity, Lick says

A university system that cannot take any more 
abuse will be pummeled into mediocrity if more 
budget cuts are enforced, Florida State University 
President Dale Lick said at a press conference 
Thursday. 

While trying to avoid the term "new taxes," Lick 
called on citizens to support a reconstructed tax 
system that would generate more money for 
education. 

'*The people of this state need to call their legislator 
and governor," Lick said, "and tell them they want 
them to look at fair, reasonable revenue generation 
plans that will meet the needs of the people of this 
state. 

"We can afford to do what's right," he added. 

Lick painted a grim picture of the eilMts Gov. 
Lawton Chiles' reality budget would have on FSU if 
it is passed by the Legislature. 

The governor's "bare bones" reality budget, which 
ht announced in December, would mean a lews of more 
than $44 million for tho university system. At this 
point, both houses of the Legislature are going with 
budgets similar to the reality budget, which is $358 
million less than what was a^'ov«d by the 
Legislature for 1991. 

"We have already lost 236 positions. If th« proposed 
1992-93 budget is passed, we stand to lose another 100 
positions and another $6.4 million," Lick read from 
a prepared sheet. 

Other potentially disastrous effects include 
underfunding of the magnet lab— a joint project 
involving FSU, the University of Florida and Los 
Alamos National Laboratory in New Mexico. 

"1 think that what you'd call the absolute core part 
of the magnet lab budget would be approved But 
there were some other parts that were expected. My 
guess is they will have to be deferred," Lick said.

Minorities are losing ground in the United States 
and the way to address the problem is to build^loser 
relationships between minorities and whites, says a 
Florida State University advocate for miwirity affairs. 

According to Thyria Greene, director of minority 
student affairs at FSU, that's exactly what the 
university is trying to do. She wants to help thousands 
of students with different backgrounds CMxist and 
learn from one another. 

"Minorities are losing ground in terms of quality 
of life," Greene said Thursday. "Our society cannot 
really enjoy that quality of life if on«-third of its 
population can't enjoy it." 

One attempt FSU is making to encourage 
multicultural relationships involves a series of 
advertisements placed in the Florida Flambeau 
highlighting racial interaction. One of the ads, which 
ran in early January, focused on the working 
relationship between Student Body President Brian 
Philpot, who is white, and former Student Body Vice 
President Yvonne McGee, who is African American 
The ads were sponsored by the Division of Student 
Affairs. 

"There are so many things we're doing to foster 
cultural diversity and multicultural awareness," 
Greene said.

LONDON-Russian President Boris Yeltsin and Prime 
Minister John Major agi et^d Thursday to work together to reduce 

nuclear weapons and promote reform in Russia. 

Durmg a tour-hour meeting at 10 Downing Street, the two leaders 
signed a lO-point dechira- 
tion of cooperation that in- 
cluded sending a British 
team to help deslroy surplus 
nuclear weapons in Russia 
and establishing a hotline 
betvM'en Moscow and 
London. 

Yeltsin's visit to London 
was the first stop during a 
four day trip to discuss 
security and economic 
reform with world leaders fpUowmg the collapse ot the Soviet 
Union. 

MOSCOW— Russian Communists vowed Thursday to 

overturn decrees banning the Soviet Communist Party and pledged 
to become the leadmg opposition force m Russian political life. 

"The government's economic policy is leading us into the abyss." 
said Sergei Skvortsov of the Committee for the Cnitv of the Soviet 
Communist Party. "A strong opposition is needed, and Communists 
must become a leading force in this opposition."

"There is no connection between such loan guarantees and our 
settlements," Shamir told top Jewish contributors to Israel at a 
dinner in Jerusalem.

From his support of South African 
business partner and military supplicant 
Tadiran, to his unfathomable support for 
building a coal plant up until the moment 
citizen oppositiv)n reached critical mass. 
McLean, critics argue, has all but 
abandoned the constituency w ho were so 
proud to support him eight years ago. 

We don't pretend to know why McLean 
operates the way he does. One theory has 
it that McLean wants to run for higher 
office and feels he needs the support of the 
corporate community to do it: thus his 
many compromises on what were thought 
to be inviolable principles. 

Regardless of the answer, like many 
others, we are greatly disappointed in 
McLean and have, reluctantly, decided to endorse his opponent: Democrat 
citizen, neigborhood activist Penny Herman. 

The straw that broke our back was McLean's not-so-fancv footwork on the 
coa plant i^ue. Frankly, it was an embarassment. The routine, for veteran 
McLean watchers, was a familiar, tiresome spectacle. Theatre of the Absurd 
at its woffrt. 

Originally he supported it because he said in a lette- to an opponent it 
"would be cheaper and keep Tallahassee's utilitv bills lower " After much 
public furor, McLean backtracked at one point, saying he was tiy ing to bluff 
the gas compames-at another point, blaming an "out-of-control staff" 

As he's done much too often thmm \mt few years, McLean displayed no 
discermWe wurage and no discernible conviction. Like a dying patient on 
lite support, the pittance of remamtog loyalty we had to McLean the man 
and the politician slowly ebbed away. 

But let us not be misunderstood. We Recognize McLean has done much good 
tor this community, probably more than most imagine. We take Jack McLean 
at his word We don't question hi* Int^ity. Clearly he thinks he's doing 
the right thing. But just as clearly, we think Jack McLean has allowed 
personal ambition to take precwl«iwe ovmr principal. And we hope if he's re 
elected, he reflects deeply about these matters and acts accordingly 

Painful as the choice is we h^mvm that Penny Herman, a committed 
neighborh(^ activist, would be a welcome addition to a commission grown 
stale. Perhaps with a third woman m the commission, the dynamics of the 
commission would change for the better. Perhaps there would ^ less macho 
behind-the-scenes deal making, a la Mwsburg and McLean, and more 
openness. 

Finally, let us say we're very diaa^inted that Herman is on record as 
having stJtmm «»victions on popular issues like the coal plant, but professes 
to not know where she stands on the anti-apartheid ordinance, despite the 
years-long debate. 

We hope in the future, especially if she's elected to the commission, Herman 
learns to think globally as well as act locally. In this interdependent world 
it s more than a slogan.

I would like to respond to Mr. Matson's letter 
published on Jan. 29. 

There is no denying the honor and national 
attention which the athletic department has 
garnered for FSU. Mr. Matson alluded to the 
$800,000 which the athletic department is so 
graciously bestowing upon the university to benefit 
Strozier Library and other academic concerns. 
There is also no denying the fact that this monev 
is desperated needed. As President Lick has said 
publicly, this money will help to provide a larger 
summer schedule than was initially anticipated in 
the wake of the tremendous budget cuts imposed 
on the university. However, if the average student 
takes just over six credit hours per semec^tvi [he 
proposed new athh'tic fe^ of $3.35 per credit hour 
will raise more than $1.1 million. That amount will 
increase to $1.4 million when it is increased again 
to $4.05 per credit hour-a diflerence of ni r t h; n 
$400,000 (at the $3.35 rate)-which will benefit 
largely the athletic department.

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FS'J student senale calls athletic tee unjust, oppose It

The Florida State University Stu 
dent Senate passed a resolution 
Wednesday night opposing Presi- 
dent Dale Lick's proposed athletic 
fee increase, calling it an injustice 
to students. 

The senate debated the resolution 
for close to two hours before voting 
22-6 with nine abstentions against 
the fee hike, which the Board of 
Regents will vote on Feb. 7 in 
Tallahassee. 

Lick's plan calls for a jump from 
$1.10 per credit hour to $3.35 per 



credit hour next fall in exchange for 
"free" admission to home football 
games. The fee would eventually go 
up to $4 or $5 to include admission 
to all athletic events. 

Lick said he will take the senate's 
non binding resolution under 
consideration. 

"If the student senate has done 
something, we're going to have to 
review it," Lick said Thursday. 

Jeanne Belin, a senior in the Col- 
lege ol Social Sciences and one of 
the resolution's co- sponsors, said the 
athletic fee proposal is simply un 
fair to students. 



"I love the Seminoles," Belin said. 
"But to tell me I must pay to watch 
these games is unfair. That should 
remain my choice. 

"The main thing is that athletics 
is a luxury and should remain a 
choice for the students," Belin add- 
ed. "Some people are not sports 
fans." 

But senior Glen Goodman, also a 
social sciences senator, voted 
against the resolution. 

"I've been pretty strong for the 
athletic fee," Goodman said. "I feel 
(athletics) is a large part of this 



State legislator: 
Prejudic^^ pols 
hurt economy

Politicians who exploit negative stereotypes about 
African-Americans are only adding to the country's 
economic problems, state Rep. Alzo Reddick said 
during a brief lecture at Florida State University 
Wednesday night. 

**In a global atmosphere the politician that is able 
to minimize the fear that keeps us apart and 
maximize what pulls us together will be a politician 
that will not only win, but will keep this country 
competitive," the Orlando Democrat said. 

But before there is greater achievement of racial 
unity, Reddick said, African-Americans must 
recognize that the barriers to black progress are as 
much psychological as they are social or economic. 

He also said society must acknowledge that the scar 
tissue left in the hearts and minds of African- 
Americans makes it difficult for the black community 
to fully actualize itself as a contributing member of 
American society. 

"We must maximize the human potential 
represented by all of us in this country," Reddick told 
nearly a dozen people who attended his lecture, which 
was sponsored by FSU College Democrats, the Black 
Student Union, Florida Public Interest Research 
Group and Pi Gamma Mu social science honorary. 

But, Reddick added, politicians using negative 
stereotypes of blacks, such as the image of welfare 
queens, are straining racial relations in the process. 

"The fact of the matter is that the overwhelming 
number of people on welfare are white people in this 

country. But one could 
never tell in lerms of what 
the attitudes seem to be," 
Reddick said. 

He asserts that Japanese 
mothers' wombs are no 
better prepared to produce 
engineers than black or 
white mothers' anywhere 
in America. The country's 
leaders must somehow get 
everyone to the table, Red 
dick said, and persuade 
them they are competent 
Reddick g^j^^ capable of making 

contributions. 

The excitable 54-year-old black legislator also talked 
about his first political campaign, a successful bid for 
the presidency of his fourth-grade class in 1948. It was 
then, he said, he knew not all white males were racist. 

"That means that my politics are quite different 
from some of the other legislators that you are going 
to find," he said, suggesting that some politicians still 
pander to racists.

Cuban attack on

Cuba has plans to launch a military attack against 
the United States because president Fidel Castro is 
losing control of the country, according to a Latin- 
American specialist. 

"When (Castro) has nothing left to lose he'll launch 
an attack on the U.S.," Michael Wilson said in a 
lecture Thursday to approximately 50 people at 
Florida State University. 

Wilson, an analyst with the Heritage Foundation, 
a conservative Washington think tank, said now that 
the Soviet Union is no longer supporting Cuba, Castro 
will lose his grip on his country. Wilson claims Castro 
will then attack the United States to gain popular 
support. 

"This will happen within a year and a half," Wilson 
said. 

The Institute for Conservative Studies, an FSU 
student government agency, sponsored Wilson's 
campus visit. 

Preparing for his downfall, Castro is telling Cubans 
that the United States is on the verge of invading 
their country, Wilson said. This spew of threatening 
declarations, Wilson added, should worry the United 
States. 

According to Wilson, it is perilous for the U.S. 
government to continue ignoring Castro's inevitable 
fall. He suggested the international community play 
an active role in a "peaceful toppling" of the Castro 
government. 
"If Bush acts fast, he can claim to have brought 

democracy to Cuba," 
Wilson said, adding that 
there wouldn't be another 
Bay of Pigs type invasion 
with the Bush 
administration in the 
driver's seat. "If one of 
those other characters get 
elected, who knows what 
would happen. Who knows 
if they would have the 
commitment?" 

Wilson said Castro has 
been involved in training 
^"^^•^ and promoting drug traf- 

fickers and what Wilson calls terrorist 
organizations— including the El Salvadorari 
Faribundo Marti National Liberation Front. 

Wilson claims there are several steps the U.S. 
government can take to accelerate political change 
in Cuba. 

"We should set up a diplomatic office for the Cubans 
Castro doesn't represent and we should work with our 
Latin American neighbors to isolate him," he said. 

According to Wilson, it is essential that Castro be 
indicted in U.S. federal court for his involvement in 
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university and I'm just totally in 
support of it." 

Goodman dismissed arguments 
that the fee increase is unfair. 

"There's a lot of things at this 
university that students are paying 
for but do not use," he said, adding 
that the student body is evenly split 
on the issue. 

But Belin pointed out that 7.000 
students have signed a petition 
against the fee hike— an amount 
she said is significantly higher than 
the number of students who voted 
in the most recent student govern- 



ment elections. 

David Miller, student senate 
president pro-tem, abstained from 
voting on the resolution because he 
didn't think the senators or the stu- 
dent body knew all the facts about 
the increase. 

"What it seemed like to me is that 
no one could pin down exactly what 
the facts were," Miller said. 
"Everyone had their own opinion of 
exactly what was going to happen 
with the athletic fee, how much it 
was going to cost students, where 
that money was going and why it 
was necessary." 




Stephens got his title back but not his class and some of his former 
students are still angry. 

FSU Criminology TA 
gets his position back 
but his class is gone

A Florida State University criminology instructor who was fired two weeks 
ago over the protests of his students, says he has been given back his title 
and his salary but not his class. 

Jay Stephens was fired from his senior-level class on cnniinal and 
delinquent behavior Jan. 16 for reasons school of criminology administrators 
would not disclose on the record. The firing prompted his students to hold 
an impromptu demonstration on the steps of the Bellamy building last week 
supporting him. 

Citing the Buckley Amendment, a federal law intended to protect the 
privacy of individual student academic records, interim criminology dean 
Charles Cnudde would not say much about Stephens Thursday. 

When asked whether Stephens had gotten his student assistantship back, 
Cnudde would only say: ''You'll have to talk to him on that." 

Stephens confirmed Tuesday he has gotten his job back. 

Stephens said a trespass warning issued to him Jan. 22 barring him from 
his former classroom has been cancelled. 

FSU Police spokesperson Jack Handley confirmed Thursday a trespass 
warning against a student he wouldn't name because of the Buckley 
Amendment, had been rescinded the same day it was issued. 

"People in criminology and other administrators resolved the issue," 
Handley said Wednesday. 

Students in Stephens' former class have been given the option of taking 
a Directed Individual Study class with him, Stephens said. But Stephens said 
DIS classes are pass/fail and many of the students don't want S/U credit. 

Stephens continues to maintain he was fired tecause he missed some classes 
to have surgery, because he had another job, and because he gave students 
in a class he taught last semester higher grades than the department would 
have liked. 

Criminology administrators have not responded to those charges on the 
record. 

"Let's just say he was not fulfilling the conditions of the graduate teachmg 
assistant contract," Criminology Director Gordon Waldo said last week.

Vrcttm fights back 

After being stabbed by two assailants while walking 
home from work Wednesday, a man knocked one of 
his attackers to the ground with a tree branch, 
stabbed the second in the back and escaped to call 
police, Tallahassee Police Department spokesperson 
Annette Garrett said Thursday. 

The victim was walking along Putnam Drive at 
dusk when he was approached by two men. The 
suspects began searching the victim for money. When 
the victim began to struggle with one suspect, the 
second stabbed him in the left arm with a pocket 
knife.

"I had prepared all last semester for this class. (The 
students) want their option: me back in the classroom, 
getting what they paid for," he said.

Huey, a fourth-year graduate student, said the class 
is going fine and she plans on teaching it for the rest 
of the semester. 

"We'll go through what 12 weeks we have left," 
Huey said. 

Cnudde added his support for the TA. 

"1 have a lot of confidence in her," the dean said. 

One student, Elizabeth Labbe, isn't as pleased with 
the change. 

"She's not as good as Stephens," she said, but added 
she would stay in Huey's class anyway. 

Stephens has vowed to keep up his fight in a 
department that has already fired him. He said he 
w as inspired by the support his students gave him. 

"I'm just not going to give up. I can't afford to. There 
are so many other people involved," he said.

"Cuba stands in oui- wav — in the world's way— to 
Democracy," he added. "Something needs to be done."

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scapegoating and the politics of race will no longer 
play.

business. 

Despite it all, Lick praised his faculty for going 
through hard times while still performing "incredibly 
well." 

"They are talented, they are hard working, they are 
committed, ' he said, "We're getting more out of our 
faculty than most other places." 

In return for their hard work, a 3 percent pay raise 
which has been set back twice may now not be given 
at all, according to Lick. University faculty and staff 



were told in December they would receive the raise 
Feb. 15. 

"We're slapping them in the face, ' Lick said. "I 
would estimate that a third of our faculty could pick 
up the phone tomorrow and for next fall have another 
job making a lot more money somewhere else." 

Lick suggested implementing temporary taxes, such 
as removing all exemptions to the state income tax 
except for food and drugs, or a 1 percent sales tax 
increase for roughly one to two years. 

"I don't think we're in a position to put in place a 
firm, long-term tax system at the moment. So I think 
we must then put in a short-term system to give us 
time to create the long-term tax system," Lick said.

The same 
goes for the music of Die Kreuzen, 
whose new album is named after 
the stuff and who hits the stage at 
Club 506 South tonight. 

There is music that is meant to be 
heard, and music that is meant to 
be listened to. Pop and rock 
predominate the former category. 
They have a groove or melody that 
repeats itself throughout a song- 
something you can hum, without 
paying attention, music subjugated 
to background noise. In the other 
category is music with more com- 
plexity that de^rves clo^r atten- 



tion. Such songs have structures 
that aren't immediately apparent, 
structures and arran^ments that 
with each additional listening 
reveal more of themselves. 

The new Die Kreuzen (pronounc- 
ed DEE-cro5^zen) album (called, of 
course, Cement) is one of the latter, 
requiring the patience of careful 
listening. It is not the kind of album 
where you can prepare yourself for 
one sound, groove on it, and 
automatically fall in love with the 
band. With these guys, every song 
is autonomous, with individual ap- 
proaches to the arrangements. 
There are intricacies to the rhythms 
that recall Jane's Addiction and 
necessitate attention. 

Arriving from a thrash/punk 



background. Die Kreuzen's music 
has a full sound, with a hypnotic in- 
terplay that has developed over 
their 10 years of playing together. 
Keith Brummer is active on the 
bass, moving from heavy riffs with 
elastic, rubber band propulsion, to 
funky grooves circling the lead 
work of Bri£m Egeness. Dan Kubin- 
ski adds his unique, metal 
influenced caterwaul to the mix, 
and Bruce Vig {Nirvana) has 
mastered it all down. 

There is a smoothness to the 
sound that recalls the cleanliness of 
the Nirvana album, but Die 
Kreuzen is rougher round the edges. 
Their songs work harder, not rely- 
ing on groove-soaked hooks, but in- 
stead creating a mood, atmosphere, 



or context for listening. Their con- 
trol of ambience, and the slow burn 
sound on this and earlier albums 
have earned them comparisons to 
Sisters of Kfercy. Their experimen 
talism compares with Wire, and the 
heavy ominous bass licks recall 
Black Sabbath. 

Together since 1981, Die Kreuzen 
is now on the verge of a major label 
record deal. Products of the second 
punk explosion in America and con 
temporaries of Sonic Youth, Husker 
Du, and the Replacements, they 
have forged their identity musical- 
ly. Each album has expanded thier 
horizons, forsaking the easy 
categorization that has brought 
many bands to the spotlight only to

Rhode Island-based band Bop 
(harvey). currently one of the 
hardest working worldbeat acts in 
the nation, makes a return engage- 
ment tonight at Florida State 
Fniversity's Club Downunder. 
V\ hu h makes sense, when you con- 
sider how the band has grown to ap- 
preciate the college market. 

'College crowds usually work out 
t cally well for us," drummer Scott 
( ulling said Wednesday in a phone 
interview from Tampa "They're 
c(MtaiMl\ the most receptive It's 
kind ol \^ here we target our stuff " 

Before the band settled into the 
college circuit funk, they spent a 
few years working the Midwest — 
particularly the Michigan area, 
whjTc the hand met and formed in 
1984 while attending Michigan 
State I'niversitv in Fast Lansing. 

Culling explained how it was that 
a worldbeat (dance music with ska, 
regga<' influences) band could 
rnatei-ialize in a cold region so far 
from the usual tropical places 
associated with the style. 



'T'd been playing in top-40 bands 
and just really got sick of it, as 
would be expected," he said. "Then 
I met bass player Dan Stecho and 
we played around with some stuff 
and he really got into it." 

Things really began to fall into 
place when Culling and Stecho join 
ed forces with gonzo frontman, 
lyricist and rhylhni guitari>t Word 
smith. Culling said the heavily- 
dreadlocked Wordsmith was essen- 
tial in getting the band off and 
running. 

"We met Wordsmith and he 
already had the attitude. Culling 
said. "Hooking up with him really 
gave us the direction to go m." 

The subtle emergence of tradi 
tional reggfie from founding fathers 
Bob Mar ley and Peter Tosh con 
stituted the bedrock of Bop 
'harvey )'s ejirly influences hut Cull- 
ing said the group was more in- 
terested in coming up with more 
contemporary applications for the 
basic upbeat reggae sound. 

Tn late 1988, after acquiring a 
pretty firm grip on the fans in the 



Midwest, the band headed for 
Rhode Island to set up shop. 

"We moved there to establish 
some .sort of touring base on the east 
coast," said Culling. "And now we 
also try to play in New York as 
often as we can." 

Along with the New York dates, 
the band keeps up with a feverish 
touring schedule of about 200 shows 
a year, with assistance from spon 
sorship by the Miller Genuine Draft 
Band Netwca*k. 

Though worldbeat dance music by 
self-description, the songs on Bop 
(harvey)'s latest release, Bread and 
Circuses, pretty much fall into 
either one of two categories: the low- 
key, metroiK)mic» traditional reggae 
format such as the song "Dub- 
master" and the teched-up, but 
somewhat more experimental 
"Vibe", or the up-tempo, speedier 
ska beat that includes "Men in 
Disgui.se," on which band members 
Joel Hamilton and Paul O'Jibway 
accent the runaway groove with 
their scalding brass and woodwind 
section. 



Including the above, the remain 
ing songs on the album are fortified 
with the help of guitarist Dan 
Matheny's crisp and clean, but 
sometimes funky, up stroke picking 
and the keyboard work of Randall 
Sly, which helps distinguish the 
group from other worldbeat groups. 

Singer Wordsmith likely is the 
most authentic member of the 
group, however, with his uncanny 
Jamaican vocal accent and mawiw* 
Caucasian dreadlocks. Culling ex 
plained a bit of the technology in- 
V0lv^ wi^ Wordsmith's 'do for 
those interested in giving it a shot. 

**The id^ is, you just don't do 
anything to your hair. You let it 
mat, then separate it, or else it'll be 
just one huge dreadlock," he said. 

Bop (harvey) brings its 
worldbeat dance show to FSU*s 
Club Downunder toiught. Tte 
owning act will be a special sur- 
prise.

rheir failure to pander to any musical sub-culture may have cost Die 
Kreuzen quick succe.ss, but it ha.s provided time for the evolution of their 
ori^Mnal .spet^nil-core .sound to a more diverse musical approach. Shows on 
their 1990 European tour sold out. and they seem on the verge of breaking 
It here. Word is they're even better live. Check it out and see. 

If tracing blof)dlines is your thing, you should check out opening act Skull 
Train, whose members have collectively done stints in such seminal local 
l):ind^ as the Tt^'ns. firandma s Hou.se, Silly Wabbit, Insect Fear, the 
Monkeybirds and Human Scarecrow (the latter did things with power tools 
and common household objects that have never been attempted before— 



or since). The Train features Woody Common on drums, Mike Henderson 
on lead guitar, and bassist Robert Masari, with Travis Folmgr ex«wising 
his extensive vocal abilities. Tonight will mark only the second gig for 
the band.

Youth and passion will dominate tonight's 
Tallahassee Symphony Orchestra Winter Concert in 
Ruby Diamond Auditorium. 

The orchestra will present performances of a 
concerto by Prokofiev and a symphony by Berlioz. The 
Prokofiev piece will feature 14-year-old violin soloist 
Jennifer Koh, who has been playing violin since she 
was three years old. Winner of the 1991 General 
Motors and SEVENTEEN magazine National 
Concerto Competition, Koh has been invited to 
perform as soloist over 20 times with various 
orche.stras, including a live televised performance 
With the Chicago Symphony Orchestra at the age of 
11 

This concerto, while similar in style to most of 
Prokofiev's works, is outstanding, according to TSO 
Music Director and Conductor David Sz. Pollitt, for 
the "absolute standard of beauty of the melody, 
unparalleled in Prokofiev's other concertos." The 
endless movement of the melody entwined within the 
piece creatos a mood of comfort and solace, the 
maestro said. 

In contrast, Berlioz's Symphonie fantastiquc is a 
powerful, cynical story of passion This symphony 
offers one of the clearest narratives in the symphonic 
repertory. It was born of the composer's "fatal 
attraction" to an opera singer. The attraction grew 
into an obsession that continued through the rest of 
his life. A proverbial fern me fatale, the singer kept 
Berlioz under her thumb into his later vears. 



according to Pollitt. 

The symphony is comprised of five movements. The 
first is a reverie where the theme, or idee fixe 
representing the beloved, is introduced. The 
movement starts warmly aiMi slowly ti^M m a sa^er 
character. From there the music changes to a waltz. 

In the third movement two flutes, an English flute 
and an oboe begin a pastoral passage that grows to 
a thundering climax. The fourth movement is an 
exciting march entitled "Procession to the Stake," 
followed by the final movement, "Witches Sabbath," 
a sardonic look at the protagonist after death, dogged 
by witches and hags underscored by the ^ of 
the beloved, 

The piece ls representative of Berlioz's personality, 
not in an abstract way, according to Maestro Pollitt, 

but very concretely. 

"It's an amazing piece, written just after Beethoven 
died, very innovative," he said. "Every five bars and 
there's another good idea." 

ITiose unable to make tonight's performance, can 
look forward m February to Tallahassee Symphony 
Orchestra's first ever symphonic Pops concert on 
February 28 and 29. The concert will be light-hearted 
and a little breezy, aimed at attracting a larger, more 
diverse audience to see the Symphony.

..recent additions to its required curriculum of classes. 
In order to graduate, students must take at least six 
credit hours of courses that deal with other cultures 
and outlooks. 

Bernard -Johnson, president of the FSU Black 
Student Union, agrees that such programs can help, 
but he says more wouldn't hurt. 

**0n this campus there is not much interracial 
mixing," Johnson said. "There needs to be a united 
effort." 

But Johnson pointed out that programs designed to 
bring different races together are only effective for 
people vv'ho are receptive to such contact, not with 
those consciously or unconsciously opposed to the idea 
of racial interaction. 

"You can't do it with students who don't do it 
already," Johnson said. "We need to get people 
involved who don't mix (interracially) on an everyday 
basis." 

The BSU supports the administration's 
multicultural programs, Johnson said, and also 



sponsors programs of its own. 

"There is never enough being done," he said. 

According to Greene, minorities in the U.S. are 
falling behind in areas such as health care, education 
and employment. She says more contact between 
different ethnic groups will help ease the disparity. 

She added that most students claim to have friends 
with different social or economic backgrounds, but 
that's not the whole story. 

"We did a survey to find out how many students 
are friends with people in different cultures. They say 
that they're friends, but they don't go to church with 
them or invite them to their homes," she said, adding 
that her main emphasis is on promoting more lasting 
relationhips between students. 

Regina Sofer, director of the state Board of Regents 
office of equal opportunity, says the current trend 
toward multiculturalism m universities got its stcu-t 
in the 1960s. 

"Since the integration movement in the '60s and 
'70s, there's been a trend toward diversity," Sofer 
said. "And campuses are going to reflect that 
diversity." 

She added, however, that there is no system-wide 
statement mandating multicultural programs.

Civic Center public address announcer Jeff Piersol 
probably said it best just before Florida State and 
Duke tipped-ofF. 

'Welcome gentlemen and here's to a long and 
exciting rivalry!" Piersol said, as FSII Coach Pat 
Kennedy formally welcomed the Duke squad with 
hopes of shocking the No. 1 Blue Devils with a win 
Thursday night. 

An FSU -record home crowd of 13,610 nearly 
saw Duke (16-0, 8-0) do what it hasn't done all 
season— lose. But FSU's upset over coach Mike 
Krzyzewski's Blue Devils never happened. FSU 
(13-5, 5-3), who led with as little as 3:20 to go, 
lost 75-62. 

Kennedy said with the exception of the final 
three minutes, he was satisfied with his team's 

effort. 

"I wish we could take those final three minutes, 
re-play them and maybe we'd have a shot at one of 
the biggest wins this year in college basketball," 
Kennedy said. "(It was a) great effort by our players, 
a great show for our fans and for the state of Florida 
and for ESPN. 

"But we're not accepting the loss by any means." 

Krzyzewski, whose team has played before an 
average crowd of more than 10,000 this season, said 
he was extremely excited by the .win. 

"Is this as exciting as football down here?" 
Krzyzewski asked. "From a coach's point of view . . . 
this was a hell of a game.'* 

Duke's composure within the three-minute mark 
was the difference in the game. Sophomore Grant 
Hill (20 points overall) poured in eight points as 
the Blue Devils were able to stretch a two point lead 
into 13. 

'i thought in the last three minutes of the game 
our experience of playing together was outstanding," 
Krzyzewski said. "Our guys were terrific in the last 
three minutes." 

FSU forward Douglas Edwsffds, who scored nine 
points and had seven rebounds, agreed. 

"They played excellent at the end," Edwards said. 
"They controlled what they wanted to do." 

Many fans seemed frustrated when, late in the

FSU baseball cranks up

As always, baseball seems as out of place in February as Mike Martin 
does in a dress suit. Yet Florida State begins its hardball season Saturday, 
and Seminoles coach Martin was styling Thursday afternoon in some nifty 
threads. 

Martin wasn't in his usual baseball get-up because for the third straight 
day his team couldn't practice on the field due to rain. 

"We would like to be getting some ground balls in today. This will be 
three days now not getting out on the field," said Martin, in his 13th year 
at FSU. "We got to throw and hit in the cage, though. I would be concerned 
if we had a lot of guys that had not played at this level. But our starting 
line-up has experience " 

Most of FSU's experience comes in the form of pitching with seven 
hurlers back from last year's 56 15 team. Most importantly. No. 1 starter 
Roger Bailey is back and he'll pitch the opening game against College 
of Charleston at 1 p.m. Saturday. 
"Roger s a guy that's been our No. 1 for a while," Martin said. "He's 

a dominating pitcher." 

Bailey dominated last year, leading the team 
with 1 1 wins against just three losses. With a 3.52 
p]RA, Bailey also led the team with 96 strikeouts. 

Martin's early concerns are plentiful, being 
without familiar stars Pedro Gri^o), Eduaido I'erez 
and Ricky Kimball, all of which went on to the 
pros. But so far he's happy with this team's 
attitude. 

"I really like the attitude and work habits of the 
club," Martin said. "I really like this team." 

Martin also sees a challenge for himself without 
a star-studded cast, he'll have to teach more. 

"I enjoy that," he said. "A lot of teaching is a 
challenge. And our coaches have accepted that this 
year. Our coaches have really been working hard 
with the team." 

Concentration now is put on finding a designated hitter. Martin will 
have to fill the void left when Kenny Felder decided to participate in 
football's spring practice, vying for the starting quarterback job. 

••There' s a lot of question marks, like who's going to be our DH," Martin 
said. "We may not know who this team is until midway through the 
season." 

Martin hopes to characterize the team before play in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference starts up around mid-March— the Seminoles have a series with 
Duke Feb. 21-23 but the bulk of their conference schedule comes later. 

•*It's a stronger league that the Metro (conference). It's much more 
difficult," Martin said. ''There were a couple of teams in the Metro you 
were guaranteed to take two out of three (games) from. But that's not the 
cam in the ACC. Any given team can beat you two out of three." 

Martin also hopes to get back to No. 1, where his team stayed for more 
than half the season last year. The Seminoles, ranked No. 7 in the 
preseason, will find it hard, considering they have one of the nation's 
toughest schedules.

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Tyson trial begins as botii 
sides give opening remarl^s

iNDIANAPOLIS— A prosecutor opened his case 
against Mike Tyson Wednesday by saying the former 
heavyweight champtdn threw a young Miss Black 
America contestant around his hotel room "like a rag 
doll" but the defense maintained Tyson never forced 
the woman to have sex with him. 

Defense attorney Vincent Fuller said Tyson's 
accuser was wily, vengeful and sophisticated, in 
contrast to the coarse boxer, while prosecutor Greg 
Garrison portrayed her as the victim of one of the 
most physically powerful men in the world. 

The widely differing pictures of what happened last 
July 19 were painted in opening statements in Tyson's 
rape trial before a jury of eight men and four women 
in Marion County Superior Court. 

Tyson is charged with rape, confinement and two 
counts of deviate criminal conduct for the alleged 
attack on the Miss Black America contestant. If 
convicted on all chsu-ges, Tyson faces up to 63 years 
in prison. 

"There is no question Mr. Tyson and (the accuser) 
engaged in sex," Fuller said. "And it is crucial in 
considering this case that the sex was consensual." 

Fuller characterized the accuser as a woman 
scorned. He said she was incensed because Tyson 
would not walk her out <rfthe hotel after they had sex. 

"It is our contention (the woman) was not victimized 
but compromised ... At this point she begins to 



formulate a plan," he said. 

Garrison portrayed the petite 18-year-old woman as 
a Christian who was "throwTi around like a rag doll" 
by the hulking 'ryson in his Canterbury Hotel suite. 

Garrison sat on a table just a few feet from the jury 
and paced before them, laying out the prosecution's 
plan to prove Tyson, known for his quick knockouts 
in the ring, pinned the accuser on his bed with his 
forearm and forced her to have sex against her will. 

"One of the fastest, strongest men in the world 
grabbed a 100 pound woman and spun her around," 
Garrison said. "She didn't know how, but she ended 
up on her back." 

Garrison gave graphic description of the evidence 
the prosecution will bring, including references to 
Tyson's alleged attack, a woman's menstrual cycle 
and cuts on the accuser's vagina. 

Attorneys on both sides made clear in three days 
of questioning potential jurors that the key issue in 
the trial will be whether or not the accuser consented 
to sex. 

Gifford ruled the defense may not bring up the 
accuser's sexual history until after she testifies. The 
judge took under advisement a defense motion to 
exclude testimony regarding Tyson's sexual past. 

Defense attorneys want to limit evidence regarding 
Tyson's reputation as a womanizer who treats females 
roughly.

Part of the reason may have been Krzyzewski's strateg>- of 
having Hill guard Cassell down the stretch. 

"We felt that, somehow, Sam (Cassell) could beat us," Krzyzewski said. 
"And we wanted him to shoot over a bigger guy (6-8)." 

Cassell, who is 6-foot 3, said although the switch of defenders was effective, 
it was not a surprise to him. 

"I knew it was coming soon because a lot of teams like to put a bigger guy 
on me to try to neutralize my scoring," Cassell said. "But Grant (Hill ) played 
wonderful tonight." 

Seminole guard Charlie Ward only scored four. But he had six assists and 
three steals and was the only Seminole to play the entire game. 

Duke center Christian Laettner, who scored 20 and pulled down nine 
rebounds, said he was impressed with Ward's hustle. 

"He's an outstanding player." Laettner said of Ward. "I thmk he should 
concentrate on basketball. I would encourage him to do that." 

Ward, Cassell, Chuck Graham and Bob Sura combined for 37 points, 10 
rebounds and 13 assists. 

Cassell said the loss was tough but the team would be able to put it behind 
them. 

"We've just got to get ready for Wake Forest on Saturday," Cassell said.
